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INTPvODUCTORY   DISCOURSE. 


W  ERE  we  to  eftlmate  the  lights  thrown 
on  particular  diforders,  from  the  numbers  of 
men  of  eminence  who  have  treated  of  them  ; 
then  fhould  we  conclude,  that  of  all  the  mala- 
dies to  which  human  nature  is  unhappily 
fubje(5l,  thofe  proceeding  from  injuries  on  the 
head  muft  be  beft  underftood  ;  as  from  the 
days  of  Hippocrates  to  our  own,  they  have 
been  confidered  with  a  mod  particular  atten- 
tion. 

h  But, 
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But,  however  great  our   obligations  to  our 
anceftors,  and  to  many  illuftrious  and  learned 
moderns  and  contemporaries  are,  yet,  the  fa6l 
is,  that  our  knowledge  of  this   fubjedl,  fo  in- 
terefling  to  mankind,  is    still    confined  ; 
and  very  much — indeed^  almojl  every  thing — re- 
mains to  be  explored  !    the  various  diforders 
incident  to  injuries  on  the  head,  have  been  by 
no  means  difcriminated  with  fuihcient  preci- 
fion,  nor  have  their  fymptoms  or  modes    of 
treatment  been  clearly  afcertained  !  Even  the 
life  of  the  trephine  is  now  more  indefinite  than 
it  was  a  century  ago  !    Mr.   Pott,   *    an  able 
writer  and  moft  diligent  obferver,  complains 
of  the  darknefs  and  ohfcurity  of  this  part  of  Sur^ 
gery^  and  it  mufl  be  confeffed,  that  the  work, 
now  before  me,  is  pregnant  with  proofs  of  this 
truth  !    A  much  later  author  feems  to  have  be- 
llowed no  fmall  pains  and  labour,  to  illuflrate 
this  very  interefling  fubjedl ;  nor  does  he  for- 
get to  pay  himfelf  fome  compliments  on  his

fuccefs  5 
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fuccefs  ;  "  but,  however  diffident  I  am"  (fays 
he)  "  in  firfl  diffenting  from  an  eflablifhed 
"  dodrine,  if  my  own  experience  is  found 
"  TO  JUSTIFY  THIS  DISSENT,  the  more  refpedl- 
**  able  the  authority,  by  which  the  contrary 
"  opinion  is  fupported,  the  more  I  think  ne- 
"  cefTary  to  inveftigate  the  merits  of  it."  But, 
alas  !  on  a  clofe  and  critical  examination  of 
this  performance  it  will  appear,  that  obfervatU 
oris  and  experience^  almofl  every  where  militate 
againfl  his  ajfertions  and  opinions'— -for  they  are 
nothing  more. 

That  I  may  not  be  deemed  prefumptuous, 
in  thusafTuming  the  ftile  of  A  master  ;  and 
by  way  of  engaging  the  favorable  opinion  of 
the  public,  I  beg  leaVe  to  fubmit  to  the  can- 
did and  critical  reader,  my  pretenlions  to  this 
character — ^without  doubt,  there  is  no  part  of 
the  habitable  globe,  that  for  half  a  century 
paft,  has  afforded  fuch  an  ample  field  for  c3- 
fervations  on  injuries  of  the  heady  as  Ireland  in 
general  \    this  province  of  Munfter  in  parti- 

b  %  cular  i, 
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cular !  for  onr  people,  Invincibly  hrave^  notwith^ 
Handing  the  cruel  oppreffions  they  have  fuf- 
fered  for  a  century  paft,  and  highly  irritable, 
foon  catch  fire  :  a  flight  offence  is  frequently 
followed  by  ferious  confequences  ;  and  flicks^ 
Hones,  and  every  other  fpecies  of  offence  next 
to  hand,  are  dealt  out  with  great  liberality  I 
To  this  add  the  frequent  abufe  of  fpirituous 
liquors,  particularly  whiflcey,  which  has,  un- 
happily for  the  morals  and  corjlitutions  of  the 
people,  found  its  way  to  every  part  of  the 
kingdom  |  From  thefe  hitherto  unre-. 
STRAINED  CAUSES,  *  it  is,  that  many  of  our 
fairs,  patrons,  and  hurling-matches,  terminate 
in  bloody  conflicts  ;  and  that  violent  outrages 
are  frequently  felt  and  complained  of,  but  fel- 
dom  puniflied !    From  this   it  appears,   what 

fuperipr

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fuperior  advantages  Irifh  Surgeons  have  long 
pofTefTed,  in  this  department  of  their  profefli- 
on,  over  thofe  of  the  neighbouring  nations; 
and  whilft  I  have  long  deplored,  and  execrated 
the  caufes  that  gave  rife,  and  ftiil  give  vigor  and 
animation  to  all  thefe  exceffes,  I  adore  the  fu- 
preme,  who  has  afforded  me  health,  perfe- 
verance,  and  capacity,  to  avail  myfelf  of  them^ 
and  to  convert  the  follies  of  my  country-men 
into  wholefome  information,  for  the  good  of 
mankind  ! 

I  have  had  no  lefs  than  four  fracflured  fkulls 
to  trepan  on  a  May  morning,  and  frequently 
one  or  two.  In  the  courfe  of  above  thirty-five 
years  practice,   I  may    fafely  affirm,   becaufe 

on  I  could  procure,  in  moft  places  it  was  fcarce  obferved 
•'  eight  days  after  it  became  in  forced'*  It  is  true,  the  retailers 
in  moft  places  furrendered  their  licenfes  ;  but  fcarce  a  village 
in  the  country,  or  indeed  cabin  on  the  road,  that  did  not 
vend  it  privately.     What  luccsfs  will  attend  the   aft  paffed 

this  year,  remains  to  be  told. But  certain  it  is,  that  it  is 

in  vain  to  form  wholefome  laws,  if  not  duly  and  properly  en- 
forced. 

b  3  cruely. 
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truely,  that  on  an  average,  one  montli  with 
another,  from  three  to  four  cafes  have  fallen 
to  my  fhare,  of  either  fracflures,  concuflions  of 
the  brain,  or  extravafations  !  The  greater  my 
experience  and  obfervations,  and  the  further 
my  reading  on  thefe  fubjedls  extended,  the 
more  fully  I  became  convinced  of  the  utility 
and  neceffity  of  the  work,  which  I  have  now 
the  honour  with  great  deference  to  lay  before 
the  faculty,  and  the  public. 

But  as  no  opportunity  has  been  loft  by  the 
enemies  to  the  reputation  of  this  mod  ancient 
country — and  too  many  of  thefe  are  domeflie 
ones — ' — It  will  no  doubt  be  remarked,  that  if 
lander  the  prefent  mild  and  equitable  lawSj 
fuch  violences  and  outrages  are  perpetrated 
and  continued,  what  mufl;  not  have  been  the 
flate  of  barbarity  of  the  country  when  governed 
by  the  native  rodes  ;  and  this  mufl  eiFedlually 
do  away  all  that  found  legiflation  and  boafled 
civilization,  which  Irifh  writers  give  fo  much 
credit  to  their  anceftors  for  ?  Will  the  gene- 
rous 
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rous  foreigner  forgive  me,  if,  for  a  moment,  the 
PHLEGM  of  the  philofopher  is  abforbed  in  the 
FIRE  of  the  patriot }  and  that  I  defcend  to  ren- 
der that  juftice  to  my  poor  country-men,  which 
they   have  for  a  long  period  feldom  experienced! 
Until  the  beginning  of  the  laft  century,  the 
prefent    mode  of  legiflation  was    confined  to 
a  contracfled  corner  of  the  kingdom,  and  for 
that  reafon  conflantly  called  the  pale^  or  en- 
clofed.    Beyond  this  confined   circle,  no  laws 
were  known,  but  fuch  as  had   been  in  force 
from    time    immemorial.     7  he    contrafl   be- 
tween the  two,  cannot  be    more  flrongly  il- 
luflrated,  than  by  the  teflimony  of  Finglas, 
Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  to  this  difltridl, 
in  the    reign  of    Henry  VIII.  *  He  exprefsly 
tells  us — -^"  that  the  Englifh  Statutes  pafFed 
*'  there,  are  not  obferved  eight  daysy  after  pafs^ 
**  ing  them ;  whereas,  thefe  Laws  and  Statutes, 
"  made   by  the  Iri(h,  they  keep  firm  andfiable^ 
"  without  breaking  them^  for  any  favour  or  re* 
*'  ward  r  Sir  John  Davis,  had  a  much  bet-

ter 
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ter  opportunity  of  knowing  the  manners  and 
difpofitions  of  the  Irifh,  as  being  the  firfl 
Engliili  Judge,  who  went  on  Circuit  outfide 
the  Pale,  in  the  reign  of  James  I.  He  affirms, 
"  that  there  is  no  nation  under  the  fun,  that 
*  love  equal  and  indifferent  juftice  better 
"  than  the  Iriih,  or  will  reft  better  fatisfied 
"  with  the  execution  thereof,  although  it  be 
*'  agalnjl  tbemfelv^s  /"  *  Lord  Cooke  expreffes 
his  fentiments  in  words  (till  ftronger,  "  fori 
*'  have  been  informed  by  many  of  them  who 
"  have  had  judicial  places  there,  (in  Ireland) 
"  and  partly  of  my  own  knowledge,  that 
"  there  is  no  nation  of  the  Chriftian  world^ 
"  that  are  greater  lovers  of  juftice  than  they 
"  are,  which  virtue,  muft  of  neceftity,  be 
*'  accompanied  by  many  others."  f  The  pre- 
fent  race  of  Irifti  are^/7/  a  brave,  an  hofpita- 
ble,  and  a  generous  people,  poftefting  more  na- 
tive good  fenfe  and  penetration  than  any  other 
commonality  I  know.    No  people  in  the  vv^orld

could 
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could  be  fpeedier  made  amenable  to  law  and 
judice,  were  any  pains  taken  with  them  !  but, 
alas !    there  is  a  fpecies  of  men,  that  have  long 

interpofed    between  them,  and    both hiiw 

ilia  Lachrymce  ! 

"EYery  one  knows,  that  different  liquors' 
have  different  effeds  upon  the  fame  perfon. 
The  man  who  becomes  good-humoured,  and 
expanded  by  generous  claret,  will  riot  be  fo 
pleafing,  with  large  libations  of  punch.  If 
inebriated  with  fpirits,  he  is  capable  of  any 
crime.  The  cheapnefs  of  infernal  fpirics,  the 
facility,  v^^ith  which  they  are  procured,  and 
the  attention  beftowed  in  making  them  circu- 
late through  the  mofl  fequeflered  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  will  well  explain  their  baneful  influ- 
ence, without  any    intemperate   inferences. 

Flattered  with  the  pleafing  hopes,  that  from 
the  extenfivenefs  of  practice,  and  the  accuracy 
of  my  obfervations,  I  ihould  be  enabled  to  il- 
luminats  this  very    opaque  region  of  Surgery, 

and 
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and  throw  into  high  cultivation  an  hitherto 
rugged  and  ungrateful  foil,  I  have  taken  the 
moft  comprehenfive  view  of  the  fubjed,  and 
added  fome  new  obfervations  on  injuries  of 
the  head,  unnoticed  by  other  writers.  The 
work,  after  mature  refledion,  I  have  divided 
into  Chapters,  in  the  following  order,  iiluflrat- 
ing  each  by  a  few  pracftical  cafes. 

The  firfl:  points  out  the  manner  of  treating 
wounds  of  the  fcalps,  from  fuch  as  merit  atten- 
tion to  the  moil  complicated.  I  have  been 
more  than  once  witnefs  to  dilacerated  wounds 
of  this  clafs,  where  the  loofe  detached  flap 
has  been  inhumanly  cut  off,  which,  by  very 
little  trouble  and  attention,  would  be  perfedlly 
re-united,  and  nature  laved  much  trouble  and 
pain. 

In  the  fecond,  extravafated  blood,  formed 
tinder  the  fcalp  is  confidered.  Mr.  Pott  ^ 
thinks  accidents  of  this  kind,  feldom  require

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any  operation,  and  almoft  always  dlfperfe  by 
proper  difcutients ;  however,  the  reader,  who 
perufes  this  Chapter,  will,  with  me,  judge 
otherwife,  and  be  convinced,  that  mofl  alarm- 
ing fymptoms  may  arife  from  diftinguiiliing, 
between  emphyfematous  fwellings  of  this  part 
and  extravafations  ! 

The  third  Chapter  is  of  a  mofl  interefting 
nature,  and  demanded  the  utmoft  exertion  of 
abilities  I  was  mafter  of,  to  throw  it  into  day  ! 
that  wounds  of  the  fcalp,  in  which  the  peri- 
cranium is  injured,  without  offending  the 
bone,  though  feemingly,  for  many  days,  of 
little  confequence,  yet,  too  often  and  fatally 
has  been  long  known  and  deplored  !  M.  Ro- 
hault,  *  Surgeon-general  to  the  Sardinian  ar- 
mies, has  formed  on  this  fiibjedl  an  hypo- 
thefis,  plaufible  indeed  enough.  The  inti- 
mate adhefion  of  the  dura-mater  to  every 
part  of  the  cranium,  had  been  demonflrated 
to  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  long  before  this

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gentleman  became  a  writer,  by  the  celebrated 
Mery.  He  fuppofes,  where  the  bone  has  not 
given  way  to  the  ftroke  or  fall,  that  the  finail 
velTels,  by  which  the  dura-mater  is  connected 
with  it,  may  be — firft,  either  greatly  diflend- 
ed ;  or — fecondly,  totally  feparated  from  it. 
In  the  firft  ftatement,  the  accidents  ceafe  from 
the  fourth  to  the  feventli  day.  In  the  fe- 
cond,  or  where  there  is  an  extra vafation  on 
the  dura-mater,  they  continue  much  longer, 
and  are  more  or  lefs  dangerous,  according  to 
the  extent  of  the  feparation.  M.  Le  Dran, 
accounts  for  the  formation  of  pus  on  the  dura- 
mater,  from  injuries  of  the  pericranium,  by 
obferving,  that  the  commiuiication  between 
thefe  membranes,  at  the  point  of  percuiTion, 
being  thus  broke,  they  melt  into  matter ; 
and  if  the  blow  has  fallen  with  more  vio- 
lence on  the  inner  than  the  outer  table  of  the 
fkull,  the  quantity  of  pus  will  be  much 
greater  underneath.  Hence,  in  all  injuries  of 
the  pericranium,  in  which  the  ikull  is  not 
fradured,  but  contufed,  and  which,   he  fays, 

will 
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■will  be  known  by  a  blackifh  ftain  on  it,  he 
forceably  recommends  the  application  of  the 
trephine.  *  Mr.  Pott  has  embraced  nearly  the 
fame  fyftem.  f  The  communication  by  blood- 
vefTels,  and  otherwife  being  (fays  he)  thus 
broke,  between  the  pericranium  and  dura- 
mater,  the  inflammation  in  the  one,  is  gradu- 
ally communicated  to  the  other ;  and  thus  mat- 
ter becomes  formed  under  the  Ikull,  if  not  pre- 
vented by  large  and  repeated  bleedings  and 
other  antiphlogiflics.  But  when  the  matter  is 
formed,  the  operation  is  unavoidable. 

My  efleemed  friend,  Mr.  Deafe,  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,   has  lately  favoured  the

public  with  an  ingenious  Treatife  on  this  fub- 
je61:  :  indeed  the  bed  I  have  read.  J  He  con- 
tends againft  Mr.  Pott,  that  the  communica- 
tion between  the  external  and  internal  mem-

J  Obfervations  on  wounds  of  the  Head. 
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branes  of  the  Ikull,  cannot  eafily  produce  fuch 
inflammation  and  abfcefs  on  the   dura-mater, 
as  will  account  for  fuch  numbers  of  deaths, 
and  many  of  them  fo  fuddenly  too  !  he  thinks 
the  violence  of  the  blow  or    fall,  is  communi- 
cated   in    fuch   cafes,    to   the   pia-mater  and 
brain,  by  a   fpecies   of  concuflion.     He  by  no 
means   approves  of  thefe  copious  evacuations 
by  phlebotomy,  fo  flrongly  recommended.   In 
the  beginning,    purgatives   may  be    attended 
with  falutary  efFedls  ;  as  alfo  what  he  calls  fe- 
datives,  as  fp.  nitri  dulcis,  fp.  vitrioli.  blifters 
and  finapifms  are  not  without  their  ufe.   Opi- 
um, he  has  little  reliance   on.     Bark  may  be 
highly  ufeful  with  acidulated  liquors,  to  pre- 
vent abforption.     On    the  whole,    when  the 
univocal   figns  of  matter  formed  on  the  brain 
appear,    he  recommends   the   operation,  and 
piercing  the  dura-mater  with  a  fine   lancet,  if 
neceifary. 

Mr.    Bell,  of  Edinburgh,  judges  plentiful 
bleedings,  in  the  firft  inftance,  highl)^  necef- 

faryj 
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fary  ;  but  then  he  judlcloufly  recommends 
them,  as  near  the  fcene  of  a6lion  as  poflible. 
Cupping/fcarrifications,  and  leeches,  as  topical 
applications  ;  and  when  more  profufe  ones  are 
found  neceflary,  he  thinks,  the  jugular  vein  or 
temporal  artery,  fliould  be  the  places  of  acftion. 
The  contufed  parts  fhould  be  opened,  and!  any 
confined  matter  freely  evacuated ;  which,  if  it 
does  not  remove,  may  at  leafl  hinder  the  in- 
creafe  of  matter  on  the  brain.  In  fine,  when 
the  matter  is  formed  there,  the  trepan  fhould 
be  immediately  had  recourfe  to.  * 

Without  defcending  to  remarks  on  the  dif- 
fonant  opinions  of  authors  on  this  very  inter- 
efting  fubjedl,  I  fhall  difclofe  lights  in  which  i 
have  confidered  it.  With  confidence  then  I 
affirm,  that  wounds  of  the  fcalp,  whether  by 
incifion  or  contufion,  in  which  the  pericrani- 
um is  engaged,  will  not  ///  general^  produce 
more  alarming  fymptoms  than  fimilar  injuries

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on  other  parts,  provided  the  habit  of  body  be 
not  materially  vitiated.  When  this  is  the  cafe, 
we  knov7  from  melancholy  experience,  that 
hurts,  trifling  in  appearance  in  other  parts,  arc 
often  followed  by  mod  formidable  fymptoms  ; 
and  why  not  here  ?  If  the  communication  be- 
tween the  pericranium  and  dura-mater,  by 
means  of  fmall  blood-velTels,  conveyed  the 
injuries  on  one  membrane  to  the  other,  why 
is  it  not  conflant  and  uniform,  as  we  know 
Nature's  laws  invariably  are  ?  But  this  is  by 
no  means  the  cafe ;  and  if  refearches  were  to 
be  made,  it  would  appear,  that  not  one  in 
twenty  defperate  wounds  of  the  head,  with 
denuded  bone,  have  had  any  alarming  fymp- 
toms whatever,  during  the  progrefs  of  the 
cure!  The  advocates  for  this  docflrine  ac- 
knowledge, that  numbers  of  cafes  occur,  in  ap- 
pearance very  formidable,  which  are  cured 
with  little  confinement  or  trouble.  How  ma- 
ny gallant  poor  fellows  have  1  met  with,  who 
would  in  a  manner  fcorn  to  beflow  the, 
fmalleit  attention  to  defperate  wounds  of  this 

fort? 
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fort?  the  cafe  of  Yves,  (Obf  8.)  is  as  flrong 
a  proof  of  the  abfurdicy  of  this  do(5l.rine  as 
can  be  adduced  !  But  if  the  obllrudion  of 
communication  between  the  dura-mater  p.i;d 
pericranium,  is  the  caufe  of  inflam.mation  and 
abfcefs,  wliy  has  not  the  aatiphlogillic  co'^r^e 
fo  il?  ongly  recommended,  and  fo  lleadily,  aiAd 
m  many  inflances  fo  early  purfued,  previ  red 
the  formation  of  matter  on  the  brain  t  It  h 
acknowledged,  that  it  has  not !  But  me  v^rj 
fympL.jrr:L.c  attendant  on  this  complaint,  prove 
to  demGnibadon,  that  inflammation  has  not 
the  fmaliefl  fhare  in  it.  The  gleety  matter  from 
the  fore  ;  the  languid  pale  afpecfl  &f  this  lafl  ; 
the  fore  going  from  bad  to  worfe  ;  the  fponta- 
neous  feceding  of  the  pericranium  from  the 
iliull ;  the  ■  rigors  and  horrors,  are  furely 
fymptoms  very  remote  from  inflammation  !  If 
a  wound  or  hurt  in  any  other  part  of  the  bo- 
dy, inftead  of  laudable  pus,  difcharges  a  thin 
fanies :  if  the  fore  affumes  a  bad  afpedl :  if 
rigors  and  lownefs  come  on,  is  it  to  bleedings 
and  other  evacuations,  which  tend  vifibly  to 
deftrcy  what  little  remains  of  the  vis  vitse,  we 

c  have 
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Lave  recourfe  ?  it  is  not !  it  is  to  ac^lWe  flu  pec. 
and  warm  poultices  :  it  is  to  anirna-tiiig  drefs- 
ings,  to  high  diet,  bark,  and  every  other  fti- 
mulant  that  can  help  to  reilore  debilitated 
Nature ! 

Jufl  fo,  fliould  wounds  of  tlie  licid  of  this 
clafs  be  treated.     In  the  beginning  a  moderate* 
line  fliould  be  drawn  between  repletion  and  ab- 
flinence.     When  inilances  of  a  bad  habit,  even 
down  in  the  fore}  then  recourfe  fliould  be  had 
to  fuch  medicines  as  I  prefcribed  for  Median^ 
(cafe  7,)  and  fo  on,  to  other  refources,  ftill  more 
powerful,  as  defcribed  in  the  fucceeding  chap- 
ter.    I  have  coniidered  this  matter  formed  on 
the  brain,  as   of  a  cold  nature,  and  rather  a 
traniiation.     Whatever  will  give  ilrength  and 
flimulus    to  the   abibrbing   velTels  :  v/hatever 
can  by  irritation,  or  otherwife,  promote  the  fe- 
cretions,  are  the  fure  modes  of  cute.     In  drop- 
fies,  and  leucophlegmatise,  where  the  circulati- 
on is  carried  on  languidly  ;  v/here  the  fecreti- 
©ns  by  the  kidnies  are  fmall  ;    by  the  llcin, 

none 
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hone  at  all^  I  have  been  afloniilied  at  tlie  fecre- 
tions  by  urine  and  fweat,  v/hicli  I  have  fome- 
times  procured  by  an  ad:ive  dofe  of  diaphore- 
tics, in  the  courfe  of  a  night  !  When  I  had  fix- 
ed my  opinion^  as  to  the  caufe  of  matter  forni- 
ed  on  the  brain,  I  applied  the  fame  docPtrine  to 
it.  I  coniidered  that  the  matter  yet  forming 
m.ight  be  re-abforbed,  and  any  accefs  to  it  pre- 
vented. Tha.t  even  by  making  this  matter 
more  a(51:ive  and  v/arm,  and  nature  more  pov/- 
erful  in  her  refources,  ihe  herfelf  might  point 
out  the  mode  of  reUef  ;  as  in  the  formation  of 
pus  on  the  brain,  by  real  intlammation.  (Cafe 
14.)  It  is  in  diforders  of  this  clafs,  that  my  ef* 
teemed  friend  Mr.  Bromiield's  fudorific  pro- 
Cefs  can  only  be  ferviceable.  *  In  concufiions 
of  the  brain,  I  apprehend  it  can  be  of  little  con- 
fequence  ;  for  where  no  matter  is  formed,  no 
reparation  of  the  dura-mater  happens.  At  leaft, 
on  a  minute  infpedlion  of  very  many,  wdio  died 
of  this  complaint,  I  never  met  with  either  I  If 
indeed,  the    examination  is   delayed  for  very

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many  hours,  fome  water  may  appear  ;  but  this 
is  only  produced  by  the  melting  down  of  parts 
of  the  fubftance  of  the  brain  :  not  by  an  ac- 
quired, but  to  a  natural  caufe. 

But  the  formation  of  m.atter  is  not  the  only 
alarming  complaint  that  follows  injuries  of  this 
clafs.  Water  may  become  collected  on  the 
brain  from  it ;  and  this  forms  a  ftill  ftronger 
proof  of  the  above  dodlrine.  A  perufal  of  the 
lixth  chapter,  will  fhew  the  pains  I  have  taken 
to  elucidate  this  very  obfcure  fubjedl ;  and  I 
flatter  myfelf,  that  the  dodrine  of  hydroce- 
phali  whether  from  external  or  internal  caufes, 
will  no  longer  be  fo  obfcure  and  unintelligi- 
ble as  it  has  been.  It  is  a  known  fadl,  that  in 
about  thirty  or  forty  hours  after  diffolution, 
water  will  be  found  in  the  brain,  and  often 
in  the  thorax,  from  the  mere  defcrudlion  of 
heat  and  circulation  only  ;  how  then  in  the 
name  of  common  fenfe,  can  we  fuppofe  with 
Dr.  Fothergill,  *  that  an  hydrocephalus  from 
its  commencement  to   its  fatal  conclufion,  is

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circnrnfcrlbed  within  the  fpace  of  twenty-one 
days  at  far  theft  ?    The  very  innate  heat  and 
circulation,  how  languid  foever,  muft  counter- 
act: fo  hafty,  fo   rapid  a  colliquation !  In  the 
obfervation  that   gave    rife    to    this  enquiry, 
(Cafe  15,)  we  fee  the  fpace  of  more  than  three 
months  intervene  from  the  blow  to  his  death  ; 
fo  long  a  time  did   the  water  take  to  accumu^ 
late  !    In  that  of  the  child,  (Cafe   1 6,)  the  com- 
plaint began  foon  after  parturition.     At  fifteen 
months  old,  fhe  was  far  from  being  exhaufted ; 
in  five  years  after,  was  alive  and  better  ;  and 
at  this  day,  (September  1789,)  the  tumefadli- 
on    of    the    head    is  rather     leffened     than 
cncreafed  I     The    Dodlor    fays,    that    ftrong 
fprightly  children,  are  moft   expofed  to  this 
complaint ;  but    from    the    very    nature    of 
it,    and    from   what   we    obferve    from     its 
fpontaneous  formation,  a  coldnefs  in  the  con^ 
ftitution,   and  a  languor  and  llownefs  in  the 
circulation  muft  necefTarily    be  pre-fuppofed. 
Befides,  he  feems  at  a  lofs  how  to  difcriminate 
between   diforders   of  this   clafs,  and  thefe  ra- 
pid fevers  in  children,  in  which  the  head  is  en- 
c  3  gaged. 
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gaged,  wliich  he  gravely  tells  us  proceed  from, 
worms  !  but  worms  in  children,  and  nervoiis 
complaints  in  the  more  advanced  ilagcs,  pre-- 
dude  all  further  enquiry,  fatisfy  the  pubiic, 
and  fave  the  faculty  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and 
thinking.  Had  the  reputation  of  Dodor  Fo-- 
thergill  kept  pace  with  his  abilities^  I  Ihould 
not  dsfcend  to  make  thefe  ilriwlure^. 

Concuiiion  of  the  brain,  by  a  natural  pro- 
greflion  of  injuries  communicated  to  the  fofc 
parts,  becomes  the  next  objecl  of  enquiry.  To 
do  this  with  greater  preciuon,  I  judged  an  en-^ 
quiry  into    the  feats  of  the  vital  and  animal 

faculties  a   neceffary  praecggnitum -at  lead 

as  fatisficlory  a  one,  as  the  nature  of  the  fub- 
jclI  would  admit  of.  Beiides,  it  might  go  in 
aid,  to  oppoib  the  dangerous  dodrine  of  mate- 
rialifm  ;  and  at  the  fame  time  prove  to  the 
Surgeon,  that  an  opening,  when  neceffary,^may 
be  as  iafely  made  through  the  corpus  callofum, 
as  through  any  other  part  of  the  brain,  as  it  is 
here,  tnat  M,  La  Peronie  places  the    feat  of  the 
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Concullions  of  the  brain,  I  have  divided  into 

three  clailes, firli:,  mortal  concuiTions  ; 

fecondlj,  recovery,  v/ith  infanity  ;  aud  thirdly, 
perfect  recovery.  In  the  treatment  of  this  dif^ 
order,  1  have  totally  rejedled  the  ufe  of  the  tre- 
phine ;  and  although  in  mofh  of  the  cafes  I 
have  produced,  it  will  appear,  that  for  very 
many  years,  I  had  adopted,  as  well  in  this  dif^ 
order,  as  in  that  of  extra vaflition  of  matter  on 
the  brain,  the  nfual  mode  of  treatment,  by 
profufe  evacuations  ;  yet,  a  careful  retrofpec- 
tion  of  this  pradllce,  and  thefe  cool  refledlions 
which  every  honeft  pradlitioner  mufl  naturally 
make,  fatisfied  me,  that  it  was  highly  excepti- 
onable. I  have  for  forae  years  pail  ufed  eva- 
cuations very  fparingly.  In  this  diforder,  it  is 
the  brain— it  is  the  medulla  oblongata,  and  the 
nerves  proceeding  from  it,  that  are  more  or  lefs 
injured  ;  and  1  have  ufed  opiates,  blended 
v/ith  the  nervous  tribe,  v/ith  great  fuccefs,  in 
curable  cafes  of  this  clafs.  I  have  given  my 
reafons  at  large ;  and  the  informed  and  clear- 
lighted     practitioner     will    judge    for     him- 

felf. 
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Though  I  in  a  manner  tremble,  in  making 
the  following  remarks  on  extravafated  matter, 
and  on  concufTions  ;  yet,  as  it  appears  to  me  ^ 
duty  1  owe  to  juflice  and  to  the  public,  I  can- 
not fupprefs  them.  On  a  fair  calculation,  1  do 
affirm,  that  ten  patients  perifh  from  thefe 
two  caufes,  for  one  who  dies  of  a  fradlured 
flcull !  An  inquefl  is  called  on  a  perfon  who 
j)eriilies  from  either  caufe.  A  Surgeon  may 
probably  be  fent  for.  He  examines  the  head 
fuperiicially  ;  or  may,  perhaps,  be  diredled  to 
ppen  t|ie  head,  and  examine  more  minutely  the 
flate  of  the  parts.  He  finds  no  traclure,  tho» 
he  may  in  fome  cafes  find  matter  on  the  brain. 
He  reports  no  injury  done  to  the  fkull.  The 
Inqueft  bring  it  in  accidental  death  j  and  at 
;ha  following  Aflizes,  the  delinquent  is  ac- 
quitted, though  the  m.an  vifibly  dies  of  the  in* 
jury,  as  another  does  of  a  gun-lhot,  or  other 
penetrating  wound.  If  I  forget  not,  about 
twenty-three  years  ago,  Balf  and  M'Quirk, 
who  were  convi(5led  of  the  murder  of  a  Mr. 
Clark,  at  the  eledion  for  Middlefex,  at  Brent- 
ford, wfere  ):oth  pardoned,  becaufe  on  a  repre- 

fentation 
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fentation  to  the  King,  by  fome  medical  gentle- 
men, who  had  the  curioiity  to  rake  up  die  bo- 
dy after  interment,  it  appeared,  the  lixull  was 
not  fradured,  though  it  had  been  proved  on 
trial,  that  matter  was  found  Iod^^>^d  on  die 
brain  !  I  have  now  difcharged  my  confciei  je, 
leaving  it  to  Judges,  to  Surgeons,  add  ro  Ju- 
ries, to  adl  as  they  think  fit,  and  decrte  in  r- ;.ci3 
kihing  cafes  murder,  or  not. 

Clofely  coi^neded  with  this  iiibjed,  is  i?:Z 
fdodlrine  of  extravarfation ;  but  this  is  by  no 
means  to  be  confounded  with  extra vafation 
from  wounded  pericraniums,  of  which  we 
have  already  fpoken.  If  I  underilarid  the  dif- 
ferent writers  who  have  handled  this  fibjed: 
fight — and  I  have  taken  much  pains  fo  to  do — 
the  prefent  fubjedl  alludes  to  extra vafation  of 
blood,  of  lymph,  or  water,  or  of  all  combined, 
immediately,  or  foon  after,  fucceeding  to  a  vio- 
lent injury  of  the  head.  It  had  been  affirmed 
by  fome  Members  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Surgery,  that  on  examination  of  bodies  after 
4c^th,  who  died  with  all  the  fymptoms  of  con- 

cuffion. 
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cuilion,  that  neverthelefs,  in  fonie,  coniiderable 
extravafations  of  blood  had  been  found  under 
the  ilcullj  in  others  none,-— It  became  then  a 
qiieflion— — — Yvl'iat  are  the  A'mDtoms  of  mere 
concuflion,  and  how  to  be  diflioguiihed  from 
concuilion  attended  -^ith  exiravafhtion  ?  It  had 
been  nmch  wif:;r  iiril  to  eilabHfli  the  faSls  :  for 
it  is  a  qneftion  that  has  had  a  ino^t  pernicious 
tendency,  with  refpecl  to  the  iicfcj  has  made 
the  operation  of  the  trephine  more  indefinite 
than  ever,,  and  has  thrown  the'  do6\rine  of 
concuilion  into-  the  ntinofl  cohftiiion  I  It  m 
now  pretty  v/ell  a2;reed  oil,  that  the  conciiflioii 
and  extraYafition  are  difi-eren't  injuries,  yet  the 
fymptoms  of  both  are  nearly  the  fame  ;  and 
Mr.  Pott  afHrms,  *  that  peov>fe  ha^e  died  with 
all  the  fymptoms  of  'concuifion  ;  yet,  on  in- 
ipeclion^  it  became  evident,  thafthe  cauie  was 
tj>win^  to  extravafation.  The  immediate  lafa 
of  f:nfe  'and  of  motion  following  an  hurt  on 
the  head,  is  attributed  to  concufllon.  If  thefe 
fvmntoins  die  away^    and    are  fucceeded  by

Others, 
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Others,  in  two  or  three  days  they  are  decided 
proofs  of  extravafatioD,  and  call  loudly  for  the 
operation  ;  yet   Mr.    Pott    contends,  that  the 
fymptoms  of  this  lafh  may  fo  fpeediiy   follow 
thofe  of  the  fornier,  as  not  to  be  diftinguilhed 
from  them,  and    therefore  the  trephine  mnft 
be  had  recourfe  to.  Or  indeed  in  other  words, 
where  the    figns   of   concuffion    continue,  in 
which  the  trepan  iliould  never  be  ufed,  they 
are  now  converted  to  flgns  of  extravafation, 
w^here  its  aid  muft  be  galled  in  !    But  can  the 
fymptoms  of  concuffion  and  extravafation  be 
at  all  compatible  ?  I  think  not  !  Why  does  the 
lofs  of  fenfe  and  motion  fo  fpeediiy  follow  con-* 
cuillon  ?  It  is  becaufe  the  ilvull  has  refilled  the 
momentum  and  velocity  of  the  body,  as  well 
as   the  dura-mater,  and  fo  the  v^hole  force  is 
thrown  on  the  brain  and  nervous  fy ftem.     But 
in  this  imaginary  extravafation^  the  dura-m^ater 
mufl  be  feparated  from  the  ikull,  the  veffels  of 
com.munication  between  them,  muft  pour  out 
their  contents,  and  the  force  of  motion  being 
thus  broke,  fymptoms  of  concuffion  mufl  be,  at 
worfl,  but  light.     But  if  any  thing  could  efta- 

blifli 
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biiOi  this  DANG£Ruos  JDOCTRIND  of  extravafa- 
tion,  it  muil  be,  where  the  force  of  motion  has 
formed  a  feparation  between  the  dura-mater 
and  fkull.  Nov/  fiffures  of  the  cranium  have 
been  as  faaiiiiarly  and  as  cavaHerly  treated  of 
by  almofl  all  writers  on  the  head,  as  fradlures 
and  concufTions,  and  as  if  they  were  equally 
common  ;  yet,  in  the  whole  courfe  of  my  prac- 
tice, I  never  met  but  a  fingle  inflance  of  this 
fpecie?  of  hurt ;  and  the  man  died  immediately 
or  foon  after,  and  the  fymptoms  were  thefe  of 

concufiion though  on   opening   the   head, 

there  w^as  a  fenfible  reparation  of  the  dura-ma- 
ter from  the  cranium,  the  length  of  this  crack, 
yet  no  blood  appeared,  intervening  (fee  cafe  2^\ 
again,  where  the  dura-mater  was  moft  uncom- 
monly feparated  frpm  the  fkull,  and  an  almofl: 
unexampled  depreiTion  of  this  membrane  and 
of  the  brain  ;  )et,  not  a  fingle  drop  of  blood 
■was  interpofed  !  (Cafe  34.)  To  difcufs  this  in- 
terefting  affair,  I  have  beftowedan  entire  chap- 
ter ,  but  it  is  my  earnefl  wifli,  that  the  reader 
in  peruling  it,  will  have   a  reference  to  what  is 

here 
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here  advanced,  becaufe  it  comes  in  aid  to  what 
was  there  omitted. 

Having  treated  fully,  and  eftabliflied.on  un- 
erring principles  the  univocal  fymptoms  of 
thefe  diforders,  in  which  the  cranium  is  only 
the  medium  of  conveyance,  as  convex  glaiTes 
converge  the  fun's  rays  to  a  fiery  point,  with- 
out partaking  of  its  heat. — It  now  remains  to 
conlider  thofe  injuries  fuftained  by,  and  con- 
fined to  the  Jkull  and  their  eiFedls.  To  a  cer- 
tainty, the  obfervations  of  writers,  for  more 
than  half  a  century  pad,  far  from  elucidating 
this  moft  interefling  fubjedlj  have  viiibly  tend- 
ed to  throw  it  into  greater  confufion,  than  it 
had  been  in.  For  infteacl  of  determining  v/ith 
precifioji  the  cafes  in  which  an  operation  (in 
itfelf  extremely  painful  and  cruel,  and  in  its , 
confequences  dangerous)  fhould  only  be  had 
recourfe  to,  they  have  fo  multiplied  them,  that 
fcarce  an  hurt  on  this  partj  attended  vyith  un- 
toward fymptoms,  that  does  not  verge  to  tre- 
panation. So  apprehenfive  of  latent  fradlures 
being   concealed  under  anomalous  fymptoms, 

that 
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that  diiTerent  parts  of  die  head  are  frequently 
laid  bare,  and  trepaned  for  this  fuppofed  An- 
Guis  IN  Herba  !  But  it  will  appear  to  de- 
monftration,  that  far  from  being  in  dread  of 
latent  fractures,  there  are  numbers  of  vilible 
ones,  that  require  no  operation  whatever  !  and 
this  important  fad:  eftablifhed,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  will  in  future  prevent  thefe  bold- — thefe 
cruel  experiments  ! 

A  fradlured  flcull  unattended  with  concnjfiohy 
has  for  fome   days,  no  particular  fymptom  to 
difdnguifli  it,  but  what  can  be  derived  from 
the  touch   or  the  probe.     Of  courfe,   anoma- 
lous, muddy  and  obfcure  appearances  will  not, 
nor  cannot  be  miftaken  for  the  remoteft  ligns 
of  fradlure.     The  13th  thapter,  with  what  has 
been  faid  above,  will,  I  hope,  for  ever  do  away 
the    fuppofed    combination   of  concuflion  at- 
tended  with     extravafation ;   and  thefe    facfts 
eflablifhed,  and  the  operation   of  the  trephine 
confined  to   its  proper  fphere,  will  appear,  one 
of  the  mcft  ufeful  and   certain  medicines  be- 
tween   life   and  death,  that  the   ingenuity  of

hian  ever  Imagined !  Frafei'eci  flculls  I  have 
didiiigniflied,  ^^r,^,  into  tlicfe  vritli  and  witli- 
oiit  deprefilon.  Tlie.Cc:  lafl,  require  rxo  operati- 
■on  wlip.tever  :  and  I  liave  illnfcrated  ihis  tjid/! 
imh-ortant  truth  by^  a  variety  of  proofs !  De- 
p.relTed  fra(?L"ores,  where  the  operation  cannot  ■ 
be  difpenfed  with^  I  have  divided  into  iim- 
ple  and  compound.  By  die  firilj  I  under^ 
Hand  thefe,  v^here  the  bone  has  fiiifered  a  iin~ 
gle  deprelTion,;  by  the  other^  where  the  bone 
has  faffered  in  more  places  than  one  ;  and  I 
have  purfned  tlie  fubjedl  by  cafes  in  point  ia 
ail  xh&£z  difFereiit  injuries. 

Whether  it  proceeds  from   the  natural  iii* 
trepidity  and  robuftneis  of  our   people  whofe 
tnlnds  are  not  eaiily  depreiTed,  the   purity   of 
the  air,  or  the  goodnefs  of  out  vv^aters,  which  ^ 
undoubtedly  approach  nearer  tQ  the  pure  eie* 
ment  than  any  others   I  know  of,  *  or  let  it 

ariie 

*'  Trlnmphlus  afiirnis,  tliat   tlie  pureH:  ilinple  waters  in 
Gsrninnjj  yield  four  grains  of  extraneous,  and   indiiToiuble 

matter. 
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arife  from  any  other  caufe  whatever  ; — the  fadl 
is  that  fradured  ilcvills  amongft  us,  when  at- 
tended to  in  any  reafonabie  time,  are  feldom 
or  ever  followed  by  fatal  confequences  ;  and 
that  even  when  long  negleded,  the  refources 
of  nature  are  aftonifhing  !  It  is  for  this  rea- 
fon  that  in  Chap.  13,  inflead  of  giving  a  dull 
narrative  of  cafes  of  this  clafs,  I  confine  my 
account  to  only  three,  and  thefe,  more  from 
the  remarkable  incidents  that  appeared,  than 
from  any  other  motive. 

I  confider  the  operation  of  the  trepan,  as 
very  cruel,  a  painful,  and  a  dangerous  one  . 
nor  to  be  attempted  without  the  clearefl  evi- 
dences of  its  neceffity  ;  and  which  I  think 
can  never    be   miftaken  from  the   principles 

laid 

matter,  from  a  quart  carefully  evaporated.  The  late  Do6lor 
Hales  affirms,  that  the  Spring  that  fuppUes  Hampton-Court 
and  one  of  the  pureft  in  England,  affords  but  three  grains  of 
folid  contents  from  a  quart.  Dr.  Rutty  has  tried  many 
fpring^;,  which  gave  even  lefs  than  a  grain  from  a  pint  ;  and 
I  have  frequently  evaporated  a  quart  of  the  Shannon  water, 
near  the  town,  and  at  Caftle-Connell,  and  never  got  more 
than  a  grain  and  an  half  cf  refiduum  from  a  quart  ! 
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laid  down.     It  is  on  this  account,  that  I  con^ 
demn  in  the  ftrongefl  terms   repetitions  of  it* 
There  are    yery  few  cafes  that  can   demand 
them,  and  thefe  are  pointed  out.     The  moft 
extended  fradlure,  if  confined  to  one  bone,  will 
fcarce  ever  require  a  fecond  operation  ;  and  the 
remainder  of  this  work  is  pregnant  with  the 
proofs.     The  15th  chapter  treats  of  fimple  de- 
prelTed  fra(5lures,  that  were  not  relieved  ^till 
the  fymptoms  of  depreilion  flfongly  marked 
their  neceffity.     In  the    1 6th,  compound  frac- 
tures are  confidered,   in  which  the  operation 
was  recurred  to,  in-  the  firfl  in  fiance,  or  before 
the  fymptoms  of  a  deprefTed   cranium  appear- 
ed; and   the    17th  treats  of  iimilar   injuries, 
vmrelieved,  'till   the  fymptoms   of  depreffion 
loudly  proclaimed  the  neceflity.      The   i8tl^ 
gives  fome  very  remarkable  infiances  of  the 
fuccefsful  efforts  of  Nature,  to  relieve  herfelf  iil 
thefe  melancholy  cafes.     But,  befides  all  the^, 
the  method  propofed,  and  fuccefsfully  purfued. 
by  me  for  very  many  years  pafl  of  preferving 
as  much  fiefh  as  pofTfble,  in  the  clearing  away 
|he  integuments,  for  the  operation,  mud  be  at- 

^  tended 
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tended  with  very  falutary  efFedls,  and.  contii- ' 
bute  greatly  to  accelerate  the  Cure.  The  great 
utility  of  managing  the  integuments  with  oeco- 
nomy,  will  appear  in  a  nxoft  ftriking  manner, 
in  cafe  the  54th.  And  I  will  be  bold  to  fay, 
that  it  is,  for  fo  much^  the  mod  remarkable 
Hiftory  that  the  annals  of  Surgery  can  pro- 
duce I  The  uncommon  fuccefs  attending  all 
thefe  cafes,  has,  I  own,  often  aftonifhed  me, 
as  I  dare  fay  it  will  every  fair  and  candid  prac- 
titioner. I  am  vain  enough  to  think,  that  the 
treatment  of  my  patients  otherwife^  fo  widely 
different  from  that  hitherto  piirfued  by  profufe 
evacuations,  mufl  not  have  a  little  contributed 
to  this  great  obje<fl.  I  have  offered  my  reafons 
for  it ;  but  as  anomalous  fymptoms  may  ibme- 
times  appear,  which  have  no  immediate  relati- 
on to  the  original  injury,  they  mufl:  be  particu- 
larly attended  to  :  Cafe  ^^^  is  the  only  inftance 
of  this  kind  I  ever  met  with,  and  therefore  I 
have  given  it  in  detail. 

But  confiderlng  that  this  great  faccefs  in  the 

cure  of  fra(5lurcd  flculls,  might  infufe  too  much 

confidence 
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confidencQ  into  young  pradlitioners,  and  that 
jn  many  inftances,  nauch  precious  time  might 
be  lofl;  the  19th  chapter  eontains  a  fele(flioa 
of  cafes,  in  every  one  of  which,  the  operation 
proved  ufelefs,  by  being  toq  long  delayed  ! 

The  lafl  Chapter  treats  of  fractured  Hiulls, 
in  which  the  membranes  and  brain  have  borne 
a  part  r  and  from  what  obfervations  I  have 
been  able  to  make^  I  am  much  inclined  to 
think,  that  if  the  fuppuration  of  the  brain 
be  prevented,  or  even  reflrained,  great  hopes 
of  recovery  may  be  entertained.  To  a  cer- 
tainty, wounds  of  the  dura-mater  produce 
little  additional  danger,  provided  the  patient 
be  otherwife  in  a  folerable  habit  of  body ; 
and  this  proves  to  demonftratipn,  the  fafety  of 
opening  this  membrane  when  neceffary.  The^ 
exfoliations  from  bare  bqnes,  or  the  fcaling  off 
pf  parts  of  the  external  or  internal  table,  re* 
tard  greatly  the  ad:  of  healing.  Indeed,  the 
unnecefTary  quantity  of  the  fkuil  laid  bare  ii^ 
trepaning,  mufl  expofe  it  to  much  injury  j  and 
iince  I  have  adopted  my  method  of  uncover- 
d  2  ing 
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ing  no  more  bone  than  is  barely  neceflary  for 
the  inftrument  to  work,  I  cannot  recollecfl  a 
(ingle  inftance  of  this  complaint,  Biit  even 
when  I  made  a  more  liberal  ufe  of  the  knife, 
I  in  general  found  it  of  no  great  confequence. 
The  reader  will  fee  the  limple  principles  oa 
which  I  have  aded^* 

But  belides  extra vafated  blood  under  the 
fcalp,  matter  and  water  formed  on  the  brain, 
concufTion  <and  fradlure,  another  injury  of  a 
xnoft  fatal  tendency  is,  fometimes,  the  confe- 
quence  of  falls  on  the  head.  It  has  been  un- 
jioticed  by  writers  5  but  from  two  inftances 
falling  to  my  own  {hare,  in  the  fpace  of 
iive    years,    I    perfuade  myfelf  it    is    by  no 

means  uncommon ^-t^— I  mean  a  partial  or 

incomplete  diflocation  of  the  vertebrse  of  the 
neck for  a  complete  one,  if  not  immedi- 
ately relieved,  mull  terminate  in  fpeedy 
death, 

I  have  not  been  able  to  gi\Q  thefe  cafes 
with  all  the  accuracy  that  tliey  merited;  but

I  have  dated  them  truely  ;  and  I  tlimk  the 
fmallefl  doubt  cannot  arif^,  but  that  a  par- 
tial conipre£ion  of  the  fpinal  marrow  was 
the  jcaufe  of  death  in  both.  To  profefTors 
of  Anatomy,  I  would  ^ilrongly  recommend 
a  due  confideration,  and  a  further  elucida- 
tion ^of  fo   ferious   and    imp,orcant    a    iub-

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CHAPTER      L 


Simple  incifive  wounds  of  the  head,  how  to  be 
treated — the  Hgature  always  to  be  avoided 
—the  mode  to  be  purfued,  in  contufed  and 
diladerated  ones,  in  which  large  quatitities 
of  the  fcalp  arc  included — illuflrated  by- 
two  remarkable  cafes* 


N  all  wounds  of  the  hairy  fcalp,  unaccom- 
panied with  fradlure  or  deprefTion  of  the  cra- 
nium, concuffion  of  the  brain,  or  injury  to 
the  pericranium,  the  fame  method  of  treat- 
ment is  to  be  purfued,  as  in  flmple  wounds  in 
other  parts  of  the  body  :  but  when  by  a  vio- 
lent injury,  a  conliderable  part  of  the  fcalp  is 
railed,  it  requires  a  different  kind  of  treatment, 
and  therefore  merits  attention.  In  cafes  like 
this,  the  future  is  always  recommended,  and 
generally  pra(flifed  ;  but  it  is  certainly  a  very 
condemnable  mode,  for  every  perforation  of

tKe  needle  is  a  new  violence   offered  to  the 
parts  ;   and  every  ligature  an  extraneous   bo- 
dy. *     It  were,  to  be  wifhed,  that  the  fewing' 
np  of  flefli  wounds,  was  baniflied  from  furge- 
ry  in  general ;  but  in  this  part,  they  are  parti-» 
cularly  dangerous,  as  tending  greatly  to  the  in- 
creafe  of  inflammation,  in  injuries  of  the  head, 
always  to  be  carefully  avoided.     In  confidera- 
ble  bleeding  wounds   of  this   fort,  the   parts 
fhould  be  united  by  comprefs,  dry  future,  (if 
necelTary)  and  by  bandage  only  ;  nor  for  the 
firft  two  or  three  days,  fliould  we  be  over  foli- 
citous   to  make  this  union  very  elofe,,  becauie, 
the  natural  fwelling  and  inflammation  of  the 
parts,  will,  in  fome  meafure,  oppofe  it.     Confi- 
derable  wounds  of  this  fort,  fliould  be  brought 
t9  gentle  contatft ;  a  little  foft,  unformed  lint, 
may  fill  up  the  opening  between  the  lips,  and 
the  v^rhole  covered  with  a  pledgit  of  bafilicon ;, 
nor  fhould  it  be  opened  for  three  or  four  days, 
or  till  the  difcharge  flitews  the  fuppu ration  efla- 
bliflied,  unlefs  an  hsmorrhagy,  or  other  alarm- 
ing fyinptom,  intervenes.     When  fuppuration

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iS  commenced,  the  lips  of  the  woimd  fhould, 
by  bandage,  and  other  afliftance,  be  brought 
clofer  together,  and  fo  retained  for  three  or 
four  days  more,  according  to  the  difcharge 
and  feafon  of  the  year  ;  and  by  this  means,  a 
wound,  feemingly  alarming,  and  of  great  ex- 
tent, will,  in  a  feW  days,  become  very  trifling. 

But  contufed  and  dilacerated  wounds  of  the 
fcalp,  require  a  different  kind  of  treatmentj 
and  which,  if  fteadily  purfued,  will  alfo,  with 
a  little  mror&lkne-and  care,  be  reduced  to  the 
fame  degree  of  fimplicity  as  the  above.  I  can- 
not iliuflrate  better  the  jpradice  I  would  re- 
commend, than  by  prefehting  to  the  reader  the 
following  cafes,  and.  ttie  rather,  becaufe  they 
were  the  moft  confiderable  wounds  of  the  fort 
I  had  ever  feen,  and  therefore  may  be  fup- 
pofed  to  include  the  pracSlice  in  every  other 
pofTible  misfortune  of  the  kind. 
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CASE     r. 

iThc  principal  fuel  ufed  in  this  city,  is  turf, 
which  is  brought  the  diflance  of  above  fifty 
miles,  by  river  floops,  from  about  14  to  20 
tons  burthen  each,  of  w^hich  about  200  ply  on 
the  Shannon  for  this  purpofe.— One  Mahony, 
the  owner  of  one  of  thefe,  the  20th  of  January, 
i  760,  being  in  liquor,  and  attempting  to  get 
on  board  her  from  the  Quay,  his  foot  flipped, 
and  he  fell  in,  head-foremoft :  a  very  confider- 
able  dilacerated  wound  was  the  confequence, 
which  I  foon  after  examined.  It  commenced  a 
little  above  the  orbit  of  the  left  eye,  flretched 
over  the  coronal  and  parietal  of  that  fide,  and 
terminated  behind  the  left  ear  ;  the  dilace- 
rated fcalp  covered  that  fide  of  the  ear  and 
face,  and  exhibited  a  very  difagreeable  fight. 
It  bled  fmartly  before  I  came,  (which  was 
about  half  an  hour  from  the  accident)  and 
was  befides  very  foul  and  dirty.  After  wafh- 
ing  the  parts  gently,  in  warm  water  and  claret, 
I  laid  fome  large  pledgits  armed  with  bafili- 
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con  on  tKe  flap,  and  fome  foft  lint,  thinly 
iprcad  on  the  head,  then  turned  up  the  flap, 
and  covered  the  fpace,  between  the  flap  and 
found  part  of  the  head,  with  a  large  pledgit 
of  the  fame  baiilicon.  I  fecured  the  whole  in 
the  following  fimple  manner  :  I  laid  graduated 
eomprefles  over  the  wound,  beginning  at  the 
ear,  and  then  with  a  band,  made  three  circu- 
lars from  the  pole,  round  the  head.  To  this 
band  I  fixed  flips  of  linen,  at  the  difeafed  fide, 
which  crofling  over  the  different  dire(5lions  of 
the  wound,  were  pinned  from  place  to  place 
at  the  oppoflte  fide.  As  he  had  already  lofl:  fo 
much  blood,  and  was,  befldes,  fliil  a  good  deal 
intoxicated,  I  did  not  then  bleed  him,  but  had 
that  operation  performed  ne^^t  day,  and  again 
the  day  following.  He  took  alio  at  times  pow- 
ders, E.  G.  ^.  nitri  purif  dr.  duas,  p.  rad. 
jalap,  fcrup.  duos  Mp  and  divide  inchartul.  12, 
-^-rthefe  kept  the  body  gently  open ;  nor  did  I 
attempt  to  open  the  wound  until  the  24th, 
when  the  abundant  moifl:ure  of  the  bandages, 
proved  fuppuration  well  eflabliflied.  I  had 
fome  flannels  wrung  hot  out  of  a  decoction  of 
the  bitter  herbs,  applied  to  the  parts  to  foftea 
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the  bandages  ;  and  after  their  removal,  a  few 
ftupes  more,  and  then  removed  the  pledgits, 
&c.  I  introduced  a  much  fmaller  one,  armed 
with  a  digeflive,  between  the  flap  and  head, 
but  without  attempting  to  remove  the  flap,  and 
with  the  difcharge  and  flupe,  a  good  deal  of 
dirt  was  alfo  removed.  The  26th,  and  again 
the  28th,  IdrefTed  as  above,  but  always  leilen- 
ing  the  furface  of  the  intervening  pledgit.  The 
30th,  I  preffed  as  gently  as  I  could  the  hare  Hap 
on  the  uncovered  parts,  covered  the  whole 
with  graduated  compreiTes,  wet  in  fpirits,  fe-^ 
Cured  the  band  as  above  defcribed.  The  2n4 
of  February,  there  was  a  firm  coalefcence  in 
every  part,  but  near  the  ear,  where  the  dif^ 
charge,  flill  mixed  with  dirt,  continued  a  few 
days  longer.  The  Hap  did  not  exa6lly  cover 
the  furface  made  bare,  but  the  fore  •  Was  fo 
trifling,  as  to  require  but  a  little  dry  lint  and 
plaifler  ;  and  in  26  days  from  the  accident,  he 
got  a  complete  cure.

Michael  Jones  fell  down  the  (lone  fleps  of 
a  projeding  cellar,  in  the  evening  of  the  i6th 
of  November,  1784;  the  confequence  of  w^hich 
was,  a  very  extended  wound,  flretching  from 
the  upper  edge  of  the  internal  canthus  of  the 
right  eye,  over  part  of  the  coronal  and  parietal 
bones,  and  terminating  behind  the  right  ear. 
The  flap  hung  over  the  cheek,  was  bruifed,  and 
very  dirty,  and  exhibited  a  very  frightfal  ap- 
pearance ;  it  bled  freely  before  I  iav^  it,  and 
finding  the  bone  no  where  bare,  my  chief  at- 
tention was  employed  in  returning  the  flap, 
I  firfl:  had  cloths  imbibed  in  warm  water  and 
claret,  which  gently  run  down  the  fore  ;  1 
then  fpread  lightly  the  ung,  e  gum.  eiemi,  on 
book  lint,  on  both  fide«,  which  I  laid  on  the 
uncovered  part,  and  then  turned  up  the  flap, 
which  was  fecured  by  plaifler  and  band.  Be- 
fides  a  good  deal  of  dirt  that  ftill  adhered  to 
the  flap,  and  on  account  of  its  contuflon,  I  con- 
jecflured  it  would  require  fome  days  before  an 
adhefion  could  take  place.     Next  morning  he 
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was  bled,  and  I  direded  powders  of  nitre  and 
jalap  to  keep  the  body  gently  open,  and  prevent 
the  accefs  of  fever.  I  did  not  open  the  fore 
until  the  third  day,  when  the  moifture  of  the 
bands  informed  me,  that  fuppuration  had  com- 
menced. I  had  the  compreffes  foftened  by 
llupes  of  the  bitter  herbs,  and  then  removed 
the  dreffings,  which  were  charged  with  a  good 
deal  of  dirt ;  thefe  were  replaced  by  frefh  ones, 
covered  on  both  fides,  with  fome  of  the  former 
digeflive.  I  continued  drefiing  in  this  plain 
fimple  manner  for  fix  days,  when  the  flap  ap- 
pearing cleaner,  and  better  coloured,  I  laid  it 
exadlly  on  the  pericranium ;  and  did  not  rcr 
move  the  bandages  for  three  days,  though 
they  were  moiftened  twice  a  day  with  fome  dcr 
codlion  of  the  bitter  herbs,  animated  with  ipi- 
rits.  In  a  word,  in  the  courfe  of  twenty-three 
days,  there  was  a  firm  adhefion  of  the  parts. 


CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER      II, 


Confiderable  extravafatlons  of  blood  on  the 
cranium,  from  external  injuries,  without 
apparent  hurt,  how  to  be  treated ;  and  how 
diflinguifhed  from  emphyfematous,  puffy 
fwellings  of  this  part, 

A  H  A  T  the  fkull  may  be  fra^lured,  with- 
out th^  outward  covering  being  at  the  fame 
time  injured,  is  eafily  conceived  ;  becaufe,  we 
fee  every  day,  dillocations,  and  extended  frac- 
tures of  the  extremities  happen,  without  the 
fmalleft  injury  to  the  flefliy  parts.  But  that, 
from  a  violent  fall,  or  external  injury,  blood- 
veffels  creeping  on  the  cranium,  fhould  be 
burfl,  and  the  very  pericranium  tore  from  ita 
clofe  adhefion  to  the  fkull,  without  any 
wound,  or  even  contufion  of  the  fcalp  appear- 
ing, is  not  eafily  accounted  for.  But,  without 
4^fcending  to  mechanical  principles,  to  explain 
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tliefe  phsenomena,  let  us  proceed  to  wliat  is  in- 
finitely more  ufeful,  a  plain  recital  of  matter* 
of  fad. 


CASE      III. 


In  November,  1 767,  John  Evans,  a  labouring 
man,' of  about  2,5  years  of  age,  attending  the 
building  of  our  new^  Cuflom-houfe,  fell  from  a 
icaffold  of  a  confiderable  height ;  his  fall  was 
.a  good  deal  broke  in  the  pafTage,  otherwife  he 
muft  have  been  killed  on  the  fpot.  The  right 
■fide  of  the  head,  was  the  part  principally  af- 
fedled  ;  and  in  fome  fhort  time  after,  he  was 
brought  to  the  Hofpital,  (where  I  then  was)  in 
a  manner  dead,  and  cold.  The  coronal  and  pa- 
rietal bones  of  the  right  fide,  were  confidera- 
bly  puffed  up  and  fwelled ;  and  to  the  touch, 
and  from  the  appearances,  it  would  feem,  as  if 
both  bones  were  rather  cruflied  to  fmall  pieces, 
than  fradlured.  Eager  to  relieve  the  dying 
man,  by  removing  part  of  thefe  fplints,  which 
I  did  fuppofe,  were  preiTed  in  upon  the  brain, 
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I  made  a  large  crucial  incifion  on  the  integu- 
ments, which  had  not  received  the  Jlighteji  inju- 
ry  fiom  thefall^  and  a  large  ifTue  of  bright  col- 
ledled  arterial  blood  burd  forth,  from  which 
he  feemed  to  receive  inflant  relief.  All  feemed 
to  the  touch,  perfedlly  found  underneath.  The 
wound  was  drelTed  with  foft  unformed  lint, 
covered  with  plaifter,  and  the  whole  fecured 
by  proper  bandage.  In  two  hours  after,  he 
was  bled  largely,  and  I  ordered  him  the  faline 
mixture,  with  fp.  nitri  dulc.  and  fyr.  de  althea, 
to  be  taken  at  times,  and  a  glyfler  to  be  thrown 
up  in  the  evening.— It  may  not  be  amifs,  once 
for  all,  to  obferve,  that  the  decodlion,  I  moftly 
direct  in  thefe  cafes,  is,  from  an  ounce  and  an 
half  to  two  ounces  of  falts,  diffolved  in  about 
ten  ounces  of  whey,  to  which  a  fpoonful  of 
fweet  oil  is  added  ;  this  is  made  with  very  lit- 
tle trouble,  and  its  efFe6ls  are  fpeedy  and  cer- 
tain.— But  to  return,  he  paiTed  a  tolerably  good 
night,  was  quite  collected  and  compofed,  and 
finding  the  dreiiings  to  adhere  very  clofely, 
I  contented  myfelf  with  a  fecond  bleeding,  and 
in  the  evening,  another  decodlion^  which,  like 
^he  former,  procured  two  large  evacuations. 

The 
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The  following  morning,  the  comprefles,  S<.c, 
were  foftened  by  a  fponge  and  warm  water, 
and  the  drellings  removed  ;  but  on  the  clofeft 
infpedlion,  no  fradlure  was  found,  though  a 
branch  of  the  external  carotid  was  opened,  and 
the  pericranium,  for  above  an  inch,  was  Ion-, 
gitudinally  torn  from  its  adhefion.  The  parts 
were  again  drefTed  with  foft  lint,  and  by  way 
of  precaution,  more  blood  drawn  from  the 
arm.  The  i6th,  being  the  eighth  day  from 
the  accident,  finding  fuppuration  thoroughly 
cfcablifhed,  and  the  inflammation  removed,  I 
endeavoured  to  bring  the  parts  into  clofer  con- 
tact, by  omitting  the  lint,  as  an  extraneous  bo-^ 
dy,  from  between  them  ;  and,  in  a  few  day* 
after,  the  fore  was  completely  healed,  and  he 
difcharged  the  Hofpital. 


CASE      IV. 


A  young  nobleman  of  great  good  fenfe  and 
erudition,  as  well  as  of  exquifite  tafte,  in  Odlo- 
ber,  1 769,  in  a  hunting  party,  near  Caftlemain,

In  the  County  of  Kerry,  was  thrown  from  his 
horfe,  to  a  confiderable  diftance,  and  pitched 
on  his  head  ;  he  was  taken  up  fenfelefs  and 
motionlefs,  and  carried  to  the  houfe  of  the 
Revd.  Mr.  Godfrey,  contiguous  to  the  ipot ; 
when  Mr.  Murphy,  Surgeon  to  the  County  In* 
firmary,  and  Do(5lor  Cafey,  were  fent  for  to 
Tralee,  and  Dodlor  Lawler  to  Killarney,  all  in 
the  neighbourhood.  An  exprefs  was  at  the 
fame  time,  or  foon  after,  forwarded  to  Dodlor 
Shearer,  and  to  me,  requefting  our  immediate 
attendance  ;  though  the  diftance  was  near  yo 
miles,  yet  we  reached  it  very  early  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  next  day.  We  found  him  heavy 
and  comatous,  with  an  hard,  full  pulfe,  though 
twice  largely  bled  in  the  interim.  His  head 
had  been  clofe  iliaved,  and  on  the  right  fide  of 
the  parietal,  near  the  vertex,  was  a  large  tu- 
mor, nearly  as  big  as  a  middling  inverted  llop- 
bafon.  To  the  touch,  it  feemed  to  contain  a 
fluid,  and  I  boldly  afferted  that  it  was  extrava- 
fated  blood,  though  the  integuments  received 
no  vifible  injury.  I  propofed  an  immediate 
ilTue  of  this  blood,  but  it  was  oppofed  by  fome 
of  the  gentlemen,  who  feniibly  obferved,  that 
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puSy  tumors  of  the  fcalp,  often  fucceed  extern 
nal  hurts  on  the  head,  and  in  fome  time  fub- 
fide,  without  the  neceffity  of  any  operation* 
Though  I  agreed,  as  to  the  juftnefs  of  their  re^ 
mark,  yet,  I  obferved,  that  the  prefent  cafe  to- 
tally differed  from  any  thing  of  that  kind  ;  for 
that  in  fuch  fwellings,  they  generally  fnblided 
in  a  few  hours,  by  the  application  of  com^ 
preffes,  wet  in  fpirits  and  vinegar,  or  in  the 
vegeto-mineral  water  ;  whereas,  in  the  prefent 
cafe,  by  report,  the  tumor  rather  encreafed 
from  the  time  of  the  fall :  Doctor  Shearer  was 
of  my  opinion  ;  and  the  other  gentlemen  then 
requefted,  that  I  would  perform  whatever  ope- 
ration I  thought  neceffary.  After  acknow- 
ledging the  compliment  they  paid  me,  without 
lofs  of  time,  though  greatly  fatigued,  I  direcft-^ 
ly  prepared  my  dreffings,  and  made  an  opening 
on  the  tumor,  of  above  two  inches  in  length, 
when  near  nine  ounces  of  ilorid,  limpid  arte- 
rial blood  was  at  once  received  in  a  bafon. 
When  the  wound  was  cleaned,  I  examined  with 
the  ntmoft  attention,  the  parts  underneath.  I 
found  the  pericranium  torn  from  the  flcull,  near 
an    inch   and  .  an  half,    an  artery  wounded, 

which, 
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which,  however,  now|afForded  no  blood,  but  the 
bone  underneath  free  from  any  vifible  injury. 
The  other  gentlemen  who  examined  it  after 
me,  were  of  the  fame  fentiments,  and  I  imme-*: 
diately  after  drelFed  with  foft  lint,  with  a  plaif^ 
ter  and  bandage. 

We  agreed,  that  in  an  hour  after,  he  fhould 
be  bled,  but  in  the  arm,  and  Do(5lor  Shearer 
and  I  retired  to  take  fome  reft.  On  vifiting 
our  patient,  a  few  hours  after,  we  found  him. 
much  lighter,  and  more  colledled,  and  the 
comatous  tendency  fenfibly  abated  ;  the  pulie, 
however,  ftill  continued  pretty  full  and  quick, 
and  that  evening  he  loft  more  blood,  and  a 
deco(5lion  was  thrown  in,  which  procured  twa 
or  three  plentiful  difcbarges.  He  paffed  that 
night  better  than  the  preceding.  The  fore  was 
opened  next  morning,  and  being  quite  fatisfied 
of  the  parts  being  free  from  fraifture  or  de-* 
preffion,  the  bare  cranium  was  covered  with 
foft  lint,  and  over  the  wound,  a  digeftive,  vv^ith 
bandage  and  plaifter.  In  a  word,  Dodtor 
Shearer  and  I  quitted  our  patient,  after  an  at- 
tendance of  nine  days,  being  totally  free  from 
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fev6f,  heavlnefs  of  the  head,  or  any  alarming 
fymptom  whatever,  and  nothing  remaining 
but  a  ilefh  wound,  which  healed  in  fome  days 
after.  He  has  fince  taken  the  tour  of  Europe, 
without  ever  having  the  leaft  reafon  to  recol- 
le(5l  this  unlucky  accident,  and  I  trufl  that 
his  country  will  long  benefit  by  his  obfervati- 
ons  and  abilities. 

I  have  met  with  four  cafes,  much  of  the 
fame  nature,  but  nothing  fo  alarming  as  the 
above  :  in  two  of  them,  after  waiting  a  cou- 
ple of  days,  I  found  myfelf  under  the  neceflity 
of  opening  the  integuments,  and  about  two 
ounces  of  grumous  venal  blood  was  difcharged 
from  each,  but  in  neither  inftance,  was  the 
pericranium  injured,  and  the  wounds  healed 
very  kindly.  Of  the  other  two,  one  merits 
being  recorded,  as  the  fymptoms  were  alarm- 
ing, and  as  it  may  be  a  kind  of  criterion,  to 
determine  on  the  neceility  of  opening  the  inte- 
guments, or  omitting  it.

A  journeyman  watch-maker,  in, Jan.  1 759,  re* 
Cevied  a  violent  blow  on  the  temple  of  the  left 
fide,  which  felled  him,  and  he  continued  in  a 
degree  of  infenfibility  for  near  an  hour  ;  pre- 
fently  after,  he  vomited  largely  three  or  four 
times,  and  when  I  vifited  him,  which  was 
an  hour  and  an  half  from  the  accident,  he  com- 
plained of  a  violent  head-ach,  and  puked  what- 
ever he  drank:  the  external  injury  was  nothing 
but  a  pretty  coniiderabletumefa6lion  of  the  te- 
guments, which  prevented  me  from  judging 
with  precilion,  what  the  injury  might  be  un- 
derneath them.  I  contented  myfelf  for  the  pre- 
fent,  with  applying  comprelTes,  wet  in  fpirits 
of  wine,  and  vinegar  to  the  fwelled  parts,  and 
cauling  him  to  be  copioully  bled  in  the  arm, 
which  operation  was  again  repeated  next 
morning.  The  tumor  was  fomewhat  lelTened 
in  lize  ;  the  fame  drefTmg  was  continued,  and 
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next  day  he  took  phyfic  :  the  fourth  morning,- 
the  tumor  fubfided,  with  every  other  alarm- 
ing fymptom,  and  in  a  couple  of  days  after,  he 
returned  to  his  ufual  occupation. 

REMARKS. 

Puffy  emphyfematous  tumors,  are  often  the 
€onfequence  of  contufions  on  the  head.  In 
flight  injuries,  or  indeed,  in  more  eonfiderable 
ones,  they  may  be  known  by  the  touch,  rifing 
fuddenly,  and  yielding  to  the  finger  a  fort  of 
crepitation  j  but  what  makes  the  univocal  fign, 
is  this — that  by  the  application  of  comprelfes, 
wet  in  fpirits,  they  fenfibly  lelTen,  and  in  th© 
eourfe  of  three  or  four  days  entirely  difappear ; 
whereas,  where  blood  is  extravafated,  they  ra- 
ther encreafe  than  lefTen — — at  leaffc,  they  do^ 
not  fenfibly  fubfide  by  thefe  topics,  efpecially, 
if  the  extravafation  is  eonfiderable,  as  in  the 
preceding  cafes.  M.  Malaval  was  called  in  to 
examine  a  tumor  of  this  kind,  fifteen  days  af- 
ter the  accident,  and  which,  in  this  time,  could 
not  be  brought  to  difperfe  by  fpirituous  applica- 
tion I 
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tibils;  Ke  opened  it,  and  the  enclofedblood  burfl 
forth  with  rapidity.— ^Memoires  de  I'Acadeinie 
de  Chirurgie.  T.  i.  p.  345.  But  though  in 
the  recited  obfervations,  the  evacuation  of  the 
blood,  with  bleeding  and  antiphlogiftics,  efFec. 
tually  removed  all  the  fymptoms,  yet,  I  have 
no  doubt,  but  many  fuch  cafes  may  occur, 
which  may  be  fuccceded  by  more  formidable 
fymptoms — for  inflance,  by  inflammation  and 
abfcefs  of  the  dura  and  pia  mater.  But  as  in  the 
next  chapter,  I  fhall  give  the  certain  diagnos- 
tics of  this  lafl  diforder,  and  point  out  the  befl, 
and  moft  rational  method  of  cure ;  I  would 
ftrongly  recommend,  to  fuch  as  may  think  th^ 
prefent  one  worth  attention,  to   perufe    that 
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CHAPTER       III. 


Of  wounds  of  the  pericranium — Inflammatioii 
of  this  membrane,  not  communicable  to  the 
dura-mater,  nor  the  caufe  of  abfcefs  on  the 
brain. — Injuries  of  the  pericranium  in  ge- 
neral, not  attended  with  very  alarming 
fymptoms,  and  illuftrated  by  practical  cafes. 


N  my  opinion,  one  of  the  greateft  obftacles 
to  the  extenlion  of  philofophical  and  medical 
knowledge— and  indeed,  to  a  proper  exertion 
and  direction  of  genius,  is,  drawing  general 
conclufions  from  particular  fadls.  But,  until 
more  Boyle's  rife,  to  the  aid  of  true  philofo- 
phy,  and  more  Sydenhams,  to  that  of  phyfic, 
it  will  ever  continue  to  be  the  cafe  ! 

In  furgery,  phyfiology  is  often  admitted;  but 
here^  it  in  general  is  attended  with  no  very 
dangei'ous  confequences  j  becaufe,  though  We 

may 
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may  err  in  our  indudlions,  yet,  the  fa6ls,  from 
^^rhich  they  are  drawn,  remain.  However,  on 
the  fubjedl  of  the  prefent  Chapter — and  a  very 
mterejltng  one — the  principles  generally  received, 
with  refpedl  to  matter  formed  on  the  brain, 
tending  to  eflabliih  a  mode  of  pradlice,  in  my 
opinion,  very  dangerous  to  the  lick,  merits 
animadveriion. 

Wounds  and  contufions  of^the  pericranium, 
in  which  the  ikull  itfelf  remains  uninjured, 
fometimes  terminate  fatally  ;  and  in  every  in- 
fhance  of  this  kind,  matter  has  been  conflantly 
found  lodged  on  the  brain,  or  on  its  mem- 
branes. To  account  for  this  fadl,  the  general- 
ly received  opinion  is,  that  the  injury  done  the 
pericranium  is  conveyed,  by  means  of  blood 
vefTels,  to  the  dura-mater,  and  thus  pus  be- 
comes formed.  Hence  the  neceflity  of  pro- 
fufe  bleedings  and  other  evacuations,  to  pre- 
vent the  effedls  of  inflammation  !  But  to  give  to 
this  hypotheiis,  a  refpeclable  degree  of  credi- 
bility, it  fliould  be  proved,  that  almoft  every 
injury  of  this  kind,  has  a  fimilar  termination, 
or  is  relieved  by  the  treatment  recommended, 

C  3  and 
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and  almoft  univerfally  adopted.  Now  the  fac^ 
is,  that  upon  a  general  enquiry,  it  will  be 
found,,  that  nat  one  perfon  out  of  ten,  with 
wounded  pericraniums,  will  be  at  all  attended 
with  alarming  fymptoms  5  and  of  the  few 
who  are,  mi  one  in  ten  will  recover^  by  the 
method  of  treatment  generally  purfued  !  Thus 
then,  there  are  ten  times  more  reafon,  both  for 
rejedling  the  principles  and  the  pradlice,  than 
for  adopting  them  ! 

But  as  a  thorough  refutation  of  this  doc-? 
trine  will  be  highly  ufeful  to  our  future  prac- 
tice, I  iliall  examine  it  more  minutely.  In 
fraclured  fkulls,  is  not  the  pericranium  both 
wounded  and  difengaged,  particularly  in  the 
place  of  collifion ;  and  though  trepanning  is 
negledled  or  delayed  for  many  days,  do  the 
fymptoms  attending  matter  forming  on  the 
brain,  or  the  matter  itfelf  appear  ?  neither  hap^, 
pens  !  Again,  in  frac5tures,  where  the  bone 
preffes  hard  on  the  dura-mater,  where  this 
lafl  appears  manifellly  injured,  and  relief  has 
been  long  delayed,  yet,  no  fuch  effect  is  pro- 
4uced  1  Symptoms  of  matter  on  the  brain  ap- 
pear 
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pear  in  eight,  ten,  or  twelve  days,  often  fooner ; 
yet,  inftances  will  occur  in  the  prefent  work, 
where  the  dura-mater  has  remained  longer  in 
a  ftateof  depreflion,  without  either  then,  or  at 
any  other  time,  exhibiting  figns  of  matter.  If 
We  Could  fuppofe  an  hurt  on  the  pericranium 
could  produce  matter  on  the  dura-mater; 
furely,  when  both  membranes  are  injured  at 
the  fame  time,  its  formation  fhould  be  more 
ipeedy  and  manifeft  ?  but  no  fuch  thing  ! 

In  general,  wounds  of  the  fcalp  and  pericra- 
nium, when  properly  treated,  are  attended 
with  as  little  danger,  as  violent  injuries  in  other 
parts,  I  have  already  afferted,  that  not  one 
oafe  in  ten  of  this  kind,  ends  fatally.  I  now 
affirm  (at  leaft,  from  my  own  pradlice),  that 
not  one  inftance  in  thirty  will  occur.  In  the 
courfe  of  above  30  years  of  painful  obfervation, 
I  was  witnefs  of  but  five  deaths,  from  this 
ipecies  of  hurt,  and  I  am  certain,  I  have  feen 
more  than  two  hundred  cafes.  In  faying 
this,  I  claim  no  kind  of  pre-eminence,  becaufe 
they  were  treated  in  a  plain  fimple  v/ay.     How 

often 
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often  do  we  behold  violent  wounds  of  the 
tibia,  with  a  torn  peripfteum  do  well,  without 
alarming  fymptoms ;  nay,  is  not  the  bone  it- 
felf,  not  only  fractured,  but  frequently  crafh^- 
cd,  and  all  is  reftored  by  bountiful  nature  ? 
whilfl  in  other  cafes,  a  caries  or  exoftoiis  of  the 
bone  follows  a  flight  hurt ;  and  furely,  in 
thefe  laft  inftances,  men  of  fenfe  will  never  re- 
folve  them  to  any  other,  than  a  defecfl  in  the 
injured  part,  or  a  general  defedl  in  the  confli- 
tution. 

The  fubjedl  is  of  great  confequence  to  the 
healing  art,  and  of  courfe  to  the  public.  I  wifli 
not  to  impofe  a  new  dodlrine,  but  fleadily  to 
purfue  truth.  With  Lord  Bacon,  I  agree. — "iVo;/ 
^"^  Jingendum  aiit  excogitandi^m^  SED  INVENIENt 
*'  DUM,  quid fiattira  faciat^  aut  feratT  If  out  of 
twenty  fevere  hurts  of  the  pericranium,  nine- 
teen do  well,  is  it  not  more  rational,  to  attri- 
bute the,  fatal  cafe  to  the  habit  of  body,  as  we 
fee  often  happens  to  injuries  on  other  parts  ? 
If  I  am  right,  in  this  affumption, — as  I  think 

I  am r-then,  (as  we  have,  for  fonie  days,  no 

.  certain 
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certain  fymptom  to  difcriminate  between  the 
good  and  the  bad  cafes)  will  thofe  profufe  eva^ 
cuations  and  antiphlogiftics,  fo  earneflly  re^ 
commended,  and  fo  long  mid  fo  unfiiccefsfidly 
purfued,  be  omitted  ?  nay,  they  muft  appear 
highly  improper.  To  prove  how  nugatory  the 
fuppofed  confequences  arifing  from  the  com-- 
munication  between  the  pericranium  and  du^ 
ra-mater,  are,  I  have,  out  of  a  great  variety,  fe-» 
ledled  but  three  cafes  in  point. 


CASE      VI. 


I  N  January,  1761,  I  was  requefled  to  vifit 
a  fervant  of  Mr.  O'Grady's,  of  Capper  Cullin, 
who  that  morning  fell  from  a  flable-loft  of  a 
confiderable  height,  on  his  head  :  he  was  im- 
mediately deprived  of  all  fenfation,  with  a 
flow,  regular,  and  equal  pulfe ;  and  thus  I 
found  him  in  about  four  hours  after  the  acci- 
dent. He  received  a  confiderable  jagged 
wound  on  the  fuperior  part  of  the  parietal  of 

the 
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tlie  left  Hdc^  with  a  dilaceration  of  the  perkra-* 
niBm,  fo  that  the  ilcull  was  bare  for  a  large  ex* 
tent.  Both  eye-lids  of  that  fide  were  fwelled, 
and  diftended  coniiderably,  and  all  black,  as 
if  from  extravafated  blood.  I  removed  the 
Contiifed  lips,  and  laid  more  of  the  pericratti- 
nm  bare,  not  doubting,  but  I  fhould  find  an 
extended  fradlure  ;  but  after  the  clofeil  exa- 
mination, I  found  the  flcull  uninjured.  I  then 
attributed  the  fymptoms,  either  to  a  concuffion 
of  the  brain,  or  (which  feemed  more  likely) 
a  rupture  of  fbnie  internal  yeffels,  and  which 
the  ftate  of  the  eye-lids  ieemed  to  countenance. 
My  prognoftic  was  far  from  pleafing  ;  I  how-^ 
ever,  opened  the  jugular  of  the  afFeded  fide, 
which  bled  freely  ;  for,  on  the  accident,  he  had 
been  bled  in  the  arm.  I  prefcribed  alfo  a  julep, 
compofed  of  the  faline  mixture,  and  mint  wa- 
ter, with  fp.  nitri  dulc.  fyr.  de  althea,  and  tind, 
caftorei,  and  foon  after  a  decodion  was  thrown 
up,  with  good  effedl.  He  pafTed  a  bad  night, 
moaned  much,  and  had  his  hand  conftantly  on 
his  forehead.  Next  morning,  I  diretfted  ano- 
ther bleeding,  and  a  continuance  of  the  above 
remedies  ;  but  at  the  fame  time,  informed  his 

friends, 
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friends,  that  if  I  did  not  find  fome  amend- 
fnent  by  evening,  I  would  trepan  him  that 
night,  or,    at   furtheil,   next    morning.     He 
feemed,  however,  in  the  evenings  more  com- 
pofed,  endeavouring  to  open  his  eyes,  and  made 
fome  inefFe(5lual  attempts  to  fpeak,  which  were 
with  me,  reafons  fuiEcient,  to  wait  the  ifTue  of 
that    night.     Another  decodlion  was    given, 
which  procured  fome  calls.     Next  morning  he 
was  fenfibly  better,  fpoke  pretty  diftincftly,  but 
complained  greatly  of  his  head,  which,  as  he 
exprelTed  it,  was  ready  to  fplit,  and  there  was 
pne  who  conflantly  fat  behind  him,  with  his 
hands  to  prefs  the  fore  and  back  part  of  the 
head,  which  was  the  only  relief  from  his  pain  he 
could  find.   As  the  lad  was  hut  delicate,  and  ra- 
ther funk  from  the  evacuations  he  had,  I  judged 
^  further  ufe  of  them,  would  rather  hurt,  than 
ferve,   as   deftroying  the  native   force.     I  di- 
re<5led  light   broth,  and  ipoon  meats,  with  a 
little  wine  to  be  given  him  ;  and  at  the  fame 
time,  ordered  a  deco6lion  of  the  bark,  with  elix. 
vitriol,  dulc.  to  be  given  often    in  the   day, 
far  the  wound  was  very  confiderable,  and  in- 
dicated 
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dicated  a  necefTity  for  this  alteration.  The 
fifth  morning  from  the  accident,  he  was  feized 
with  a  bleeding  at  the  noftril  of  the  afFedled 
fide,  which  continued  near  an  hour,  during 
which  time,  he  loft,  as  near  as  I  could  conjec- 
ture, about  four  ounces  of  blood.  All  that 
day,  the  head  was  eafier,  and  the  tumefadlion 
of  the  eye-lids  (which  at  every  dreffmg,  were 
endeavoured  to  be  reftrained  by  comprefTes, 
wet  in  fpirits,  and  by  bandage)  were  lef- 
fened.  The  morning  of  the  6th  day,  his 
head-ach  was  very  violent,  but  again  abated, 
by  a  fecond  bleeding  at  the  nofe,  in  which 
about  two  ounces  were  difeharged.  The  7th, 
and  every  morning,  to  the  1 2th,  the  head-ach 
returned,  but  rather  ilighter,  and  was  regu- 
larly carried  off  by  a  flight  hsemmorrhagy, 
from  the  nofe.  From  that  day,  he  had  no 
complaint,  but  from  the  fore  ;  and  about  the 
middle  of  February,  he  returned  to  his  fervice, 
quite  well,  and  fo  has  continued. 


CASE 
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CASE      VII. 


Peter  Meeh AN,  aged  19,  on  the  i7tIiof 
March,  1780,  received  fome  blows  on  the 
head,  and  a  cut  of  an  hanger  on  the  upper  part 
of  the  right  parietal,  which  wounded  the  bone, 
but  did  not  penetrate  the  two  tables.  He  bled 
profufely  on  the  accident,  and  I  did  not  fee 
him  till  next  morning.  The  lad,  though  flout 
and  ftrong  made,  yet,  was  of  a  pale  complexi- 
on ;  and  finding  no  indication  for  it,  I  omitted 
having  him  bled  ;  but  direded  powders  of  ni- 
tre and  jalap,  to  keep  the  body  open.  Things 
went  on  very  promifing  for  about  feven  days, 
when  the  appearances  in  the  wound,  began  to 
alter  for  the  worfe  ;  with  an  incipient  crd€ma-« 
tous  fwelling  round  the  parts,  and  a  flight  fick- 
nefs  of  the  ftomach.  After  drefling  the  fore,  I 
had  the  fide  of  the  head  covered  by  a  comprefs^ 
wet  in  a  mixture  of

one  of  thefe  powders  he  took  that  night,  at 
bed-time,  with  a  draught  of  light  wine  whey  s 
he  perfpiredj  and  urined  plentifully,  and  palfed 
a  tolerable  night*  The  fore  looked  better  next 
morning,  as  were  his  Ipirits.  He,  however, 
took  a  fecond  dofe  that  night ;  the  fwelling 
totally  difappeared  ;  fome  light  exfoliations 
followed,  and  he  was  well  in  the  courfe  of  fivd 
weeks*

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CASE       VIIL 


November  i8,  17B0,  Michael  Ives,  a  ftoiit^ 
robuft  mail,  of  about  ^^  years  of  age,  recom- 
mended by  Lord Kingfboioiigh,  was  admitted; 
into-  oiir  Hofpital.  About  twelve  days  before^ 
he  fell  from  a  cart,  head-foremoft,  on  a  large 
parcel  of  flones,  and  the  confequence  was,  a 
large  contufed  wound,  on  the  fuperior  and 
middle  part  of  the  left  parietal :  the  bruifed 
parts  had,  in  the  interim,  floughed  off,  and  ex-^ 
hibited  a  wound  of  more  than  three  inches 
long,  and  above  an  inch  broad  in  m.any  parts. 
In  fome  parts  of  the  wound,  the  pericranium 
was  detached  ;  in  others,  it  adhered  ;  in  fome 
places,  puckered  up,  but  every  where,  quite 
Mack !  with  this  formidable  looking  wound,, 
and  fcarce  covered  by  a  dreffing,  he  prefented 
himfelf,  and  feemed  as  carelefs  and  indifferent, 
as  if  nothing  ailed  him.  He  would  fuffer  no 
evacuation,  except  a  little  opening  phyiic.  I 
paid  great  attention  to  the  cafe,  and  v^atched 

the 


i  3^  ) 

the  fymptoms  clofely  :  the  difcolourcd  peri=«' 
cranium  I  faw  evidently,  proceeded  from  no 
pre-indifpofition  of  the  parts,  but  from  the 
violence  of  the  hurt,  and  an  abfolute  negledl 
of  dreffing,  or  keeping  the  parts  clean.  The 
wound  began  to  digeft  kindly  ;  the  pericrani- 
um in  a  few  days,  was  quite  feparated,  and  the 
ikull  affumed  that  frefh,  reddifli  appearance, 
which  prognoflicated  a  new  and  fpeedy  cover* 
ing.  Some  flight  exfoliations  however  took 
place  ;  and  he  was  difcharged,  cured  the  25th 
of  January  following* 

I  have  feledled  thefe  three  cafes,  from  a 
much  greater  number  ;  becaufe,  two  of  them 
exhibited  as  formidable  appearances,  as  can  be 
well  fuppofed,  of  injuries  done  the  pericrani- 
um ;  and  yet,  it  is  evident,  that  the  dura-ma- 
ter in  no  fliape  partook  of  them  !  In  the  firfh 
inflance,  to  the  injury  done'to  the  pericranium, 
there  'were  added,  the  fymptoms  of  a  commo- 
tion of  the  brain,  and,  I  think,  almofl  to  a 
certainty,  of  a  rupture  of  fome  blood-  veffels  ; 
and  yet,  v/e  fee,  it  was  not  attended  with  any 

one 
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iSfie  fign  of  tlie  formation  of  pus,  on  the  dura^ 
mater.  The  very  great  lofs  of  fubPcance,  and 
black  difcoloured  flate  of  the  pericranium,  in 
the  cafe  of  Ives,  prove,  that  very  violent  dilace- 
Nations  arid  gangrene  of  this  membrane  may 
happen,  without  the  dura-mater  being  in  the 
leall  injured ;  whilft,  in  the  cafe  of  Meehan 
though  the  injury  done  the  membrane  was  by 
an  inciiive  inftrument^—the  leaft  likely  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  difagreeable  confequences— yet,  dif^ 
tant  figns  of  matter,  forming  on  the  brain,  be- 
gan to  appear,  and  probably  would,  in  a  few 
days,  become  very  formidable,  were  they  not 
fo  feafonably  attacked. 

When  thefe  cafes  are  attentively  corifidered  ; 
and  when  we  fliall  perufe  thofe  that  fiicceecl 
them,  in  vfhich  the  injury  done  the  pericrani- 
um was  not  near  fo  great,  yet,  followed  by 
matter  on  the  dura-mater,  and  by  death  •  where 
fhall  we  explore  the  Caufe,  fo  ardently  wifhed 
for  ?  A  little  refledion,  in  my  mind,  will 
fettle  this  whole  affair,  add  72ew  dignity  to  the 
profeffion  of  Surgery^  and  be  the  means  of  (living 

many  lives  ! 
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If  a  perfon  with  a  wound,  an  ulcer,  or  a  frac-* 
tured  limb,  the  extent  of  which  we  can  afcer- 
tain,  has  untoward  fymptoms  :  If  the  wound 
does  not  digefl  :  if  foft  fungou  flefhs  fprouts 
up,  or  gangrene  appears  j  we  refolve  the  fymp- 
toms  into  the  habit  of  body,  not  into  any  la- 
tent injury,  and  accordingly  attack  it.  To  bring 
this  reafoning  home  to  our  prefent  purpofe- — 
when  a  man  receives  a  wound,   or  an  hurt  on 

the  head,,  in  which  the  pericranium  is,  or  is 
not,  engaged  ;  unattended  with  fymptoms  of 

fra(5lure,  or  concufTon,  what  are,  and  what 
fhould  be  the  indications  ?  certainly,  no  more, 
nor  lefs,  than  to  bring  on  a  fpeedy  cure.  If 
the  patient  is  phlethoric,  venefe6lion  is  un- 
doubtedly necefTary,  and  to  be  repeated,  as 
the  fymptoms  require,  and  no  more.  Open- 
ing phyiic  is  alfo  requiiite,  with  a  regimen, 
adequate  to  the  habit  of  body.  Evacuants 
are  by  no  means  to  be  ufed  indifcriminately  ; 
and  the  fores  to  be  dreffed  in  a  light  eafy 
manner.  But,  fhould  it  in  fome  days  alTume 
a  bad  appearance,  then,  and  not  befoi-e^  we  are 
to  have  recourfe  to  fuch  means,  as  are  mof^ 

likely 
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likely  to  check  its  prog  re fs ;  but  tliefe,  by  no 
means,  confifl  in  powerful  and  repeated  eva- 
cuations, fo  long  recommended,  and  fo  un- 
fuccefsfully  purfued,  as  will  abundantly  ap- 
pear, by  our  propofed   method  of  cure.

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CHAPTER     IV, 


A  SeleAion  of  Cafes,  in  which  the  general 
mode  of  pra(5lice  in  wounded  pericraniums 
was  fleadily  purfued,  with  their  fuccefs. 


CASE       IX. 

N  June,  1768,  John  Bourke,  a  journey- 
man cabinet-maker,  going  home,  in  liquor, 
late  at  night,  took  hold  of  the  bridle  of  a  gen- 
tleman's horfe,  juft  fetting  off  for  the  country, 
who  was  converilng  with  another.  On  this 
infult,  (as  he  deemed  it)  he  ftruck  the  man  a 
fevere  blow  of  his  whip,  on  the  right  parietal, 
and  he  diredlly  fell,  and  the  gentleman  rode 
off,  without  thinking  further  of  the  matter. 
He  was  dreffed  at  the  Hofpital,  for  fome  days, 
and  finding  no  great  inconvenience  from  the 
fore,  he  went  regularly  to  his  work.  But  the 
I  oth  day  from  the  wound,  he  grew  heavy  and 
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liftlefs^  with  a  ficknefs  at  flomach ;  this  was 
fucceeded  in  a  few  hours,  by  a  fevere  fhivering, 
as  if  in  an  ague  fit,  and  a  finart  fever  followed. 
The  1 1  th,  the  fever  encreafed,  with  a  kind  of 
ftupor  ;  both  of  which  were  greatly  aggra- 
vated the  next  day,  vv^hen  I  faw  him,  for  the 
firft  time,  by  particular  direcSlions  of  the  of- 
fender. I  propofed  to  the  perfon,  to  whofe 
care  he  had  been  committed,  the  application  of 
the  trepan,  and  a  large  bliiler  to  the  poll^  both 
of  which  were  rejc6led  ;  and  he  died  the  morn- 
ing of  the  14th.  As  a  trial  for  life  mufl' be 
the  confequence,  I,  in  the  prefence  of  the  chief 
magiftrate  and  the  jury,  examined  the  wound, 
and  then  after  a  circular  fedlion  v^4th  the  faw, 
raifed  the  roof  of  the  fliull,  from  below  the 
wound.  The  wound  was  about  an  inch  and 
an  half  long,  and  the  cranium  laid  bare  for 
this  length,  but  no  fracfture  !  On  examining 
the  internal  parts,  the  dura-mater  was  of  a 
duilcy  black  colour,  for  about  two  inches,  un- 
der, where  the  hurt  was  received  on  the  out- 
Ude  integuments,  to  the  right  orbit,  and  cfe- 
tachcd ft'om  the  cranium  this  tvhde  lengthy  but  no 
avbcrc  clfc.     No  lign  of  injury  to  the  bone  ap- 
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peared  eltlier  in  its  external,  or  internal  furface. 
On  opening  the  dura-mater,  where  difcoloured, 
above -two  large  table  fpoonfuls  of  a  laudable 
pus  appeared,  lodged  on  the  pia  mater,  which 
was  the  evident  caufe  of  his  death. 


CASE      X. 


IN  the  end  of  November,  1769,  Dennis 
O'Connor  was  admitted  into  our  Hofpital,  for 
a  confiderable  wound  on  the  left  parietal,  by 
a  blow  of  an  hurl,  in  which  the  pericranium, 
was  engaged.  The  injury  was  received  five 
days  before,  and  the  man  had  been  twice  bled 
in  the  interval.  The  wound  was  well  conditi- 
oned, the  difcharge,  moderate  and  kind,  and 
he  was  exempt  from  fever,  or  any  kind  of 
alarming  fymptom. 

He  was,  however,  bled  again,  in  about  two 
hours  after  admiflion,  and  next  day,  took  a  lax-r 
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ative   mixture,  which     operated    moderately. 
The  fore  was  drelTed  with  foft  dry  lint,  cover- 
ed with  plaifter  and  bandage,    and  he  was  up, 
and  drefTed,  in  his  room   or  ward.     On   the 
evening  of  the   ninth   d^ij^  from   the  hurt ;  he 
grew  low,  complained  of  an  heavinefs  in  his 
head,  and  ficknefs  at  his  ftomach.    This  w^as 
fucceeded  by  a  violent  fhivering,  followed  by  a 
rapid  fever,  which  carried  him  off  in  two  days. 
Curious  to  be  acquainted  with  the  caufe  of  his 
death,  we  opened  the  fkull,  in  lefs  than  two 
hours  from  his  diilblution.     The  cranium  was 
perfedlly  found,   over  and  under  the  wound, 
but  the  dura-mater,   for  the  length  of   three 
inches,  underneath  the  fore,    and  towards  the 
orbit,  was  detached  from  the  cranium,  and  co- 
vered with  about  two  table  fpoonfuls  of  well- 
digefted  matter,  which  had  palled   from  the 
pia-mater,  through  an  opening  in  the  former. 
The  dura-mater   was  alfo  of  a  dark  brownifli 
colour,    for  this  extent,  but  no  other  remark- 
able appearance  was  exhibited  in  this  cafe."

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CASE      XL 


A  Servant  to  Mr.  Weflrop  of  Atty  Flin,  was 
11^  September,  1771,  received  into  the  Ilofpi- 
tal,  having  been  thrown  from  his  horfe,  near 
this  City,  by  which  misfortune,  his  right 
thigh  was  fra(5lured,  with  a  large  wound  on  the 
parietal  of  that  fide,  in  which  the  pericranium 
was  comprehended.  It  need  not  be  faid,  that  in 
this  cafe,  large  venefed:ions,  diluters,  &  a  lov/ 
regimen  were  ftridliy  obferved,  becaule  the 
fradlured  thigh  alone,  demanded  fuch  treat- 
ment. He  neverthelefs,  the  tenth  day,  grew 
low,  complained  of  ficknefs  at  ftomach,  had  ri- 
gors, and  fever,  and  died  the  1 3th. — It  was  de- 
bated, the  morning  of  the  nth,  to  have  re- 
courfe  to  the  trepan  ;  but  the  fever  was  fo  ra- 
pid, that  we  concluded,  it  would  rather  have 
hafcened  his  death.  The  cranium  was  here  al- 
xo  fawed  through,  foon  after  his  death,  and  the 
parts  underneath,  exhibited  exadly  the  fame 
appearances,  as  in  the  cafe  of  O'Connor.

I N  the  beginning  of  the  following  month, 
one  Hallinan,  a  butcher,  in  a   riot,  received  a 
blow   of  an   hanger   on  the   left  parietal,  in 
which  the  fcalp  and  pericranium   only   were 
injured.     It  feemed  for  fome  days,  of  fo  little 
confequence,  that  he  was  moftly  abroad  ;  but 
the  tenth  day  from  the  hurt,  he  became  hea- 
vy,  complained  of  ficknefs  at  his  fcomach,  was 
feized  w4th  tremors,  and  fever.     The   1 3th  I 
v/as  requefled  to  vifit  him,  for  the   firfl:  time, 
and,  on   confukation,  recommended   the  tre- 
pan, which  was  diredlly  applied.  In  the  centre 
of  the  perforation,  the  dura-mater  was  vifibly 
difcolouredthe  breadth  of  a  filver  fix-pence,  and 
I  recommended  to  have  it  opened,  v^hich,  how- 
ever, was  not  done.     The  next  day,  his  fever 
and  flupor  very  feniibly  encreafed,  no  difcharge 
whatever  came  from  the  trepan,  and   he  died 
the  day  after.     But  though  I  have  mentioned 
js.  flupor,  to  attend  all  the  preceding  cafes,  yet,

I  would  not  have  it  underftood,  that  a  priva- 
tion of  the  fenfes  WcLS  the  confequence.  By  no 
means;  for  all  thefe  people  retained  their 
fenfes  and  recoliecflion  to  the  hour  of  diffolu- 
tion  !  In  opening  this  young  man's  head,  there 
was  a  confiderable  coUedlion  of  pus,  under 
the  dura-mater,  ftretching  towards  the  orbit, 
and  this  lad  membrane  feparated  from  the 
fkull,  and  difcoloured  the  whole  length ;  but 
no  injury  whatever  appeared  to  have  been  done 
the  cranium. 


CASE      XIIL 

Mr.  S.  G.  an  Attorney  of  this  City,  hap- 
pening to  fall  into  company,  with  a  wrong- 
headed  fellov/  ;  a  difpute  arofe,  and  he  received 
a  violent  blow  of  a  flick  on  the  head,  and  foon 
after,  fell  into  the  area  of  an  houfe— this  hap- 
pened late  at  night,  on  the  lytli  of  March, 
1773,  I  Vv^as  called  to  him  early  next  morn- 
ing, found  a  large  deformed  contufed  wound  ; 
on  the  pofterior  and    lateral  part  of  the    left 
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parietal,  in  which  the  pericranium  was 
flightly  engaged.  I  enlarged  this  wound,  in 
different  diredions,  the  better  to  judge  of  the 
ftate  of  the  cranium  ;  and  by  the  confequenti- 
al  bleeding,  to  reduce  the  wound  to  a  greater 
degree  of  fimplicity.  No  appearance  of  frac- 
ture could  be  traced  :  he  was  foon  after  drefs- 
ing,  bled;  and  powders  of  nitre,  magnefia, 
and  jalap,  were  given,  in  fmall  dofes,  every  two 
hours,  with  fome  of  the  faline  julep,  to  pro- 
mote the  urinary  fecretions,  and  keep  the  bo- 
dy gently  open  ;  and  he  was  befides  enjoined 
a  ftri6l  low  regimen.  Towards  evening,  the 
whole  head  feemed  a  little  inflated,  and  next 
morning,  a  confiderable  oedematous  fwelling 
appeared.  As  the  head  had  been  clofe  fhaved, 
foon  after  the  hurt,  to  diiUpate  this  fwelling,  I 
had  the  entire  head  covered  by  compreffes,  wet 
in  a  mixture  of  good  brandy — for  example, 
to  an  half-pint,  I  added  half  an  ounce  of  fp. 
volatil.  aromat.  and  I  directed  the  powders  to 
be  taken  fo  often,  as  to  procure  three  or  four 
ftools  in  the  day.  As  to  bleeding,  the  nature  of 
the  fwelling  feemed  to  me,  to  preclude  it.  The 
foth,  the  wpiand  clean,  and  vyell-conditioned  :

lie  was  free  from  fever,  head-ach,  or  any 
alarming  fymptom,  as,  indeed,  lie  had  been 
from  the  beginning.  He  was  flill  kept  low,  and 
had  this  day  five  flools.  The  21ft,  the  fweUing 
in  the  integuments,  alnioft  diffipated,  and  he 
complained  of  the  feverity  of  his  regimen,  and 
of  his  being  confined  to  his  bed,  both  which  he 
thought  unneceiTary.  The  2  2d,  the  wound 
made  great  advances  to  heal,  and  yet,  through 
precaution,  I  judged  another  bleeding  iieceiTa- 
Vjy  which,  with  much  difficulty,  was  fubmitted 
to  ;  he  was  ftili  kept  lovv^  and  continued  his 
opening  cooling  powders,  The  fame  regimen 
was  fcridlly  purfued,  and  he  again  bled  the  next 
day  ;  and,  to  fatisfy  him  and  his  friends,  of 
the  prudence  of  this  practice,  I  mentioned 
cafes,  which,  like  his,  went  on  very  happily  for 
many  days,  and  yet,  terminated  in  death,  mofl; 
probably,  for  want  of  fuch  precautions,  Things 
went  on  happily  to  the  29th,  and  he  up  and 
dreffed,  for  four  days  before.  On  dreinng  that 
morning,  fomcthing  in  the  appearance  of  the 
wound,  did  not  pleafe  me.  It  appeared  not  fo 
florid,  nor  the  advances  to  heal,  fo  much  as 
inight  be  expected  from  the  preceding  dreflingT 

It 
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It  was,  however,  fo  little,  that  a  lefs  accurate 
obferver  than  I,  might  let  it  pafs.  About  two 
hours  after,  be  was  attacked  with  an  head-acb, 
ficknefs  at  ftomach,  and  puking  followed  fome 
time  after.  At  two  o'clock,  he  was  feized  with 
violent  fliiverings.  I  was  then  fent  for,  but  be- 
ing otherwife  engaged,  did  not  fee  him  till  four, 
when  I  found  him,  though  up,  attacked  with 
a  fmart  fever,  for  which  he  was  plentifully 
bled,  and  a  glyiter  thrown  up  in  the  evening. 
The  30th,  the  fever  no  way  abated,  and  I  de- 
fired  Surgeon  Mahony  to  be  called  in,  afRired, 
that  matter  was  forming  under  the  fkull.  On 
prefling  with  my  finger,  round  the  orifice  of 
the  fore,  fome  matter  puihed  forward,  and 
feemingly  from  fome  difiance.  I  dire(5ted  my 
probe  to  this  finus,  and  at  about  an  inch  and 
an  half  from  the  wound,  and  near  the  longi- 
tudinal finus,  I  felt  the  cranium  bare.  I  diredl- 
ly  laid  the  parts  open  to  this  place,  and  fcalped 
there,  but  found  the  fl^ull  free  from  injury.  I 
mufl  remark  aifo,  that  this  day,  the  fore  was 
fenfibly  paler,  and  the  probe  could  pafs  freely 
through  parts,  tvvro  or  three  days  before,  very 
firm.     This  appearance   of  matter,    with    the 
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fcalping,  and  a  large  bleeding,  we  hoped,  might 
abate  the  fymptoms.  The  blood   was   highly 
bufFed,  which  it  was  not  before  ;  and,  in  the 
evening,  he  got  a  decodion.  The  fever,  how- 
ever, continued  ;  and  next  morning,  the  crani- 
um was  bare  a  little  further,  to   which  I  ex- 
tended the   incifion  j    but  the  iliull  was  very 
firm.  He  complained  of  a  ftifFnefs,  pain,  and 
swelling  in  the  neck,  and  of  a  very  violent  pain 
inwardly,  from  the    centre  of  the  wound,  to- 
wards the  left  eye.  A  new  appearance  this  day, 
made^the  application  of  the  trepan  be  again  de- 
layed.    On  prefling   round   the   integuments, 
above  a  table  fpoonful  of  a   thin  oily  matter, 
poured  into  the  fore,  and  this   being  deemed 
a  kind  of  metaftafis,  it  was  hoped  that  the  fe- 
ver, and  other  fymptoms   might  leiTen  by  it. 
He  was  again  blooded,  and  took   a  decodlion* 
April  the  ifl,  the  pain  in  the  head,  and  towards 
the  eye   removed,  and  the  fllifnefs  and  pain  in 
the  neck  greatly  abated,  and  thefe  were  made 
a  further  pretence,  for  delaying  to  trepan  ;  but 
the  fever  was  ftill   rapid.     The  application  of 
the  trepan  again  propofed,  but  put  off.   The  2d, 
the  fore  put  on  a  better  appearance,  he  pailed 
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tlie  night  more  compofedly,  but  tlie  pulfe  ftill 
continued  quick,  though  much  lower.  The  3d, 
fome  more  of  the  oily  matter  already  menti- 
oned, was  preiTed  into  the  fore,  the  pulfe  Hill 
quick,  but  lower ;  about  two  o'clock,  feemed 
dozed  and  flupid,  and  breathed  very  fhortly, 
but  neverthelefs,  very  clear  in  his  intelledls. 
That  night,  he  grew  viiibly  worfe,  and  died 
about  1 2  o'clock  next  day.  At  two,  I  opened  the 
integuments,  and  fawed  round  the  ikul],  and 
laid  the  parts  bare  for  infpedion,  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  Magiflrate,  and  a  Jury  alTembied 
for  that  purpofe  ;  but  whilft  I  was  with  an  ele- 
vator, railing  up  the  cranium,  the  flench  that 
ifTued  from  within,  was  fo  intolerable,  that 
they  all  quitted  the  room,  and  I  was  obliged 
to  have  the  windows  opened  for  pure  air.  I 
found  the  infide  of  the  bone  daubed  with  yel- 
low matter,  but  upon  v/adiing  and  cleaning  it, 
could  perceive  nothing  that  could  indicate  the 
fmallefl  injury  done  to  it.  The  dura-mater,  ex- 
a(5lly  under  the  wound,  and  extending  to  the 
left  orbit,  was  thickened  of  a  browniih  yellow 
colour,  covered  with  the  fame  fcEt"d  matter, 
and  eafily  broke   through  by   the   probe,  the 

whole 
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tv^liole  extent  of  the  difeafed  parts.  Between  it 
and  the  pia-mater,  more  pus  was  lodged,  and 
it  appeared  to  me,  that  the  matter  between  the 
dura-mater  and  cranium,  had  palTed  through 
a  natural  opening,  caufed  by  the  inflammation 
and  pus. 

The  fenfible  Surgeon,  after  perufing  this  cafe^ 
•will  naturally  afl^,  why  I  did  not  trepan  my 
patient,  on  the  firft  appearance  of  the  fymptoms, 
having  fb  many  preceding  inftances,  to  juftify 
the  neceffity  of  this  pracftice  ?  I  called-in  ano- 
ther Surgeon,  with  no  other  intent :  I  have 
detailed  the  reafons,  that  caufed  the  operation 
to  be  delayed  :  his  friends  feemed  averfe  to  it : 
a  trial  for  life,  was  to  be  the  confequence  of 
his  death  ;  and,  if  I  perfifted  in  my  refolution 
of  trepaning,  it  might  be  inlinuated,  if  not  fuc- 
ccfsful,  that  the  very  operation  caufed  his  death. 
It  was  not  very  long  before  this,  that  fuch  a  re^ 
port  was  propagated,  on  another  occafion.  Two 
notorious  rioters,  (foldiers)  in  company  with 
others  of  their  fraternity,  carrying  their  fide- 
arms,  came  into  a  beer-houfe,  in  the  moil  pub- 
lic part  of  this  city,  demanding  liquor.  The 
a  rooms 
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rooms  were  filled  with  different,  people,  regal- 
ing themfeives,  after  the  day's  hard  labour  ; 
fo  that  they  could  not  be  ferved  with  liquor ; 
nor  did  the  publican  wifh  to  fee  facli  gentry 
refort  his  houle.  A  fcufHe  enfued  :  the  man  of 
the  houfe,  and  his  wife  were  (truck ;  the  dif- 
ferent companies   infulted,  and  feme  of  them 
wounded.  One  poor  fellow,  in  particular,  w^as 
moil  cruelly  treated  i  and  amongft  other  hurts, 
he  received  on  his  right  elbow,  {thrown  up  to 
cover  his  head)  a    wound  of   a  back-fword, 
which  extended  about  three  inches  on  the  fide 
of  the  humerus,  and  wounded  both  radius  and 
cubitus,  at  their  articulation   with  that  bone, 
fo  as  to  v/ant  little   of  a  total  diviiion  of  tl\e 
parts.  In  this  condition,  the  man  was  brought 
to  my  houfe,  and  after  drefling,  and  conlider- 
ing  the  cafe  a  very  defperate  one,  and  that  the 
lives  of  three  people    were    interefted  in   the 
event — that  the  patient  was    very  poor  ;  with- 
out knowing  any  thing  more  of  him,   I,   as   a 
Governor,  put  him  into  the  Hofpital,  and  charg- 
ed myfelf  with  his  attendance  !  though  the  cafe 
was  a  very  defperate  one,  yet,  I  hoped  to  be  able 
to  fave  his  life,  and  even  limb  too,  (as  experi- 
E  ences 
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ence,  both  before,  and  fince  has  proved)  prot 
vided  I  was  affifted  by   a  good  habit  of  body, 
This  happened  not  to  be  the  cafe  ;  and  though 
I    invited    the    Surgeon    of    their    regiment 
to    attend  the    dreflings,    and    had,    befides 
three  different  cpnfultations  on  him,  in  the  laft 
of  which,  it  was  agreed  to  amputate,  which  I 
reludlantly  complied  vyith,  as  the  bacl  conditi- 
on of  the  fore  Ihewed,  that  a  more  formidable 
one,  could  not  help  to  rnake  things  better.   The 
man  died,  and  it  was   indultrioufly  whifpei'ed 
about,  that  delaying  amputation  was  the  caufe 
of  iiis  death.  The  tw;o  murderers   were  never- 
thelefs  condemned  by  their  country ;  but  tley 
were  pardoned  by  Governnient.    Indeed,  this 
tendernefs  for  the  military,  at  fuch  a  diftance 
from  the  Capital,  will  not  feem  furprizing,  whei:^ 
it  is   recollected,  that,  even  there,  and ^  under 
the  eyes  of  Government^  they  have  twice,  and  at 
no  great  diftance  of  time,  in  the  middle  of  the  ^ 
day,  broke  open  the   prifon  of  Newgate,  witt^ 
impunity,  by  which  means,  ruffians  of  all  de- 
fcriptions  were  let  looie  on  the  public  !

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CHAPTER      V. 


Signs  of  the  formation  of  matter  on  the  brain. 
Diforders  of  this  clafs,  generally  fatal— ^the 
general  mode  of  treatment,  to  the  laO:  degree, 
improper — A  new  method  of  pracflice  flrong- 
1^  recommended^ 

X  H  E  Diagnoftics  of  this  diforder,  I  think 
may  be  colledled  from  the  cafes  already  de- 
fcribed,  We  will,  however,  bring  them  into 
one  point  of  view-^When  a  perfon  receives  an 

injury  qn  the  head,  w^ith,  or  without,  a  wound 
of  the  integurnents  ;  without  ftupor,  or  lofs  of 
fenfe — But  (fuppofing  thefe  to  happen  at  the 
inftant,  which  difappear  very  foon  after) — free 
from  fever,  or  other  alarming  fymptoms  :  if 
he,  in  the  courfe  of  eight,  ten,  fifteen,  or  even 
twenty  days  after,  fliould  fuddenly  be  attacked 
with  naufea  and  puking.  If  the  fore,  (if  any 
fuch)  from  well-conditioned,  fhould  aflume  a 
more  languid  appearance,  becomes  pale,  the  pe- 
E  2  ricranium 
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rlcranium  detaching  from  the  iliull ;  if  horrors, 
and  rigors  fliould  come  on,  with  a  fmart  fever, 
pain  in  the  head,  and  flifFnefs  of  the  neck,  I 
deem  them  certain  iigns  of  matter  being  form- 
ed on,  or  i{nder  the  dura-mater,  on  the  brain  itfelf^ 
or  in  its  ventricles.  But,  to  me,  the  moft  univo- 
cal  figns  appear  to  be,  the  wound's  growing 
fuddenly  lefs  florid,  cedematous  fwelUng  of  the 
integuments,  linufes  forming,  where  none  ap- 
peared before,  the  pericranium  looferxing  with 
tremors  and  fever, 

As  to  the  prognoflic  of  this  diforder,  it  muft 
be  to  the  lail  degree  unfavourable.  The  five 
recited  cafes,  of  matter  formed  under  the  ikull, 
ended  all  fatally,  though  in  them,  the  mofl 
generally  adopted  pracflice  was  purfued,  except 
not  trepaning,  but  in  one  inflance.  In  eleven 
cales,  related  by  Mr.  Deafe,  *  in  a  very  feniible 
Treatife,  lately  publifhed,  in  v>?hich,  matter  was 
coUeded  under  the  cranium,  and,  in  ten  of 
which,  the  operation  was  performed,  one  only 
recovered.  Of  five  cafes,  given  by  Le  Dran,  f

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in  which  matter  was  formed  under  tlie  Crani- 
um, they  all  died,  and  fo  in  proportion,  in 
other  writers^

I F  bleeding,  and  the  other  evacuations,  fd 
ftrongly  recommended,  and  fo  fteadily  purfued 
in  all  the  above  cafes,  could,  in  any  degree, 
prevent  the, formation  of  matter  on  the  brain j 
or  on  its  membranes,  no  doubt,  but  we  fliould 
have  more  inftances  of  the  fiiccefs  of  this  prac- 
tice* They  in  no  fliape  anfwered  the  end  pro- 
pofed*  They  neither  prevented  the  accefs  of 
tremors,  head-ach,  and  fever ;  nor  when  thefe 
attacks  came  on,  did  they  in  the  leafl  yisld  to 
thefe  remedies  !  thefe  are  incontrovertible 
proofsj  which  mull  convince  every  man  of 
fenfe  and  reflexion,  that  this  mode  of  treat- 
ment, fo  highly  recommended  from  all  anti- 
quity, and  fo  religioufly  adhered  to,  to  this  day, 
muft  be  defedive.  Let  me  coniider  this  whole 
tnatter,  n-ot  as  a  fir  vile  copy  eft  and  imitator^  contrU 
Mit'ing  to  transfer  errors  from  age  to  age  ^  hut  as  a 
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man  of  fciencc^  an  adept  In  his  profejjwn,  wbofe 
motta  is,  Nul litis  addidlus  jurare  in  vc^'ba  Ma- 
gifiri  I 

In  all  acute  cafes,  the  pulfe  and  fymptoms 
are  to  be  the  phyiician's  guide.  He  will  not 
treat  a  man  for  a  flight  cold,  with  the  fame  fe- 
verity,  as  if  for  an  inflammation  on  the  lungs, 
though  fuch  complaint  may  be  the  precurfor 
of  the  diforder  ;  nor  flight  pains  in  the  limbs, 
like  an  inflammatory  rheumatifm.  A  common 
opthalmia  will  be  treated  very  diflTerently  from 
a  chemofis,  notwithfl:anding  that  it  may  dege- 
nerate into  one.  In  fliort,  it  is  only  the  aggra- 
vation of  the  fymptoms,  that  diredls  the  pru- 
dent pra(5litioner-  To  bring  thefe  reafons  home 
to  our  prefent  purpofe.  Two  men  receive 
wounds  oil  the  head,  with  hurt  to  the  pericra- 
nium in  each.  The  injuries  are  nearly  flmilar. 
The  one  is  treated  according  to  all  the  rules  of 
art,  as  was  the  cafe  in  the  preceding  obfervati- 
ons.  The  other  gets  his  head  dreflTed  once  a 
day,  or,  perhaps,  once  in  two  days,  at  an  apo- 
thecary's, eats  and  drinks,  and  follows  his  ufu- 
al  occupation.  The  flrfl,  in  ten  or  twelve  days, 

in 
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in  fplte  to  all  precautions,  is  attacked  with 
fymptoms  of  extra vafated  matter  on  the  brain, 
and,  to  the  difgrace  of  phyfic,  dies  j  whilfl  the 
other,  perhaps,  gets  quite  well  of  every  com- 
plaint in  that  period  ;  all  tliefe  evacuations, 
with  a  fevere  regimen,  having  neither  pre- 
vented the  attack,  nor  lefTened  its  violence, 
when  it  appeared  1 

This  mode  of  treatment  appears  then  highly 
exceptionable.  But  what  is  the  objedl  propofed 
by  it  ?  To  prevent  the  formation  of  matter  on 
the    brain,    w-hich   in   numbers  of  inflances, 
without  fuch   aid  never  happens.  Becaufe,  in 
bad  habits  of  body,  a  flight  wound,  or  contu- 
iion,  is   attended  with  alarming— -often  with 
fatal  fymptoms — does  it  follow,  that  In  every 
injury  of  this  kind,  adlive  flupes  and  poultices, 
high   diet,  cordials,  and  the  bark,  ^re  to   be 
brought  in,  to  aid  nature  ?  furely  no  !  But  if 
it  fhall  appear — and  I  think  it  will  appear,  that 
thefe  profufe  evacuations,  rather  injure,  than 
ferve  the  caufe  for  which  they  are  intended ; 
will  not  this  be  ilill  a  (irongcr  rcafon  to  rejeifl 
fo  pernicious  a  prad:lGe  ?  tluit  this  is  the  cafe,

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the  following   reafons  and   flidls,  will   clearly 


evince. 


In  ail  hurts  of  the  head,  which  terminate  in 
matter,  on  the  meninges  of,  or  in  the  brain  it- 
felf,  fome,  or  in  general,  all  the  following  ap- 
pearances occur  in  fome  days  after  the  hurt. — 
An  oedematous  fwelling  of  the  integuments — 
the  wound  grows  paler,  the  furrounding  flefli 
foft  and  lax;  the  pericranium  loofe,  and  eafily 
detached  from  the  fkuU ;  fliiverings  and  fever, 
&c.  Thefe  on  the  very  appearance  of  them, 
exhibit  no  proofs  of  inflammation ;  and  the 
fhivering  in  particular,  proves  it  to  be  a  tranf- 
lation  of  matter,  a  metaftafis  only ;  becaufe 
fiich  fymptoms  never  precede  inflammation. 
That  this  is  the  cafe,  we  will  fliU  more  readily 
acknowledge,  when  we  refled,  that  in  two  or 
three  days  after  the  accefs  of  the  fever,  the  pa- 
tient often  dies,  and  on  diifedion,  matter  is 
formed  on  the  brain,  which  it  is  not  eafy  to 
conceive,  could  happen,  in  fo  fhort  a  time,  efpe- 
cially  infuch  a  place,  was  this  matter  the  con- 
feqtience  of  inflammation.  But  a  point  worthy 
the  greatell  attention  is,  that  cxtravafated matter, 

following 
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following  hurts  or  wounds  in  other  parts,  pro- 
duce finiUar  fymptoms  ;  and  Surgeons  of  emi- 
nence diflinguifh  in  thefe  cafes,  them  into  pri- 
mary and  fecondary  ;  that  is,  that  if  in  fome 
days  after  the  injury,  when  the  ufual  fymp- 
toms immediately  attendant  have  fubfided,  and 
new  ones  appear,  fuch  ^.sjicknefs  atjiomachypiik-^ 
-ingy  PDiverrngSy  fever  and  injlammat'ion  ;  all  thefe 
are  noted  as  confequences,  of  the  extravafa- 
tiou. 

But  it  may  be  objected — and  fomething 
'like  it  has  been  advanced,  to  fupport  this  doc- 
trine— thatfCippurationon  the  dura-mater  may 
happen,  with  no  great  degree  of  fever  or  in- 
flammation. But  as  it  is  a  fiibje(5l,  highly  in- 
terefthig  to  mankind,  and  that,  as  I  have  no 
other  objects  but  truth  and  this  in  view,  in  the 
prefent  inveftigation,  I  fliall  produce  fome 
cafes  in  point,  to  this  queflion.

CASE 


Case     xiv. 


Patrick  FiT2:GtBBaN,  Brogue-maker^  pre« 
fented  himfelf  at  the  Hofpital,  the  2d  of  No- 
vember, 1 779.  An  abfcefs  had  formed  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  os  frontis,  near  the  longi- 
tudinal iinus.  It  had  broke  two  days  before, 
and  on  examining,  I  found  the  fkuU  bare,  for 
an  inch  and  an  half  in  length,  and  nearly  an 
inch  broad,  reaching  to  the  parietal  bone.  On 
dilating  the  wound,  an  opening  a^ppeared  at  its 
inferior  part,  and  through  it,  the  dura-matef 
was  feen,  covered  with  yellow  pus,  and  in 
plenty.  I  abforbed  with  foft  lint  on  a  probe, 
a  good  deal  of  this  matter,  and  removed  about 
half  an  inch  of  the  integuments,  fo  as  to  have 
a  fair  opening  to  this  cavern.  I  found  the  de- 
undated  part  of  the  bone  pretty  loofe,  through 
this  extent,  and  introduced  betv/een  the  dura- 
mater  and  it,  fome  pledgits  of  lint,  fecured  by 
thread,  as  well  to  abforb  the  pus,  as  to  affifh  in 
feparating  it  from  the  found  parts.  I  wanted 
him  to  come  into  tho  Hofpital,  but  he  declined 

it  J 
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it ;  but  I  charged  him  to  attend  every  moni-^ 
ing,  and  on  the  fpot,  took  a  note  of  his  lodg- 
ing, to  enquire  after  him,  in  cafe  he  did  not 
appear.  He  attended  diligently  every  day  ;  and 
for  fome  time,  not  lefs  than  a  table-fpoonful  of 
matter  difcharged  from  the  dura-mater,  at  each 
drefling.  By  gently  moving  the  bone  from  fide 
to  fide  with  a  forceps,  it  became  fo  loofe,  as 
by  the  12th,  to  feparate  entirely.  It  v^as  an 
inch  and  an  half  long,  and  about  an  inch 
broad,  and  very  thin,  honey-combed  and 
jagged,  in  its  inferior  or  internal  part.  From 
this  place,  another  feparation  had  been  form- 
ing, towards  the  forehead,  of  above  an  inch  in 
length.  I  removed  about  half  an  inch  of  the 
loofe  integuments  ;  fo  that  the  outfide  wounds 
was  not  near  fo  extended,  as  the  injury  of  the 
bone.  In  eight  days  more,  this  lafl:  piece  alfo 
came  away,  both  which  I  have  preferved.  The 
bare  dura-mater,  through  this  whole  extent, 
was  lightly  covered  with  dry  lint  only  ;  and  I 
had  a  tin  plate,  lined  with  baize,  which  he  wore 
over  the  dreflings,  and  under  his  wig.  The  dif- 
charge  from  the  dura-mater  lellened  every 
hour.  The   quantity  of  11  at  vf as  leiTened  from 

day 


day  to  day  ;  in  a  fliort  time,  the  preferved  flefli 
adhered  to  the  dura-mater  ;  nothing  remained 
to  drefs,  but  the  uncovered  part ;  and  he  was 
in  a  manner  quite  well,  by  the  end  of  th€ 
month* 

The  account  he  gaVe  of  his  cafe,  Was  the  fol- 
lowing. About  four  months  before,  he  was  at- 
tacked with  a  pairi,  exadlly  over  the  difeafed 
part,  which  gradually  encreafed,  with  a  throb- 
bing, fo  as  to  be  often  fcarce  tolerable.  He  de-^ 
Glared,  to  his  knowledge,  he  never  received  any 
hurt  whatever,  on  his  head.  He  continued  in 
this  melancholy  iituation,  feldom  able  to  fol^ 
low  his  occupation,  till  a  few  days  before  I  faw 
him ;  when  an  abfcefs  forming  on  the  head, 
gave  him  the  firfl  relief  During  his  cure,  he 
never  fiiled  being  every  morning  at  the  Hof« 
pital :  he  took  no  medicine,  and  feemed  to  re-* 
gard  it  no  more,  than  as  if  a  common  fore. 

Here  the  dura-mater  was,  to  demonflration, 
in  a  (late  of  fuppuration^  It  was  attended  with 
no  fliiverings,  that  I  could  learn,  nor  any  re- 
markable alteration  in  the  integuments,  till 
about  a  fortnight  before  he  came  to  the  Hof- 

pital  ; 
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pital ;  and  it  mufl  be  owned,  that  the  efforts  of 
nantre,  in  this  cafe,  were  allonifliingly  great^ 
In  Chapter  th^  i8th  of  this  work,  the  reader 
will  fee  two  cafes  of  concealed  fradlures,  where 
the  pus  formed  on  the  durar-raater,  made  its. 
way  throngh  them,  and  the  pieces  came  away, 
? — He  will  there  fee,  that  whilft  this  pus  was 
forming,  head-ach,  fever,  and  deliriun>,  werq 
its  attendants,  without  fliiverings  ;  and  that; 
when  this  matter  was  formed,  the  fymptoms 
gradually  fubiided,  and  died  away  entirely 
with  the  free  exit  of  it.  After  thefe  examples, 
will  it  be  faid,  that  matter  may  be  foi^med  on 
the  dura-mater,  without  a  previous  fever  and 
inflammation?  if  he  does,  he.  will  find  three 
cafes  in  the  Memoirs  of  the  Academy  of  Sur^ 
gery,  of  nearly  a  fimilar  nature.  *  In  that  re-^ 
lated  by  M.  Soulier,  the  pain,  fever,  and  in- 
flammation, preceding  the  forrnation  of  pus, 
were  extreme. 

The  matter  that  forms  in  the  brain,  or  on 
its  meninges,  fome  days  after  a  hurt,  attended 
with  the  fymptoms  defcribed,  is  certainly   a

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trandation  of  pus,  from  fome  other  part,  not 
the  confequence  of  inflammation  :  and  every 
experienced  Surgeon  knows,  that  a  white  fweU 
ling  in  the  knee,  for  inftance,  an  empyema,  or 
coniiderable  colledlion  of  pus  in  any  part,  wath^ 
out  previous  pain,  inflammation,  or  difcolora- 
tion  of  the  flcin,  is  generally  attended  with  the 
mod  alarming  fymptoms,  and  requires  the  wt-^ 
mofl  knowledge  and  abilities,  as  well  with  re? 
gard  to  internal  remedies,  as  to  external  applirr 
cation  ;  and  that  the  openixig  of  them  alone,  is 
feldom  fuccefsfuL 

Thefe  facts  eflabliflied,  we  fliali  now  pro? 
pofe  a  rational  and  manly  method  of  cure — I 
fuppofe  a  man  with  a  coniiderable  wound  ori 
the  fcaip,  in  which  the  pericranium  is  laid  bare, 
applies  on  tlie  accident  to  a  Surgeon.  Were  it 
po  me,  I  Should  treat  him  exa(5lly  thus.  If  the 
wound  v^as  contufed,  and  hollow  qver  pr  ur^- 
derthe  pericranium,  I  would  gertainly  enlarge 
it;  but  if  vvith  a  cutting  inflrument,  I  wouldnotj 
as  when  inOammation  fubiided,  the  parts  would 
ipontaneoufly  coalefce.  I  mofl  certainly  would 
have  hiiifi  plentifully  bjed,  and  in  the  jugular 
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¥ein,  or  temporal  artery,  for  choice.  But,  if  the 
patient   was  low,  or  funk  on   the  accident,  I 
would  pofitively   interdi^^l   every    evacua,tion^ 
till  the  Jlate  pftbe  pulfe  fhould  prove  it,  in  fome 
meafu|:e,  juftifiable.   This  ihould  be  facceeded 
by  laxatives— powders  of  nitre  and  jalap— E.  G. 
three  dr.  of  nitre  to  one  of  jalap,  divided  into 
twelve  papers,  of  which,  one  may  be  taken  eve- 
ry three  or  four   hours,  would  gradually  an- 
fwer  all  the  effects  we  could  wiHi,  from  this 
operation,  If  no  fymptom,  that  indicated  eva- 
luations, after   this  appeared,  none  fliould  be 
atternpted ;   the  wound  fliould  be  dreiTed,  ac- 
cording to  art,   and  a  moderate,  r^ot  a   fevere 
regimen  as  to  diet  fliould  be  diredled.  As  foon 
^s  appearance  of  fever   and  inflammation  (if 
any)  difappeared,   I  would  dire6l  powders   of 
bark,  with   valerian  and  caflor,   to  be   taken 
three  tirnes  a  day,  in  prange-peel  or  camomile- 
tea.  Every  one  knows  the  barl^  to  be  a  power- 
ful bracer,  and  the  valerian    and  caftor,   are 
powerful    antifpafmodics  ;    fo,  that  attention 
being  thus  paid,  both  to  the  flate  of  the  blood 
{ind  the   nerves,  flight  depofits   may,  by  this 

means 
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means   be  preventedj   and  more  confiderable 
ones  lefl'ened. 

But,  if  after  all,  the  fymptcms  of  matter 
forming  under  tlie  cranium,  fliould  appear,  or, 
what  may  be  properly  enough  called  the 
SEcoi^DARy  SYMPTOMS,  then  mud  another 
method  be  purfued.  My  highly  efteemed  friend, 
Mr.  Bromfieldj  Surgeon  to  her  Majefly,  and  to 
St.  George's  Hofpital,  has,  I  think,  conlidered 
this  matter  in  a  very  proper  light.  *  In  con- 

*  culTions  of  the  brain,  (fays  he)  *  do  we  not, 
'  from  certain  fymptoms,  often  fufpedt,  either 

*  obftrucflions  in  the  capillaries,  or   extravafa- 

*  t'lon  of  fon>e  of  ^the  circulating  fluids  ;  and, 
'  in  order  to  prevent  mifchief,  is  it  not  the  war- 
■  ranted  pradlice,   to  bleed  and  evacuate  ufqtte 

*  ad  ddiqiiinm  ?  Is    not   this  repeated,  if    the 
^  fymptoms  continue,  till  death  convinces  us, 
^  that  this  method  wil]  not  always  fucceed  ? 
*-  Should  any  man  recommend  a  free   ufe   of 
^'  opium,  fo  as  to   produce   a    diaphorefis,  in  a 

*  concnflionofthe  brainjWould  he  not  bethought 
^  either  ignorant  or  infane  ?"    But  tliough  my 

■■^^  Tom.  2.  p.  44  to  53. 
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amiable  friend  feems  here  to  recommend  this 
Hew  practice,  in  concnflions  of  the  brain  and 
fradlures,  yet  his  words  manifeftly  fhew,  that 
his  chiefefl  rehance  on  it,  is  in  extravafations. 
Hear  again,  what  he  fays — *  That  opium  is  al- 

*  fo  a  great  attenuant  of  the  blood,  few  will  de- 
'  ny  5  and  therefore,  that  it  muft  give  the  fair- 

*  eft  chance  for  the  abforption  of  extravafated 
^ fluids^  and  by  dividing  thefe  detained  in  the 

*  vefTels,  fit  them  for  future  circulation." 

Opiates  mixed  with  emetics,  form  a  mofk 
powerful  diaphoretic,  and  exert  themfelves  in 
a  moft  remarkable  manner,  in  relaxed  habits, 
where  the  fecretions  are  not  well  carried  on, 
-and  where  depoiits  are  forming  in  confequence* 
To  this  purpofe,  I  have  ufed  them,  with  fur* 
prizing  fuccefs,  in  leucophlegmatise,  and  even 
in  confirmed  dropfies  !  Every  pradlitioner 
knows,  that  in  thefe  diforders,  the  fecretions, 
both  by  the  flcin  and  kidneys,  are  extremely 
languid,  and  that  urine  in  particular  is  dis- 
charged in  very  fmall  quantities.  Yet,  I  have 
ittn^  where  a  iingle  powerful  dofe  of  thefe^  pro- 
perly blended,  has  produced  in  one  night,  a 
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profufe  diaphoreiis  and  a  greater  evacuation 
hj  urine,  than  would  in  ten  days  happen  with- 
out their  ufe  !  ///  Jhorty  infeveral  injlaiicesy  they- 
have produced  a  radical  cure  !  I  have,  with  like 
fuccefs,  ufed  them,  in  attacks  on  the  bowels, 
where  every  other  remedy  had  failed. 

From  what  has  been  faid,  it  is  eafy  to  fee, 
that  in  diforders  of  the  prefent  kind,  when  we 
are  certain,  that  matter  is  forming  on  the  brain, 
I  would  warmly  recommend  medicines  of  this 
kind,  and  particularly  Dover's  Powder.*  In- 
deed, I  am  fo  fond  of  it,  that  as  it  is  feldom 
known,  or  prefcribed  in  fliops  ;  I  have  always 
a  quantity  of  it  by  me,  ready  prepared.  This 
medicine,  which  is  called  Dover  s  Siveating- 
Powder^  has  for  its  bafis,  opium  and  ipsca- 
cuana,  and  is  a  powerful  diaphoretic.  As  foon 
as  ever  dXij  of  the  Secondary  Symptom^ 
appear,    I  v/ould    give  a  dofc   of  this,    e,    g,

each  four  ounces, — let  them  be  ftirred  together  In  a  red  hot 
mortar,  till  they  have  ceafcd  flaming — then  powder,  andflicc 
jn,  opium  an  ounce,  ipiecacuana  and  liquorice  aa  an  ounce — 
rub  to  fine  powder — Dofe,  from  /lo,  to  60  and  70  grain«>, 
•at  bed-time.

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from  I  o  to  25  grains,  and  would  endeavour  to 
keep  up   the  diaphorefis,  by  wBat  Mr.  Brom- 

field  calls  his  tin^Elura  Anodyna,  which  is 

5=.  Vini  antimonialis  drachmas  tres,  tindluras 
thebaiese  drachmam.  M.  from  fix  to  fixteen,  or 
even  twenty  drops  may  be  given,  in  Ibme 
hours  after  the  powder,  and  repeated  in  fix 
hours — whilfl  this  is^  doing— -if  not  already 
done — I  would  have  the  head  clofe  fhaved,  and 
chafed  with  the  following- — ■ — • 

:g,.  Sp.  rorifmarinse  unc.  quatuor,  fp.  volat. 
aromat.  dn  tres,  camphorse  fcrup.  duos  M. 

After  fomenting  for  fome  time  with  this, 
the  entire  head  (the  injured  parts  excepted) 
Ihould  be  covered  with  the  templaflr.  calid, 
fpread  art  ftrong  linen,  and  a  large  blifter  ap- 
plied to  the  pole  and  neck.  The  intent  of  thefe 
topics,  it  is  clear,  are  meant  to  correfpond  with 
the  internal  procefs,  to  abforb  or  divert  the 
tendency  of  matter  to  the  brain— fhould  the 
fever  rife  ftill  higher,  with  a  full,  hard  pulfe, 
blood  fhould  be  taken,  but  from  the  temporal 
artery,  or  jugular  vein  only.  If  in  oppolition 
to  all  our  endeavours,  the  fymptoms  ihould 
F  2  not 
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not  fenftbly  lejfen  ;  in  the  courfe  of  24  hours  at 
furtheft^  the  trephine  fliould  certainly  be  ap- 
plied ;  as  an  attack  of  this  kind  is  too  ferious 
and  fudden  to  be  trifled  with — But,  previous 
to  the  operation,  the  friends  of  the  iick  fhould 
be  fully  informed,  of  the  end  propofed  by  it— 
that  it  is  not  to  raife  a  deprefTed  bone,  becaufe 
no  fradlure  exifts,  but  to  give  ifTue  to  matter, 
formed  under  the  flcull.  That  experience  has 
fliewn,  that  this  matter  has  been  as  often  dif- 
fufed  over  different  parts  of  the  brain,  and 
foihetimes  in  its  fubflance,  and  in  its  ventri- 
cles as  on  the  dura  or  pia-mater,  of  the  injured 
part ;  and,  though,  therefore,  it  is  an  operati- 
on abfolutely  neceffary,  to  give  a  chance  for 
life,  yet,  after  all,  the  matter  may  be  out  of 
reach.  This  fecures  the  operator  from  cenfure, 
in  cafe  it  fhould  happen  fo,  and  ftill  preferves 
the  credit  of  the  operation. 

In  trepanning,  Surgeons  in  general  are  too 
free  of  the  knife ;  for  the  greater  the  denu- 
dated  furface,  the  longer  will  the  procefs  of 
healing  be,  as  well  as  the  danger  of  the  pati- 
ent. In  the  prefent  cafe,  as  giving  iffue  to  mere 
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matter,  is  the  objed,  the  wound  of  the  hitegu- 
-ments,  if  neceflary,  fliould  be  managed  with 
the  greatell  oeconomyj  nor  made  larger,  than 
to  give  the  trephine  free  room  to  a<5l.  It  fhould 
be  exa(5lly  over,  or  as  near  the  injured  part,  as 
is  confiflent  with  fafety,  and  the  crown  to  be 
ufed,  fhould  be  of  the  largeft  fize.  On  remov- 
ing the  piece  of  bone,  if  pus  appears  in  view, 
or  the  dura-mater  is  of  a  thickened  yellow, 
brown,  or  darkifli  colour,  and  a  little  elevated, 
we  may  be  affured,  that  it  is  difeafed,  or  that 
pus  is  lodged  under  it.  In  either  cafe,  it  is  re- 
commended, to  open  with  a  launcet ;  but  this 
I  would  not  attempt,  except  it  were  done  effec- 
tually. In  order  to  do  this,  I  would,  without 
lofs  of  time,  apply  a  fecond,  either  higher  or 
lower,  or,  according  to  the  dire^ion  of  the 
complaint  ;  but,  in  doing  this,  I  wovild  com- 
prehend a  fmall  part  of  the  perforation  in  the 
lafl,  and,  if  neeeffary,  a  third,  in  this' — —but 
the  reader  will  at  once  comprehend  what  I 
mean,  by  exhibiting  on  paper,  the  circle  of  the 
trephines, 

F  3  By 
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By  this  manner  of  operating,  there  will  be 
much  lefs  lofs  of  fubflance  by  three  crowns  of 
the  trephine,  than  by  two,  in  the  common 
way ;  and  the  Surgeon  will  have  the  opportu- 
nity of  making  a  free  and  proper  opening  of 
the  dura-mater,  which  could  not  be  fo  well 
done  by  diftindl  openings  ;  and  every  man  of 
profeffion  knows,  that  a  large  aperture,  in  thefe 
cafes,  is  infinitely  fafer,  than  fmall  pundlures, 
which  can  only  -be  made  by  fuch  means.  If 
the  dura-mater  appears  difcoloured,  and  that 
on  opening,  no  matter  prefents  itfelf,  we  fhould 
not  be  difcouraged.  The  neceflity  of  it  is  appa- 
rent ;  and  this  very  opening  may  aflifl  in  ab- 
forbing  the  matter.  But  if  the  dura-mater  ap- 
pears 
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pears  in  a  found  ftate,  it  fhould  not  be  mo- 
lefted,  as  from  it,  we  rriuft  conclude  the  mat- 
ter beyond  the  reach  of  the  launcet,  and  the 
only  remains  of  hope  left,  muft  be,  from  a  Hea- 
dy purfuit  of  the  internals, 

I  muil  not  hov/ever  omit  mentioning,  that 
cafes  iimilar  to  thefe  have  occurred,  in  which, 
had  apertures  been  made  deep  into  the  brain, 
"inatter  would  have  been  difcharged,  to  the  re- 
covery of  the  patients,  in  all  human  probabi- 
lity. Of  this,  we  can  be  enabled  to  form  a 
judgments  with  fome  degree  of  probability, 
by  continuing  the  trepan,  as  in  cafes,  where 
the  dura-mater  is  vifibly  affecfied.  So  that  where 
the  fymptoms  of  extra vafation  are  clear ^  and  no 
relief  is  procured,  in  fome  hours  after  a  lingle 
perforation,  I  would  certainly  repeat  it,  and 
even  pierce  into  the  brain,  but  as  the  laft  re- 
fort.* : 

But,  hov/ever  beneficial  the  procefs  here 
laid  down  appears,  where  fymptoms  of  extra- 
vafation  or  pus  become  manifefl:;  yet,  in  concuf-

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lions  of  the  brain,  it  is  a  pradlice,  whigli  I  would 
by  no  means  recommend.  And,  here  let  me 
obferve,  that  Mr.  Deafe  feems  not  to  have  at^ 
tended  to  the  operation  of  diaphoretics  of  this 
clafs,  when  he  complains,  that  though  4  grains 
of  opiuni  was  given  in  a  dofe,  yet  it  did  not 
procure  his  patient  any  refrefhing  fleep,  I 
have  given  it  in  a  variety  of  cafes,  many  year? 
before  Mr.  Bromfield  favoured  me  with  a  copy 
of  his  work-^Not  in  fome  inftances,  Dover  s 
Powder,  but  one  of  the  fame  genus,  and,  iur 
deed,  more  powerful,  namely,  opium,  mixed 
with  turpeth  and  ipecacuana,  to  the  quantity 
of  three  and  four  grains  of  opium  for  a  dofe  ; 
and  its  eifedl  moflly  was,  a  violent  ficknefs  at 
flomach,  and  puking  fometinies,  followed  by  Jv 
profufe  diaphorelis,  and  in  many  inftances, 
with  forne  purging  ftools.  The  relief  it  procured 
was,  by  its  effe6ls  only,  and  Mr,  Bromfield  has 
not  once  hinted,  in  the  cafes  he  has  given,  that 
it  a6led  as  ^n  hypnotic  or  fedative, 
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CHAPTER       VL 


Of  the  Hydrocephalus,  caufed  by  external  iii" 
juries,  with  its  fymptoms  ; — Of  internal 
hydrocephali,  and  their  caufes.-^Method  of 
^uj"e^  in  both  inflances? 

X  H  E  Philofbpher  feated  in  his  fludy,  who, 
wdth  placid  and  confcious  dignity,  contem- 
plates the  extent  pf  his  knowledge  and  acquis 

litions  ;  and  who,  with  Httle  labour  and  trou^ 

J- 

ble,  becomes  as  iritimately  acquainted  with  all 
Nature's  operations,  and  laws  in  the  macro- 
cofm,  as  if  the  Alniighty  had  confulted  him  in. 
the  formation  of  pur  globe,  and  of  the  qeleftial 
bodies ;  wull,  no  doubt,' look-down  with  con- 
temptuous pity,  on  poor  Surgeons,  fo  fhame- 
fuUy  ignorant,  even  pf  our  microcofm,  as  by 
uncommon  fludy  and  obfervation  only^  to  creep 
from  one  degree  of  knowledge  of  it,  to  ano^r 
ther.     But  let  us  no^  envy,  but  rather  admire 

thef^ 
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thefe  men  of  fcience  ;  for  fince  they  liave  de^ 
monjlratcd^  that  ajinite  hody^  or  a  body  circum- 
fcribed  by  length,  breadth,  and  furface,  may  be 
divided  ad  infjutum^  we  mufl  conclude,  that 
they,  though  limited  by  length,  breadth,  and 
furface  alfo,  are  capable  of  eaiily  comprehends 
ing  illimitable  things  ! 

The  young  phyiician,  a  complete  mafler  of 
the  moft  received  phyiiology,  and  of  the  new- 
eft  mode  of  pra(5lice,  founded  on  this  dodlrine 
—Can  he,  expanded  with  fo  much  fcience  as 
he  is — who  is  intimately  acquainted  witl]L 
the  caufes  of  refpiration,  of  the  blood's  circur 
lation,  &c.  and  of  the  mechanifm,  by  which 
thefe  effedis  are  produced,  and  of  courfe,  of 
every  poffible  diforder,  to  which  they  may  be 
expofed,  as  well  as  its  cure. — Can  he,  I  repeaf 
it,  condefcend  afterwards.,  pitifully  to  explore 
clofe-flools  and  urinals,  watch  fymptoms  and 
effecfls,  keep  diaries  of  cafes,  &c.  in  order  to  ac- 
quire fome  fmall  degree  of  knowledge  of  but 
a  minute  part  of  that  great  whole,  which  he 
was  early  in  life,  fo  great  a  mailer  of?  He  can- 
not ;  and  this  is  the  reafon,  that  Surgery  has 

made 
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made  larger  ftndes  to  perfeflion,  within  tKis 
century,  than.  Phyfic  has  ever  done^  or,  than  in 
all  human  appearance  it  ever  will  do^  unlefs — 
happily  for  mankind  / — fome  different  mode  of 
fludy  is  chalked  out  for  the  young  Phylician. 
The  Philofopher  enjoys  his  boailed  fyftem.  It 
is  true,  it  has  no  relation  whatever,  to  thefe 
immutable  laws  eflabliflied  by  the  Almighty  ; 
and  the  works  of  nature  2:0  on  invariably  and 
uniformly  the  fame,  whatever  the  weak,  ridi- 
culous, opinion  of  men  may  be.  The  Philofo- 
pher, like  the  infane,  is  happy  in  his  opinions  ; 
they  injure  no  one,  and  I  fliall  not  attempt  to 
make  him  unhappy,  by  undeceiving  him  ! 
But  the  medical  hypothefis  is  truely  dangerous, 
becaufe  pra(5lice  is  warped  to  it  ;  and  the  mi- 
ferable  fick  often  becomes  the  facrifice — ^But 
from  this  digreiTion. 

That  amongft  the  various  complaints,  pro- 
duced by  injuries  offered  to  the  head,  an  hy- 
drocephalus fliould  be  one,  has  not,  as  far  as 
I  know  of,  hitherto  been  noticed  ;  and  yet,  it 
appears  to  me,  to  be  a  diforder,  that  occurs  of- 

tener 
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tener  than  we  are  aware  of    '     here  follows  the 
eafe,  tjiat  gave  rife  to  this  enquiry.

December  the  6th,  1769, 1  was  reqnelled 
b)^  Dr.  Barret,  then  Mayor  of  this  City,  to  ac- 
company him,  and  open  the  fkiill  of  a  flout 
boy,  of  about  i  S,  dead  about  two  hours,  and 
whofe  death  it  was  aJledged,  was  the  confe* 
quence  of  a  blow  of  an  hammer  on  the  middle 
of  the  left  parietal  bone,  received  about  three 
months  before,  from  a  fmith,  and  for  which,  at 
the  time,  informations  had  been  fworn  againft 
him.  On  the  inftant  of  percuflion,  he  was  de^ 
prived  of  ftnCc  and  motion,  but  in  little  better 
than  half  an  hour  after,  he  recovered  both. 
As  there  was  neither  wound  or  fracflure,  and 
that  the  ilrength  and  fpirits  of  our  people,  of- 
ten carry  them  through  mofl  violent  hurts  of 
the  head  ;  the  friends  of  this  boy,   made,  for 

fome 
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fome  time,  littie  account  of  the  accident.  He, 
however,  began  vifibiy  to  droop  and  languifli. 
He  complained  of  an  heavinefs  in  the  head, 
with  vertigo,  ficknefs  of  (lomach,  and  decay  of 
appetite.  The  weight  of  the  head  encreafed, 
his  light  became  weaker,  but  particularly  in 
the  right  eye.  The  furface  of  the  head  en- 
larged from  day  to  day,  but  without  any 
fwelling  of  the  integuments.  The  heavinefs 
and  weight  of  the  head,  compelled  him  at 
length,  to  take  to  his  bed  ;  he  became  gradu- 
ally more  and  more  emaciated,  and  a  fort- 
night before  his  death,  he  lofl  the  entire  light 
of  the  right  eye.  This  was  the  exadl  relation 
given  me  of  his  cafe,  which  I  noted  down  on 
the  fpot  ;  and  the  prefent  enquiry  was,  to 
know,  if  his  death  was  the  confequence  of  the 
ftroke. 

The  dimenfions  of  the  head  were  vifibly 
enlarged,  to  a  confiderable  lize,  but  the  flefhy 
parts  were  exempt  from  any  kind  of  fwelling ; 
and,  to  the  touch,  the  bones  of  the  ikull  feem- 
ed  very  thin.  No  external  appearance  could 
point  out  the  injured  parts  ;  and  in  feparating 

the 
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the  fcalp,  by  a  erucial  incifion,  the  cranium 
was  free  from  fracfture,  or  iiga  of  kurt.  It  felt, 
however,  through  its  extent,  nncoiTimonly 
thin,  but  particularly,  both  paidetajs,  which 
yielded  to  a  very  light  prefigure  of  the  ^iiger,  I 
faw€<l  round  the  iliull ;  and  in  railing  the  cra^ 
niiim,  the  adhelions  of  the  dura-mater  to  it, 
were  but  inconiiderable,  except  at  the  futures  ; 
and  even  there,  not  near  fo  firm,  as  in  many 
other  cafes.  The  fkuU  was  unufually  thin,  con- 
fidering  fo  llout  and  flrong  a  boy,  as  by  all 
accounts  he  was  ;  and  in  many  partSj  but  par- 
ticularly on  both  parietals,  not  thicker  than  royal 
paper  I  the  vefTels  of  the  furface  of  the  dura- 
mater  were  very  full  and  diftended,  fuch  as 
we  often  fee  the  veins  on  the  belly  of  hydro- 
pies.  On  opening  this  membrane,  the  caufe  of 
the  uncommon  diltenfion  of  the  cerebrum, 
appeared  to  be,  a  large  collection  of  yellow  in- 
odorous water,  which  had  infinuated  itfelf  into 
the  ventricules,  and  through  the  whole  furface 
of  the  cerebrum,  which  in  many  places,  was 
fenfibly  melted  down,  and  lofl  in  it.  The  above 
allegations  being  proved  by  oath,  before  the 
inquefl,  I   did  not  hefitate  pronouncing  his 

death.

deatli  to  be  the  confequence  of  the  ftroke,  and 
the  fmith  abfconded,  and  has  not  fince  been 
heard  oL 

A  cafe  fo  remarkable,  I  fufpected,  could  noc 
be  a  SINGLE  ONE  ;  and  had  it  appeared  fo,  I 
fhould  hardly  have  introduced  it,  in  a  general. 
Treatife  like  this.  On  enquiry,  I  have  reafon  to 
think,  that  many  fuch  have  occurred,  but  for 
want  of  fufEcient  accuracy  in  the  relators  of 

them,  have  been  over-looked. —It  is  recorded 

by  Rohault,  *  *  that  a  child  of  nine  years  old, 
'  having  fallen  (I  fuppofe,  from  fome  height), 
'  on  its  head,  complained  of  great  pain  in  the- 

*  part.  The  face  and  head  gradually,  fwelled,^ 

*  a  continual  fever  followed,  with  /o/f  of  fight  ^ 
'  and  numbnefs  of  the  extremities,  which  end- 
'  ed  in  an  apoplexy,  of  which  the  diild  died. 
'  On  removing  the  fcalp,  a  quantity  of  water 

*  followed  on  the  inftant,  and  about  the  arte- 

*  ries  were  many  hydatides,    fome   like  athe- 

*  romse,  others  like  lleatoma,  and  meliceris, 
'  which  was  the  more  furprizing,  becaufe  thef© 

*  lall  are  found,  moflly  near  the  veins.  On  the

*  right 
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f[  right  iide  of  the  temple,  was  a  fmall  crack  in 

*  the  coronal  bone.  On  iawing  the  flcull,  no  in- 

*  iiammation  appeared  on  the  membranes  of 

*  the  brain,  but  fome  water  was  lodged  in  its 

*  fubftance,   which  was   decayed.    The   optic 

*  nerves  were  larger  than  ufual,  and  fo  weak- 

*  encd,  that  they  broke  on  the  flighteft  touch." 

This  cafe,  on  the  face  of  it,  it  muft  be  ad- 
mitted, was  an  hydrocephalus,  arifing  from 
the  injury  received  by  the  fall ;  and  though  no 
time  is  marked  from  the  inftant  of  the  acci- 
dent, to  its  fatal  cataftrophe,  yet,  we  may  con- 
clude, that  it  comprehended  in  the  whole, 
nearly  the  fame  time,  as  the  preceding  one* 
There  are,  however,  thefe  differences  between 
the  .two  cafes  :  in  the  firft,  the  integuments 
were  free  from  fwelling ;  whereas,  in  this,  we 
are  told,  that  on  railing  the  fcalp,  a  good  deal 
of  water  burfl  forth,  and  no  notice  is  taken  of 
the  flate  of  the  bones.  For  my  own  part,  I 
iliould  be  apt  to  conclude,  that  this  firH:  water 
did  not  proceed  from  the  integuments,  but 
from  v/ithin  the  Ikull ;  and  that  the  Surgeon 
in  dividing  them,  might  cut  through  the  bone,

wKich,  in  the  difTolved  ftate,  I  mufl  fuppofe  it 
to  be  in,  might  eafily  happen,  and  fo  give  fud- 
den  vent  to  this  quantity  of  water. 

As  the  cafe  is  not  accurately  told,  this  con^ 
jedlure  feems  to  acquire  no  degree  of  certainty, 
as  it  is  ever  known  to  be,  not  water  in  the  fcalp, 
but  on  the  brain  itfelf,  that  caufes  blindneis, 
efpecially  xht  amaurojts.  We  have  another  cafe, 
in  the  fame  work  from  Bonetus.  * 

*  A  woman,  who  received  a  blow  on  the 
^  finciput,  complained  oi  vertigo's  for  an  entire 

*  year,  which  terminated  in  an  apoplexy,  of 
'  which  Ihe  died.   On  opening  the  Hcull,   on 

*  the  left  fide  of  the  brain,  was  found  a  tumor, 

*  as  big  as  an  hen's  Qgg,  filled  with  a  clear 

*  water,  which  prelTed  in  part  on  the   third 

*  ventricle.' 

As  thefe  two  inftances  are  related  by  Ro- 
hault,  as  the  efFecfls  of  injuries  done  to  the 
head,  it  is  clear,  that  they  cannot  be  refolved 
into  any  other  caufe  ;  and  I  think,  that  if  they

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had  been  more  minutely  and  clearly  narrated, 
they  would,  with  very  little  difference,  appear 
as  full  as  the  firft. 

In  the  Memoirs  of  the  Academy  of  Surgery 
is  related  a  cafe,  which,  I  think,,  comes  very 
clear  and  full   to  the  prefent  point.  *    '  The 

*  daughter  of  an  ordinary-keeper,  at  Belan^on, 
'  was  attacked  v/ith    an  head-ach,   which,  aC 

*  firft,  was  bvit  trifling.'-— The  caufe  of  this 
complaint  is  not  mentioned  ;  but,  I  think  it 
beyond  a  doubt,  that  it  muil:  proceed  from 
fome  external  injury. — '  The  pain  encreafed 
'  to  fuch  excefs,  in  two  months,  that  flie  was 

*  obliged  to  apply  to  a  phyiician,  who,  during 

*  the  courfe  of  fix  years,  tried  the  mofl  power- 

*  ful  remedies,  to  no  p  1  Vaeher  was 

*  confulted,  and  arterio.  ■  ^^erformed  to  lit- 
'  tie  cffed^.  After  this,  we  are  told,  that  a  cru- 

*  cial  incifion  was  made  on  the  fagittal  future, 

*  and  the  bone   rafped  over  this  future,  with 

*  little   relief.  She  was  after   this   trepanned, 

*  but  there  was  neither  colledlion  on,  nor  in-

*  flammation 
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*  flammatlon  of  the  dura-mater.  It  feemed  a 
'  little  elevated,  and  was  therefore  opened,  and 
'  all  this,  with  no  kind  of  advantage  to  the 

*  Hck.  She  died  the  eighth  day  from  the  ope- 

*  ration.  Her  head  was  opened,  and  three  fun- 

*  guffes,  the  largeft  of  the  lize  of  a  pea,  arofe 

*  from  the   cortical    fubflance    of  the   brain^^ 

*  and  were  attached  to  the  dura-mater,  which 
'  was  very  thick  here,  but  the  bone  on  the  con- 

*  trary  over    it,    was?  as  thin    as    paper. 

*  The  fuperior  ventricles   were  full  of  wa- 

*  TER,  and  the  third,  filled  with  black  thick 
^  blood,  &c.'  There  is  fomething  exceptiona- 
ble in  the  anatomical  account  of  this  cafe, 
efpecially  of  the  three  fungufles,  the  largeft  ot 
which,  we  a.Y^^^  ^o^f^as  as  big  as  a  pea.  I 
venture  to  m..  ^rtwr  remark,  becaufe  it  is 
clear  from  the  relation,  that  M.  Vacher  was 
not  prefent  at  the  difFeclion,  but  related  it,  fuch 
as  he  v^as  told  ;  but  the  thinnefs  of  the  bone, 
and  the  extravafated  fluid,  were  circumftances 
too  ftriking  to  be  here  omitted,  efpecially,  as 
we  are  endeavouring  to  throw  new  light  on  a 
Very  obfcure,  and  a  very  interefting  fubjed.

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In  the  fourth  volume  of  the  LondoJi  Medicat 
Ohfervations^  are  fome  remarks,  highly  worthy- 
attention.  Dr.  Watfon  relates  the  cafe  of  a  girl,, 
fix  years  old,  brought  to  town,  for  his  advice. 

*  Nine  weeks  before,  in  running,  fhe  fell,  with 

*  a  SMART  flroke  of  her  head  on  the  floor.  As 

*  the  contufion  that  followed,  foon  difappeared, 
'  it  was  thought  no  more  of,  and  flie  was  fent 
'  to  a  boarding-fchool.  In  about  a  fortnight, 
'  file  began  to  complain  much  of  her  head, 

*  which  encreafed  for  about  fix  Weeks,  when 
'  fhe  was  fent  for  home.  On  her  coming  to 
'  town,  the  perfon  who  took  care  of  her,  fre- 

*  quently  obferved  great  palenefs  in  her  face, 

*  and  convulfive  motions  in  her  eyes  and  lids. 

*  An  Apothecary  had  given  her  at  times, 
*^fuppofing   it  a  worm   cafe,  calomel,  emetic 

*  tartar,  faline  draughts  with  nitre,  and  a  blif^ 
'  ter  was   applied  to    the    back,    which  dif- 

*  charged  well ;  neverthelefs,  her  complaints, 

*  particularly  the  diforder   in  her  head  grew 

*  worfe.  When  the  Dodor  faw  her,  flie  had  no 
'fever,  her  pulfe  were  feeble,  irregular,  and 

'  beat 
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*  beat  about  84  flrokes  a  minute.  Her  eyes  look- 

*  ed  very  heavy,  the  pupils  were  cofifiderably  dilaU 
'  ed,  and  when  not  in  a  ftate  of  ftupidity,  flie  was 

*  continually  crying  out,  oh,  my  head  !  She 

*  had  frequent  fits  and  puking.  Blifters  to  va- 
'  rious  parts,  and  medicines  of  different  kinds 

*  availed  little.  The  recited  fymptoms  encreaf- 

*  ed,  ihe    became   quite    blind,  her  pnlfs 

*  quickened  to  a  great  degree,  Ihe   was  con^ 

*  vulfed,  and  died  on  the  iixth  day,  after  his 

*  firft  feeing  her. 

*  As  an  hydrocephalus  was   fufpedled,   the 

*  head  was  opened,  and  in  the  cavities  of  the 
^  brain,  between  4  and  5  ounces  of  a  perfedlly 

*  clear  and   fcentlefs    fluid    was    found,   the 

*  greateft  part  of  which,  was  contained  in  the 

*  ventricles.  No  water  was  found,  between 
*■  the  fkuU  and  membranes,  between  the  dura 
^  and  pia- mater,  or  between  this  and  t^e  brain  ; 
'  but  there  was  water  in  all  the  cavities,  and 
^  not  lefs  than  half  an  ounce  in  the  fourth, 
^  which  is  worthy  attention,  as  in  a  found 
^  ftate,  there  is  feldom  found  more  than  as 
^  niany  tea-fpoonfuls  in  the  whole  4  cavities.* 

G  3  That 
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That  thefe  direful  fymptoms,  were  the  effedla 
of  the  hurt  on  the  head,  will  I  believe  now 
hardly  be  doubted.  The  fymptoms,  in  every 
particular,  were  fo  fimilar  to  the  cafe  I  related  ; 
coming  on  gradually,  and  encreafing  as  the 
diforder  gained  ;  the  lofs  of  fight  ^  &c.  and  had 
the  ftate  of  the  bones  been  alfo  narrated,  it 
would,  perhaps,  appear  in  every  particular 
the  fame.  The  Do6lor  himfelf,  feems  to  lay 
feme  firefs  on  the  hurt  of  the  head,  as  a  pro» 
bable  caufe.- -'  I  do  not  take  upon  me  (fays 

*  he)  to  determine,  what  iliare  the  flriking  her 
-  head  againft  the  floor,  by  the  fall  above-men- 

*  tioned,  had,  in  creating  this  difeofe^  and  in  occa-^ 
^figning  the  great  extravafation    of  fluids^  in  the 

*  ventricles  and  cavities  cf  the  brain-,  which  could, 
^  not  be  ABSORBED  by  any  medical  procefsj 
«  that  I  am  acquainted  with/ 

He  relates  two  cafes  more,  with  almofl  fimi- 
lar fymptoms.  One  was  not  fuSered  to  be 
opened  ;  but  in  the  right  ventricle  of  the  brain 
of  the  other,  was  found,  more  than  3  ounces 
of  a  clear  fluid.  In  both  thefe  cafes,  he  remarks, 
BO  previous  fall   or  blov/  wa$    ^ivcn,  which 

CQul4 
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could  in  the  leaft  feem  to  contribute  to  tlie 
formation  of  this  diflemper.  For  my  part,  I 
ftrongly  fufpecSl,  that  mod  hydrocephali,  which 
happen  after  the  firfl:  or  fecond  year,  are  the 
confequences  of  injuries  received  on  the  head, 
not  original  diforders..  The  careleffiiefs  of  fer- 
vants  often  expofes  children  to  the  greateft  ca- 
lamities, and  provided  they  are  fuch  as  may  be 
concealed,  they  are  little  attentive,  as  to  the 
confequences.  If  a  child  receives  an  hurt  in 
the  head,  v/hich  they  are  mod  fubje(5l  to,  on 
account  of  frequent  falls,  the  nurfe  or  fervant 
carefully  conceal  it,  whatever  light,  it  may 
afterwards  throw  on  fubfequent  fymptoms.

x^n  hydrocephalus-,  whether  from  an  external 
injury  or  inward  caufes  when  it  arrives  at  any 
confiderable  height,  cannot  be  miftaken.  The 
preternatural  Hze  of  tlie  head,  the  opennefs  of 
the  il^ull,  at  the  futures,  and  the  eafy  yielding 
of  the  bones,  particularly  the  parietals,  to  pref- 
fure,  are  univocal  figns   of  this   diforder.     I 

think. 
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think,  however,  that  from  the  fymptoms  only, 
we  may,  with  fome  degree  of  precision,  deter- 
mine, whether  the  difeafe  arifes  from  an  exter^ 
nal  or  internal  caufe.  I  do  not  wifh  to  efta- 
blifli  any  hypothefis,  or  that  the  young  fur- 
geon  fhould  form  his  opinion  of  this  matter 
impUcitly,  from  what  I  have  to  offer.  My 
only  obje(5l  is  truth,  and  till  further  obfer- 
vfttions  can  be  collecSled,  either  to  confirm  or 
rejed;  it,  it  may  be  fafely  adopted. 

I  do  fufpedl,  that  hydrocephali  from  interna} 
Caufes,  proceed  from  fome  original  defedl  in 
the  organization  of  the  parts,  or  from  fome 
languor  or  defedl  in  the  vellels  of  the  brain, 
which  early  begin  to  manifeft  themfelves  more 
or  lefs,  according  to  the  degree  of  imbecility  of 
the  parts.  I  know  that  many  writers  (but  par- 
ticularly Dr.  Fothergill  jf)  are  pofitive,  that  this 
diforder  is  moflly  confined  to  children,  from  3 
years  old,  to  perfons  of  1 9  ;  but  it  feems  more 
yeafonable  to  fuppofe,  that  there  muft  be  a 
greater  tendency  to  it  in  infants,  where  the,

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bones  of  the  head,  are  not  well  formed,  and  the 
futures  open,  than  when  they  become  more 
<clofe  and  compacfl.  In  what  inftances  I  have 
feen  of  it,  (and  two  I  have  diire(fled)  all  were 
infants,  from  6  to  15  months,  and  in  the  above 
two,  the  water  was  lodged  in  the  ventricles, 
and  all  feemed  to  have  died  from  a  natural  de- 
cay. In  the  Edinburgh  Medical  EfTays,  *  the 
jcafe  of  a  child  of  a  year  old  is  related,  who, 
from  the  fir  ft  month,  fhewed  ftrong  figns  of  an 
hydrocephalus.  The  head  became  gradually 
fo  extended,  as  that  when  examined,  by  Mr. 
Mowat,  itmeaftired  27  inches  and  an  half  in 
the  circumference,  and  it  was  ftill  vifibly  en- 
larging. During  this  time,  fhe  had  two  teeth 
in  the  under  jaw,  and  two  more  appearing  in 
the  upper.  Her  chief  fubfiftance  was  the  mo- 
therms  milk.  She  had  no  cplliquatife  ftools,  but 
had  fcarce  flefh  to  cover  the  bones,  and  yet 
had  no  other  fymptom,  except  being  heavy, 
^nd  at  times  lethargic  ;  and  to  all  appearance, 
might  have  lived  two  or  three  months  longer.

A  mofl  remarkable  cafe  of  this  kind,  fell  in 
my  way — The  daughter  of  a  refpedlable  young 
couple,  about  i  o  miles  diftance  from  this  city, 
was  bom  with  a  preternatural  fized  head, 
which  infcead  of  lelFening,  daily  encreafed,  in 
fpite  to  all  the  innocent  methods  tried  to  pre- 
vent it.  In  September,  1 778, 1  was  called  upon 
to  vifit  this  child.  She  was  then  15  months 
old,  all  the  futures  of  the  head  remarkably 
open,  and  the  whole  head  diftendcd  to  a  mofl 
aftonilhing  fize  ;  infomuch,  that  its  weight 
made  it  diflreffing  to  her  to  be  kept  up^  fo  that 
it  was  moftly  fupported  by  pillows.  She  was 
not  near  fo  much  emaciated  as  the  cafe  before 
it,  and  both  fucked  and  fed  on  pap.  Sec.  with 
fome  appetite.  Her  pulfe  were  flow,  even  and 
regular,  and  flie  had  no  complaints  but  an  hea- 
vinefs,  the  confequence  of  the  weight  on  her 
head,  nor  was  her  fight  much  impaired.  Find- 
ing the  lliull  pliable,  [and  that  flie  did  not 

complain, 
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complain,  on  gently  comprefling  its  parts,  I 
took  the  refolution  on  the  fpot,  of  tryin^>:  what  ' 
might  be  efFedted,  by  a  writing  bandage. 
CompreiTes  wet  in  fpirits,  were  fpread  over  che 
futures ;  and  with  a  double-headed  rowl  .r,  I 
commenced  at  the  poll,  paffingthe  fold  of  one 
band  through  an  opening  in  the  other. on  the 
forehead,  and  by  the  preiTure,  reduced  the  en- 
tire circumference  an  inch  and  an  half.  The 
bandage  was  ended  like  the  double  capulina.  I 
di'recEled,  in  cafe  the  child  feemed  very  un- 
eafy,  orthe  lead  inclined  to  fits  in  conlequence 
of  this  preffure,  to  cut  immediately  through  all 
the  bands,  otherwife  not  to  difturb  them.  I  re- 
turned in  a  week,  and  found  them  as  I  left 
them.  I  began  a  new  bandage,  and  clofed  the 
head  an  inch  and  an  half  more  ;  and  diredled 
the  comprefTes  to  be  wet  in  fpiriis  twice  a  day. 
I  ordered  the  band,  if  loofe,  to  be  tightened. 
After  this  a  cap  was  formed,  on  the  fame  prin- 
ciple, to  be  conflantly  vv  ore  ;  and  the  child  to 
be  dipped  in  cold  v^ater.  I  did  not  fee  her 
lince,  till  Odlober,  1782;  her  head  was  then 
greatly  reduced,  and  the  futures  near  clofed. 
It,  13,11111  larger  than  it  ought  ^  bus  ilie  is  in 

fpirits

(pirits  and  health,  and  the  weight  of  it,  not  very- 
incommoding. 

This  child,  with  her  grand-mother,  are  now 
in  town  ;  and  I  have  examined  her  more  than 
twice.  The  fize  of  her  head  is  not  encreafed  ; 
but  it  appears  ftill  enormoufly  large,  Where 
the  futures  "Nyere  fo  remarkably  open,  and  the 
covering  integun^ents  very  thin,  a  perfe^  do- 
fure  and  oflification  feems  to  have  been  form- 
ed. A  fall  of  the  head  on  the  ground,  which 
happened  fome  tirrie  ago,  had  not  the  fmallefl 
efFe(5l  on  her  :  flie  holds  it  ftraight  ^  but  if  in 
bed,  it  chances  to  flip  off  the  pillow,  fhe  is  not 
able  to  raife  it,  though  fhe  can  otherwife  turn 
from  fide  to  fide,  without  afliftance.  Her  fight 
is  good  ;  fhe  walks  with  vifible  apprehenfion 
and  difficulty  ;  her  appetite  tolerable  ;  is  nevei* 
heavy  or  fleepy  in  the  day  ;  but  there  is  a  vi- 
fible weakncfs  of  the  intelledlual  faculties. 

When  thefe  cafes  and  their  fymptoms,  are 
oppofed  to  cafe  the  15th,  and  the  following,  the 
fenfible  reader,  I  apprehend,  will  be  apt  with 
me  to  conclude — Will  further  ohfervations  can  de- 
termine the  point  with  precifton — that  internal  hy- 

drocephali 
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drocephali  proceed  from  fome  defe(5l  in  the  of- 
ganization  of  the  parts  as  yet  unknown,  or  from 
the  fecretions  not  being  properly  condudled^ 
and  are  chiefly  confined  to  infants  ;  but  that 
hydrocephali  which  appear,  after  the  fecond 
year,  ai-e  really  and  truly  the  confequences  of 
injuries  done  to  the  cranium,  or  through  it, 
communicated  to  the  meninges  of  the  brain, 
and  as  fuch  fhould  be  confidered  and  treated. 

As  to  the  Prognoftic  of  this  complaint,  from 
■what  caufe  focver  proceeding,  it  is  to  the  lad 
degree  direful ;  and  we  have  fcarce  an  in* 
ftance  in  phyfic,  of  the  cure  of  an  hydrocepha- 
lus, being  effected. 

Having  however,  I  hope,  eflablifhed  fome 
rational  principles  to  proceed  on,  I  fhall  pro- 
pofe  from  them,  a  method  of  cure,  which 
feems  to  bid  fair  in  fome  inflances,  for  being 
attended  with  more  fuccefs  than  has  attended 
the  hitherto  adopted  mode  of  pradlice. 

To  aflert — and  it  has  been  an  univerfally 
received  opinion — that  worms  are  the  efficient 
caufe  of  watery  coUedlions  in  the  brain,  whilft 

'  no 
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no  one  ever  dreamed  that  an  afcites,  or  Icu- 
coplilegmatia,  took  their  rife  fr6m  worms,  is 
one  of  the  many  inftances,  how  eafily  errors, 
and  moft  abfurd  ones  too— are  propagated  from 
age  to  age  !  Had  this  opinion  no  greater  ef- 
fecl  on  the  human  Conflitution,  than  the  Phi- 
lofopher's  has  on  the  unerring  laws  of  Nature, 
there  could  be  no  great  harm  in  it.  But  this 
is  not  the  cafe,  for  Pradlice  is  warped  by  The- 
ory, and  calomel  fcammony,  and  other  flrong 
anthelminthicsj  are  the  courfe  recommended 
and  prefcribed  !  In  lieu  of  which,  in  internal 
hydrocephalic  1  would  give,  from  time  to  time, 
fmall  dofes  of  the  tindlura  anodyna,  which  is 
defcribed  in  the  4th  Chapter — frOm  three,  to 
five  or  ten  drops,  to  produce  a  diaphorefis,  and 
aflifl  in  abforbing  part  of  this  watery  depoiit. 
I  would  alfo  have  the  head  frequently  chafed 
with *

And  if  this  would  caufe  pimples  or  eruptions, 
I  would  ftill  perfevere  in  the  fame  courfe,  but

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:|'  would  liave  tlie  head  covered,  between  tha 
applications,  with  a  cerate  of  wax  and  oil.— 
The  fpine  from  the  neck  down,  fhoiild  be  of- 
ten chafed,  with  fomething  like  the  follov/ing^ 
and  the  nurfe  ihould  be  allowed  a  generous 
diet,  with  fome  glaffes  of  wine,  every  day,

If  thefe  anfwered  any  good  purpofe,  I  would 
afterwards  dip  him  in  cold  river  water ;  and 
if  they  even  were  not  accompanied  with  fuc- 
cefs,  I  would  neverthelefs  conftantly  dip  him  ; 
for  it  is  but  too  apparent  from  the  nature  of 
the  diflemper,  that  whatever  can  promote  the 
fecretions  in  general,  and  aflift  in  bracing  and 
ftrengthening  the  Conftitution,  mull  ulti- 
mately tend  to  alleviate  this   complaint. 

If,  from  this  courfe,  the  patient  was  not  fen* 

libly  better  and  lighter  ;  and  that  no  tendency 

appeared  towards  leflening  the  weight  or  ex- 

travafation  on  the  brain  ;  that  is  to  fay,  thac 

the 
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the  extent  of  the  head  did  not  at  all  leflen  ;  hui 
rather  encreafe  ;  that  the  futures  ftill  continued 
open,  and  the  bones,  particularly  the  parietals, 
were  thin  and  pliable  ;  I,  in  this  cafe,  would 
mofh  certainly  recommend  the  following  ope-* 
ration,  to  difcharge  the  imparled  fluid.  As 
much  fleih,  about  the  center   and  lateral  part 

of  either  parietal— the  moll  diflended   for 

choice fhould  be   removed,  as  would  give 

room  for  the  working  of  two  large  crowiis  of 
the  trephine,  one  within  the  bore  of  the  other, 
as  already  defcribed,  and  above  it.  When  Ifhe 
perforations  of  the  fkuU  are  efFedled,  and  the 
pieces  removed — and  the  operation  fhould  Ipe 
done  with  great  caution,  on  account  of  the 
thinnefs  of  the  cranium — the  dura-mater  will, 
mofl  probably,  by  its  rifing,  or  by  the  touch, 
point  out  the  depth  of  the  fluid.  Moft  writers 
agree,  that  it  is  generally  found  in  the  ventri- 
cles of  the  brain  ;  but  there  is  a  great  differ* 
ence,  between  the  brain,  in  a  living  fubjedl,  and 
when  dead  ;  the  uniform  regular  rnotion  of  it, 
in  the  firft  inftance,  giving  a  greater  degree  of 
adlivity  to  the  fluid  contained,  than  when  in 
an  abfolute  date  of  quiefcence,  as  in  the  fe- 

cond. 
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cdnd.  Befides,  in  cafe  the  loth,  the  water  was 
not  confined  to  the  ventricles,  but  difFufed 
through  the  fubftance  of  the  brain  ;  and  in- 
deed, it  is  not  eafy  to  conceive,  how  they 
fliould  contain  fo  large  a  quantity  of  fluid.  It 
is  manifeft,  it  muft  be  difperfed  through  the 
furface  of  the  brain,  as  water  is  protruded  to  the 
furface  of  the  belly;  and  is  not  the  very  fwelling 
and  diftenfion  of  the  head  a  proof  of  this,  as  that 
of  the  belly  is,  of  water  being  lodged  all  round 
it  ?  A  launcet  fliould  be  plunged  through  the 
dura  and  pia-mater,  into  the  fubftance  of  the 
brain,  to  the  depth  of  half  an  inch,  and  conti- 
nued from  above  downwards,  near  the  length 
of  the  perforations  in  the  cranium,  avoiding,  as 
much  as  poflible,  the  wounding  the  vefTels  of 
the  dura-mater.  I  prefer  a  free  opening  to  a 
pundture,  as  lefs  danger  is  to  be  apprehended 
from  it.  If  water  came  away,  I  would  let  it 
flow  freely,  even  if  mixed  with  blood,  (which 
probably  muft  be  the  cafe,)  and  then  drefs  the 
furface  of  the  dura- mater  [only]  and  fill  up  the 
whole  cavern  with  foft  fcraped   lint,  but  very 

H  well 
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well  aired,  to  make  it  the  greater  abforbent, 
add  die  more  comfortable  to  the  parts. 

Should  no  Miilcl  difcharge  from  the  aperture, 
ftill  the  operation  will  be  attended  with  fome 
advantage  ;  as  the  inflammation  fubfequent  to 
it  may  be  a  gi'eater  ilimulus  to  nature,  and 
contribute  more  to  abibrb  the  watery  depolit,  . 
than  probably,  all  other  remedies  beiides.— 

1  That  my  liieanlng  rnay  not  be  miflaken,  1 
mud  again  repeat,  that  by  an  hydrocephalus, 
from  what  caiife  foever  proceeding,  I  under- 
Hand,  a  coliedlion  of  water,  with  a  preternatu- 
ral difteniion  of  the  head,  opennefs  of  the  fu- 
tures, and  a  fenfibie  thinnels  of  the  bones  of 
the  cranium,  accompanied  at  times  with  hea- 
vinefs  and  (lupor.  This  definition,  I  think  the 
more  necefTary,  as  in  fome  hours  after  diffolu- 
tion,  water  is  generally  found  in  the  cerebrum^i^ 
in  a  greater  or  lefs  quantity,  without,  at  the 
fame    time,  any  real  diforder  exifling  there. 
This  is  a  fa6l,  known  to  every  Anatomift  ;  and 
I  fear,  for  want  of  attending  to  it,  that  in  fome 
of  the  cafes,  defcribed  by  Dr.  Fothergill,  *  he 
*  London  Medical  Eflays,  vol.  4. 

has 
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has:  refblved  this  natural  appearance  of  water, 
into  an  hydrocephalus  ;  and  for  this  reafon, 
that  he  affirms,  that  he  has  ihtn  children  car- 
ried off  by  it  in  about  14  days,  who  were,  to 
all  appearance  other  wife,  well  and  hearty  ;  a 
thing,  I  am  certain,  abfolucely  impoilible  from 
the  very  Nature  of  watery  coile£lion,  loaged 
in  what  part  foe ver. 

If  then  a  child,  Irefore  tbts  peiiod^  in  good 
healthy  complains  at  times  of  weight  and  heavi- 
nefs  in  the  head :  If  it  becomes  more  trouble- 
fome  and  painful,  without  the  pulfe  manifefl- 
ing  any  extraordinary  fullnefs  and  celerity ;  if 
this  is  fucceeded,  by  ficknefs  of  the  ilomach, 
puking,  and  lofs  of  appetite:  If  the  head  viiibly 
enlarges ;  the  bones  of  the  cranium  become 
thinner  and  more  diflended,  whilfh  the 
futures,  inftead  of  clofing,  are  more  open,  this 
may  be  fafely  pronounced  an  hydrocephalus  ; 
and  I  venture  to  affirm,  an  hydrocephalus  from 
an  external  injury  ;  which  any  one  of  but  con- 
fined knowledge  in  phyfic,  will  eaiily  diliin- 
guii  ifom  the  large  head,  generally  attendant 
en  rickecs.  as  the  narrow  cheft,  weak  and  dii^ 
H  2  torted 
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torted  limbs,  with  the  conftant  crazy  conftitu- 
tion  of  the  latter,  cannot  fuffer  us  to  be  impofed 
on. 

Called  in  to  a  cafe  like  this,  I  would,  on  the 
fpot,  order  the  head  to  be  chafed  with  the  fpi- 
rituous  mixture  already  defcribed,  being  firft 
clofe  Ihaved,  and  the  cmplaftrum  cal'dum,  to 
be  applied  immediately  after.  Dofes  of  Dover's 
Powder,  or  Anodyne  Tindure,  fhould  be  given 
according  to  the  age  and  ftrength  of  the  pati- 
ent, and  a  blifter  applied  to  the  neck  and 
fhoulders*  We  fhould  wait  a  good  number  of 
days  to  fee  the  efFe(fls  of  thefe  remedies  ;  but 
fhould  no  vifible  advantage  be  gained  by  them, 
and  that  the  patient  fliould,  inftead  of  mend- 
ing, grow  fenfibly  worfe,  with  an  encreafed 
tumefaction  of  the  head,  I  would  in  fuch  cafes, 
defire  a  confukation  of  able  Surgeons  andPhy- 
ficians,  lay  open  to  them  my  fufpicions  ;  and, 
if  it  met  their  hearty  concurrence  and  appro- 
bation, I  would,  without  lofs  of  time,  apply 
one  or  two  crowns  of  the  trepan,  and  to,  or 
nearefl  the  part,  mod  pained,  for  choice. 

CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER    VII, 


OfconcufTions  of  the  brain,  arifjng  from  ex- 
ternal injuries^ — the  cerebrum,  not  the  feat 
of  the  animal  faculties  ;  nor  the  cerebellum 
of  the  yit^l.  Fatal  confequence  of  injuries 
to  the  inedulla  oblongata,  and  fpinalis.  The 
animal  fundlions  refide  in  the  medulla  ob- 
lomgata,  as  well  as  the  vital- — the  line  between 
them,  attempted* 

1  N  the  difeafes  hitherto  defcribed,  attendant 
on  injuries  of  the  head,  we  have  feen  reafbij 
ftill  preferved,  beeaufe  the  brain  itfelf  was  not 
immediately  injured,  Wc  now  proceed  to 
treat  of  thefe  accidents,  in  which  the  organ  on- 
ly becomes  hurt  and  their  confequences. — -But, 
in  order  to  make  this  whole  affair  more  clear  and 
comprehenfible,  it  may  not  be  amifs  tranfiently 
to  advert  to  the  received  opinions,  as  to  the 
feats  of  the  vital  and  animal  faculties. 

The 
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The  vital  principles,  it  has  been  agreed  on, 
by  Willis,   and  the   moft   celebrated  Phyliolp- 
gifls,  are  placed  in  the  cerebellum,  and  the  ani- 
mal in  the  cerebrum.  Without  defcending  to 
particulars,  it  has  been  iince  proved  by  Haller,* 
La  Peyronie,  f  and  others,  that  the  cerebel- 
lum is  not  the  feat  of  the  vital  faculties,  as  it 
has  been  found  difeafed  in  fome;  nay,  in  a  man? 
ner  quite  effaced,  in  others,  and   yet  the  vital 
faculties  have  fubfifted  !    Without  having  re- 
courfe  to  other  authorities,  numbers  of  v^^hich 
•exift,  it  will  appear,  from  a  moft  remarkable 
cafe,  now^  to  be  related,  that  the  animal  faculr 
ties   are  not  placed,  with  fome  in  the  mem-- 
branes  of  the  brain,  nor  in  the  cerebrum  itfelf, 
much  lefs  in   the  glandula  pinealis  with  Des 
Cartes,  or  the  corpus  callofum   with  La  Peyy 
ronle  !

John  Shea,  a  poor  cottager,  living  about 
a  mile  from  this  city, .  late  in  the  evening  of 
the  24th  of  June,  1 761,  being  in  liqiior,  in- 
fulted  fbme  gentlemen  palling  the  road,  who 
probably  being  not  in  a  mnch  better  jStiiation, 
fell,  upon,  and  beat  him.  IH  A  most  uhex- 
AMPLED  MANNER.  In  this  fitnation,  Jie  was 
carried  to  his  cabin,  and  next  morning,  I  was 
reqnefted  to  vilit  him.  Though  the  fradlure 
was  the  moil  extended  one  I  everfaw,  and 
that  the  brain  was  ouzing  out  of  the  wound, 
yet- the  man  was  calm,  and  in  his  perfedl  fenies, 
relating  the  caufe  of  dilpute,  and  the  diflerent 
perfbns,  who  attacked  him.  On  examining,  I 
found  the  coronal  bone  at  the  right  fide,  from 
a  little  above  the  orbit,  to  its  junction  with  the 
parietal,  entirely  broke,  as  was  this  lail  bone, 
through  its  extent.  It  was  neceiTary  to  remove 
fome  of  the  integuments,  in  order  to  extra<5l 
pieces  of  bones  lodged  in  the  fubflance  of  the 

brain  3 
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brain  ;  but  I  found  a  necefTity  of  doing  this 
with  caution,  becaufe,  for  a  coniiderable  extent, 
no  traces  of  the  dura  or  pia-mater  could  be 
found  !  by  this  operation,  I  removed  three 
coniiderable  pieces  of  bone,  totally  detached 
from  the  reft,  and  funk  deep  in  the  cerebrum, 
the  ends  of  which  only  appeared.  As  the  bones, 
•through  the  reft  of  this  extended  fradlure,  did 
not  prefs  on  the  brain,  and  had  befides  fome 
degree  of  cohefion,  I  judged  proper  to  make  no 
attempts  on  them,  and  drelTed  the  furface  of 
the  brain  with  balf.  peruv.  diluted  with  fpirits 
of  wine,  milk  warm,  in  which  pledgits  of  foft 
lint  were  moiftened,  fecured  by  comprefs,  and 
the  grand  couvre  chef.  Though  he  loft  a  con- 
fiderable  quantity  of  blood  from  the  injury, 
and  that  his  pulfe  were  moderate  and  regular, 
yet,  I  judged  a  bleeding  neceflary,  and  a  decoc- 
tion was  thrown  up,  fome  time  after.  He  pafTcd 
the  night  tolerably  eafy,  complained  little  of 
pain,  and  was  quite  compofed  and  colleded. 
The  26th,  feveral  bits  of  bone  came  off  with  the 
dreftings,  mixed  with  the  brain  itfelf,  in  a  coti- 
ftdtrahle  quantity.  As  he  was  perfedlly  in  his 
fenfes,  Alderman  Sexton,  who  came  out  with 

me. 
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me,  the  day  before,  to  take  his  examinations, 
which  he  deferred  to  this  day,  now  took  them 
down.  I  attended  the  vsrhole  time,  and  never 
heard  any  one  fpeak  clearer,  or  more  circvim- 
flantially  as  to  fads,  which  I  found  confirmed 
by  fome  of  the  bye-ftanders,  perfons  of  repute, 
He  was  again  bled  this  day,  and  took  a  fe- 
eond  decQ(3:ion,  with  proper  effe(5l.  This  night 
was  rather  better  than  the  preceding.  The  2yt\ 
a  very  difagreeable  fcetor  came  from  the  brain, 
and  the  furface  of  the  fore  was  greatly  difcor 
loured.  His  pulfe  were,  however,  regular,  his 
fpirits  good,  and  his  intelledls  quite  clear.  The 
night  tolerably  quiet.  The  28th,  the  flench 
much  flronger,  and  a  very  large  difcharge  from 
the  brain,  infomuch  that  the  dreffmgs  and 
comprefTes  were,  in  a  manner,  drowned  with 
brain  and  pus,  mixed  with  bits  of  bone.  Rea- 
fon,  however,  continued  perfectly  clear,  and 
his  pulfe,  uniform  and  regular.  The  com- 
prefTes were  now  wet  in  warm  fpirits,  and  he 
took  every  three  hours,  a  tea-cup  of  a  flrong 
decodlion  of  the  bark,  with  fweet  elixir  of  vi- 
triol, and  was  allov^ed  feafoned  broth,  with 

fpoon  meats.    It  is  very  neceffary  to  obferve, 

that 
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that  every  night  from  the  beginning,  he  took 
a  paregoric  e.  g. — ?

PafTed  the  night  well,  and. took  at  times  broth, 
panada,  and  wine  whey.  The  29th,  flench 
from  the  fore,  neverthelefs,  fcarce  fiippor table, 
and  of  an  unufual  acrimony,  and  the  furface  of 
the  brain  quite  black.  His  reafon  was  flill 
clear,  his  pulfe  regular,  and  not  the  leaft  ten-* 
dency  to  fever  ;  I  fufpedied  that  he  would  die 
that  night,  convulfed  and  infane,  but  I  proved 
a  fall€  prophet,  for  he  pafTed  it  very  quiet  and 
compofed.  The  30th,  he  complained  of  great 
wealcnefs  in  the  left  hand  and  arm,  and  the 
ill  of  July,  they  were  completely  paralytic  ! 
The  fore  continued  to  difcharge  greatly,  info- 
niach,  that  when  I  affirm,  that  not  lefs  than  3 
ounces  of  the  brain,  with  an  horrid  fmell,  fol- 
lowed every  drefimg  j  I  am  certain,  that  I  am 
a  good  deal  under  the  quantity.  The  2d,  the 
ciifcharge  rather    engreafed,   and    the   flench 

highly 
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highly  ojfFenfive,  though  great  attention  was 
fhewn  to  the  cleannefs  of  the  compreiTes,  &c,- 
but  the  furface  of  the  fore  was  not  fo  difcq- 
loured,  This  day  the  left  hg  and  thigh  became 
paralytic.  The  3d,  the  difcharge  not  fo  abun- 
dant, and  the  flench  a  little  abated.  Two  pieces 
of  loofe  bone  were  extracted,  and  the  furface 
of  the  wound  enlarged.  The  pulfe  (till  regular, 
and  the  intelleds  clear.  The  4th,  the  difcharge 
and  (lench  from  the  wound  abated,  and  the 
fore  clearer,  the  large  piece  of  the  coronal  from 
the  orbit  very  loofe,  and  its  fuperior  part,  prels-* 
ing  on  the  brain.  The  pulfe  regular,  and  rea-? 
fon  found.  Alderman  Sexton  came  again  tq 
examine  him,  and  found  his  narrative,  in  ever- 
ry  particular,  to  agree  with  the  informations  he 
had  already  fworn  to.  The  5th,  the  difcharge 
from  the  fore,  ftill  lefs,  and  the  fmell  very  lit- 
tle. This  day,  the  remaining  piece  of  the  coro- 
nal of  the  right  fide  came  away.  The  cavern 
now  was  terrible,  and  I  feared,  that  the  remains 
of  the  lobes  of  the  right  fide  of  the  brain  would 
follow,  but  the  membranes  were  entire  under- 
neath, which  prevented  this  calamity.  How 
hiT Diary  of  this  cafe  ends,  with  the  following 

remark.— 
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remark  : — ^Notwithftanding  his  fituatlon  and 
fufFerings,  this  poor  man  was  never  heard  to 
complain,  except  for  the  dif^efTes  his  poor  wife 
and  children  mufl  be  involved  in,  by  his  death. 
Though  pious  and  refigned,  yet  his  temper 
was  fo  pheerful,  as  to  joke  with  his  poor  vifi- 
tors,  Curiofity  ^nd  information,  to  f^y  npthing 
of  other  motives,  prompted  me,  to  vifit  him 
regularly  to  his  death,  which  happened  the 
1 7th  d^y  from  the  accident,  with  little  pain  ; 
and  to  the  moment  gf  diirolui;ion,  he  prcferved 
his  intellejfls  ! 

From  what  has  been  faid,  //  h  certain,  that 
the  cerebrum  is  no  more  the  feat  of  the  foul, 
or  animal  faculties,  than  the  cerebellum  is  of 
the  vital  That  both  are  placed  in  the  medulU 
oblongata,  the  mod  glaring  and  ftubborn  fads 
prove.  If  the  continuation  of  the  medulla  ob-f 
iongata,  called  medulla  fpinalis,  be  divided,  or 
even  wounded,  at  the  firft  or  fecond  vertebra 
of  the  neck,  death  immediately  follows,  as  may 
be  proved  on  any  quadrupede  ;  and,  I  am  told, 
that  by  darting  a  fharp  pointed  knife,  between 
thefe  vertebrae,   the  Jews  kill  their  cattle.  A 

difco- 
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diflocation  of  any  of  the  vertebras  of  the  neck 
is  attended  with  certain  death,  the  fame 
with  the  dorfal  and  vertebrae  of  the  loins,  as 
well  as  in  wounds  of  them  ;  but  this  diffoluti- 
on  is  iboner  or  later,  according  to  the  diftanee 
from  the  atlas,  or  firfl  vertebra  of  the  neck  as 
we  fhall  (hew.  M.  Petit  *  gives  a  remarkable 
inftance,  where  certainly,  the  odontoid  pro- 
cefs  of  the  fecond  vertebrae  muft  have  flipped 
from  the  atlas  ;  and  inftant  death  was  the  con- 
fequence — thus  he  relates  it.  A  boy,  between 
6  and  7  years  old,  was,  in  a  jefl,  raifed  from 
the  ground,  by  a  man*s  putdng  one  hand  un- 
der his  chin,  and  the  other  behind,  on  his 
poll.  The  boy,  by  a  fudden  motion  in  the  air, 
diflocated  the  neck,  and  was  inftantly  dead. 
His  father,  enraged  at  the  fight,  threw  an  ham- 
mer at  the  man,  the  cutting  end  of  which, 
wounded  the  fpinal  marrow,  between  the  firfl 
and  fecond  vertebrse,  and  he  died  immediately 
alfo! 

I  have   met  with  two  different  cafes,  which 
will  be  related  in  their  place,  (fee  chapter  1 9,) 

*  Maladies  des  OS.  T.   i.  p.  65 — 6 
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where  in  one,  the  third  vertebra  from  the  atlas^ 
was  not  abfolutely  diilocated)  yet  the  fpinal 
marrow  was  compreffed,  and  in  the  other,  the 
fourth  vertebra  was  in  the  fame  predicament/ 
In  both  cafes,  the  accidents  were  followed  by- 
death.  The  firfl  lived  five,  and  the  other  feven 
days. 


CASE       XVIII. 

I  N  June,  1773,  I  was  fent  for  by  a  Mr, 
Penny  feather,  then  living  about  three  miles 
from  this  city,  to  viiit  a  man^  who,  the  day  be-^-j 
fore,  was  v/ounded  by  a  piflol-ball,  at  the  7tH 
dorfal  vertebra,  counting  from  above.  He, 
with  fome  others,  v/ent  to  take  apojfejjion  in  the 
neighbourhood,  which  was  peaceably  given  up 
to  them.  On  his  return,  they  told  me,  that 
crofTing  a  flile,  a  piUol  in  his  pocket  acccident- 
ally  went  off,  and  wounded  him. — But,  as  I 
found  on  enquiry,  that  he  immediately  was 
deprived  of  the  ufe  of  his  extremities  ;  I  con- 
cluded the  medulla  fpinalis  was  hurt,  which 

I  had 
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I  had  no  doubt  of,  upon  learning,  that  his 
foeces  and  urine  came  away  involuntary.  An 
apothecary  had  been  to  fee  him,  before  I  came, 
and  made  flight  of  the  hurt ;  but  on  examina- 
tion, I  found  the  diredion  of  the  wound,  from 
above  downwards,  and  the  ball  to  be  loft  in 
the  paflage,  or  what  is  more  probable,  lodged 
in  the  body  of  the  next  vertebra,  lb  that  the 
nature  of  the  wound  by  no  means  corres- 
ponded with  the  account  I  had  got  of  the  ac- 
cident. I  prognofticated  death  to  be. the  confe- 
quence,  and  toid  the  poor  man  himfelf,  in  the 
gentleft  manner  I  could,  the  nature  of  his  cafe, 
and  its  certain  tendency,  which  he  heard  with 
fortitude  and  reiignation.  About  four  days  af- 
ter, I  was  again  called  to  repeat  my  vifit.  In 
this  time,  by  the  involuntary  difcharge  of  his 
urine,  &c.  and  I  fuppofe,  being  not  kept  over- 
clean,  the  fcrotumj  and  parts  adjacent,  became 
excoriated  and  raw,  and  it  v/as  from  thefe  cir- 
cumftances,  propounded  to  me,  that  the  man 
hQidfome.  latent  venerea!  taint,  and  to  this,  it  feem- 
ed  a  ivi/h,  that  the  abo%^e  fymptoms  might  be 
refolved.  I-  aifured  the  people,  that  if  called 
upon,  on  his  Itiquejl^  I  would  certainly  declare, 

his 
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his  death  the  confequence  of  the  wound,  and 
thefc  excoriations,  8cc.  the  efFeds  of  the  injury 
to  the  fpinal  marrow.  He  died  two  da)'S  after, 
and  I  never  heard  more  of  this  affair,  which  to 
me,  feemed  very  myfterious  and  dark !

CASE      XIX. 


A  Young  Gentleman  of  rank  and  confi- 
derable  fortune  fome  years  ago,  was  thrown 
from  his  horfe  in  hunting,  in  the  county  of 
Kerry,  and  a  diflocation  of  the  tenth  vertebra  of 
the  back  was  the  confequence.  It  was  faid  to 
be  a  complete  diflocation  ;  I  never  vifited  the 
gentleman,  but  from  the  fymptoms  that  at- 
tended it,  and  the  length  of  time,  which  he 
lived  after  it,  I  think  my felf  well  juftified  in 
concluding  it  to  be  a  partial  one.  On  the  fpot, 
or  very  foon  after,  he  was  deprived  of  the  ufe 
of  his  extremities  ;  and  after  a  variety  of  ef- 
forts made  in  Kerry,  he  was  removed  to  Cork. 
His  excreta  were  involuntary,  and,  in  this  fitu- 
ation,  and  with  a  total  deprivation  of  the  ufe 

of 
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of  the  extremities,  he  lived  near  fix  months, 
from  the  date  of  the  misfortune* 

The  vital  faculties  being  to  demonftration 
placed  in  the  medulla  oblongata  and  fpinalis, 
where  ihall  we,  with  iimilar  precifion,  plac-e 
the  animal  ?  Not  in  the  corpus  callofum,  with 
La  Peyronie,  becaufe  in  cafe  1 7,  part  of  the 
fra6tured  bone  was  lodged  even  deeper  than  it  j 
iior  in  the  brain  itfelf,  becaufe,  in  this  cafe, 
teafon  muft  neceffarily  be  impaired,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  quantity  deftroyed,  which  the 
above  recited  cafe  a.lfb  denies  !  We  have  feen 
large  quantities,  in  fome,  of  water,  in  others, 
of  matter,  formed  in  the  verv  fubftance  of  the 
brain,  without  realbn  being  impaired  ;  and  we 
ihali,  in  its  place,  fee  matter  formed  on  the 
dura-mater,  by  the  prefFure  and  irritation  of 
the  points  of  fra6lured  bones,  and  as  foon  as 
the  fever  and  delirium,  the  confequence  of 
fuch  inflammation,  had fubfided,  reafon  become 
reftored,  though  this  matter  difcharged  ia 
abundance,  for  very  many  days  after,  from  the 
dura-mater  ! 

I  From 
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From  what  has  been  faid,  it  is,  I  think  clear, 
that  no  other  place  is   left  for  the  Primary 
Seat   of  the  Soul,  but  the  medulla  oblongata 
alfo,  and  here  I  Ihall  place  it.  If  the  medulla 
oblongata  be  then  the  primary  feat  of  the  vi- 
tal and  animal   faculties,   it  will  be  faid,,  that 
both  mud  be   material,   and   confequently 
MORTAL  !     But  fuch  conclufions   cannot  be 
fupported.    Nothing  is  clearer  than,  that  the 
fundlions  of  the  foul,  and  the  vital  ones,  are 
in  the  fame  perfon,  as  diftind  as  pofTible  ;  the 
latter  being  meerly  mechanical,   and  indepen- 
dant  of  the  will.  For  inftance,  the  blood  cir- 
culates, the  fecretions  are  carried  on,  and  refpi- 
ration  continued,  as   regularly  and  uniformly 
when  alleep,  as   v/hen  awake,  whiljl^  at  the  fame 
tlmc^  there  is  a  fenfible  fufpenfion  of  the  facul- 
ties of  the  foul !    In  perfons  born,   and  grown 
up  ideots,  who  may,  with  preciiion,  be  called 
animalia  Irratlonalia^  in  infancs,  &c.   the   fame 
thing  is  every  day  feen.    To  prove,  how  little 
the  operations  of  the  foul  depend  on  the  vital 
faculties,  we  moftly  obferve,  ricketty  children, 
where  the  bones  are  bended,  the  fpinc  diftort- 

cd,  Sec.  to  have   the  rational  faculties,  much 
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flronger  than  heal  thy  children.  The  madman, 
in  the  height  of  inflmity,  fhall  fhew  amazing 
proofs  of  ftrength,  whilfl:  the  valetudinarian,  in 
the  laft  flages  of  a  decay ^   and  in  the  moment  of 
dijfolution^  fliall  from  the  clearnefs  of  his  reafon, 
prove  the  foul  to  be  in  a  ftate  of  full  vigour ! 
Can  fuch  a  foul  be  faid  to  be  mortal  ?  at  leaft, 
to  die  w^ith  the  body  !  Every  bodily  difeafe, 
that  ends  in  death,  and  whofe  fymptoms  have 
been  attended  to  ;  on  anatomical  infpedlion, 
will,  for  the  mod  part,  exhibit  the  caufe,  and 
the  efFedls  of  this  difeafe  ;  but  can  the  like  be 
affirmed,  where  the  mind  labours  under  any 
defetfl?    If  an  infane  dies  of  an  inflammation, 
diforder  in  the  bowels,  or  in  any  other  vifcus, 
on  opening  the   body,  the  feat  and  nature  of 
the  diforder  will  readily  appear  ;  but  what  in- 
formation do  we  derive,  by  the  niceft  invefli- 
gation  of  the  medulla  oblongata  and  brain,  as 
to  the  lofs  of  reafon,    and   fufpenfion  of  the 
animal  faculties,  which  may  have  fubiifled  for 
many  yeafs  before  his  death  ?  None  !  not  only 
the  foul  itfelf,   but  its  attributes,  the  fenfeSy 
prove  they  exift,  from  fome  immaterial  caufe. 
If  eke  diforder  of  the  eye,  called  a  catarad,  ob- 

I  2  ftruas 
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flrudls  vifion,  yet  the  caufe  is  known  to  be  an 
opaeity  of  the  chriilalin  lens.  The  chriflaUn 
is  known  not  to  be  eflentially  necefTary  to  fight, 
but  a  medium,  to  refracft  the  rays  of  light 
through  :  the  depreilionj  or  removal  of  this  bo- 
dy, will  neceffarily  reftore  fight,  and  if  the  pa- 
tient dies,  with  the  complaint  on  him,  the 
caufe  of  it,  by  infpeiflion,  is  foon  known.  But 
if  he  be  attacked  with  an  amaurosis,  or  gutta 
ferena,  and  that  the  dilatation  and  immobility 
of  the  pupilla,  fliew  the  abfolute  paralytic  ftate 
of  the  optic,  and  motores  oculi,  &c.  nerves  j  in 
this  cafe,  after  death-— I  repeat  it,  from  my  own 
knowledge — the  mod  expert  anatomift  will  not 
be  able,  by  any  defefl  of  the  eye,  to  trace  the 
caufes  of  it.  The  fame  may  be  faid,  when  the 
olfactory,  auditory,  &c.  nerves  are  aifecfted. 
Their  ramifications  may  be  as  eaiily  and  clear- 
ly traced,  after  death,  as  thofe  of  aperfon,  who 
enjoyed  all  thefe  fenfes  in  perfe6lion  ;  but  the 
caufe  why  they  ceafed  to  a6^,  muft  remain 
^mknovvai,  1      ' 
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Thus  we  fee  to  demonftration,  that  the  vi- 
tal and  animal  faculties  are  as  diftind:  as  pof- 
fible  ;  and,  though  I  have  placed  the  feat  of 
both  in  the  medulla  oblongata,  yet,  even  here, 
I  believe  they  occupy  different  and  diRincfl 
places.  For  though  every  part  of  the  medulla 
oblongata  is  undoubtedly  mortal,  yet,  I  ilrong^ 
ly  fufped',  that  the  animal  fun<9:ions  are 
chle:Qy  confined  to  that  part  of  it,  from  which 
the  fiiil  feven  pair  of  nervss  of  the  medullg. 
oblongata  originate,  and  no  other.  Say  then^ 
ye  Sons  of  MaterlaUfm^  of  immorality  and'blaf- 
phemy^  for  what  purpofes  did  the  Almighty 
endow  you  with  immortal  souls  ?  was  i^ 
|:o  war  againil  Heaven*  reafpn,  and  conyidion  ? 


CHAPTER 
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CH  A  P  T  E  R      Vlli. 

Of  Concuffions  of  tlie  Brain,  and  Medulla 
Oblongata — Clafs  the  Firfl. — Fiflures  of  the 
Cranium,  reducible  to  this  Clafs. 

JlI  AVING,  I  hope,  eflabliflied  the  feats,  and 
pointed  out  the  fundions  of  the  animal  and 
vital  faculties,  on  clearer  principles,  than  here- 
tofore done,  I  fhall  now  treat  of  thefe  external 
injuries  of  the  head,  by  which  the  animal  fa- 
culties are  chiefly  afFe(5led. 

Befides  extravafated  blood  on  the  cranium, 
matter  lodged  on,  or  under  the  dura-mater, 
and  hydrocephali,  we  experience  other  mofl; 
dangerous  diforders  to  arife  from  injuries  of 
the  head,  without  the  bones  being  at  the  fame 
time  in  the  lead  injured.  When,  from  a  vio- 
lent blow  or  fall,  the  force  of  which  is  refifled 
by  the  cranium,  and,  in  which,  neither  the 
membranes  of  the  brain,  nor  this  organ  itfelf 
are  affeded,  vv^e  may  be  afTured,  that  its  ulti- 
mate 


mate  force  is  fpent  on  the  medulla  oblongata. 
The  f)anptoms  of  affedls  of  this  kind,  are  a  de- 
privation of  the  animal  faculties,  with  a  ftrong, 
regular,  and  flow  pulfe ;  i'o  that  when  called 
in,  after  a  violent  hurt  to  the  head,  whether 
by  a  ftroke,  fall,  &c,  if  we  find  the  fick,  in  a. 
ftate  of  liftlefs  infenfibility,  without  fpeech,  or 
at  leaft  incapable  of  making  proper  anfwers  to 
queftions  ;  with  a  flow  regular  pulfe,  and  his 
hand  often  on  the  injured  part,  we  may  reft 
3,flurcd,  that  his  complaint  is,  what  is  generally 
called  a  commotion,  or  concufljon  of  the  brain, 
and  that  the  cranium  itfelf  is  in  a  found  ftate. 
The  fymptoms  of  this  complaint,  will  make  it 
be  eaiily  diftinguiflied,  from  thefe,  arifing 
from  other  injuries  of  the  head.  For  though 
lofs  of  fenfe  and  motion,  may  fucceed  other 
hurts  of  the  head,  yet  they  are  but  temporary, 
feldom  exceeding  an  half  hour,  or  an  hour,  and 
are  rather  the  confequenees  of  the  fudden  in- 
jury the  whole  animal  oeconomy  has  fuftained, 
than  any  particular  fymptom  of  the  hurt.  But 
in  commotions  of  the  medulla  oblongata  and 
of  the  brain,  the  fl;ate  of  infenfibility,  with  a 
ilrong,  regular  pulfe,  are  its  particular  fymp- 
toms. 
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toms,  and  continue  a  longer  or  iliorter  tin^e,  in 
proportion  to  the  violence  of  the  injury. 

This  diforder  I  fhall  diftinguifh  into  three 
difierent  ilages,  fuch  as,  by  experience,  I  have 
found  it ;  each  illuftrated  by  obfervations,  In 
the  firft,  the  concuiTion  of  the  medulla  oblon- 
gata, and  nervous  fyftem  of  the  brain  is  fo 
great,  as  to  terminate  in  death,  In  the  fecond, 
the  vital  functions  may  continue,  the  perfbn 
recover,  but  the  animal  faculties  v^^ill  remain 
impaired  ;  and  in  the  third,  both  health  a.nd 
reafon  w^ill  he  reilored. 


C     A    S     E      XX, 

Mr.  Kerin,  a  gentleman  from  Dublin,  re-^ 
turning  from  Caftle-Connell  to  a  gentleman's 
houfe,  in  the  neighbourhood^  where  he  was  on 
a  vifit,  in  Odober  1760,  was  thrown  from 
his  horfe,  on  his  head,  croffing  a  field,  and 
taken  up  immediately  by  his  fervani,  but 
fpeechlefs  and  fenfelefs.  Dr.  O^Brien  and  Mr. 
Mahony,  of  this  City,  were  imraediately  fent 
I  for. 
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■for,  as  were  Dr.  Shearer  and  I,  two  days  after. 
He  had,  in  the  interim,  been  bled  profufely, 
been  bhftered,  and  every  other  medical  at- 
tempt efTayed,  to  rouze  him  from  that  lethargic 
and  infenfible  ftate  he  had  been  in,  from  the 
inftant  of  the  fall;  to  no  vifible  advantage. 
His  pulfe  v/ere  regular,  and  remarkably  flow, 
his  hand  conflantly  on  his  forehead,  and  no 
trace  qf  injury  could  be  found  on  his  head, 
but  a  red  fpot,  about  the  fize  of  a  flaiiiing,  on 
the  middle  of  the  right  parietal  bone,  on  which 
part  he  fell.  There  alfo  conftantly  ouzed  out 
of  the  right  ear,  and  immediately  after  the  ac» 
cident,  a  clear  limpid  water,  which  might 
amount  to,  at  kajl^  the  quantity  of  13  ounces 
\n  the  24  hours,  and  which  ceafed  not,  till  hi§ 
death.  Though  fatisfied,  that  no  fradlure  ex- 
ifted,  yet,  by  way  of  trial,  and  to  fee  if  there 
might  not  be  fome  fifTure,  we  concluded  to 
fcalp  on  the  injured  p^rt,  which  I  immediately 
performed,  and  removed  the  pericranium,  but 
not  the  fmalleft  trace  of  hurt  to  the  bone  ap- 
peared. In  a  word,  he  died  the  fifth  day,  from 
■the  accident.  I  was  very  curious  to  open  the 
head,  in  order  to  trace  any  poffible  caufe  for 

his 
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his  death,  and  for  the  difcharge  of  water  from 
the  ear,  which  I  never  met  with,  either  before 
or  fince,  but  the  family  would  by  no  mean* 
confent  to  it, 


CASE       XXL 


A  Young  gentleman,  of  a  mod  amiable  dif- 
poiition,  in  June,  1 770,  riding  home  late  at 
night,  was  pitched  on  his  head,  in  an  hard 
rocky,  though  fmooth  part  of  the  iide  of  the 
road„  and  foon  after  taken  up  and  brought  to 
his  own  houfe,  in  a  lethargic  and  fenfelefs 
ftate.  An  express  came  off  immediately  for  me, 
but  engaged  in  town,  I  could  not  quit  till  next 
morning,  fo  fent  out  Mr.  Mahony.  Next  day  I 
vifited  him,  with  Dr.  Barret  and  Dr.  Martin. 
In  the  mean  time,  he  had  been  bled,  both  in 
the  arm  and  the  foot,  and  I  propofed  a  large 
blifler  between  his  flioulders,  and  to  give  him 
at  times,  a  tea-cup  full  of  a  ftrong  infufion  of 
fine  green  tea,  in  order  to  rouze  him  from  that 
(late  of  infenfibihty  in  which  he  continued--*- 

Now 
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Now  ^very  one  knows,  that  inebriety,  whlcb. 
is  a  kind  of  temporary  inflammation  of  the 
brain,  is  mofl  fenfibly  reheved  by  ftrong  tea 
or  coffee ;  and  is  it  not  furprizing,  that  fuch 
obvious  effe(5ls  are  not  apphed  to  pradlica. 
cafes  ? — Both  propofals  were  however  over- 
ruled, and  I  returned  to  town  that  evening. 
In  this  cafe,  no  fign  whatever  of  fradlure  ap- 
peared, but  the  right  fide  of  the  head  and  face 
were  here  and  there  fcraped,  as  if  by  fand  or 
pounded  flone.  In  two  days  after,  finding  him 
no  way  mended,  nor  in  the  leaft  rouzed  from 
his  lethargic  flate,  he  was  firfl  fcalped,  and  the 
day  after  trepanned,  but  he  died  a  few  hours 
after  the  operation.  In  this  cafe  alfo,  the  pulfe 
were  flow  and  regular,  and  he  held  conflantly 
his  hand  on  his  forehead. 


CASE      XXIL 

Mr.  T.  G.  reflding  about  15  miles  from 
this  City,  in  July  1779,  received  a  blow  of  a 
fpade-tree  on  the  poflerior  and  fuperior  part 

of 
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q£  the  left. parietal-^this  happened  late  at  night, 
an4  next  gaornin^-he.  was  removed  to  his  own 
houfe.  He  l^ad  a  longitudinal, woi^nd  of  about 
an.  inch,  which  was  drelTed  by-'an  apothecary 
from  Rath^eal,  and  tho.ugh  he  remained  in  a 
lethargig  flate,  yet  fome  pf  theeffed§  of  it  were 
attributed  to  liquor,   But  on  eontinnin^g  fo,  all 
thaj:,^and  the  following  day,  the  family  became 
^larmed,  and  I  was  fent  for  the  third-day.  Hi§ 
piilfe  and  the  fymptoms  fatisfi^d  me,  before  I 
examined  the  fore,  that  the  cranium  was  not 
the  injured  part  ;  for  the  pulfe,  were  flow  and 
regular^  and  he  remained  in  a  ftat;e-pf  liftlef§ 
(lupidity,  with  his  hand  to  his  head,  yet  would 
fometimes  ^nfwer  a  Gngle  queflion,  and  fearch 
for  the  Ycffd,   when  he  wanted  to  make  wa- 
ter. He  had  been  twice  bled  ;  and  I  did  not 
Willi  to  extend   this  evacuation,  becaufe  I  am 
fatisfied,  it   anfwers  no  good  purpofe  in  com^ 
plaints  of  this  kind.  On  examining  the  wound, 
I  could  not  find  even  the  pericranium  bare, 
yet,  as  it  was  a  cafe,  where  a  trial  for  life  mnfl 
be  the  certain  confequence,   left  it  might  be 
infinuated,  that   every   thing   that  fliould  be 
done,  was  no;  done,  I  enlarged  the  wound,  and 
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laid  bare  the  cranium,  to  prove   that  ~fio  pre^ 
tences  for  an  appliGat-ion  of  the  tl'ephinie  exiA-' 
ed.  I  diredled  an  opening  decodion  that  e'ven- 
ing,  and  to  be  repeated  the  next,  and  ordered

two  table- fpoonfuls  to  be  taken  every  3  hours, 
and  a  blifter  was  at  the  fame  time  apphed  to 
the  neck,  and  diredlions  to  give  at  times,  a  cup 
of  flrong  tea.  I  gave  a  candid  opinion,  that  I 
feared  the  cafe  was  mortal,  and  I  declined  re- 
maining there,  as  1  faw,  that  there  was  nothing 
particular  more  to  be  done  for  the  prefent ;.  fo 
left  directions  with  the  ^Apothecary,  with  a  de- 
fire  to  be  informed  from  day  to  day,  of  any 
alteration.  The  evening  of  the  next  day,  I  was 
requefted  to  vifit  him,  the  follovv'ing  morning, 
with  his  family  phyiician.  I  did  fo  ;  but  his 
growing  fo  much  worfe  in  the  interim,  proved 
his  diflblution  very  near  ;  I  told  them,  he 
would  not  pafs  tlie  night ;  and  it  Vv^as  a  point 

agreed, 
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agreed  on,  that,  in  that  cafe,  an  exprefs  would 
follow,  and  I  promifed  to  return  next  morning 
to  open  the  head.-*- 

About  1 2  o'clock  next  day,  I  performed  this 
operation,  in  the  ufual  manner.  The  cranium 
in  firmnefs  and  thicknefs  exceeded  the  com- 
mon fize,  and  the  dura-mater,  under  the  injured 
part,  adhered  as  clofe  to  the  bone,  as  in  any 
other  part ;  nor  did  the  bone  carefully  exa- 
mined at  both  fides,  exhibit  the  fmalleft  vef- 
tige  of  hurt  whatever.  The  vefTels  of  the  du- 
ra-mater, &c.  were  in  a  middling  flate,  exhi- 
biting neither  flate  of  inflammation,  or  relaxa- 
tion. No  rupture  of  blood-vefTels  on  the  brain, 
no  extravafation  whatever.     In  fhort,  nothing 

appeared  more  in  this  dilTedlion and  I  was 

minute  in  my  examination — than  would  on 
difTeding  any  indifferent  head,  in  the  Amphi- 
Theatre  I

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CASE      XxiII- 


THE  Butler  of  Colonel  Prittie,  an  athletic 
man,  about  40,  riding  through  the  town  of 
Nenagh,  in  July  1759,  was  thrown  from  his 
horfe,  from  which  fall,  he  received  a  pretty 
confiderable  wound,  on  the  middle  of  the  left 
parietal  bone.  He  was  immediately  taken  up, 
but  quite  lethargic  and  fenfelefs.  The  wound 
bled  freely,  and  for  a  confiderable  time  could 
not  be  {launched,  notwithflanding  the  differ- 
ent methods  tryed  for  this  end.  Early  next 
morning,  an  exprefs  reached  me,  and  I  vifited 
him  the  afternoon  of  that  day.  I  found  him, 
in  exadly  the  flate  defcribed,  with  a  flrong, 
regular,  and  flow  pulfe ;  and  though  I  was 
convinced,  that  the  real  injury,  was  a  commo- 
tion of  the  cerebrum,  and  medulla  oblongata, 
which  the  trephine  could  neither  reach  nor 
remedy,  and  that  the  diforder  would  foon  ter- 
minate in  death  ;  yet,  from  the  importunity 
of  the  people,  and  left  any  thing  might  be 
fuppofed  omitted,  which  might  afford  a  chance 

for 
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for  life,  I,  after  preparing  drefTiiigs,  enlarged 
the  wound,  remt)ved  the  pericranium,  and  ap- 
plied a  large  crown  of  the  trephine,  on  the  in- 
jured part.  The  bone  was  perfedlly  found, 
and  nothing  appeared  on  the  dura-mater,  but 
two  or  three  drops  of  blood,  the  effedls  of  the 
adhefion,  between  it  and  the  cranium,  at  this 
J)lace.  He  was  not  in  the  leafl  mended,  but 
vifibly  worfe,  after  the  operation,  and  died 
about  five  next,  morning. 


CASE        XXIV. 

I N  May  1 760,  I  was  fent  for,  to  viiit  a  bttc- 
cher  in  Rathkeal,  about  14  miles  from  this 
City,  v/ho,  two  days  before,  received  a  violent 
blow  on  the  right  temple,  which  brought  him 
to  the  ground,  though  a  very  Itrong  man,  and, 
"he  dire(5lly  fell  into  violent  convullions.  Thefe 
were  fucceeded  by  delirium  and  ftupor,  inter- 
ruplied  at  times,   by  violent   £ts  of  infanity* 
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When  I  firft  faw  liim,  lie  was  fecuredby  aflil^' 
tants,  had  an  uncommon  hardnefs  and  full^ 
nefs  in  his  pulfe,  his  eyes  inflamed,  and  his 
face  very  red.  He  had  been  twice  bled.  Upon 
^xatiiining  the  parts  with  the  utmoft  attention, 
I  faw  no  caufe  to  fufpec^  a  fradlure.  The  ftu- 
por,  I  was  fatisfied,  proceeded  from  a  commo- 
tion of  the  cerebrum  and  medulla  oblongata, 
but  the  uncommon  hardnefs,  and  fullftefs  of 
the  pulfe,  with  fits  of  infanity,  &c.  made  me 
fufpecfb,  that  it  was  accompanied  by  a  violent 
inflammation  of  the  brain,  and  probably,  the 
rupture  of  fome  confiderable  blood-veffel.  At 
any  rate,  the  Hate  of  the  pulfe,  and  the  fymp- 
toms,  demanded  profufe  evacuations,  and  thefe 
I  determined  he  fhould  have  ;  but  to  make 
them  more  effedlual,  I  refolved,  that  they 
lliould  be  as  near  as  poilible,  to  the  feat  of  the 
complaint.  I  caufed  his  head  to  be  Ihaved  all 
over,  and  then  opened  the  temporal  artery  of 
the  affedled  fide,  from  which  the  blood  poured 
out  with  rapidity.  When  he  loft  about  fourteen 
ounces,  I  found  the  veflels  pretty  well  emp- 
tied, and   bound  tip  the  parts  wdth  the  ufuai

.  K  bandage. 
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bandage.  The  head  was  chaffed  with  a  mix- 
ture e.  g. 

5,.  Sp.  rorifmarinse  unc.  fex,  camphorae 
drachm,  fp.  volatil.  aromat.  dr.  fex.  M.  f. 
embrocatio  ;  and  compreffes  wet  in  this, 
covered  the  head. 

He  took  alfo  every  two  hours,  powders  of  nitre 
and  valerian,  with  the  fahne  mixture,  and  in 
the  evening,  a  decodion,  which  procured  fomc 
plentiful  evacuations.  He  paffed  the  night 
more  compofed,  than  any  of  the  preceding 
ones,  lince  the  hurt;  and  next  morning,  I 
opened  the  artery  at  the  oppofite  fide,  from 
which  I  got  about  10  ounces  of  blood.  His 
pulfe  became  moderate,  and  he  more  calm  and 
compofed,  but  flill  lethargic.  I  diredled  a  large 
blifler  for  his  back,  and  phyfic  for  the  next 
morning ;  and  he  recovered  fo  fad,  as,  in  about 
three  weeks  after,  to  be  able  to  follow  his  bu- 
linefs.  In  pafllng  through  Rathkeal  two  or 
three  times  after,  I  called  to  fee  this  man,  and 
he  continued  in  perfedl  health  ;  but  I  was  af- 
terwards informed,  that  between   three  and 

four 
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four  months,  from  the  time  of  the  hurt,  beifig 
one  day  put  into  a  violent  pafTion,  he  inftantly 
dropped  dead. 


CASE      XXV, 

THOUGH  the  cafe  now  to  be  recited,  may 
be  thought  properly,  to  come  under  that  part 
of  this  Treatife,  which  relates  to  injuries  done 
to  the  cranium  itfelf,  yet  as  the  fymptoms  and 
effects  of  it,  arofe  from  the  commotion  of  the 
cerebrum  and  medulla  oblongata  only,  I 
thought  it  with  more  propriety  might  be  intro- 
duced here. — About  one  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  1 2th  of  February,  1774,  a  gentle- 
man, whom  I  had  never  feen  before,  had  me 
knocked  up.  He  told  me  that  a  poor  man  was 
lying  in  the  paffage  of  a  Tavern,  he  believed, 
with  his  flvull  broke,  and  an  adl  of  humanity 
had  induced  him,  to  take  the  liberty  of  calling 
on  me  to  fee  him.  I  told  him,  that  as  by  his 
relation,  the  man  was  botli  helplefs  and  friend- 
K  2  lefs» 
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Ids,  I  would  immediately  call  to  fee  him  ;  but 
begged,  that  he  would  by  no  means,  place  the 
vifit  to  his  own  account,  whom  I  had  not  the 
pleafure  of  knowing,  but  to  the  didlates  of  my 
own  feelings.  I  found  the  poor  man  pale  and 
cold,  with  fcarce  the  fmalleft  motion  of  the 
pulfe,  and  to  appearance  dead.  A  fellow,  who 
fat  by  him,  told  me,  that  he  had  drank   an 
ama2;ing  quantity  of  fpirits,  and  in  confequence 
fell  and  cut  his  head,  on  a  flep   of  the  flairs. 
Hereupon  he  ftiewed  me  a  very  flig:ht  hurt  on 
the  fuperior,  and  middle  part  of  the  left  pa- 
rietal.  I  cut  the  hair  clofe  round  the  part,  and 
fcarce  any  fign  appeared,  but  that  of  the  fkin's 
being  broke,  about  the  fize  of  a  filver  three- 
pence, but  the  cranium  underneath  quite  firm. 
On  a  fuppofition,  of  a  fuper-abundance  of  fpi- 
rituous  liquors,  being  the  caufe  of  thefe  fymp- 
toms,  I  had  fome   draughts  of  warm   water 
forced  into  the  flomach,   and  with  a  feather, 
endeavoured   to   make  him  evacuate  fome  of 
this  deleterious  fluff;  but  though  I  did  not  fuc- 
ceed  in  this  lafl  objed,  yet  the  efforts   gave  a 
fmall  flimulus  to  Nature ;  his  colour  returned 
a  little,  and  his  pulfe  became  fenfible.    A  few 
3  moments, 


moments,  however,  convinced  me,  that  his 
cafe  was  beyond  the  afTiflance  of  Art  ;  fo  I  de- 
fired  he  might  be  put  into  bed,  and  if  alive 
next  morning,  I  would  fee  what  more  could 
be  done  for  him  ;  he,  however,  expired  in 
about  two  hours  after.  About  lo  o'clock  in 
the  day,  Mr.  Johns,  then  Mayor,  called  upon 
me,  and  requefted  I  would  be  fo  kind  as  to 
attend  an  Inqueft ;  for  fome  circumftances 
had  fallen  out,  and  fome  informations  had  been 
received,  that  his  death  was  the  confequence  of 

an  aflault.  Upon  a  clofe  and  clear  inveftigati- 

/ 

on  of  the  matter,  it  was  proved,  beyond  a  pof- 
fibility  of  doubt,  that  this  very  Gentleman,  or 
rather  abandoned  profligate,  who  had  applied 
for  my  afliftance,  had  met  this  man,  who  was 
a  journeyman-fhoemaker,  and  the  only  fup- 
port  of  a  poor  old  father  and  mother,  and 
without  much  provocation  or  ceremony,  ilruck 
him  on  the  head,  with  a  ball  of  lead,  covered 
with  leather,  v/hich  was  made  as  a  kind  of 
head  to  a  ratan  cane.  But  the  appearance  of 
the  head  raifed  a  doubt  in  me,  as  to  the  f  adl 
fworn  to ;  for  fo  little  was  the  fign  of  the  in- 
jury, that,  if  I  had  not  myfelf  cut  the  hair  round 

K  3  the 
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the  part,  I  fhould  be  totally  at  a  lofs,  to  find 
the  feat  of  it.  I  raifed  the  fcalp,  for  about  two 
inches  round  it,  and  removed  the  pericranium; 
and  there,  to  my  great  furprize,  I  found  a  fif- 
fure  in  the  bone,  of  about  an  inch  long  !  As  I 
do  not  think,  that  this  word  is  a  fufhcient  ex- 
planation of  my  meaning,  I  mufl?    in  its  aid, 
adopt  the  v7ord  crack;  for   it   exhibited  the 
fame  appearance,  that  a  fmall  crack  in   a  pane 
of  glafs  does,  in  which  the  glafs  itfelf,  has  been 
fcarce  injured.    To  be  more    fully  fatisiied,  I 
took  the  refolution  of  raifing  the  reft  of  the 
fcalp,  and  fawing  round  the  cranium,  fo  as  to 
expofe  the  parts  underneath  to  view.     I  did  fo; 
and  found  this  crack  had  pervaded  the  bone,  fo 
as  to  be  as  vifible  within  as  without.  The  dura- 
mater  was   every  where  attached,  as  ufual,  to 
the  cranium,  except  under  this  crack,   where 
two  or  three  drops  of  blood  noted  the  fepara- 
tion.  Both  dura  and  pia-mater,  were  otherwife 
in  a  found  ftate.  I  examined  the  medullary  and 
cortical  fabftance  of  the  brain,  the  ventricles, 
the    medulla  oblongata,  the  cerebellum,   &c. 
with  the  utmoft  minutenefs  and  attention  ;  and 
was  not  able  to  difcover  any  fenfible  alteration, 

any 
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any  derangement  of  the  parts,  any  extra vafa- 
tion,  in  ifliort,  any  efFedl  whatever,  barring  the 
crack  in  the  cranium,  which  could  fatisfado- 
rily  explain  the  immediate  caufe  of  his  death  ! 
the  delinquent,  fenfible  of  his  criminality,  im- 
mediately difappeared  ;  and  T  have  been  fince 
told,  met  at  New- York,  the  fate  he  juftly  me- 
rited at  Limerick !

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CHAPTER      IX. 


A  Second    Species  of  GoncufTion ;    or.  of  a 

Partial  P.ecoveryo 


AVING  leleded  a  few,  out  of  a  mucK 
larger  colledlion  of  melancholy  cafes,  where 
death  was  the  confequence  of  violence  commu- 
nicated to  the  anhnal  faculties  chiefly ;  to  demon- 
flrate  the  juflice  and  utility  of  the  diftinilion, 
I  iliall  prefent  to  the  reader,  two  cafes  only, 
and  the  only  ones  I  ever  met  with,  where, 
though  the  patients  recovered,  the  animal  fa- 
cuUlcis  were  neverthelefs  never  reftored. 


CASE 
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CASE      XXVI. 


ONE  Chamberlain,  a  refident  of  this  City, 
in  Nov.  1759,  was  thrown  from  his  horfe,  on 
the  lide  of  his  head,  and  the  confeqvience  was 
a  ftupor,  infenfibility,  and  every  other  fymp- 
tom  attendant  on  a  coijimorion  of  the  cere- 
brum. He  had  been  bled  on  the  accident,  and 
the  next  day  was  vifited  by  the  late  Mr.  Gould, 
and  by  me.  No  wound  or  hurt  appeared  on 
the  head,  but  a  red  fpot,  about  the  fize  ofafhil- 
iing,  on  the  middle  of  the  left  parietal,  which, 
we  fuppofed  the  injured  part ;  for  he  was  inca- 
pable of  affording  us  any  information  what- 
ever. The  jugular  vein  of  the  affedled  fide,  was 
this  day  opened,  and  a  laxative  deco^lion 
thrown  up,  to  a  good  purpofe.  Next  day,  a  blif- 
ter  was  applied  between  the  fhoulders  ;  and 
finding  him  continue  two  or  three  days  after, 
in  the  fame  ftate  of  infenfibility,  it  was  more 
than  twice  debated,  to  apply  a  large  crown  of 
the    trephine  over    the  injured  part.    But  as 

he 
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he  did  not  grow  worfe,  and  tKat  the  cranium 
appeared  perfedly  found,  it  was  poflponed, 
appreheniive,  that  if  he  died,  it  might  be  fup- 
pofed  the  efFed  of  the  operation.  He,  by  de- 
grees, recovered  his  health,  and  is  at  this  day 
alive  and  well,  but  never  was  reflored  to  his 
fenfes.  He  is  perfectly  inoffenfive  ;  always  ap- 
pears abroad  decent ;  never  fpeaks  to  any  one ; 
and  his  only  amufement  is  gathering  bits  of 
flicks,  or  wood,  by  the  water-fide. 


CASE      XXVII. 

James  Gardener,  a  joiner,  of  this  City, 
in  May  1759,  riding  at  a  little  diflance  from 
Allaky,  a  village,  nine  miles  from  hence,  was 
thrown  from  his  horfe,  croffrng  a  field,  and 
pitched  on  his  head.  He  was  foon  after  taken 
up,  and  conveyed  to  a  neighbouring  farm- 
houfe,  but  continued  the  remainder  of  that 
day,  and  during  the  night,  in  a  lethargic 
flate.  Word  being  brought  to  his  brother  next 

morning, 
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morning,  he  requefted  I  would  accompany 
liim  to  fee  this  man.  Upon  getting  his  head 
clofe  fliaved,  and  then  carefully  examining  it, 
I  could  perceive  no  iign  of  hurt,  except  a  red 
fpot,  about  the  bignefs  of  a  Ihilling,  near  the 
middle  of  the  right  parietal,  but  the  niceft 
touch  could  difcover  nothing  like  a  fracture. 
His  pulfe  were  regular,  flow,  but  full  and 
h/ird  :  his  breathing  v/as  labored,  he  could  not 
fpeak,  and  he  had  his  hand  conftantl)'  on  his 
forehead.  He  had  been  twice  bled  before  1  faw 
him  ;  but  as  the  pulfe  continued  full  and  hard, 
I  opened  a  branch  of  the  temporal  artery,  at 
the  affected  fide,  from  which  blood  ipouted  out 
freely,  to  about  i  o  ounces.  His  head  was  fre- 
quently chaffed  with  camphorated  fpirits  of 
rofemary,  and  fp.  volat.  aromat.  He  took  a  de- 
codlion,  and  was  dire<5led  powders  of  nitre, 
valerian  and  caftor,  with  thefalinejulap  every 
two  hours,  and  that  night,  a  large  blifler  was 
applied  between  the  fhoulders.  I  left  him  next 
day,  and  ordered  the  medicines  to  be  continu- 
ed, and  a  deco6lion  thrown  up  every  evening. 
In  about  fpur  days  from  my  vifit,  I  was  in- 
formed by  his  brother,  that  he  was  a  good 

deal 
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deal  lighter,  knew  people,  and  could  with  fome 
difficulty  anfwer  a  queflion  or  two.  In  about  5 
weeks  from  the  hurt,  he  was  brought  to  town, 
and  tho'  his  pulfe  Were  regular  and  compofed, 
yet  his  intelledls  feemied  quite  impaired  !  I  cut 
a  feton  in  his  neck,  in  hopes  the  drain  might 
afford  fome  relief;  and  he  toeik  of  the  Mt  am- 
moniac, with  caflor  and  black  helleb6f,  but  to 
nofenlible  adTantage.  Twelve  months  after,  I 
faw  him  at  Allaky,  his  health  eflablifhed,  but 
otherwife  quite  infane.  What  became  of  him 
after,  I  have  riot  ht^n  informed  ;  but  I  take 
it  for  granted,  that  he  has  remained  in  the 
fkm^e  melancholy  ftate*

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CHAPTER      X. 


Third  Species  of  Concuilionj  or  of  complete 
Recovery. 

X  O  point  out  with  precifion,  the  injuries  of 
the  llcull,  which  demand  the  operation  of  the 
trepan,  being  a  great  objedl  of  the  prefent 
work,  a  httle  refledlion  will  foon  fhew,  that 
concuilions  of  the  brain  mufl  be  totally  ex- 
empt from  it ;  becaufe  it  is  evident,  that  the 
feat  of  the  complaint  is  far  beyond  the  reach 
of  any  inflrument ;  and  if  there  be  inftances 
of  people's  recovering  after  fuch  an  operation, 
it  is  unjuftto  attribute  the  cure  to  that  operas 
tion.  For  there  are  not  wanting  inftances^; 
where,  fpringing  from  a  confiderable  height, 
on  hard  ground,  though  on  the  feet,  yet  the. 
Ihock  has  been  communicated  to  the  head,  and 
produced  all  the  fymptoms  of  a  concufTion  of 
the  brain ;  and  would  any  one  think  of  tre- 
panning in  this  cafe  ?  To  prevent  then  an  ope- 
ration. 
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ration,  ufeful  to  the  Surgeon  only ;  to  deprive 
him  of  a  credit,  unfupported  by  experience  ; 
and  to  preferve  the  fick  from  an  operation, 
which,  at  bell,  mufl  expofe  him  to  much  unne- 
cefTary  pain  and  danger,  I  fliall  prefent  to  put)*- 
lic  view,  a  few  flriking  cafes  in  point. 


CASE      XXVIII. 


IN  June,  1757,  C.  S.  Efq.  returning  to 
his  houfe,  at  a  late  hour,"  and  unattended,  fell 
from  his  horfe.  He,  in  fome  little  time,  became 
fo  well  recovered,  as  to  be  able  to  reach  home, 
and  was  put  to  bed.  At  firft  it  was  imagined, 
that  he  was  very  much  in  liquor  ;  but  by  fre- 
quently putting  his  hand  to  a  particular  part  of 
his  head,  and  perceiving  there,  a  red  fpoc, 
about  the  fize  of  a  fliilling,  a  fufpicion  arofe, 
that  he  had  been  ftruck,  or  fell,  which  was 
confirmed,  by  obferving  his  hat  dirty,  and  his 
wig  broke,  in  the  particular  part,  correfpond- 

ing 
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ing  with  the  hurt.    A  Phyfician  at  New-Caftle, 
and  near  at  hand,  was  fent  for,  and  he  imme- 
diately bled;  but  finding  in  about  12  hours  af- 
ter, an  infenfibility,  and  comatous  difpofition, 
which  manifefled  itfelf  from  the  beginning, 
flill  continue,  and  that  befides  he  had  puked  j 
or  4  times,  a  fradlure  was  apprehended,  and  I 
immediately  fent  for.  The  head  had  been  clofe 
fhaved,  before  I  reached  the  houfe,  (about   1 7 
miles    from  town ;)    and   on   examination,    I 
found  a  red  tumor,  very  little  elevated,  at  the 
fupcrior  and  poflerior  part  of  the  parietal  bone 
of  the  right  fide,  near  its  jundlion  with   the 
occipital.    But  on  the  nicefl  and  moft  exadl 
touch,  no   fign  of  fra6lure    or  deprellion  ap- 
peared ;  nor   did  he  feem  any  more   affected 
with  a  preffare  here,  than  on  any  other  part  of 
the  cranium.  It  was  impoffible  to  gain  any  in- 
formation, as  to  the  caufe  of  the    accident,  as 
he  was  incapable  of  giving  any  ;  but  refled:- 
ing,  that  if  the  ikull  had  been  fradlured,  or 
even   materially  injured,  without  a  fra(5lure, 
other  fymptoms  would  appear  ;  and  refolving 
all  that  did,  to  the  force  of  the  injury  being 
communicated  to  the  brain,  I  pronounced deci-" 
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Jrvefy,  that  there  was  no  fradure,  and  that  his 
diforder  proceeded  from  a  commotion  of  the 
brain,  communicated  to  it,  b  j  the  refiilance  of 
the  &ull ,  of  covirfe,  that  trepanning  would 
expofe  him  to  frelh  danger,  inilead  of  afford- 
ing relief. 

His  pulfe  were  quite  regular  ;  full,  and  ra- 
ther flower  than  in  a  natural  flate  ;  (a  fymp-. 
torn,  frequently: accompanying  this  complaint.) 
I  had  him,  however,  bled  in  the  foot,  and  his 
head  frequently  chafed  with  the  following,

He  took  alfo,  every  3  hours,  powders  of  nitre, 
valerian  and  caftor,  in'  the  faline  julap,  and  had 
a  decodtion  thrown  up.  He  rtill  continued  in 
the  fame  liillefs  comatous  manner,  frequently 
putting  his  hand  to  the  part  afl"e6led.  The 
next  morning,  by  way  of  further  derivation,  1 
had  bliHers  applied  to  his  legs,  as  the  preceding- 
night,  finapifms  had  been  to  the  feet ;  and  Dr. 

Anketill, 
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Anketill,  the  family  pByfician,  was  fent  for. 
The  morning  following  I  was  difcharged  ;  and 
he  continued  for  1 2  days  after,  in  the  fame 
iiielancholy  ftate.  Being  a  yoimg  man,  I  was 
much  Cenfured,  for  not  trepanning  him  ;  and 
had  I  continued  there  a  couple  of  days  loiiger, 
I  am  certain  1  fhould  have  done  it,  more  to 
avoid  blame,  than  fi'om  any  opinion  I  had  of 
its  good  effects.  Another  Surgeon  had  been 
propofed,  but  the  D6<ftot,  fatisfied  of  my  abi- 
lities and  integrity,  would  not  hear  it.  Time 
did  me  jiiftice ;  he  infenlibly  Recovered,  and 
continued  in  perfedl  health,  f6r  Vefy  mafiV 
years  after,  but  was  at  length  taken  off  by  a 
fever,  to  the  great  regret  of  his  friends  and  ac- 
quaintances. 

REFLECTION. 

This  Cafe,  circumflanced  as  I  have  de- 
fcribed  it,  was  a  lucky  event,  to  the  party  con- 
cerned ;  ^nd  fhould  be  ufeful  to  the  profeflion 
of  Surgery.  Had  I  remained  in  the  attendance 
of  this  gentleman  longer,  I  fhould  certainly 
have  trepanned  him,  for  the  reafons  given. 
Had  he  died  after  the  operation,  probably  it 

h  would 
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would  have  been  faid,  that  it  ought  to  ha v€ 
been  performed  fooner.  If  he  recovered  from 
it,  no  doubt,  to  it,  would  all  the  merit  be  af- 
flgned  ;  and  in  future,  to  the  danger  attend- 
ing the  iirfl  injury,  would  be  added  another — • 
namely,  the  removal  of  a  coniiderable  part  of 
the  fealp,  with  the  bone  underneath  ;  and  the 
dura-mater  expofed,  probably  in  more  places 
than  one  !  By  his  perfect  recovery  without  it, 
as  in  very  many  fucceeding  cafes,  we  fee  to  A 
GERTAiNTY,  that  in  all  commotions  of  the 
brain,  or  medulla  oblongata,  which  manifeft 
no  fymptoms  of  a  different  nature,  trepanning 
Ihould  never  be  attempted*

^ CoLLOPY,  aged  about  19,  and  an  ap* 

prentice  to  a  jeweller  of  this  City,  in  June 
1770,  returning  from  the  races  of  Rathkeal, 
was  thrown  from  his  horfe,  within  a  mile  of 

town, 
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town,  and  pitched  on  his  head.  He  was  immc« 
diately  taken  up,  quite  fcnfelefs,  brought 
home,  and  bled  on  the  fpot  in  the  arm,  and 
next  morning  in  the  foot.  That  afternoon  I 
iaw  him,  for  the  firft  time.  He  had  received 
a  flight  contufion,  on  the  fide  of  the  left  pa^ 
rietal ;  and  with  it,  all  the  fymptoms  of  a 
commotion  of  the  brain,  or  medulla  oblongata, 
and  none  other.  Being  young  and  full  of 
blood,  I  judged  further  evacuations  neceilary, 
and  accordingly  opened  the  temporal  artery  of 
the  affedled  fide,  and  the  body  was  kept  mo- 
derately open.  He  took  alfo  powders  of  nitre, 
caftor  and  valerian,  in  a  ftrong  deco(5lion  of 
green  tea.  For,  from  the  eftefts  of  this  laft,  on 
people,  who  have  drank  too  freely,  I  hoped,  in 
the  prefent  cafe,  it  might  relieve  the  comatous 
and  infenfible  difpolition,  under  which  he 
feemed  to  labour.  A  large  bliiler  was  alfo  ap- 
plied between  the  ilioulders,  which  difcharged 
greatly.  In  about  four  days,  he  grew  fenfibly 
better  ;  and  in  a  week  after,  went  to  the  coun- 
try, 8c  foon  recovered  his  former  health  and 
fpirits,  which  he  has  enjoyed  to  this  day.

March  the  17th,  X772,  I  vifited  Mr.  Ma- 
^rath,  a  wealthy  farmer,  near  Charleville,  in 
the  Gounty  of  Cork.  Riding  home  late  at  night, 
on  the  r4th,  and  much  in  liquor,  he  wai 
thrown  from  his  horfe,  and  pitched  on  the 
crown  of  his  head,  on  a  flone  pavement.  On 
his  fall,  he  alfo  received  a  contufed  wound, 
on  the  pofterior  part  of  the  parietal  bone*  He 
was  taken  up  fome  time  after,  and  brought  to 
that  town  ;  where,  in  the  courfe  of  tWo  days, 
he  was  four  times  profufely  bled,  and  fuflered 
other  evacuations,  without  the  fmallefl  appa- 
rent relief  Continuing  ftill  in  the  fame  ftupid 
infenfibility,  in  which  he  was  found,  immedi- 
ately after  the  hurt,  I  was  fent  for  ;  and  from 
a  recital  of  the  accident  and  fymptoms,  was 
quite  fatisfied,  that  the  feat  of  the  complaint, 
was  not  in  the  cranium,  even  before  I  faw 
him.  The  examination  juflified  my  prognoftic. 
There  was  neither  fra(5lure  or  depreffion,  nor 
aaiy  vifible  external  injury  from  the  fall,  ex- 
2  ccpt 
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cfept  a  difcoloration  j  but  on  inrpeftlng  the 
wound,  which  he  received  from  a  kick  of  the 
horle,  after  the  fall*  which  was  a  large  tranjG- 
verfe  one,  I  found  the  bone  bare  underneath, 
above  an  inch.  The  ftupid  infenfibihtyi  in 
which  he  lay,  and  the  flow  pulfq,  with  every 
now  and  then,  raifing  his  hand  to  the  crown 
of  his  head,  were  to  me,  univocal  signs, 
that  his  complaints  proceeded  from  the  con- 
cuflion  of  the  brain  only,  and  that  though  the 
wound  pofleriorly  was  conliderable^  yet,  that 
for  the  prefent,  it  demanded  only  plain,  fimple 
drefling.  My  principal  attention  was  drawn  to 
the  fymptoms  of  the  commotion.  The  pulle 
were  not  only  flow,  but  low,  fo  I  rejedled  the 
idea  of  arteriotomy,  or  other  evacuations  of 
blood.  The  medicines  I  direcfled,  were  chiefly 
of  the  nervous  tribe  ;  cafl:or,  valerian,  &c. ,  in^\ 
a  decodlion  of  the  bark  j  and,  as  it  muft,  ortr 
the  face  of  it,  appear  abfurd,  to  order  fuch  re- 
medies, without  a  correfpondent  diet,  I  dir 
reeled  veal-broth,  beef-tea,  and  fpmetim^  a 
little  wine  whey.  The  1 8  th  his  pulfe  Vfef^  fulkr 
and  ftronger ;  and  as  he  had  lio  fliool  for  thre^^ 
4ays,  I  direded  a  decoclion,  conflfl:ing  of  ^n 
L  3  ounce

ounce  and  an  half  of  Glauber's  falts,  difToivcd 
in    an   half  pint   of  wey,  to  which  a  table- 
ipoonful  of  oil    was  added,  to   be    injedled, 
which  produced  a  good  efFedl.    Still,  however, 
the  flupor  and  infenfibilitj  remained,  and  his 
moaning  as  conftant   as  ever.    The  19th,  no 
way  better,  fave  that  the  pulfe  grew  firmer  5 
and,  in  the  afternoon,  his  refllcffnefs  and  anxi- 
ety encreafed,  but  he  ftill  remained  infenfible  ! 
I  dircdlcd  a   large  blifter  to  the  pole,  and  be- 
tween the  fhoulders.   About  one  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  20th,  he  grew  fo  reftlefs  and  outrage-? 
ous,  as  fcarce  to  be  retained  in  bed.     In  this  fi-. 
tuation,  I  was  called  up  ;  and  finding  it  ne- 
cefTary  to  do  fomething  to  calm  this  orgafm  ; 
on  reflexion,   nothing  appeared  to  me  more 
rational,  than  fedatives.  I  diredlly  went  to  the 
Apothecary's  ;  and   to   four    ounces  of  faline 
mixture,  I  added  two  drams  of  tindlure  of  caf- 
tor,  and  30  drops  of  laudanum.  Half  of  this  I 
^it  him  diredly,  and  waited  the  event.     He 
inf«nfibly  grew  calmer,  and   more  compofed, 
and'  in  about  an  half  hour,  fell  into  a  found 
fleepl  I  then  retired ;  but  left  diredions,  that  in 
cafe  he  again   awoke  reftlefs  and  uneafy,  tQ 

give 
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give  liim  the  remainder  of  the  bottle,  at  what 
time  foever  it  happened.  At  four  in  the  morn- 
ing, though  more  compofed,  it  was  given  to 
him;  and  he  flept  quietly  till  lo  o'clock.  He 
then  awoke,  much  refreihed,  and  vifibly  clears- 
ing  in  his  intelledls,  and  his  pulfe  much  better. 
The  blifler  produced  a  large  difcharge  ;  and 
jthat  night,  though  ftill  mending,  I  ordered  a 
repetition  of  the  fedative,  half  of  which  I  g,ave 
him  myfelf,  about  lo  at  night,  but  diredled, 
by  no  means  to  give  him  the  remainder,  with- 
out firft  calling  on  me.  He  pafTed  the  night  in 
good  repofe,  and  great  tranquillity  ;  and  next 
morning,  was  furprifingly  recovered,  and  fo 
fenfible  and  compofed,  that  I  judged  my  fur=- 
ther  flay  unneceffary.  The  wound  healed  in 
fome  time,  and  he  retvirned  in  a  few  days  to 
his  ufual  occupation,  an(},  I  bdieve,  is  flili 
.alive,  and  in  good  health,

in  fupport  of  this  Pradlice^

VERY  violent  injur j  to  the  head,  t^ 
which  the  bones  of  the  cranium  do  not  yield, 
xnufl  neceffarily,  and  according  to  the  laws  of 
nlotion,  be  communicated  to  the  brain  ^nd 
medulla  oblongata ;  juft  as  a  pcrfon  holding  ^ 
bludgeon  in  his  hand,  which,  if  ftruck,  witl^ 
great  force,  and  not  broke  by  the  percuffion, 
it  communicates  the  Ihoci:  to  the  hand  and 
arm,  &c.  of  the  holder.  If,  in  the  firft  iur 
fiance,  the  flcull  is  fradlured,  reafou  is  unim- 
paired, becaufe  the  force  extends  no  farther  ; 
as,  in  the  fecond,  if  the  bludgeon  which  is 
ftruck,  breaks,  the  man  who  holds  it,  feels  no 
.^njury  from  it.    It  is  for  this  reafon,  that  the 

fymptQjn^ 
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fymptoms  of  concuffion  or  commotion  of  the 
brain,  are  not  confined  to  injuries  or  falls  on 
the  head  ;  they  will  be  confequential  to  vio- 
lent falls  and  fhocks,  received  in  other  parts  of 
the  body,  unattended  with  fra(5lure  or  difloca- 
tion.  In  all  these  Cases,  it  is  the  nervous 
fyftem,  that  is  chiefly  afFedled  ;  and  to  remedy 
this,  Ihould  be  the  chief  objedl  of  the  fenfible 
Phyfician  and  Surgeon. 

To  this  end,  bleeding,  in  the  firft  inflance,  to 
me  feems  very  exceptionable  ;  for  this  reafon  : 
that  fpr  fome  little  time  after  the  accident,  at 
befl,  but  a  partial  circulation  of  the  blood  and 
animal  fpirits  is  kept  up.  Immediate  evacuati- 
ons, will  by  no  means  help  to  reftore  Nature  ; 
but,  if  in  an  hour  or  two,  or  more,  oppreflion, 
a  full  quick  pulfe,  &c,  appear,  then,  no  doubt, 
yenefecliqn  will  be  both  prudent  and  necelTa- 
ry.  The  he^d  fjiould  be  clofe  fhaved,  and 
chafed  three  or  four  times  a  d^y  with  the  fpir 
rituous  volatile  embrocation,  defcribed  in  the 
laft  chapter— Lavender  and  rofemary,  ftrewed, 
Y(\d\  fon\Q  powdered  valerian,  enclofed  in  fina 

linen. 
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linen,  fliould  be  laid  over  the  parts,  after  each 
cmbrocationt 

To  me  it  appears  evident,  from  the  Nature 
of  injuries  of  this  clafs,  and  from  the  atten- 
dant fymptoms,  that  the  Ihock  received  i$ 
principally  communicated  to  the  nervous  fyfr 
tern;  and  that  the  diforder  fhould  be  deemed 
truly  nervous.  If,  in  this  aflertion,  I  am  right, 
— and  I  think  I  am,— venefedlion,  and  violent 
evacuations  Jliould  be  fparingly  ufed ;  but 
cephalics  and  fedatives,  and  t;he  nervous  tribe 
with  liberality.  A  perfon  is  throv^n  from  his 
horfe,  or  receives  fbme  other  external  violence, 
in  which,  neither  wound,  frac^lure,  or  dillpcati- 
on  happen.  (I  ana  not  here  ftating  thefe  inju- 
ries, which  immediately  endanger  life,  but  fiich 
as  frequently  occur,  and  foon  are  relieved.) 
The  patient  remains,  perhaps,  for  fome  little 
time  fenfelefs.  When  he  recovers  a  little,  he 
is  difpofed  to  puke ;  and  it  fhould  be  en- 
couraged. He  now  finds  himfelf  inclined  tp 
fleep  ;  and  in  fome  hours  recovers,  but,  per- 
haps, may  complain,  for  fome  days  after,  of 
wearinefs,  and  pains  in  his  bones,  or  head,  &c. 
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Here  are  all  the  fymptoms  of  a  commotion  of 
the  brain  in  miniature  ;  and  here  Nature — 
the  moft  unerring  Dodlor,  points  out  the  true 
means  of  relief ;  and  which  we  ihould  labour 
to  imitate  in  the  more  violent  and  dangerous 
attacks  of  this  kind. 

To  recommend  fedatives  and  opiates,  in  de- 
liria,  coma's,  and  other  attacks  on  the  brain, 
of  the  nervous  train,  I  know,  are  liable  to  ma- 
ny great,  and,  if  I  am  not  highly  miftaken,  ill- 
founded  objedions.  All  complaints  of  this 
kind,  however,  it  is  admitted,  proceed  from  an 
high  degree  of  fenfibility,  as  well  as  irritabili- 
ty of  the  nerves  ;  but  will  adding  irritation  to 
irritation,  blifter  to  blifter,  and  the  horrid 
combufliou  of  all  the  phlogiflic  tribe  com- 
bined, do  away  thefe  complaints  ?  they  un- 
doubtedly will  not  !  If  fome  happily  (like  the 
three  children)  efcape  this  fiery  furnace,  it  is 
to  Nature,  or  its  great  Author,  more  than  to 
their  ill-diredled  tormentors,  they  are  obliged 
for  it.  Yet  this  hopeful  pradice  ftiil  goes  on — 
;his  occidlt  miferos  crambe  rcpdita  !

IN  June  1772,  Mifs  T^— '-—*•,  a  Vfefy  k&f 
compliflied  young  gentle woftl an,  Was  kttktktd 
with  a  fever,  with  all  the  appearances  of  the 
nervous  elafs.  She  was  treated  in  the  ufual 
manner  for  fome  time,  except,  that  blifters 
were  not  applied.  The  evening  of  the  9th  day, 
file  was  attacked  with  frequent  and  profound 
fighings,  and  thefe,  in  fome  little  time,  were 
fucceeded  by  fhriekings,  which,  by  1 1  at  night, 
became  fo  conflant,  and  uninterrupted,  as 
ix:arce  to  afford  the  fmalleft  refpite.  The  af- 
flicted father  called  on  me,  conjuring  me,  by 
our  long  friendfhips,  to  do  fomething  for  his 
daughter,  without  being  fhackled  by  the  other 
^llift^nts.  I  could  not  refill  his  folicitations, 
though  it  was  a  good  deal  irregular,  I  called 
on  the  apothecary,  and  brought  with  me  a 
fmall  bottle,  compofed  of  valerian,  caflor,  and 
thebaic  tindures.  I  gave  her  a  tea-fpoonful  of 
^his  medicine,  and  flood  by,  to  watch  the  ef^ 
feds.    In  lefs  than  tjiree  piinutes,  fhe  found 
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fi)ine  intervals  of  eafe,  and  in  a  very  few  tnore^ 
the  fymptoms  feeixied  charmed  away !  She 
flept  for  five  hqura  fucceiTively  ;  and  foon  af- 
ter ike  awoke,  a  fecond  attack  egnvmencedj 
though  by  no  meana  fo  formidable  as  the 
firft.,  I  had  diredled  in  that  cafe,  that  the  doik 
{hquld  be  repeated.  It  was  fo :  She  flept  till 
I  z.y  and  from,  that  time  recovered  very  fafi  j 
ajid  is  8t  this  d^y  alive  and  well  to  atteft  the 
fa(Bu  What  would  be  the  confequence,  had 
yifters,  mock  julaps,  and  all  their  farrago,  fo 
neceffary  to  the  Podlor  and  to  the  Apothe- 
cary, been  adminiflered  ?  it  is  eaf}^  to  tell  i

IvIary  Halloran,  fervant  to  a  lady  in 
my  neighbourhood,  had  been  blooded  in  the 
arm,  juil  on  the  flowing  of  her  menfes,  for 
fome  pimples  in  her  face.  They  were  fuddenly 
checked;  fhe  became  oppreffed,  and  in  lefs. 
than  two  hovirs,  was  flrongly  convulfed.  By 
the  violent  contortions  of  her  hands  and  arms,. 

the 
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the  orifice  opened,  and  fhe  bled  ptofufely.  It 
was  repeatedly  bound  up,  but  the  conftant  cdn- 
vulfions  made  every  attempt,  even  when  the 
finger  was  on  the  orifice,  fruitlefs.  I  was  re- 
quefted  to  fee  her  ;  but  I  found  all  my  addrefs 
to  flop  the  blood,  whilft  the  fits  continued, 
unfuccefsful !  To  check  them,  was  the  only 
means  to  fave  her  life ;  but  inftead  of  bleeding 
in  the  foot,  emenagogues,  and  medicines  of 
this  kind,  I  fent  for,  and  gave  her  a  tea-fpoon- 
ful  of  the  fedative  drops ,  and,  in  lefs  than  3 
minutes,  all  was  calmnefs  !  the  arm  was  now 
bound  ;  her  menfes  returned,  and  fhe  was 
quite  well  by  evening,  though  very  weak. 
What  a  fund  for  refledlion  !

There  is,  in  the  fifth  volume  of  the  Philo- 
fophical  Tranfadlions  abridged  p.  t^^j^  the 
well-attefted  cafe  of  a  lady,  in  a  fever,  refllefs, 

^ehrious,  and    convulfed They,  at  length, 

agreed 
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agreed  to  give  her  large  qtiantities  of  opiates  5 
and,  in  the  courfe  of  three  fucceflive  nights, 
{he  took  1 02  grains  of  laudan.  lond.  3  drams 
of  Venice  treacle,  and  4  ounces  of  diacodium  I 
though  they  procured  no  fleep,  yet  they  great- 
ly refrefhed,  her,  and  made  her  fenlible;  but 
the  people  about  her  being  uneafy,  on  account 
of  this  uncommon  quantity  of  opiates,  in  fo 
fhort  a. fpace  of  time,  obliged  the  phyficians  ta, 
alter  their  prefcriptions. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  age  of  the  patient,  his 
vifual  manner  of  living,  and,  above  all,  the 
fymptoms  and  ftate  of  the  pulfe,  fhould  deter- 
mine, as  to  the  evacuations.  A  flow,  full 
pulfe,  which  generally  attends  this  diforder 
(and  the  flower,  the  more  dangerous,)  in  my 
opinion,  is  no  motive  to  bleeding  ;  at  lead,  I 
have  never  experienced  any  fenflble  relief  by 
it.  Some  diforders,  from  the  inftant,  are  mor- 
tal ;  is  if  then^  hecaufe  we  cannot  cure^  that  we 
ARE  TO,  TORMENT  ?  We  are,  when  we  fl:udy 
bed  to  difcharge  our  duty,  but  the  Miniflers  of 
Nature ;  and  in  too  many  instances,  ve- 
iiY  POOR  ONES  INDEED  !  Let  US  from  her  then 

only 
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otily^  draw  our  indudions.  Valerian,  caftot*^ 
and  all  the  nervous  tribe,  prudently  combined 
with  opiates,  in  very  fmall  dofes,  a€l  as  feda- 
tives,  and  will  greatly  affifl  in  curable  cafes ; 
but  if  the  patient  be  young  and  phlethoric, 
and  has  lived  freely,  the  nervous  medicines 
may  be  too  heating.  Seafonable  bleedings, 
but  particularly  in  the  neck,  or  temple,  with 
finall  quantities  of  laudanum,  mixed  with  fp, 
nitri  dulc.  ip.  vitriol,  ten.  and  fyr.  de  althea 
will  do  good.'

OlCKNESS  at  the  ftomach,  puking,  flupor  and 

infenfibility,  immediately  fucceeding  a  violent 

injury  of  the  head,  will  no  longer  be  deemed, 

even  Equivocal  figns  of  a  fradlure  of  the  Skull . 

as  they   are  the  conftant   Concomitants,  and 

univocal  iigns  of  Concuflion,  but  more  efpeci- 

ally  the  two  latter  fymptoms.     Bleeding  at  the 

M  EarF, 
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Ears,  is  from  the  fame  Caufe ;  nor  will  rigors, 
fever,  &c.  fucceeding  in  fome  days  after— 
thefe  being  the  unerring  figns  of  matter  form- 
ing underneath.  A  fradured  Skullttho'  attended 
with  a  wound,  in  which  the  membranes  and 
even  Brain  are  engaged,  is  for  many  days  at- 
tended with  no  remarkable  fymptoms.  The 
Patient  has  fcarce  any  Fever :  [reafbn  is  not 
impaired ;  and  the  whole  man  is  colIe<5led. 
Inftances  however  may  be  adduced,  where  fe- 
vere  Fradlures  have  been  accompanied  with 
Concuflion ;  but  in  thefe  Cafes  the  Violence 
was  fo  great,  that  the  giving  way  of  the  Bone 
was  not  fufficient  to  break  the  force  of  the  In- 
jury ;  and  thofe  who  died,  perifhed  from  the 
mere  Concuflion.  It  is  a  nice  point  of  Difcri- 
mination ;  complicated  Cafes  of  this  kind  rare- 
ly happen,  and  I  fliall  endeavour  to  elucidate. 
the  bufinefs,  by  three  remarkable  inftances.

Patrick  Flanagan,  a  failor,  aged  about 
19,  fell  from  the  round-top  of  a  fliip,  almofl 
in  my  view,  head-forcmoft,  which  ftruck  on 
the  ihip's  gunnel.  He  was  taken  up  motion- 
lefs  and  fenfelefs,  and  I  faw  him  immediately 
after.  He  received  a  large  contufed  wound, 
which  extended  from  the  upper  part  of  the 
coronal,  the  entire  length  of  the  parietal  bone 
of  the  right  fide,  and  clofe  to  the  fature.  The 
coronal  bone  alone  was  fradlured,  and  greatly 
depreiTed.  I  haftily  dreffed  this  mod  deformed 
tvound,  and  fent  him  to  the  Hofpital,  without 
the  fmalleft  hopes  of  recovery.  He  remained 
flupid  and  fenfelefs  the  remainder  of  the  even- 
ing ;  and  in  the  night,  a  fmart  hemorrhagy 
came  on,  which  was  foon  mattered.  He  con- 
tinued infenfible,  and  frequently  convulfed, 
with  fcarce  any  pulfe,  till  ten  next  morning, 
when  he  died.  Anxious  to  know,  why  he  con- 
tinued in  the  ftate  of  infenfibility  to  his  death, 
zgtwithjlariding  the  fra£iurc^  I  carefully  examin- 
M  3  ed 
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ed  the  parts  in  about  an  hour  after  dlflblution. 
After  fa  wing  round,  and  raifing  the  roof  of  the 
fliull,  I  found  the  dura-mater  detached  from 
the  bone,  the  whole  length  of  this  extended 
fradlure,  but  adhering  with  the  pia-mater  to 
the  brain.  The  membranes  and  cerebrum 
were  fo  remarkably  funk  down,  that  a  pidge- 
on's  egg  could  fcarce  fill  up  the  hiatus  !  Not- 
withftanding  this  mojl  uncommon  depreffion  of  the 
brain,  I  found  no  extravafation  ;  no  ruptured 
vejfels  ! — In  every  inflance  belides,  the  parts  of 
the  brain  appeared  as  ufual.  No  doubt  can 
arife,  but  the  concuilion  was  the  caufe  of  his^ 
death  ;  and  that  mere  fradures  never  exhibit 
fuch  fymptoms.

CASE      XXXV. 

John  Byrne  was  received  into  the  Hofpi- 
tal,  the  evening  of  July  19,  1791,  having  jufl 
received  a  moft  violent  deprefled  fracture  on 
near  the  fuperior  part  of  the  coronal  of  the  left; 

fide. 
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fide.    At  the  inflant  he  fell  ;  and  after  fom^ 
little  ftruggles    puked;    and  feemed   then  to 
breathe  ealier,  but  remained  in  a  flate  of  infen- 
fibility.  Such  was  his  fituation  when  brought 
to   the  Hofpital,     A  longitudinal   wound    of 
about  an  inch,   with  the  depreflion,  were   the 
only  appearances.      Upon   paffing   the   probe 
through  this  opening,  it  pafTed  to  a  confiderable 
diftance.  I  extended  this   opening  ;  and  upon 
removing  fome  of  the  integuments,  the  nature 
of  the  fradlure  appeared.    As  I  found  there  was 
fpacc  enough  from  the  edge  of  the  fra<51ure,  to 
apply  a  crown    of  the  trephine,  without  en- 
croaching too  near  the  longitudinal  finus,  I  fet 
to  work  here,  and  rernoved  the  piece.    Upon 
introducing  the  elevator,  the  fra(5lure  extended 
down  the  coronal.  I  raifed  fome  parts,  and  re- 
moved others  ;  but  the  fymptoms  of  concuili- 
on  reniained ;  a.nd  he  died  the  evening  of  the 
next    day.  On    examination,   the    dura-mater 
was  no  way  tore ;  but  the  brain  over  the  in- 
jured part,  was  fenlibly  deprefled  and  funk  in. 
On  the  whole,  I  colledled  enough  to  fatisfy  me, 
that  the  lad  would  have  recovered  of  the  frac- 
ture? if  the  concufTion  had  not  happened.

A  Lad  of  about  i8,  diftant  3  miles  from 
tilis  City,  in  a  difpute,  was  knocked  off  his 
liorfe  ;  and  on  his  fall,  received  a  moft  fevere 
blow  on  the  pofterior  jpart  of  the  parietal  bone 
of  the  left  fide.  He  was  taken  np  foon  after, 
and  carried  to  his  father's  houfe,  juft  adjoin- 
ing. A  young  gentleman  was  foon  after  fcnt 
for ;  the  head  clofe  fliaved  and  carefully  ex- 
amined. He  had  no  fymptoms,  but  thofe  of 
concufTion.  He  remained  ftupid  and  infenfi- 
ble  ;  and  no  wound  appearing,  the  caufe  was 
very  properly  attributed  to  this  ;  and  fuch 
medicines  as  were  deemed  proper,  were,  I 
fuppofe,  prefcribed.  He  remained  in  this  ftate 
of  infenfibility  five  days  ;  and  the  morning  of 
the  fixth,  I  was  called  upon.  The  poor  father 
gave  a  very  affedling  account  of  his  fituation  ; 
faid  he  was  certain  he  could  not  recover  ;  and 
that  fince  midnight,  he  could  not  even  fwal- 
low  any  kind  of  drink.  From  this  llatement, 
I  told  him,  it  was  idle  to  hope  for  affiftance ; 
3  nd 
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and  recommended  hini  to  fave  his  money,  and 
go  home.  To  do  this,  he  faid  he  could  not ;  for 
that  he  had  been  importuned  by  all  his  neigh- 
bours for  two  days  paft,  to  call  upon  me ;  and 
that  to  return  without  me,  he  could  not.  I 
found  the  young  man  in  a  low,  languifliing 
way.  I  felt  his  pulfe  attentively,  and  perceived 
them  fleady  and  regular.  Some  white  wine 
being  in  the  houfe,  I  mixed  fome  of  it  with 
a  little  water  ;  had  him  raifed  up  in  the  bed, 
and  gave  it  to  him  myfelf.  He  drank  it  with 
great  eafe.  I  afked  him  fome  queflions,  which 
he  anfwered  'tolerably  well.  I  then  proceeded 
to  an  examination  of  the  head.  Neither  wound 
or  contufion  was  vifible ;  but  on  the  touch,  I 
was  convinced,  that  there  was  a  very  large 
fracflurc,  extending  from  the  poflerior  part  of 
the  parietal  to  the  occipital  bone ;  and  that  the 
fradlured  part  of  the  parietal,  was  hitched  un- 
der the  uninjured  part  of  the  bone.  The  de- 
prcflion,  however,  was  not  very  confiderable. 
I  told  the  people  his  fituation,  and  evea  point- 
ed out  to  them  the  fradlure ;  but  the  youth 
was  too  weak  to  attempt  much  ;  andbefides, 
he  had  not  fufEciently  recovered  from  the  ef- 

feds 
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feds  of  concufTion.  However,  that  fomething 
might  be  done,  I  removed  the  integuments, 
and  then  the  injury  became  vifible  to  every 
one.  The  operation,  though  expeditious,  and 
attended  with  very  little  lofs  of  blood,  had 
weakened  him  fo,  that  his  friends  apprehended 
he  was  dying  ;  but  of  this,  I  had  not  the  fmall- 
efl  dread.  I  gave  him  after  this  a  glafs  of  wine  ; 
and  he  appeared  very  compofed.  The  operati- 
on was  now  eafy  and  fafe  ;  the  trephine  being 
to  be  applied  at  the  ed.ge  of  the  fradlured  pa- 
rietal. I  told  them,  it  was  not  to  be  attempted 
for  a  couple  of  days,  or  till  the  effedls  of  the 
concuilion  difappeared  ;  as  the  prefent  fymp- 
toms  had  no  relation  to  the  fradure. 

I  directed  bark,  valerian  and  cajftor,  in  fub- 

flance  to  be  given,  about  a  tea-fpoonful  every 

four  hours.  A  nervous  julap  was  alfo  diredled 

of  lix  ounces,  to  which  I   added  an  half  ch'am 

of  thebaic  tindlure.   Seafoned  broth,  a  new  egg 

beat  up,  and  gruel  with  v/ine,  were  alfo  to  be 

given  at  times,  and  by  no  means  too  fparingly. 

Next  morning,  the  father  came  to  me  with  joy 

in  his  eyes,  and  told  me  he  pafFed  a  good  night, 

was 
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was  quite  clear  and  colleded,  and  greatly  re- 
cruited. I  defired  the  fame  procefs  to  be  ad- 
hered to  'till  next  day  ;  and  that  an  operation 
would  then  come  in,  with  great  probability  of 
fuccefs.  I  heard  no  more  of  him,  'till  the  morn- 
ing of  the  fecond  day ;  and  having  then  other 
engagements,  I  could  not  attend  him.  He  was 
greatly  diftreffed ;  but  I  deiired  him  to  call  on 
the  perfon  firfl  fent  for.  For  though  he  might 
have  then  over-looked  the  fradlure  (as  indeed, 
would  many  more,)  yet,  it  was  a  lucky  circum- 
flance  for  his  fon.  For  if  he  had  then  obferved 
it,  and  proceeded  direcflly  to  an  operation,  it 
would  probably  have  ended  fatally,  on  account 
of  the  fubfifting  concuffion. — The  youth  was 
trepanned,  and  happily  recovered. 

Here  then  a  fradlure  with  concuffion  is  efla* 
blifhed,  and  the  figns  are  as  clear  as  poffible. 
In  fuch  a  complicated  cafe,  what  is  to  be  done  ? 
the  concuffion  being,  if  fevere,  the  mofl  alarm- 
ing, is  to  be  firfl  and  principally  attended  to. 

There  being  no  immediate  pathological 
figns  of  a  fra6lured  cranium,  but  what  can  be 
dra         from  the  touch,  the  probe,  and  the  cir- 

cumflances 
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cumftances  attending  it  5  to  thefe  wc  muft  refer 
for  information, /«  the  Jirjl  injlance.  If  the  hurt 
be  attended  with  a  wound,  and  that  the  peri- 
cranium is  bare,  it  will  be  proper  to  dilate  it ; 
and  on  the  next  dreiling,  we  can  be  more  de- 
cided.   If  to  the  denudation  of  the  bone,  a 
roughnefs  of  it    be   added  ;  that  the    injury- 
was  very  violent,  and  no  heavinefs  or  flupor 
immediately  fupervening,  little  doubt  remains 
of  the  exiftence  of  a  fradlure.    However,  this 
will  not  be  fufficient  authority,  to  proceed  to 
an  immediate  operation,  as  this  very  interefl- 
ing  chapter  will  demonftrate.  If  there  be  no 
wound,  and  that  the  integuments  appear  con- 
tufed,  a  comprefs  wet  in  fpirits,  may  be  laid 
over  the   parts,  the   patient    bled;   and  in  a 
day  or  two  more,  weighing  maturely  the  na- 
ture of  the  injury,  and  the  clcarnefs  of  the  pa- 
tient's perceptions  ;  you  will  then  confider,   ais 
the  ikull  only  has  fuftained  the  injury,  whe- 
ther it  had,  at  the  fame  time,  power  fufficient 
to  refift  it.    One  conclufion  we  may  generally 
drav/  on  thcfe  occafions  ;  which  is,   that   the 
Jl'ighter  the  injury^  the.   integumetits  fuftain  in  fe- 

vere

vers  hurts  of  the  head^  the  greater  the  prohahiVity^ 
of  the  hones  being fraSiured, 

From  this  account  of  fradlures  in  general, 
the  refult  of  above  30  years  diligent  obferva- 
tionsj  and  mofl  extenfive  practice  ;  many  in- 
ductions, highly  interefting  to  the  Public,  and 
to  Surgery  may  be  drawn.  It  may  probably 
prevent  Surgeons  of  eminence  in  future, 
from  gravely  relating,  their  having  removed 
the  flefli  from  different  parts  of  the  fkull— • 
Nay,  often  trepanning,  in  fearch  of  fome  la- 
tent fradlure  !  A  fradure  ought  only  to  be 
fought  for,  where  the  injury  is  received.  No 
danger  can  arife  from  delaying  this  enquiry 
for  two  or  three  days  ;  and  if  it  fhall  now  ap- 
pear, that  many  fradlures  require  no  operati- 
on whatever,  our  folicitude  about  latent  frac- 
tures will  ceafe.  For,  it  is  by  no  means  a  confe- 
quence,  that  becaufe,  the  fkull  is  fradlured, 
trepanation  mufl  follow;  and  this  proves, 
how  little  attention  has  been  paid  in  thefe  later 
days,  to  the  ends  propofed  by  this  operation. 
For  a  fradlure  of  the  fkull,  merely  as  fuch, 
will  heal  as  fafely,  as   that  of  the  leg  or  the 

arm. 
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arm.  It  is  where  the  bone  is  deprefled  on  the 
brain ;  it  is  when  we  apprehend,  that  the  de- 
prefTed  parts  may  form  acute  angles,  which  in 
the  courfe  of  many  days,  may  cut  through 
the  membranes,  and  wound  the  brain  itfelf, 
that  the  operation  becomes  neceflary  ;  nor  can 
I  conceive  any  apparent  objedlion  to  this  doc- 
trine, but  what  may  arife  from  a  fuppofition, 
that  as  a  fradure  of  the  head,  neceflarily  im- 
pUes  a  feparation  of  the  dura-mater  from  the 
cranium,  at  the  injured  part,  this  circumftance 
alone,  makes  the  operation  indifpenfable.  But 
after  trepanning,  do  we  not  introduce  the  ele- 
vator, to  raife  the  deprefled  parts,  detached 
from  the  dura-mater ;  and  do  they  not  after- 
wards firmly  unite  ?  where  there  is  a  fradure 
•with  a  flight  depreflion,  which  demands  no 
operation,  why  fhould  not  they  again  re- 
unite ?  they  undoubtedly  do  ! 

In  fra(^ured  head$,  when  upon  removing 
the  integuments,  a  fimple  divifion  of  the 
bone  only  appears,  and  the  depreflion  at  it$ 
edges  but  flight ;  when  by  a  preflTure  of  the 
finger  here^  no  encreafed  pain  or  heavinefs 
appears,  there  is  every  reafon   to  cxpedl,  that 

wc 
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we  have  little  elfe  to  do,  but  to  drefs  the 
wound  lightly  with  foft  lint,  nor  fufFer  it  to 
make  much  progrefs  in  healing  for  1 2  or  13 
days  ;  when,  if  no  heavinefs,  drowlinefs,  or 
flupor  appear,  we  may  conclude  all  is  fafe 
within  ;  and  then  treat  it  as  a  common  wound. 
But  where  there  is  any  confiderable  depreffion 
of  thq  bone,  or  the  fradlure  at  all  extended, 
the  fooner  the  operation  is  performed,  the  bet- 
ter. For  though,  in  the  firft  inftance,  we  may 
fafely  delay  the  operation  ;  yet,  I  think  it 
much  more  fafe  and  prudent  in  fradlures  of 
the  fecond  clafs,  not  to  wait  for  fymptoms  of 
depreffion. — Here  follow  a  few  inftances  of 
the  fuccefs  of  this  practice,  in  the  more  fimple 
fradlures. 


CASE      XXXVIL 

Ann  Mitchell,  in  September  1760,  re* 
ceived  in  a  riot,  a  violent  ftroke  of  a  ftone  on 
the  forehead,  and  near  the  frontal  finus.    Next 

morning 
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morning  fhe  came  to  me,  a  kind  of  refugium 
peccatorum*  Upon  examining,  I  found  the  bone 
rough  and  bare.  On  dilating  the  part8,  the 
bone  was  fo  clearly  divided,  that  I  could,  and 
did  introduce  through  the  aperture  a  probe  to 
the  dura-mater  ;  but  there  was  fcarce  any  de- 
preflion ;  and  Ihe  complained,  that  the  cold 
was  piercing  into  her  brain.  Bleeding,  and  a 
light  antiphlogiftic  courfe  was  purfued  for 
fome"days  ;  the  parts  lightly  drefled,  and  care- 
fully guarded  againft  the  cold.  In  about  1 2 
days,  I  fuffered  the  wound  to  heal  ;  and  for 
many  years  after,  to  my  knowledge,  fhe  en- 
joyed good  health,  and  is  probably  yet  alive. 


CASE 
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CASE       XXXVIII. 


I N  a  very  fliort  time  after,  Mr.  S.  Goggin, 
in  riding  through  the  town,  was  thrown  from 
his  horfe,  and  a  car  loaded  with  butter  on 
the  inftant  palTed  over  his  forehead,  fradlured 
the  fi^ontal  linus,  tore  off  part  of  the  ear,  and 
he  was  like  wife  fevercly  wounded  on  the  oc- 
ciput. Some  parts  of  the  bone  being  loofe,  I 
fcparated  from  the  integuments,  and  replaced 
others  more  adherent ;  and  drefled  the  entire 
with  lint.  As  he  was  above  iixty,  I  neither  bled 
nor  kept  him  too  low.  In  fome  time,  the  frac- 
tured parts  formed  a  folid  union,  the  wounds 
healed  kindly ;  and  for  many  years  after,  he 
enjoyed  perfecfl  health,  without  experiencing 
the  fmalleft  inconveniency  from  this  fevere 
injury !

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CASE      XXXIX. 

Mrs.  Grogan,  a  fliop-keeper  of  this  city, 

in  letting    down  her  window,    fell  into   the 

ftreet,  May  20,    1760,   and  |received  a  violent 

contuiion  on  the  forehead,  from  a  projecSling 

ftone  in  the  pavement,  belides  other  hurts  of 

a  more  trifling  nature.  Next  morning  I  was 

fent  for  ;  and  found   a  confiderable  fwelling, 

which  to  the  touch,  feemed  to  contain  a  fluid; 

but  as  I  had  often  feen  tumors  of  this  kind  fub- 

fide  in  three  or  four  days,  by  the  ufe  of  com- 

prefles  wet  in  fpirits,  I  treated  this  in  the  fame 

way.    The    tumefadlion  however   continued ; 

and  in  five  days  after,  I  propofed  opening  it, 

which  flie  would  not  permit.  The  6th  of  June, 

fhe  again  fent  for  me.  The  tumor  was  ftill  the 

fame  ;  but  the  flu(5luation  not  fo  fenfible.     I 

opened  the  part,  and  a  good  deal  of  coagulated 

blood  difcharged.  She  complained  all  that  and 

the  next  day,  of  great  pain,  and  bloody  fanies 

came  from  the  fore.     I  now  found   the  era* 

nium

nium  not  only  bare,  but  a  confiderable  fradlurc 
of  the  coronal,  with  fome  depreffion.  On  re- 
moving part  of  the  integuments,  and  preffing 
with  my  finger,  it  remained  firm  to  the  touch, 
nor  did  fhe  complain  of  pain  or  heavinefs 
from  it.  I  kept  the  wound  open  fome  days 
longer ;  and  finding  no  alarming  fymptoms 
appear,  I  fufFered  it  to  heal  ;  which  it  did 
about  the  end  of  the  month.  I  recommended 
her  to  keep  the  forehead  warm  for  fome  time, 
on  account  of  the  tendernefs  of  the  parts,  and 
thinnefs  of  the  cicatrice.  This  fhe  neglc(5led. 
In  fome  days  after,  leaning  over  a  garden  wall, 
with  the  wind  in  her  face,  fhe  was  feized 
with  a  violent  pain  in  the  parts,  and  as  fhe  de- 
fcribed  it,  piercing  into  the  brain.  She  went 
home,  went  to  bed,  flept  little,  and  was  in  aa 
high  fever  all  night.  I  faw  her  nest  morn- 
ing, found  the  forehead  greatly  fwelled,  and  lee 
out  a  confiderable  quantity  of  matter,  formed 
in  a  very  few  hours.  This  complaint  I  attri- 
buted to  the  cold,  the  tendernefs  of  the  parts, 
and  the  callus  not  being  fu:ficiently  formed* 
In  fome  time  it  got  well ;  and  fhe  took  care  to 

N  keep 
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keep  the  parts  covered  from  the  external  air, 
iand  fuffered  no  further  complaint. 


CASE      XL. 

JULY  12,  1 76 1 ,  a  gentleman's  daughter, 
a  mile  from  this  city,  and  aged  about  4  years, 
fell  over  the  turn  of  a  ftair-cafe,  a  confiderable 
diflance,  and  was  pitched  on  her  forehead.  She 
was  immediately  taken  up,  apparently  dead, 
with  her  eyes  ftarting  out  of  their  fockets  ;  but 
in  about  three  minutes  fhe  difchargfd  her 
flomach,  and  recovered.  Soon  after  I  was  fent 
for.  She  feemed  quite  fprightly,  without 
any  complaints  ;  but  on  an  infpedlion  of  the 
parts,  I  perceived  the  coronal  bone,  on  its  an- 
terior and  fuperior  part,  and  bordering  on  its 
center,  beat  in  ;  for  the  depreilion  was  fo  con- 
fiderable,  as  not  to  admit  a  doubx  that  both 
tables  were  engaged.  Confidering  the  pliable- 
nefs  of  young  bones,  and  being  fo  near  town, 

I  requefted

I  requefled  aiTiilance  before  any  refolutloil 
fliould  be  formed ;  and  Dr.  Llovd  and  Mr. 
Mahony  were  fent  for.  We  agreed  to  open  the 
integuments  of  the  injured  part,  and  a  good 
deal  of  blood  followed.  We  found  the  depref- 
fion  coniiderable,  and  the  furrounding  cover-' 
ing  thin.  The  wound  was  lightly  drefFed,  the- 
child  bled,  and  next  day  was  to  determine, 
what  further  was  to  be  done.  She  paiTed  the. 
night  calm  and  eafy  ;  and  it  was  agreed  to 
keep  the  wound  open  for  fome  days,  and  the 
child  low  and  cool.  The  14th,  no  alteration^ 
except  a  tumefadlion  on  the  nofe.  The  15th, 
fhe  difcharged  about  three  ounces  of  blood  by 
the  noie.  The  1 6th,  a  fwelling  appeared  un- 
der the  fymphyfis  of  the  lower  jaw.  This  gra- 
dually lefTened.  In  a  word,  the  fore  was  fuf- 
fered  to  heal ;  which  was  accomplifhed  by  the 
28th.  She  never  iince  fuffered  the  fmalleft  in^ 
convenience  ;  but  the  depreilion  in  the  bone 
was  for  a  long  time  fenhbly  perceived.  How- 
ever, I  mufl  remark,  that  had  this  child  been  at 
the  age  of  about  13  or  14,  when  the  accident 
happened,  delaying  the.  trephine  might  be  at- 
tended with  dangerous  confequences.  For  it  is 

N2  an 
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an  objedl  of  great  confequence  to  know,  and  to 
be  alTured,  that  it  is  not  a  mere  fradure  that 
makes  the  operation  necefiary,  but  the  confe- 
quences  of  it.  That  is,  where  the  bone,  by  its 
depreflion,  oppofes  the  pulfation  of  the  brain ; 
and  probably  points  of  it,  by  degrees  wearing 
through  the  dura  and  pia-mater,  and  even 
wounding  the  brain  itfelf.  Now,  in  young  fub- 
jedls,  the  bone  oftener  bends  than  breaks; 
apd,  of  courfe,  lefs  apprehenfion  of  points  and 
angles  of  it  forming  within.  I  have  often 
been  called  in:  to  children,  with  fuppofed  frac- 
tures, particularly  of  the  fore  arm.  I  have 
found  the  bones,  inflead  of  being  broke?  bent 
in,  like  a  green  flick ;  and  I  have  reftored  them 
to  their  ufual  form,  by  very  gentle  force. 


CASE     XLI. 

A  Boy,  about  fix  years  old,  the  fon  of  a 
gentleman,  fix  miles  diftance  from  this  city, 
rec  eived  a  kick  from  an  horfe,  on  the  fuperior 
jjiiddle  part  of  the  occiput,  clofe  to  its  con- 

nedions 
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nedions  with  the  parietals,  in  the  evening  of 
the  25th  of  May,  1768.  I  vifited  him  early 
next  morning,  and  on  examining  the  fmall 
wound  infl idled,  plainly  perceived  the  bone 
fradured  and  deprefled.  I  laid  the  part  bare, 
and  found  the  fradnre  of  the  breadth  of  a 
fiiver  crown,  and  one  part  beat  in  above  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  from  its  level.  I  would  have 
immediately  trepanned,  but  for  the  very  criti- 
cal (ituation  of  the  injury  ;  but  to  avoid  any 
renfurej  1  delired  Mr.  Mahony  to  be  called  in. 
We  faw  him  next  morning  ;  and  every  cir- 
cumftance  minutely  coniidered,  W€  agreed  to 
poftpone  any  operation,  'till  fome  threatening 
fymptoms  juflified  .  its.  neceffity  ;  but  defired 
the  child  to  be  fent  to  town.  In  fome  time, 
nature  did  her  own  bufinefs,  by  detaching  the 
fradlured  parts  ;  and  the  boy  got  perfedly

Samuel  Harte,  a  clothier  of  this  city,  in 
a  riot  about  3  miles  from  town,  received  fome 
injuries  ;  but  the  moft  fevere,  was  a  contufed 
wound  on  the  upper  part  of  the  right  parietal, 
of  about  two  inches  long,  with  a  bare  bone 
and  fradlure.  Though  the'fradlure  was  very 
vifible,  and  extended  the  length  of  the  wound  ; 
yet,  after  removing  fome  of  the  flefh,  I  found 
very  little  depreflion,  and  the  preffure  of  my 
finger  produced  neither  pain  nor  heavinefs. 
As  a  trial  for  life  would  be  the  confequence 
of  his  death,  I  adled  with  great  caution.  I 
brought  tVvTo  or  three  gentlemen  to  be  ocular 
witnefTes  of  the  fradure  ;  and  though,  every 
thing  confidered,  I  would  adl  a  more  prudent 
part  in  trepanning  him,  than  in  omitting  it  ; 
becaufe,  in  cafe  of  death,  no  blame  could  lie 
at  my  door  by  the  operation,  as  having  done 
every  thing  for  the  lick  ;  whereas,  by  its 
omiflion,  his  death  might  be  imputed  to  neg- 
Icd  or  ignorance  :  However,  always  confidering

my  own  peace  of  mind  of  more  importance  thaii 
pecuniary  rewards,  or  public  applaufe  or  cen- 
fure  as  I  faw  no  apparent  neceflity  for  the  ope- 
ration, I  declined  it,  but  otherwife  paid  great 
attention  to  the  fymptoms.  In  the  courfe  of  4 
weeks,  the  bone  became  covered,  he  never  felt 
the  fmallefl  inconveniency  afterwards  from 
this  injury.  It  happened  the  loth  of  May 
1786,  and  he  has  fince  enjoyed  perfedl  good 
health,  being  a  native  of  this  city. 


CASE       XLIIL 

M'NAMARA,  a  fifherman,  fome  timefince, 
encroaching  too  near  the  precindls  of  our 
Salmon-weir,  as  many  of  them  do,  was  at- 
tacked by  the  guard ;  and  with  other  injuries, 
he  received  a  violent  contufion  on  the  middle 
of  the  coronal  bone.  He  remained  at  home 
for  ^VQ  days,  and  was  then  brought  to  the

Hofpital.  His  pulfe  were  full  and  flrong,  and 
he  complained  of  a  violent  head-ach.  On  in- 
troducing a  fine  probe,  through  a  fmall  open- 
ing in  the  fore,  I  perceived  the  bone  rough  and 
bare.  I  immediately  removed  the  bruifed  inte- 
.  guments  from  the  bone,  and  fufPered  the  parts 
to  bleed  freely,  which  I  thought  would  afford 
more  immediate  relief  than  the  lancet.  Next 
day  he  complained  much  of  his  head,  and  I 
found  a  fradlure  without  any  depreffion.  I  or- 
dered powders  of  nitre  and  jalap,  to  open  the 
body,  with  the  faline  mixture,  and  a  large  blif- 
ter  between  his  fhoulders,  which  was  to  remain 
on  for  24  hours.  The  effeds  of  the  blifter  re- 
moved this  complaint,  and  things  went  on  well 
till  the  tenth  day  from  the  liiurtj'when  he  was 
feized  with  moil  fevere  fhiverings.  I  fliould 
have  deemed  1:hefe,  the  fymptoms  of  matter 
forming  on  the  br^in  ;  t)ut  I  fufpended  my 
opinion  for  two  reafons.  The  fore  looked  flo- 
rid, and  difcharged  latidable  pus;  and  in  the 
courfe  o£.  many  hundred  cafes  of  fradlured 
fkulls  that  had  fallen  to  rny  fhare,  I  never  met 
with  a  fingle  inflance,  where  matter  was  form- 
ed on  the  dura- mater,  with  the  alarming  fymp- 
toms, 
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toms,  attending  fuch,  as  are  fubfequent  to 
wounds  of  the  pericranium.  (See  chap.  3 
and  4.)  I  therefore  ordered  him  the  peruviai? 
bark  in  fubftance.  In  about  four  days,  thefe 
fymptoms  difippeared,  though  freque  ny  re- 
curring during  that  time  ;  and  it  is  very  ma- 
ny months  iince  he  has  been  abroad  and 
well. 

From  thefe  few  inftances,  to  which  more 
could  be  added,  it  becomes  demonftrable,  that 
fradlures  of  the  cranium,  merely  as  fuch,  do 
not  neceffarily  require  the  trephine.  It  is  only 
where  they  are  accompanied  with  confider- 
able  depreffion,  or  that  pieces  of  the  bone  are 
nearly  detached  and  prefs  on  the  brain,  that 
this  operation  becomes  indifpenfable.  It  muft 
then  become  a  neceffary  conclufion,  that 
wounds  of  the  bone,  by  inciiive  inilruments, 
whether  penetrating  through  both  tables  to. the 
brain,  or  only  partially  wounded,  have  lefs  oc- 
cafion  for  any  operation,  tho'  too  frequently 
performed.  To  what  has  been  already  faid, 
one  ftriking  inflance  to  this  point,  will  be  as 
conclufive  as  one  thoufand.

Edwaud  Power,  at  the  time  a  waiter  at  a 
tavern  in  this  city,  and  iince  then  a  porter, 
came  at  an  early  hour  to  my  houfe,  on  the 
morning  of  the  24th  of  June,  1 760.  He  had 
hetn  all  night  rioting  at  the  fair,  and  received 
a  deiperate  Wound  from  a  back  fword,  on  the 
eoi-0hal  bone.  It  flr^tched  obliquely  from  its 
uppfer  extremity  through  the  orbit,  forming  a 
frightful  chafm,  in  which  were  included  the  in- 
teguments, bone,  membranes,  and  brain  !  It 
bled  profufely  for  fonie  time,  as  might  well 
be  fuppofed.  He  came  to  me  bare-headed,  with- 
out the  fmallefl  covering  to  this  v/ovmd  ;  and 
had  thus  remained  in  the  open  air  for  above 
two  hours.  Confidering  the  nature  of  the 
Vv^ound,  the  intemperance  of  the  fellow,  and  its 
being  fo  long  expofed,  I  concluded  a  violent 
inflammation  of  the  brain  would  follow.  Yet, 
except  two  of  three  bleedings,  and  a  few  other 

anti- 
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antiphlogi  flics,  this  man  got  comp^etr'^y 
well  in  five  weeks,  without  the  fmallelt  un- 
pleafant  fymptom.  La  Motte  ment  ons  a 
ftill  more  fevere  wound  of  the  head, 
which  healed  with  very  little  trouble.

CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER     XIII. 


The  Treplilne  formerly  rarely  applied. — The 
indifcriminate  ufe  of  this  operation,  for  a 
confiderable  time  pad  much  to  be  lamented. 
— As  cruel  and  dangerous,  not  to  be  at- 
tempted, without  manifeft  neceflity. — The 
wanton  abufe  of  it  cenfured. — The  dan- 
gerous principles  of  concufTion  and  extrava- 
fation  confidered. — The  wonderful  advan- 
tages of  this  operation,  when  judicioufly  di- 
re<5led. — DeprefTed  fradlures  divided  into 
{imple  and  compound — When  early  attended 
to,  feldom  dangerous. 

X  H  E  operation  of  the  trepan  is  very  anci- 
ent ;  but  being  confined  to  particular  parts  of 
the  head,  at  times,  when  anatomy  was  little 
cultivated,  it  v/as  feldom  performed,  without 
great  caution  and  circumfpedlion.  For  it  was 
forbid,  over,  or  near  the  futures,  over  the  os 

{qua- 
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fquamofum  and  occipital  bone.  And  this  ex- 
plains an  anecdote  prefer ved  in  our  hiftory, 
refleding  high  honour  on  the  ancieat  ftate 
of    phyfic    in     this    country.       For     Connor 

Mac  Neajfa,  King  of  Ulfter, that  generous 

protedlor  of  the  literati  of  his  day,  and  cotem- 
porary  with  Julius  Csefar — having  had  his  fl^ull 
fra(5lured  in  battle,  and  his  life  almoft  dif* 
paired  of,  j^his  firft  Surgeon  Finighin  propofed 
this  operation,  as  the  only  means  of  relief,  pro- 
vided the  nobles  of  his  country  would  protc(5l 
him  from  cenfure  or  injury,  in  cafe  it  did  not 
fucceed.  The  operation  was  performed,  and 
the  King  recovered  ! 

The  obfervations  of  the  lafl  and  prefent  cen- 
turies prove,  that  there  are  very  few  parts  of 
the  head,  on  which  the  operation  of  the  tre- 
phine inay  not  be  performed  when  neceflary. 
And  this  information  fliould  certainly  involve 
in  itfelf  another  enquiry  ;  namely.  What  are 
the  particular  cafes  which  7tecejfarily  demand  any 
operation  f  However,  no  fuch  enquiry  has  been 
fet  on  foot,  at  leaft  with  any  efFe(5l,  to  shew 
WITH   PRECISION,  thefe  cafes  which  require  fo 

fevere 
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fevere  a  trial ;  and  conciijfions   of  the  h'aln^  depO" 
Jiis  of  matter  oft   ibis  organ,  fradlures  fimple  or 
cornpound,  &c.  have  all  for  their  pmiacea,  the 
trephine  ! 

Let  us  in  a  few  words,  examine  the  nature  of 
this  operation,  not  in  a  medical,  but  in  a  moral 
light.  Not  from  the  good  refulting  from  it,  in 
thoufands  of  inftances,  but  from  the  injury  the 
conflitution  receives,  and  the  patient  fuffers  by 

it. A  fradure  of  the  fkull,   by  what  means 

foever  inflidled,  is  fudden — is  inflantaneous. 
A  wound,  with  a  confiderable  fradure  and 
deprelTion  may  be  the  confequences ;  but  if 
this  is  not  accompanied  by  fevere  concuflion, 
which  is  rarely  the  cafe ;  we  fee  no  alarming 
fymptoms  accompany  it  ;  except  the  confe- 
quences of  comprelTion,  and  thefe  rarely  ap- 
pear, fooner  than  the  fixth,  ninth,  tenth,  or 
fifteenth  day.  Let  us  now  fee  what  are  the 
means  ufed  by  art,  to  relieve  this  complaint, 
and  fnatch  the  patient  from  death.  Some  make 
ufe  of  a  crucial  incifion,  through  the  integu- 
ments and  pericranium  to  the  llcull  ;  but  the 
bed  and  moll  expeditious    method,  is,  a  cir-- 

cular

cular  fweep,  including  in  its  vortex,  ail 
the  parts  necelTary  to  be  removed ;  the 
flefh  is  carefully  feparated  ;  and  the  pericra- 
nium torn  from  its  adhefion  to  the  bone.  A 
coniiderable  opening  is  now  made  in  the  folid 
uninjured  bone  ;  the  dura-mater  expofed  ;  and 
at  bed,  the  Surgeon  has  fecured  to  himfelf  em- 
ployment enough  for  a  couple  of  months,  to 
bring  things  about  again  !  Is  an  operation  of 
this  confequencc,  infinitely  more  feYevQ  and 
violent,  than  the  caufe  that  gave  rife  to  it,  to 
be  wantonly  or  capricioufly  attempted  ?  Will 
bare  fufpicions  of  its  necefTity,  be  fuiEcient  to 
juftify  the  attempt  ?  Should  not  its  neceflity 
be  apparent ;  or  is  it  a  confequence,  becaufe 
we  cannot  cure,  we  fhould  torment  ? 

I  am  led  into  thefe  conliderations,  from  a 
perufal  of  two  memoires  of  M.  Quefnay's,  in 
the  firft  and  fecond  volumes  of  the  works  of 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Surgery.  In  thefe  he 
has  coUedled  a  number  of  the  mofl  dangerous 
that  ever  were  attempted ;  and  the  point  he 
has  in  view,  is  to  encourage  Surgeons   to  ftill 

greater 
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greater  afts  of  temerity  in  this  line  !  for  in- 
fiance  :  Mr.  Caringodl  applied  feven  different 
crowns  of  the  trephine,  to  raife  a  piece  of  bone 
lodged  in  the  longitudinal  finiis,  and  which 
kept  the  patient  in  a  mojl  profciuid  lethargy  till 
removed  !  M.  Marechal,  on  another  occalion, 
he  tells  lis,  made  ufe  of  no  lefs  than  1 2  crowns 
of  the  trephine.  Another  removed  almoft 
the  entire  coronal ;  and  not  content  with  the 
trephine  and  elevator,  he  had  recourfe  to  faws, 
files,  wimbles,  mallets  of  lead,  gouges,  8cc  !  1 
will  not  enter  into  a  critical  enquiry,  as  to  the 
caufes  that  gave  rife  to  thefe  operations  ;  nor 
to  the  necefhty  of  performing  them;  but  with 
great  deference  to  fuch  refpe(5lable  authorities, 
I  am  not  neverthelefs  afraid  to  affirm,  that  no 
curable  injury  that  the  head  ever  received, 
eould,  in  found  pradice,  juflify  them  !  There 
is  an  old  faying,  Fericidiitn  facer e  in  corpore  vile  ; 
and,  I  fhould  fuppofe,  thefe  gentlemen  might 
be  rather  tempted  to  try,  how  far  Nature  was 
.capable  of  fuftaining  human  outrages,  than 
any  good  they  coidd  expe<5l  !  As  to  the  laft 
cafe  of  M.  De  La  Peyronie,  I  afnrm,  that  I 
have  effedually  cured  a  great  variety  of  ex- 
tended 
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tended  carles  of  the  bones  of  the  head,  accom- 
panied with  fordid  flrunious  ulcers,  by  the  fre- 
quent application  of  the  adlual  cautery,  to  the 
parts  immediately  affedled.  A  remedy,  tho* 
formidable  in  appearance,  is  neverthelefs  at- 
tended with  very  Utile  pain,  and  moji  ajlomjlding 
Juccefs  !  nor  had  I  ever  once  occaiion  to  ufe 
the  trephine  ! 

The  operation  of  the  trephine  is  tmdoubt* 
edly  a  very  painful  one,  and  fhould  by  no 
means  be  performed  without  good  authority 
for  fo  doing.  In  concuflions  of  the  brain,  it 
fliould  never  be  attempted  ;  for  here  there  is 
no  fradlure — no  extravafation  j  nothing  can 
give  the  leafl  countenance  to  it»  1  had  from 
an  early  period  fixed  my  mind,  as  to  this 
point,  from  the  frequent  opportunities  I  had 
of  examining  and  reporting  to  inquefls  and  ju-^ 
ries,  the  ilate  of  the  different  people  who  died 
this  way.  I  will  not  deny,  but  many  inflances 
could  be  adduced,  where  people  have  recover- 
ed of  thefe  complaints,  after  trepanning  ;  and 
that  the  cure  has  been  attributed  to  the  opera-

tion.  But  I  am  certain  it  had  not  the  fmalleft 
fhare  in  it,  whatever  it  might  have,  in  adding 
to  the  danger  of  recovery,  and  to  the  delay  of 
the  cure.  It  having  appeared  to  the  Academy 
of  Surgery^  that  of  people  v^rho  died  of  concuf* 
lions  of  the  brain,  when  opened  ;  in  fome,  an 
extravafation  of  blood  appeared  ;  in  others, 
none— a  queftion  naturally  arofe  ;  namely, 
what  are  the  concou"'  '"  fymptoms  of  con- 
cuffion  with  extravafation;  and  what  thefe, 
where  no  extravafation  exifts  ?  M.  Petit  at- 
tempted to  difpofe  of  the  queftion  thus.  Lofs 
of  fenfe  and  fpeech  immediately  fucceeding  the 
injury,  are  indubitable  proofs  of  a  fimple 
concuffion ;  when  they  fucceed  in  fome  time 
after  the  accident,  they  are  the  proofs  of  ex- 
travafation !  Monf.  Le  Dran,  (Obfervations 
de  Chirurgie,  T.  2.  p^  134.)  goes  further  to  de^ 
termine  this  queftion.  He  thinks  the  imme- 
diate lofs  of  fenfe  the  e£Fe6l  of  the  concuffion ; 
but  the  lethargic  infenfibility  following  it,  the 
univocal  and  decided  proof  of  extravafation* 
Mr.  Pott  feems  to  adopt  this  dodrine  ;  and 
thinks  the  operation  ftiould  follow.     It  is   a 

queftion

queflion  of  great  magnitude ;  and  mucli  fer- 
vice  will  be  rendered  by  a  thoroug-h  inveftiga- 
fcion  of  it. 

To  a  certainty,  the  immediate  lofs  of  fenfe 
aiid  fpeech,  can  be  attributed  to  concuilioia 
bNLY  ;  and  its  longer  or  fliorter  continuance* 
to  the  fame  cauie,  and  no  other !  the  fymp- 
toms  of  extravifatioD  '^^  hot  appear  for  fome 
days  after  ;  arid  are  .  tadl  fymptoms  of  a  di^ 
ferent  nature^  and  any  accurate  obferver  cad 
eafily  difiinguifh  them.  It  has  been  affirmed  ^ 
to  juftify  the  neceility  of  trepanning,  that  ex- 
travafated  blood  produces  the  fame  appear- 
ances in  a  fhort  time  that  concuflion  did.  It 
certainly  does  not  !  Every  man  of  tolerable 
pra-^ice  in  this  way,  muft  have  met  with parli- 
^«/jr  cafes j  vyhere,  upon  removing  the  bone  iii 
the  bore  of  the  inftrument,  even  before  the 
depfefled  parts  are  raifed^  blood  pdurs  out  ra- 
jpidly,  without  any  previous  lethargic  appear- 
'Siac6.  The  blood  that  fometimes  pours  out, 
is  the  confequenee  of  fmall  veffeis  ruptured  by 
the  flroke  or  fall.    This  fitrely   cannot  make 

0  2  fo 
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lb  fevere  or  awkward  a  prefTure  on  the  brain 
or  its  membranes,  as  pieces  of  the  bone  itfelf^ 
beat  in,  and  confining  the  motion  of  the  brain; 
yet,   we    frequently  meet  with    confiderablc 
fradures,  with  depreffion,  which  though  many 
days  unreUcved,  exhibit  no  comatous  or  le- 
thargic appearances.     But  in  wounds  of  the 
pericranium,  ending  in  abfcefs,  and  too  often 
in  death,  even  when  this  matter  is  formed,  are 
the  fymptoms  fimilar  to  thofe  attending  con- 
cuffion  ?  They  are  not  !  inflead  of  an  imme- 
diate  deprivation    of  fenfe    and  fpeech,   the 
fymptoms  come  on  gradually.     The   appear- 
ance of  the  fore  gives  the   firfl  alarm.     Vio- 
lent tremors,  ficknefs  at  ftomach,  head-ach,  and 
fever  follow,  without  any  immediate  ftupidity 
or  infenfibiUty  ;  and  in  many  inftances,  they 
prefer ve  their  intelle(5ls  to  death  ! 

It  may  be  probable,  that  the  fame  injury 
that  produces  concuflion,  may  sometimes 
produce  extravafation,  although  I  never  met 
with  a  fmgle  inftancc  of  it  ;  but  here  the 
matter  mud  reft  ;  fince  the  continuance  of  the 

fymptorps 
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fymptoms  ought  not,  nor  cannot  be  refolved 
into  the  latter  appearance,  nor  do  1  think, 
can  by  any  means  juftify  the  operation.  If, 
indeed,  the  figns  of  concuflion  difappear,  and 
that  in  three  or  four  dayp,  formidable  appear- 
ances of  another  nature,  make  their  approaches, 
then  the  caufe  is  to  be  fought  for,  and  the 
proper  relief  offered.  Should  ngns  of  matter 
forming  on  the  braii^  appear,  or  thefe  of  ^  dcr 

prefled  bone for  even  in   both  inftances, 

the  appearances  differ— then  recourfe  mufl  un^ 
4oubtedly  be  ha4  to  the  operation, 

That  violent  blows,  falls,  or  other  external 
injuries,  do  often  produce  extravafation,  is 
what  every  one  knows.  To  what  other  caufe 
can  we  attribute  the  formation  of  matter,  and 
fdmetimes  of  water,  on  the  membranes  or  fur- 
face  of  the  brain  ?  But  do  not  the  gradual 
approach  of  the  fymptoms  proclaim  the  caufe  j 
and  are  thefe  fymptoms  fuch  as  accompany 
concuffion  ?  Every  Surgeon  knows  they  are 
not !  Again  ;  a  fevere  fradure  and  deep  de- 
preffion  of  the  bone,  will,  if  not  relieved,  bring 
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on  heavinefs,  dozing,  lethargy,  convulfions., 
and  death ;  but  do  any  of  thefe  appearances 
bear  any  relation  to  the  immediate  lofs  of 
fenfe  and  fpeeeh,  attending  concuffions  ?  none,^ 
that  I  know  of.  In  more  than  an  hundred 
very  extended  fracflures,  with  fevere  depreilion, 
that  I  have  fcen  unrelieved  for  fpme  days, 
yet,  in  all,  they  have  prefcrved  their  fenfes — . 
indeed  fome,  after  pafling  five  or  fix  days, 
others  later,  have  been  attacked  witl^  heavi- 
nefs, dozing,  and  lethargic  appearances,  the 
confequence  of  depreffion  ;  and  though  the 
caufe  exifled  from  the  firft  moment,  ye^  the  ef- 
fecfts  of  this  caufe  gradually  followed.  It  inuft 
not,  however,  be  denied,  th^t  in  fome  cafes^ 
lofs  of  fenfe  and  fpeeeh  immediately  fuc- 
ceeded,  in  a  fe%s3  fraMurcs :  in  fome,  they  went 
off,  when  the  ca.ufe  of  concufiion  v^as  removed  j 
in  others,  not,  till  the  prefTure  of  the  bone  was, 
remoyed  ;  but  what  does  this  prove,  but  the 
e|Fe6^s  of  a  double  injury  ?  A  fradure,  accom- 
panied with  concuilion !  Mr.  Pott  fupppfes.,^ 
that  the  continuance  of  the  fymptoms,  may 
proceed  from  extravafation ;  but  cao  a  ftropger^ 
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proof  be  adduced  to  cppofe  this  opinion,  than 
the  inftance  of  Mr.  S.  (fee  cafe  28.)  this  gentle- 
man laboured  under  mod  fevere  fymptoms  of 
concullion  for  eighteen  days,  without  the  fmall- 
efl  remiffion  ;  and  yet  got  a  complete  cure 
without  the  interpofition  of  the  trephine  ;  and 
the  operation  mod  probably,  at  any  period  of 
this  complaint,  would  clofe  the  fcene  in  fhades 
and  death :  to  a  certainty,  it  could  not  pro- 
mote his  recovery  !  But  is  not  the  bone's  re- 
lifting  the  impetus  the  caufe  of  concufllon  ? 
-How  call  this  be  fucceeded  by  eijtravafation, 
when  the  bone  an4  membri^nes  are  always 
found  uninjured? 

Having,  I  hope,  with  prectfioit^  pointed  out 
the  cafes,  in  which  this  operation  fliould  not  be 
attempted ;  the  following  fheets,  will,  I  appre- 
hend, prove  its  aftonilhing  utility,  where  it  is 
abfolutely  neceffary,  If  profeflional  men  have 
fpoken  of  it  with  diffidence  ;  have  lamented  its 
uncertainty  in  too  many  inftances,  it  mod 
certainly  mull  have  proceeded  from  their  not 
taking   down  the  cafes  immediately ;  or  for 

want

want  of  a  fufficient  number  of  cafes,  to  afcer- 
tain  the  fadls.  Through  fome  defe<5l  in  our 
police,  or  from  the  horrid  principle^  that  the  en- 
creafe  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown^  are  prefer- 
able to  the  health  and  morals  of  the  people^ ;  or 
from  whatever  caufe  originating,  yet,  certain 
it  is,  that  our  malt  fpirit,  called  Whifkey^ 
is  dilTeminated  through  every  part  of  the 
kingdom ;  nor  can  the  fmalleft  village  be  feen, 
without  three  or  four  notices  hung  up  at 
wretched  cabins — "  Licensed  to  sell  Spi- 
rits !"  Thus  fairs,  patrons,  and  public  meet- 
ings begin  with  feflivity,  and  end  with  bro- 
ken ilcuils  !  This  is  the  befl  apology  I  can 
make  for  my  well-earned,  though  very  un^ 
profitable,  experience  in  this  department  of  m^ 
profeffion* 

I  dillinguifh  fracflures  of  the  head,  into 
iimple  and  compound.  By  the  firft,  I  mean, 
thofe  in  which  the  cranium  is  broke  in  one 
place  only,  with  or  without  a  wound.  By  the 
fecond,  where  there  have  been  two  or  more  frac- 
tures on  the  fame  bone.     Every  fradure  with 

deprefllon. 
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depreflion,  necefTarlly  demands  die  operation  ; 
and  though  fome  particular  cafes  may  be  ad- 
duced, where  Nature  has  fomehow  or  other 
brought  about  the  bufinefs  of  healing,  yet,  it 
is  by  no  means  co  be  trufted  to ;  and  the  Sur- 
geon is  inexcufq.ble  who  fails  to  attempt,  at 
leafV,  to  propofe  and  prefs  it.  I  have  feen  ma* 
ny  fatal  efFedls  from  this  omiffion.  I  remem- 
ber to  be  confulted  three  times  in  the  courfe 
of  one  week,,  by  people  from  the  country,  with 
fradlured  flculls.  One  laboured  under  this 
complaint  eight  days ;  the  fecond,  twelve  ;  the 
other  fifteen,  and  all  were  perfedlly  clear  in 
their  intelledls,  They  came  feemingly  deter- 
mined  to  fubmit  to  the  operation,  but  confider- 
ing  themfelves  free  from  much  complaint,  they 
returned  back,  and  all  died  in  the  courfe  of  a 
very  few  days  after.  One,  I  remember  in 
particular,  who  rode  to  town  and  back,  died 
the  day  after. 

Simple  fra(5ture  of  tihe  cranium,   with  de- 
preflion, when  relieved  on  the  ipot,  or  in  the 
fpace  of  two  or  three  days,  almoll  always  ter- 
minate 
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minate  happily.  In  the  courfe  of  more  than 
«oo  accidents  of  this  limple  kind,  I  cannot  re-- 
colledl  a  failure  in  a  fingle  inftance.  A  dull 
recital  of  fuch  cafes,  would  only  fwell  up  this 
work,  without  adding  to  the  bulk  of  informal 
tion,  which  is  my  only  object.  I  fhall,  how- 
ever, fele(5l  three  aafes,  becaufe  they  are  c\i* 
ripus. 


CASE      XLV. 

IN  May,  1773,  a  Dutch  failor  was  brought 
to  the  Hofpital,  with  an  extended  fracture  on 
the  left  parietal  bone,  with  confiderable  depref- 
fion,  received  from  a  foldier  in  a  riot  the  pre- 
ceding day.  I  proceeded  to  the  operation  in 
the  prefence  of  a  good  many  gentlemen ;  but, 
fo  thick  a  flcull,  I  never  met  with  !  In  a  word, 
it  took  me  15  minutes  to  reach  the  dura-mater, 
though  I  have  a  light  hand,  and  operate  with 

more 
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more  expedition,  than  the  generality  of  my 
brethren.  The  =  deprelTed  parts  were  raifed, 
and  the  man  did  well ;  and  has  been  here  two 
or  three  voyages  fince.  I  introduce  this  cafe, 
as  an  inflance  of  an  uncommonly  thick  bone 
only^ — for  during  fome  part  of  the  operation, 
I  was  uncertain  how  the  bufir^efs  would  end 
pn  this  account. 


CASE       XLVL 


IN  June,  1 78 1,  the  coachman  of  Mr. 
White,  got  his  fkull  fraclured  in  a  riot,  and 
was  brought  to  me  foon  after.  The  coronal 
hone  on  the  left  fide,  and  near  its,  junction  with 
the  parietal,  was  the  injured  part,  and  the, 
l)Qne  wa§  confiderably  beat  in.  I  removed  t;he 
integuments,  and  proceeded  diredtly  to  the 
Operation.  On  taking  out  the  piece  in  the 
crown  of  the  inftruments,  near  three  ounces 

of 
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of  liquid  blood  poured  forth,  and  on  ra'ifing 
the  deprelTed  parts,  more  followed  ;  yet,  this 
man  was  as  clear  in  his  intelledls,  before  and 
after,  as  ever  he  was.  It  need  not  be  added, 
that  he  did  well,  in  the  iifual  time. 


C     A    S     E       XLVIL 

A  Child,  of  about  feven,  was  admitted 
into  the  Hofpital  November  15,  1784,  having 
juft  received  a  kick  from  an  horfe,  by  which 
the  right  fide  of  the  coronal  was  fradured, 
with  coniiderable  depreflion,  and  the  integu-r 
meats  were  much  contufed,  but  not  broke. — 
Oil  the  fpot  I  removed  the  flefh,  but  it  being 
lace,  I  deferred  the  operation  to  the  next  day^ 
I  found  him  then  iluihed  in  the  face,  his^  iiai;i 
hot,  and  his  pulfe  feverifh  ;  but  I  by  no  means 
deemed  this  derangement,  fince  the  preceding 
evening,  to  arifs  from  ?my  confequence  of  the 
hurt,  as  I  had  never  met  with  a  limilar  com^ 

plaint, 
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plaint,  to  follow  fo  foon  after  a  fradlure,  or  in- 
deed, after  any  external  injury  of  the  head.  I 
proceeded  to  the  operation,  ralfed  the  deprelTed 
parts,  and  dreffed  the  fore.  Deeming  the  fever 
a  matter  totally  diljtindl  from  the  fore,  I  or- 
dered fmall  dofes  of  nitre,  with  about  a  grain 
of  jalap,  to  be  given  once  in  four  hours,  with 
the  faline  julep,  till  the  bowels  were  two  or 
three  times  emptied.  He,  however,  paffed  an 
indifferent  night,  being  very  reftlefs,  hot,  and 
fubjedl  to  flarting.  Next  morning  I  directed 
blood  to  be  taken  from  the  arm,  and  the  faline 
julep,  with  fp.  nitri  dulc.  and  fyr.  de  althea. 
The  evening  of  the  third  day,  the  fmall  pox 
began  to  appear.  It  was  of  the  diflincl  kind  ; 
but  he  had  a  plentiful  crop  !  the  fore  went  on 
well,  and  he  got  cured  in  the  ufual  time. 
This  complex  cafe,  was  out  of  the  common 
line,  and  proves  how  much  a  diligent  explorer 
of  Nature's  laws,  and  Nature's  works  may  de- 
pend upon  his  obfervations.

X  H  E  removing  of  the  integuments,  being 

in  itfelf  an  operation  extremely  painful,  and 
the  expofing  of  the  dura-mater  to  the  accefs  of 
the  external  air,  being  by  no  means  exempt 
from  danger,  the  humane  and  confcientiou^ 
Surgeon  fliould  ftudy  to  alleviate  thefe  dif- 
trefles,  which  he  himfelf  may  be  as  much  fex^ 
pofed  to  as  other  people.  Inftead  of  feven,  and 
of  twelve  crowns  of  the  trephine  :  inftead  of 
the  auxiliary  aid  of  gouges,  mallets,  fles,  l^c^ 
he  Ihould  fludy  to  relieve  Nature  in  the  gen- 

tleft 
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tied  and  fafeft  manner.  There  are  vefy  few 
fradlured  fkulls — /  am  certain  there  are  none-^^ 
that  demand  fuch  terrible  repetitions  \  To 
avoid  thefe,  he  fliould  be  very  cirCumfpe<Et,  as 
to  the  place  of  eledlion  ;  not  but  that  there 
are  particular  cafes,  which  make  a  repetition  of 
the  operation  unavoidable.

CASE      XLVIIL 

THE  daughter  of  one  Bohetty,  a  rope-* 
maker,  was  run  over  by  a  fervant  of  the  late 
Engineer  General  Eyre's,  riding  furioully  from 
Caftle-Connel  to  Limerick,  and  the  parietal 
bone  of  the  left  fide  beat  in  furprifmgly*  In 
about  an  hour  after,  fhe  was  brought  to  me, 
quite  compofed,  and  feemingly  in  littvC  pain.; 
I  found  the  mifchief  i!o  extended,  and  the  de- 
prefTion  in  the  center  of  the  ffacflure  fo  pro- 
found, as  to  demand  repeated  crowns  of  the 

trephine. 
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trephine.  I  requefted  of  Mr.  Wallace,  a  mili- 
tary Surgeon,  and  Mr.  Pierce,  to  aflift  me  in 
this  charitable  bufinefs.  On  removing  the  in- 
teguments, much  blood  poured  from  different 
fmall  arteries.  The  preffure  of  different  fin- 
gers on  the  fcalp,  and  over  thefe  little  foun- 
tains, foon  reftrained  the  blood.  I  perforated 
at  the  lower  edge  of  the  f  radlure,  and  again  on 
its  upper ;  but  two  elevators,  though  adling  in 
concert,  could  not  come  under  the  center  of 
the  depreflion.  We  faw  the  neceffity  of  making 
more  openings,  and  accordingly  one  was  made 
on  the  anterior,  and  the  other  on  the  pofterior 
part  of  the  bone,  in  parallel  lines  :  four  levers 
were  employed  at  once,  and  after  fome  little 
efforts,  the  parts  fprung  back  with  furprizing 
elafticity  to  their  original  place,  and  appeared 
•  quite  clofe  and  compad.  Notwilhftanding 
the  o-reat  extent  of  bone  laid  bare,  and  the  dif- 
ferent openings  in  it,  yet  not  the  fmallefl  ac- 
cident, or  difagreeable  fymptom  followed.  She 
got  well  in  the  courfe  of  about  eight  weeks,  is 
flill  ahve,  and  has  been  fmce  the  mother  of 
many  children. 

How 
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Here  the  neceffity  of  thefe  difFerent  perfo- 
rations was  manifefl,  fince  the  depreilion  muft 
certainly  remain,  if  not  performed  ;  and  what 
the  confequence  would  foon  be,  the  following 
melancholy  recital  proves. 


CASE       XLIX. 


THE  evening  of  the  13th  of  May,  1784, 
Patrick  Cafey,  a  gentleman's  fervant,  aged 
about  1 8,  being  fomewhat  in  liquor,  and  leap- 
ing a  vicious  horfe,  he  was  thrown  off;  and 
the  confequence  was,  a  confiderable  fra(5ture 
on  the  right  fide  of  the  coronal  bone,  near  the 
temple.  I  was  prayed  to  vilit  him  next  morn- 
ing, and  finding  part  of  the  fradure  pufhed  un- 
der the  found  parts,  in  its  lower  extremity,  I 
defired  the  people  to  fend  him  diredly  to  the 
Hofpital,  and  that  I  would  charge  myfelf  with 
his  attendance.     But  this  he  would  not  com- 

P  ply 
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ply  with,  faying,  he  was  willing  and  able  to 
pay  for  advice  and  ailiftance.  I  fent  for  a  mi- 
litary Surgeon  of  my  acquaintance,  who  was 
kind  enough  to  attend  me  on  many  occafions. 
The  apparatus  was  ready,  and  I  was  juft  going 
to  proceed  to  the  operation,  when  a  Surgeon 
of  the  city  came  in,  being,  as  he  faid,  fent  by 
his  mafler.  I  intended  to  perforate  the  bone, 
juft  on  the  edge  of  the  fracture,  where  the  bone 
was  locked  in,  but  this  was  oppofed.  It  was 
faid,  that  trepanning  fo  low  down,  would  leave 
a  difagreeable  deformity,  as  it  furely  would  ; 
and  that  the  end  of  the  operation  would  be  as 
well  anfwered,  by  operating  on  the  upper  part, 
where  the  injury  would  not  be  fo  much  in 
fight.  In  vain,  I  obferved,  that  the  elevator, 
from  this  place,  could  not  reach  the  center  of 
the  depreilion  ;  and  even  though  it  Ihould, 
how  could  it  promote  the  elevation  of  the 
bone,  wedged  in  under  the  other  extremity  I 
I  faw  the  friends  of  the  boy,  as  well  as  him- 
felf,  wifh  to  have  it  done  fo.  I  trepanned,  in- 
troduced the  elevator,  but  could  make  no  im- 
preiHon,  the  lower  edge  of  the  fra^lure  being 

bent 
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beat  under  the  found  bone.  The  end  of  the 
operation  being  by  no  means  anfwered,  I  pro- 
pofed  a  fecond  perforation,  where  in  fad:,  it 
fhould  be  at  firft  performed.  But  it  was  ob- 
ferved,  that,  as  the  parts  feemed  open,  and  a 
free  ifTue  given  to  adventitious  blood  or  pus, 
no  danger  could  be  apprehended,  and  the 
ifTue  of  matter  would  gradually  detach  the 
bone,  which  would  probably  come  away  in 
fplints,  which,  indeed,  has  fometimes  hap- 
pened, though  never  to  be  trufled  to.  The 
parts  were  carefully  dreffed  ;  but  the  dura-ma- 
ter never  aiTumed  a  right  colour.  However, 
his  fpirits  were  good,  and  he  had  no  com-: 
plaint,  but  what  arofe  from  the  fore  itfelf.  The 
difcoloration  of  the  dura-mater,  made  me  try 
the  effedls  of  the  elevator  the  19th,  and  again 
the  22nd,  but  ineffedtually.  He  was  up  every 
day.  The  28th,  he  looked  out  of  the  win- 
dow for  fome  time,  and  towards  night-fall,  he 
grew  remarkably  hot,  and  had  two  or  three 
fhaking  fits.  This  alteration  was  afcribed  to 
his  making  too  free  withhimfelf;  but  I,  who 
,fl:udy   Nature  attentively,    iaw  at  once,  that

there  was  a  formation  of  matter,  and  dreaded 
the  confequences.  Next  morning  I  fent  for 
my  friend,  and  for  the  gentleman  who  oppofed 
the  fecond  opening  ;  but  he  was  abfent.  Ever 
confidering  the  Hfe  of  man  fuperior  to  chi-, 
nirgic  Aftutia,  and  fcorning  to  flicker  myfelf 
under  imaginary  caufes,  where  real  ones  ex- 
ifted — I  told  the  people,  that  thefe  alarming 
fymptoms  proceeded  from  the  conflant  and 
uniform  preffure  of  the  broken  edge  of  the 
bone  on  the  brain  ;  and  that  any  chance,  yet 
remaining  for  recovery,  muft  be  procured  by 
a  fpeedy  removal  of  the  caufe.  With  much 
difficulty,  they  confented  to  a  fecond  opera- 
tion :  the  deprelTed  part  was  foon  raifed  up  to 
its  level  ;  but,  alas,  the  mifchief  had  been 
already  compleated  !  that  day,  and  'the  next, 
he  feemed  fomewhat  lighter  ;  but  about  ten  at 
night,  his  neck  was  obferved  to   be  covered 

with  a  bloody  ichor,  iiTuing  from  the  fore. 

Next  morning  his  pulfe  were  more  languid, 
and  the  dura-mater  quite  black.  Towards 
evening,  the  bloody  ichor  encreafed.  He  be- 
came flightly  convulfed,  with  an  incipient  flu- 
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por.     About  ten,  the  fubftance  of  the  brain 
poured  forth,  and  he  expired  next  morning  ! 

In  the  courfe  of  much  more  than  thirty 
years  pra(5lice,  I  never  had  occafion  to  recur  to 
a  fecond  operation,  but  in  the  above  two  cafes. 
The  firfl  was  unavoidable,  from  the  nature  of 
the  injury  ;  but  it  is  manifeft,  that  in  the  lafl 
cafe,  had  the  opening  be^n  properly  made  at 
firfl,  the  boy  would  have  recovered,  and  we 
fhould  not  be  inftruifted  by  his  fate,  in  the  lef- 
fbn,  that  the  points  of  afra(5lure  conftantly  op- 
pofing  the  pulfation  of  the  brain,  wall,  in  time, 
cut  through  the  membranes,  and  wound  the 
brain ;  and  more  extraordinary  whilfl  this  tra-, 
gic  fcene  is  going  on  behind  the  curtain,  we 
have  no  particular  fymptom  to  afcertain  the 
facfl,  till  it  is  proclaimed  by  convulfions  and 
death  ! 

I  have  faid  already,  that  the  Surgeon  fhould 

pay  great  attention  to  the  point  of  eledlion  for 

his  operation  ;   and  if  he  does,  he  will  feldom 

be  under  the  neceflity  of  recurring  to  a  fecond. 

P  3  In 
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In  moft  fra(5lures,  with  confiderable  deprefTi- 
on,  the  difeafed  bone  is  floping,  and  the  deep- 
eft  impreflion,  is  nearer  one  edge  of  the  found 
bone  than  the  other.  This  is  the  precifefpot 
for  a5tion ;  and  here  you  will  furely  fucceed. 
In  removing  the  integuments,  a  liberal  ufe  of 
the  knife  is  generally  recommended  and  prac- 
tifed,  in  order  to  bring  all  the  injured  parts  to 
view.  I  had  alfo  adopted  this  practice ;  but 
the  numbers  of  cafes  that  fell  to  my  fliare  ;  and 
that  refleiflion,  which  every  humane  perfon 
ihould  adopt,  infenfihly  led  n^e  into  a  better 
•and  a  fafer  pradice.  New  qafes  convinced  me, 
from  day  to  day,  that  much  p^in,  fianger,  and 
^elay,  might  be  faved  by  a  rnilder  method,  and 
without  fatiguing  my  readers  with  a  dull  re- 
cital of  cafes  and  experiments  ;  I  flial|  at  once 
proceed  to  the  pradlice  I  have  uniformly  fol- 
lowed in  all  fuch  cafes,  for  thofe  lafl  15  yeap 
pad.  It  has  proved  of  great  advantages  to  my 
pv/n  patients  ;  and  I  pledge  myfelf,  that  who- 
ever adopts  if:,  wi}l  find  no  caiife  to  complain. 

jLet  us,   for  example,  fuppofe,   an  extended 
fradure  on  the  fide  of  one  of  the  parietal  bones, 

2  with 


With  a  fevere  depreffion,  without  a  wound  of 
the  integuments.  The  touch  will  to  a  certainty 
diredl  you  to  the  point  of  the  bone  deepeft 
immerfed.  The  head  being  clofe  fhaved,  place 
the  crown  you  would  wifh  to  ufe  over  the 
found  bone,  to  the  edge  of  the  depreffion. 
With  a  pen,  at  the  diftance  of  about  a  line 
from  this  crown,  on  every  iide,  mark  its  peri- 
phery on  the  head.  Then  proceed  with  your 
knife,  to  make  a  circular  fweep,  at  once  to  the 
bone  ;  and  remove  the  integuments,  including 
the  pericranium.  Little  ramifications,  and 
ibmetimes  confiderable  branches  of  arteries 
will.  play.  However,  without  any  regard  to 
this,  proceed  to  abforb  by  foft  lint,  the  blood 
on  the  bone,  whilft  an  affiftant  is  diretEled  with 
his  fingers,  to  prefs  the  integuments  at  the 
edgfes  of  the  wound,  and  exadly  over  thefe 
playing  fountains.  This  will  at  once  check 
the  hemorrhage,  and  you  may  proceed  di- 
redlly  to  the  operation,  which  the  ou zings 
from  the  wound  will  greatly  facilitate.  Intro- 
duce through  the  perforation  your  elevator,  and 
.raife  the  deprefTed  parts.     Place  light  doffils  of 

lint 
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lint  dVer  die  dura-mater,  and  thefe  round  the 
ed^es  of  tlie  wound,  may  be  covered  with 
flour  ;  lay  the  ufual  apparatus  over  thefe,  and 
leave  the  patient  to  his  repofe,  without  further 
evacuations  ;  except,  that  if  his  bowels  be  a 
little  tight,  fome  gentle  evacuation  may  be  ne- 
cefTary.     In  fuch  cafe,  I  generally  diredl  fmall  ", 

dofes  of  nitre  and  jalap for  inflance,  about 

eight  grains  of  the  former  to  three  of  the  lat- 
ter, every  three  or  four  hours,  with  a  couple 
of-fpoonfuls  of  the  faline  julep,  withfyr.de 
althea,  till  two  or  three  ftools  are  procured. 

In  this  operation,  I  make  no  provifion  for 
the  fradured  parts,  nor  do  I  think  it  necefTary 
to  lay  them  bare.  My  objeds  are,  to  give  the 
patient  the  moil  fpeedy  and  efficacious  relief, 
with  the  leaft  pofTible  pain,  and  rejedling  what- 
ever would  retard  the  cure.  I  will  grant,  and 
proofs  will  appear  in  the  fubfequent  part  of 
this  work,  that  fome  parts  of  the  fradure  will 
not  unite,  and  may  become  detached.  No  mat-  . 
ter :  the  great  work  is  now  done  ;  Nature  will  * 
point  where   thefe  lie ;  and  a  flight  incifion, 

o^ten 
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often  the  forceps  alone  vvrill  i-emove  tliefe^  wlieii 
completely  or  nearly  detached^    It  is  faiHcients 
if  there  be  room  erxoiigh  for   the  inftraments 
to    work  :    beyond     this,    is    needlefs»     The 
breadth  of  a  line,  from  the  periphery   of  die 
trephine,  will  anfwer  this  as  eifecflually  as  tw(3 
inches,  and  the  cure  will  be  conlidef  ably  acce- 
lerated. Though  I  dire6l  the  circumference  of 
the  incifion  to  be  traced  with  a  pen,  yet   !  al- 
ways depended  on  my  eye.  Twice  I  recolle^lj 
the  incifion  was  fo  confined,  that  the  teeth  of 
the  trephine  frequently   rubbed  againftj  and 
brufhed  the  edges  of  the  wound  ;  and  yet^  not 
the  fmalleft  bad  confequence  followed.  On  the 
contrary,  thefe  two   cafes  were  expeditiouily 
cured.  I  have  in  the  above  inflance,  confined 
my  directions  to  deprefiions,   without  wound, 
becaufe,  where  there  is  one,  the  cafe  becomes 
more  fimple. 

I  know  it  is  not  ufual  to  make  the  incifion 
and  perforate  the  bone  immediately  after,  oa 
account  of  the  bleeding.  Neceflity  at  firfi:  made 
me  adopt  this  pradice  ;  and  experience  fatif- 

,  fied 
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fled  me,  that  it  was  a  fafe  adoption*  Fre- 
quently called  to  poor  people  in  the  country, 
where  there  was  too  often  abundance  of  wants 
of  all  kinds,  but  particularly  of  money,  I  en- 
deavoured to  make  my felf  as  ufeful,  and  as  lit- 
tle expenfive  as  poffible  to  all,  efpecially  to 
thofe  that  could  pay  a  little.  I  was  therefore 
under  the  neceffity  of  doing  every  thing  at 
once.  However,  though  this  is  my  general 
mode,  I  have  no  objedlion  to  gentlemens'  fplit- 
ting  the  operation  into  two  a^s  ;  nor  can  any 
poiEble  danger  ai'ife  from  the  delay,  except 
where  fymptoms  of  a  deprcffed  bone  appear, 
and  then  no  kind  of  interruption  ihould  be 
fuffered.

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CHAPTER      XV. 


Symptoms  produced  by  deprefled  Fradlures 
um-elieved  in  a  reafonable  time,  and  which 
required  the  immediate  ufe  of  the  Trephine 
— illuflrated  by  fome  very  remarkable  cafes. 
— Univocal  figns  of  a  Fracflure  of  the  inner 
table  of  the  Cranium — ^Inftance  of  a  man, 
who  died  with  an  extended  fradlure  unre- 
lieved, and  the  concomitant  Symptoms* 

1  T  has  been  already  proved,  that  there  is  no 
immediate  exifling  fymptom,  by  which  a  frac- 
tured ilcull  may  be  known,  and  that  our  in- 
formation muft  be  derived  from  the  touch, 
the  probe,  and  the  nature  of  the  injury  ;  but 
it  would  be  hard  to  fuppoffe,  that  a  regular  uni- 
form prefFure  on  the  membranes  of  the  brain 
fliould  long  continue,  without  fome  particular 
fymptoms. 

A  frac- 
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A  fradlure,  with  depreflion,  is'  generally 
followed  with  marked  fymptoms  ;  in  fome, 
tiieie  appear  fooner,  in  others,  later,  bat  in 
none,  exa6lly  the  fame.  They  are  fometimes, 
a  darting  pain  from  the  fore  to  the  forehead 
and  eyes  ;  an  incipient  heavinefs,  torpitude 
and  weight  in  the  head.  The  lighted  noife 
diflurbs  them.  They  grow  lethargic,  often 
convulfed,  and  if  not  fpeedily  relieved,  the 
fcene  clofes  with  death  !  When  called  in  to  a 
patient9  with  any,  or  all  of  thefe  fymptomsj 
efpecialiy  with  an  heavinefs  of  the  head,  and 
lethargic  tendency,  fome  days  after  a  violent 
injury  to  the  head,  you  may  conclude  them, 
the  figns  of  a  deprcifed  bone,  and  you  are  care- 
fully to  examine  the  hurt,  and  proceed  to  dif- 
engage  the  part. 

As  thefe  fymptoms  form  the  exadl  criterion, 
between  a  iimple  fracture  of  the  Ikull  with- 
out, and  a  fradlure  with  depreffion  ;  and  that 
the  former  demands  no  operation,  whereas,  in 
the  latter  cafe,  it  can  not  be  difpenfed  with, 
we  fhall  try  to  elucidate  the  pofition  by  fadls.

John  O'Mara,  fleward  to  the  Revd.  R. 
Maunfell,  Chancellor  of  the  Dioeefe,  about  ten 
years  ago,  received  a  fevere  blow  of  an  hurl, 
or  bat,  on  the  middle  of  the  left  parietal,  ac- 
companied with  a  fmall  contufed  wound.  It 
was  drelTed  for  fome  days,  by  fome  handy 
perfon  in  the  neighbourhood  ,  but  the  man 
growing  heavy  and  drowfy,  determined  the 
Chancellor  to  fend  me  to  vifit  him.  I  faw  him 
the  tenth  day  from  the  injury.  His  pulfe  were 
tolerably  regular  :  he  was  in  his  fenfes,  but 
had  a  vifible  comatous  tendency.  I  now  in- 
fpe(iled  the  fore  carefully.  On  introducing  the 
probe,  I  found  the  bone  bare,  and  concluded 
from  the  fymptoms,  that  there  mufl  be  a  de- 
prefled  bone.  The  integuments  were  diredlly 
removed,  and  a  confiderable  fra6lure  appeared. 
I  proceeded  to  the  operation,  raifed  up  the  in- 
jured part  to  its  level,  the  fymptoms  died  away, 
he  got  a  good  cure,  and  is  at  this  day  flout 
and  hearty.

Wm.  O'Neil,  fportfman  to  the  late  Colonel 
Quin,  heading  a  party  to  take  a  forcible  pof- 
fellion  of  lands,  within  four  miles  of  this  city, 
in  Auguft  1778,  was  attacked  by  the  people  in 
oppoiition  and  his  party  rented.  He  fingly 
flood  on  his  defence,  and  peremptorily  refufed 
to  give  up  his  arms,  though  frequently  called 
on  fo  to  do.  He  retreated  to  a  cabin,  and 
fwore  he  would  kill  the  firfl  man  that  followed 
him.  He  prefented  his  piece  ;  it  miffed  fire, 
and  he  was  foon  overpowered.  Repeated  blows 
could  not  bring  him  to  the  ground.  He  for 
fome  time  covered  his  head  with  the  right 
fore  arm,  'till  it  was  fradlured,  as  was  alfo  the 
left,  in  fucceeding  to  this  melancholy  office. — 
He  received  a  very  extended  wound  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  left  parietal,  which  laid  the 
bone  bare  for  above  two  inches,  and  a  violent 
contufion  ^n  the  middle  of  that  bone.     The 

fradlures 
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fractures  were  fet,  the  wound  of  the  head 
drefled,  and  every  precaution  taken,  to  prevent 
f^ver  and  inflammation.  He  went  oji  tolera- 
bly well  for  about  twelve  days,  except,  that  the 
wound  on  the  parietal  never  fhewed  a  good 
afpedl.  About  this  time,  I  fenfibly  perceived 
him  to  grow  heavy  and  drowzy.  I  more  nar- 
rowly infpeded  the  head.  Though  the  bare 
bone  became  difco]ored,  and  that  I  expedled 
fome  exfoliations  would  follow,  yet  I  was  well 
convinced  that  no  fracSture  exiiled  there.  I 
interrogated  him  more  clofeiy.  He  told  me, 
the  leaft  noiie  difturbed  him  j  and  he  ima- 
gined found  was  conveyed,  as  well  through  the 
fide  of  his  head,  as  through  his  ears.  Next 
morning,  perceiving  the  drowfinefs  fenfibly 
encreafe,  I  carefully  examined  the  contufion 
which  hitherto  had  been  little  attended  to, 
and  only  covered  by  a  comprefs,  wet  in  fpirits. 
I  thought  I  felt  an  obfcure  £lu6luation.  At 
all  events,  the  growing  fymptoms  determined 
me  to  lay  open  this  part.  But  what  was  my 
furprize,  when  I  found  the  bone  not  only 
fracflured,  but   beat  into  fmall  pieces  at   the 

point 
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point  of  percufHon !  I  trepanned  on  the  Ipot, 
removed  foine  loofe  bits,  and  raifed  others  to 
their  level.  Every  thing  after  this  went  on 
very  well,  except  the  denuded  bone  at  top, 
which  threw  off  a  good  many  exfoliations,  and 
remained  open  for  many  days,  after  the  frac- 
tured parts  were  healed.  I  attended  the  pro- 
fecution  of  the  aflailants,  the  fpring  affizes  fol- 
lowing, at  Ennis,  where  this  man  appeared, 
as  profecutor ;  had  married  in  the  interim,  and 
was  as  flout  and  hearty  as  man  could  be.

May  13,  1785,  I  vifited  Patrick  Hayes,  a 
farmer,  near  Bilboa,  in  the  county  of  Lime- 
rick. The  30th  of  April,  in  a  difpute,  he  re- 
ceived a  fevere  blow  of  a  large  holder  piflol 
from  a  man  on  horfe-back,  the  lock  of  which 
made  a  profound  deprefTion  on  the  poflerior 

and 
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and  fupeiior  part  of  the  right  parietal  boncj 
and  very  near  its  jundlion  with  the  occipital. 
It  was  attended  with  no  wound,  but  a  flight 
perforation,  fcarce  fufficient  to  admit  the  end 
of  a  probe.  He  continued  abroad  on  his 
ufual  buiinefs  for  fome  days, ;  but  heavinefs, 
torpitude,  and  weight  of  the  head,  confined 
him  to  his  houfe,  and  then  to  his  bed.  A  Mr. 
Ryan,  a  young  man  who  attended  our  Hofpital, 
faw  him  in  this  fituation  ;  and  an  exprefs  was 
difpatched  to  me,  but  I  had  then,  and  for 
fome  time  before^  been  beyond  Cafliel,  in  the 
county  of  Tipperary.  He  waited  the  follow- 
ing day  my  return,  and  then  brought  with  him 
another  gentleman.  He  declared,  there  was 
no  fradlure,  and  left  the  man  to  his  fate  !  The 
evening  of  the  12th,  I  returned  to  town, 
where  1  found  a  meffenger  waiting.  I  fet  off 
next  morning,  for  the  place  was  diftant  above 

14  miles 1  found  the  man  with  a   llov/, 

weak,  but  regular  pulfe.  He  was  quite  flu- 
pid,  and  lethargic,  and  could  not  utter  a 
word.  Upon  pafTmg  my  probe  through  the 
fmall  opening,  I  found  the  bone  rather  crafhed 
Q  than 
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than  broke,  and  was,  for  fome  feconds  at  a 
lofs  how  to  condu(fl  myfelf,  on  account  of  the 
fituation  of  the  iick,  and  the  nature  of  the  in- 
jury. Should  I  proceed  to  the  operation,  and 
that  he  died,  which  feemed  much  more  than 
probable,  it  might  be  infinuated,  that  his  for- 
mer vifitor  could  be  no  more  deceived  as  to 
the  nature  of  his  complaint  than  I  ;  but  that 
fenfible  of  the  inutility  of  any  operation,  he 
declined  it.     But  fatisfied,   that  no  other  re- 

fource  was  left  for  life and  a   wretched 

profpedl  it  was — I  was  determined  to  do  what 
I  thought  my  duty  5  better  pleafed  to  be  cen- 
fured  by  others,  than  to  cenfure  myfelf.  I 
told  the  people,  what  was  indeed  but  too  vifible 
to  themfelves — that  the  man  had  little  or  no 
chance  for  recovery  ;  but  however,  unpromif^ 
ing  as  the  cafe  was,  I  was  willing  to  do  my  ut- 
moft  to  relieve  him,  provided  no  cenfure 
wovild  follow  its  want  of  fuccefs.  They  con- 
jured me  to  do  whatever  I  thought  proper, 
and  expreffed  their  fatisfa^tion  and  confidence 
in  me.  Upon  removing  the  fcalp,  the  bone 
had  been  fo  far  beat  in,  that  I  apprehended  I 

fhpuld 
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fliould   find  the  membranes  wounded  to   the 
brain  broken  into  fmall  bits.     I  faw  to  a  cer- 
tainty, that  if  I  could  raife  one  or  two  of  them, 
I  could  remove   the  whole,  the  injury  being 
confined  to  this  circumfcribed  part — 'with  my 
probe,  forceps,   and  elevator,  fucceeding  each 
other,  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  raife  up  and 
remove  one  piece  ;  this  gave  room  for  a  fe- 
cond,  and  fo  by  degrees*  and  with  fome  pati- 
ence, I  cleared  the  dura-mater  of  all  this  in- 
cumbrance, without  recurring  to  the  trephine  ! 
It  was  greatly  deprefTed,  wounded  in  two  or 
three  places  by  the  points  of  the  bone,  but  no 
where  quite  through.     Add  to  this,  that  it  was 
much  difcolored,  and  had  a  blackifh  hue  !  He 
opened  his  eyes  immediately   after  this,  was 
much   lighter,  and  prayed  God  to   blefs  me. 
With  Mr,  Ryan,  who  was  prefent,  I  left   di- 
rections in  writing  how  to  treat  him.  I  ordered 
a  cold  infufion  of  the   bark,  and  valerian   in 
powder,  on  water,  to  which  was  added  two 
ounces  of    Huxham's    tindlure.     He    was   to 
take  for  nouriihment,  feafoned  broths,   fagoe, 
or  gruel,  with  fome  wine  j  by  no  means  to  be 
Q  2  kept 
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kept  low,  and  the  dura-mater  was  to  be  drefTed 
with  doffils  lightly  imbibed,  with  balf.  trau- 
mat.  By  degrees,  the  dura-mater  rofe  to  its 
level,  afTumed  a  better  colour,  and  he  got  an 
extraordinary  and  expeditious  cure,  owing  to 
the  fmall  portion  of  flefh  laid  bare  !

Very  foon  after,  a  child  about  three  years 
and  an  half  old,  was  brought  to  me  from  a 
remote  part  of  the  country.  So  long  as  twelve 
days  before  I  faw  him,  he  had  his  right  pa- 
rietal bone  broke,  and  deeply  deprefTcd,  by 
the  kick  of  an  horfe.  Heavinefs,  fliupidity, 
and  infenfibility,  tvith  a  large  wound,  deter- 
mined the  parents  to  feek  my  affiftance.  I 
made  way  for  the  trephine,  juft  at  the  moll 
deprefTed  part  of  the  bone,  raifed  up  the  in- 
jured piece,  and  drefTed  lightly.  The  alarm- 
ing: 
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ing  fymptoms  died  away,  and  in  four  ^yeeks 
after,  he  was  brought  home  completely  reco-» 
vered, 

It  is  worthy  notice,  that  in  almofl  all 
fradlures  with  depreilion,  the  injury  to  the 
bone,  is  more  extended  in  the  inner  than  the 
outer  table  ;  and  I  have  often  met  with  cafes, 
where,  upon  railing  up  the  bone,  fmaH  pieces  of 
it  have  been  fairly  detached,  and  preffed  on  the 
dura-mater.  As  inftances  have  been  produced, 
where  the  inner  table  has  been  fradlured, 
whilft  at  the  fame  time,  the  outer  appeared 
found,  it  merits  fome  attention.  I  own,  I 
never  met  with  an  inltance  of  it,  but  of  its  pof- 
fibility,  I  have  not  the  fmalleft  doubt,  for  the 
above  reafbns.  Let  us  fuppofe  a  man  to  re- 
ceive a  fevere  blow,  or  fome  other  violent  in- 
jury on  the  head.  No  lofs  of  fenfe  or  memory 
immediately  fupervenes,  he  goes  on  to  all  ap- 
pearances tolerably  well  for  fome  days.  He 
is  then  attacked  with  an  hcavinefs,  and  pain  in 
the  head.  He  infenfibly  grows  more  opprefTed, 
is  inclined  to  dozing,  and  lethargic  corn- 
er 3  plaints.

plaints.  Thefe  form  flrong  fufpicion,  that 
there  is  a  fradlure  concealed,  with  a  prefTure 
on  the  brain  ;  and  will  juflify  the  neceflity 
and  utility  of  the  trephine.  But  without 
THESE  SYMPTOMS,  I  fhould  oppofe  any  ope- 
^^tion,  from  an  imaginary  caufe, 

To  throw  every  light  I  can,  upon  a  fubjedt 
fo  interefling,  I  fiiali  clofe  the  chapter,  with 
the  cafe  of  a  man,  who  died  ten  months  after 
a  complicated  fractured  flcull,  and  which  had 
not  been  relieved,  Some  of  his  fymptoms 
continued  thofe  of  a  depreffed  bone,  others 
were  anomalous,  and  he  died  of  a  decline  ; 
but  I  am  perfuadedj  the  real  and  remote 
caufe,  w^as  the  jiegleded  fraclure,

James  Griffith,  a  llouc  athletic  man, 
about  forty,  in  a  riot  on  the  ifl  of  Odober, 
1787,  had  his  llcull  fradured  on  the  pofterior 
and  fuperior  part  of  the  right  parietal  bone, 
and  joining  the  occiput.  This  had  very  little 
depreilion  ;  but  he  had  another  on  the  fide  of 
faid  bone,  and  fome  diflance  from  the  firfl, 
with  a  confiderable  depreflion.  The  aggreffor 
fent  mc  to  viiit  this  man,  in  order  to  know  if 
the  cafe  was  bailable,  that  he  might  return  to 
his  bufinefs,  I  fent  him  word,  it  was  not. 
This  happened  the  1 6th  of  faid  month ;  but 
as  all  parties  were  poor,  and  confidering  that 
the  death  of  this  man  would  neceflarily 
caufe  that  of  others,  I  called  on  him  next 
day,  and  prevailed  on  him  to  go  into  the  Hof. 
pital.  The  injury  on  the  poflerior  part  of  the 
bone,  I  hoped  would  require  no  operation  j  but 

the; 
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tlie  other,  I  fuppofed  undouLtedly  would.  I 
removed  part  of  the  covering  from  this  lafl* 
and  would  have  proceeded  to  the  operation,  but 
for  the  interference  of  a  medical  gentleman,  a 
friend  to  the  patient.  Still  the  deprefTed  bone 
remained  bare,  and  I  endeavoured  by  different 
other  means,  to  loofen  or  remove  it.  But  tho' 
my  endeavours  were  unfuccefsful,  I  at  times 
perceived  a  very  offeniive  foetor  from  the  frac- 
ture. I  fent  repeatedly  for  this  gentleman,  to 
perfuade  him  to  agree  to  the  operation,  but 
he  was  poiitive,  that  it  would  be  unnecelTary ; 
fo  confidering,  that  if  after  this,  I  fhould  at- 
tempt it,  and  that  it  proved  unfuccefsful,  his 
death  might  be  charged  to  the  operation,  not  to 
the  injury,  I  left  him  after  me  in  the  Hos- 
pital ;  and  in  the  end  of  fix  weeks,  he  was 
difcharged.  I  was  fome  time  after  applied  to 
for  a  certificate  of  his  health,  but  I  refufed  it, 
declaring  my  fentiments,  that  his  life  was  ftill 
in  imminent  danger,  notwithfcanding  the  dif- 
tance  of  two  months  from  the  iirfl  injury  !  A 
certificate  however  was  procured,  and  the  par- 
ties entered  bail.  The  deprefTed  parts,  it  ap- 
peared. 
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peared,  were  never  completely  covered  ;  how- 
ever, he  went  abroad,  but  continued  in  a  k.v 
declining  vv ay,  and  incapable  of  following  his 
trade.  Of  thefe  laft  fadls,  I  remained  ignoiant 
till  the  3d  of  Aug  aft  folio  v^^ing,  when  I  was  in- 
formed, that  prayers  were  offered  up  at  Cha- 
pel, for  an  happy  death  to  him. 

Curious  to  know  the  end  of  this  melancholy 
bufinefs,  I  enquired  where  he  reiided,  for  he 
had  removed  from  his  former  habitation.  I 
vifited  him,  not  knowing  but  the  operation 
might  flill  afford  relief ;  but  I  found  him 
in  a  mod  languid  v/ay,  and  jufl:  exhaufced  ! 
I  examined  the  head,  and  the  deprefiion  flill 
remained,  and  the  bone  uncovered  !  I  en- 
quired into  his  fymptoms.  He  had  from 
time  to  time,  a  darting  pain  from  the 
very  back  of  his  head  to  the  forehead,  and 
to  his  eyes  ;  and "  this  complaint  continued 
at  times,  from  the  third  day  of  the  acci- 
dent, but  he  had  no  heavinefs,  lethargic 
tendency,  or  convuiflons.     He  died  the  next 

morning  ; 
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morning  ;  and  I  was  very  anxious  to  open 
the  fkull,  but  it  would  not  be  permitted. 
His  principal  complaints,  for  the  laft  fix 
weeks,  were  a  fevere  cough,  night-fweats, 
and  a  decline.

The  general  Pradlice  of  profufe  bleeding,  and 
other  evacuations  in  deprefled  fracflures  of 

the  cranium  examined   and  cenfured. 

Cafes  to  prove  the  utility  of  a  different 
treatment. — A  moft  remarkable  inflance  of 
the  management  of  the  fcalp,  and  its  fuc^ 
cefs' — A  cafe  to  fhew,  that  the  general  prin^ 
ciples  here  laid  down,  may  be  fometimes 
modified, 

,/VLL  Medical-writers,  ancient  as  well  as 
modern,  who  have  treated  of  injuries  of  the 
head,  have  been  unanimous  and  decided,  that 
profufe  and  repeated  bleedings,  were  abfolute^ 
ly  neceffary  and  indifpenfable.  In  wounds  of 
the  pericranium,  Mr.  Pott  warmly  and  flrenu- 
oufly  recommends  bleeding,  as  the  mofl  rati- 
onal means  of  preventing  the  formation  of 

pus 
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pus  on  tlie  dura>mater  or  brain.  In  concufTi- 
ons  of  the  brain,  he  deems  it  the  unicuna  re- 
medium  ;  and  in  fractured  fkulls,  it  is  always 
held  out  as  a  moft  powerful  refource.  Let  us 
examine,  hj  w^hat  authorities,  founded  on 
plain  reafon,  and  experimental  obfervations, 
this  pradlice  is  fo  ftrongly  and  fo  conft^ntly 
incul  gated, 

To  give  it  proper  weight,  it  mufl  pre-fup^ 
pofe  an  high  tendency  to  irritability,  and  in- 
flammation, in  the  cerebrum  and  its  cover- 
ings. But  is  this  fupported  by  fa(51:s  ?  it  un- 
doubtedly is  not  !  Every  obfervation  proves, 
that  they  have  very  little  tendencT"  to  either — ■ 
at  leaft,  the  moft  violent  external  injuries  of- 
fered to  them,  eftablifh  the  fad:.  In  the  cafe 
of  Shea,  (Obf.  17.)  we  have  l^ttn  the  two  pa- 
rietals,  and  the  coronal  bone  beat  almoft  to 
pieces ;  in  many  places,  the  fradured  parts 
beat  through  the  membranes,  and  lodged  deep 
in  the  fubftance  of  the  brain  ;  thefe  pieces  ex- 
trailed  from  time  to  tim.e  ;  and  the  brain  it^ 
felf,   difcharged  v/ith  great  prcfafien. — This 

melancholy 
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mdancholy  fcetie  lafted  1 7  days,  and  yet  wag 
attended  with  very  little  fever,  and  no  inflam- 
mation  whatever.     More   proofs  of  this   will 
appear   in  the   laft  Chapter.     To  a  certainty 
then,  neither  the  brain,  or   its   envelopes,  are 
fubjedl  to  inflammation  or  irritability,  at  leaft, 
from  external   hurts;   and  here  the    general 
do6lrine  of  the  antiphlogillic  method,  receives 
a   formidable  attack.     Again,   in  fevere  frac- 
tures with  deprellion,  unrelieved,  till  the  effecfts 
of  the  caufe  appear,  we  find  the  pulfe,  though 
fometimes  quick,  yet,  generally  fmall  and  low, 
with  fcarce  any  tendency  to   inflammation.-— 
Will  this  juftify  profufe   bleedings  ?    Will  a 
difcoloured  dura-mater,  almofb  always  attend- 
ing   thefe    cafes,  often  black,  jufdfy   profufe 
evacuations  ?  Surely,  no  !    But  they  will  indi- 
cate a  contrary  courfe  :  namely,  generous  diet, 
wine,  and  the  bark.     As  to  inftances  of  ex- 
travafation  and  commotion,   I   have    already 
treated  amply  of  them  ;  and  have  endeavoured 
to  demonftrate,  that  profufe  evacuations  wail 
anfwer  no    better  purpofe  in  them,   than  in 
4iforder  of  the  prefent   defcription.     My  de- 
cided 
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cided  opinion,  with  refpedl  to  tlie  treatment 
of  fevere  fradlures,  I  thought  proper  to  intro- 
duc  e  here.  It  is  highly  worth  mature  difcul^ 
lion ;  and  until  I  receive  proofs  as  flrong  for 
the  former  pra(5lice,  as  thefe  here  adduced  for 
the  prefent,  I  fhall  not  be  prevailed  on  to  give 
up  my  opinion. 

By  compound  frat^ures,  relieved  in  the  firft 
inftance,  I  nnderfland  cafes,  where  the  Sur- 
geon is  called  in  on  the  fpot,  in  two  or  three 
days,  or  before  the  fymptoms  of  depreffion 
come  in.

.  The  Son  of  one  Ryan,  a  farmer,  near  Broad- 
ford,  aged  about  fourteen,  had  the  left  parietal 
bone  miferably  fradlured,  by  a  kick  or  kicks 
of  an    horfe,   in  June,  1776.     He  was   next 
morning  vifited  by  an  apothecary  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, and  I  faw  him  the  morning  after. 
He  was  cool  and  colledled,  had    a  contufed 
wound,  and  the  bone  broke  in  two  places.  The 
bone  was  profoundly  depreffed  in  its  fuperior 
part,  and  beat  in  here  under  the  found  part.    I 
diredlly  made  room  for  the  inftrument,  which 
I  applied  to  the  edge  of  the  fradlure ;  foon  re- 
moved the  bone  in  its  vortex,  and  gave  room 
to  the  elevaWr  :  near  two  ounces  of  blood  fol- 
lowed the  elevation  of  the  bone,  but  it  had 
beenfo  much  funk  in,  that  the  mofl  elevated, 
part  of    the  fradlure   gave  way   tranfverfely, 
and  I  conje(5lured  the  piece  would  come  away.' 
It  did  fo,  in  the  courfe  of  fome  days.     I  found 

th^ 
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the  part  beyond  this  depreffion  free,  and  as 
the  boy  was  young,  I  ordered  fome  blood  from 
hiin  on  the  following  morning,  if  hot  or  refl- 
lefs  in  the  night.  I  never  vifited  this  formid- 
able fradlure  but  three  times  ;  the  boy  got 
fpeedily  well,  and  has  enjoyed  remarkable 
good  health  fince*

November  4,  1782,  I  was  requefled  by 
Mr.  Alderman  Widenham,  to  viiit  Patrick 
McCarthy,  a  farmer,  at  Corromore,  within  five 
miles  of  this  City.  The  evening  before,  re- 
turning from  market,  in  fome  difpute,  near 
the  town,  he  received  a  inoft  violent  blow  on 
the  right  fide  of  the  coronal,  which  produced 
an  extended  fradlure  with  great  depreffion. — 
He  was  taken  into  an  houfe,  about  two  miles 
from  town,  and  here  I  f^w  him.     The  wound 

was 
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t^as  but  fligHt,  the  pulfe  flow  and  regular,  and 
though  fenfiblc,  yet  he  feemed  inclined  to 
ftupor,  on  account  of  the  remarkable  deprefli- 
on,  and  the  extent  of  the  fradlure.  I,  on  the 
fpot,  intended  trepanning,  but  neither  himfelf 
or  his  friends,  would  fufFer  any  thing  to  be 
done,  till  he  reached  home.  In  vain  I  pointed 
out  the  neceffity  of  foi!ne  fpeedy  relief,  and 
the  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  the  delay* 
I  returned  to  town,  concluding  the  next  ac- 
count I  ihould  hear,  would  be  that  of  his 
death.  Early  next  morning.  Alderman  Wi- 
denham  called  on  me,  and  we  proceeded  to 
the  man's  houfe.  I  found  him  flill  more  hea- 
vy and  depreffed  than  the  preceding  day  ;  and 
on  removing  as  much  of  the  fcalp^  as  gave  li- 
berty to  the  inftrument  to  work,  I  proceeded 
diredlly  to  the  operation.  On  raifing  up  the 
part  depreffed,  the  weight  and  heavinefs  foon 
quitted  his  head.  The  bone  had  been  broke 
in  five  pieces,  mofl  of  which  I  conje(5lured 
would  come  away.  It  had  extended  to  the 
edge  of  the  parietal,  and  down  the  temple  at 
that  fide  ;  for,  befide  the  blows,  I  was  inform- 
R  ed, 


cd,  that  the  horfe  took  fright,  he  fell  off,  and> 
his  feet  flicking  in  the  flirrup,  he  was  dragged 
fome  diftance,  with  the  head  dafhing  againft 
the  ground.  The  fradlure  on  the  temple,  was 
the  furtheft  removed  from  the  perforation.-^- 
The  bone  was  byoke  into  two  diftinifl  pieces  ; 
the  largeft  above  an  inch  fquare,  but  the  flefh 
over  them,  perfedly  found  and  uninjured.  As 
I  found,  that  they  in  no  manner  prefTed  on  the 
brain,  though  eaffly  removable,  I  refolved  to 
let  them  remain  there  for  fome  time,  to  fee 
how  far  Nature  would  exert  herfelf,  to  bring 
about  a  re-union.  I  vifited  this  man  every 
day,  for  a  fortnight  after,  fo  can  fpeak  with 
more  certainty,  as  to  the  cafe.  Some  pieces  near 
the  perforation,  came  away  from  time  to  time, 
without  much  pain  or  trouble,  and  thetwo  in- 
ferior pieces  fhewed  no  tendency  to  coalefce^ 
On  the  contrary,  an  encreaiing  foetor  fhewed 
them  to  be  clearly  extraneous  ;  and  this  be- 
coming more  offeniive,  determined  me,  at  all 
events,  to  temove  them.  To  cut  away  the  in- 
teguments over  them,  would  leave  a  very  largcs 
quantity  of  the  dura-mater  bare,  and  add  t^ 
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tlie  danger  of  life  :  at  beft,  it  would  conlfdera- 
bly  retard  the  cure.  Should  I  attempt  to  ex-. 
tracfl  them,  without  removing  the  flefh,  linufes 
might  probably  form,  and  I  then  Ihould  te 
obliged  to  do  at  lad,  what  ought  to  have  been 
done  at  firft.  It  was,  however,  the  mildefl 
mode,  and  I  determined  to  adopt  it.  I  paffed 
a  round  iharp-pointed  fcalpel,  between  the 
bones  and  the  pericranium,  which  I  eafily  fe- 
parated  from  each  other,  without  the  fmalleft 
interference  with  the  fcalp,  and  with  a  forceps 
extra(5led  the  two  pieces.  The  cavity,  I  filled 
up  lightly  with  foft  lint,  fecured  by  threads.— 
At  every  fucceeding  dreiTmg,  I  lefTened  the 
quantity ;  and  the  fixth  day,  from  the  removal 
of  the  bones,  I  put  no  drcHing  whatever,  be- 
tween the  dura-mater  and  fcalp,  but  placed 
fome  foft  lint  outfide,  covered  with  adhefive 
plaifter  to  keep  it  fteady,  and  a  light  bandage. 
In  three  days,  there  was  a  perfed  union  of  the 
parts  ;  and  this  man,  though  almoft  the  entire 
coronal  of  the  right  fide  was  fra^ured,  and  a 
good  deal  of  it  removed,  yet  got  as  complete 
and  as  fpeedy  a  cure,  as  ever  1  remember  !

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This  cafe,  and  the  mode  of  bringing  about 
the  union  of  the  parts,  by  a  bold  attempt,  and 
I  think  unexaropled  in  the  Hlflorj  of  Surgery, 
merits  the  ferious  attention  of  every  good  and 
humane  pracflit loner.

William  Connell,  Cooper,  aged  about 
27,  a  flout,  flrong  man,  being  in  company  with 
others,  on  the  night  of  the  19th  of  March, 
178^,  at  a  pubhc-houfe,  a  quarrel  arofe  be- 
tween two  of  them,  and  Connell  feeing  one  of 
them  infinitely  flrongerthan  the  other,  ruflied 
between,  difengaged  the  man,  and  pinioned 
the  other  againfl  the  wall,  till  his  antagonifl 
would  make  his  efcape.  Inflead  of  this,  he 
feized  on  a  large  kitchen  tongs,  and  levelled 
a  terrible  blow  at  his  adverfary ;  but  falling 
Ihortof  him,  Connell  received  its  whole  force 

on 
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on  the  middle  of  the  left  parietal  bone.  It 
bled  freely,  and  was  dreffed  with  lint  and 
.  brandy,  covered  by  fome  plaifter.  On  the 
23d,  I  was  called  in.  I  found  a  wound  of 
about  two  inches  long,  with  pale  uninflamed 
lips,  and  a  confiderable  fradure,  with  great  de- 
preflion.  He  was  compofed,  and  very  col- 
lected, his  pulfe  flow,  but  a  very  marked  in- 
termiflion,  at  every  20  or  25  llrokes.  The 
operation,  however,  was  the  only  chance  he 
had  for  life  5  and  on  the  fpot,  I  removed  as 
much  of  the  fcalp  to  the  edge  of  the  depreffi- 
on,  as  would  admit  the  crown  of  the  trephine. 
It  bled  very  little,  and  there  feemed  to  be  a 
kind  of  a,  vis  inertia;  in  the  parts,  that  boded 
|io  good,  I  told  the  people,  at  all  events,  that 
I  would  trepan  him  next  morning,  if  in  any 
tolerable  condition.  I  did  ib^  raifed  the  de- 
prefTed  parts,  and  found  the  fradure  more 
complicated  and  extended,  than  I  at  firll 
thought.  I  directed  for  him  the  faline  julep, 
with  tincture  of  bark,  and  a  fmall  quantity  of 
thebaic  tincflure.  Still  the  intermiffion  in  the 
pvilfe  continued,  with  great  lownefs  and  dejec- 
R  3  tion 
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tlon  of  fpirlts.  I  diredled  gruel,  with  wine, 
for  his  diet.  The  25th,  he  was  more  com- 
pofed,  the  laudanum  adling  the  part  I  propofed, 
not  as  an  opiate,  bat  a  fedative*  On  opening 
the  fore,  I  removed  two  bits  of  bone  (onei 
pretty  confiderable)  that  lay  under  the  de- 
prefTed  parts,  totally  detached*  I  covered  the 
dreflings  with  a  comprefs,  wet  in  fpirits,  and 
diredled  at  times,  draughts  of  light  wine- 
whey,  with  a  continuance  of  his  julep,  as  the 
low^nefs  and  interniiflion  ftill  continued.  ,  The 
•26th,  the  dura-mater  was  a  good  deal  difco- 
lored,  and  the  next  morning  quite  black. — 
Though  all  thefe  fymptoms  were  the  moft  un- 
promifing,  yet  I  had  in  an  hundred  inftances, 
f^en  the  dura-mater  difcolored,  and  afterwards 
refume  its  natural  colour,  v/ithout  any  alarm- 
ing appearance  ;  but  then,  indeed,  in  all  them 
cafes,  there  was  no  marked  intermiffion  in  the 
pulfe,  as  in  the  prefent.  The  patient  had  a 
very  good  charader.  By  his  trade  and  ceconomy 
he  fupported  his  mother  and  two  fillers,  and  I 
felt  myfelf  the  more  interefled  in  his  recoveryr 
I  now  diredled  the  bark  to  be  given  in  fub- 

flance« 
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ftance,  laid  doffils,  fqueezed  out  of  the  balf. 
traumat.  to  the  membranes,  ajid  ordered  a 
more  enlarged  diet.  When  I  mentioned  ftrong 
Ijind  feafoned  broths,  the  people  feemed  fright- 
ened ;  but  more  fo,  when  I  told  them,  that  if 
pnce,  or  twice  in  the  day,  he  found  himfelf 
low,  and  preferred  half  a  pint  of  porter  to 
wine-whey,  he  might  fafely  take  it.  He  how- 
ever, preferred  the  wine  whey,  as,  I  fuppofe, 
having  a  niore  medical  appearance,  In  fome 
days  after,  a  very  large  portion  of  the  bone 
came  away,  I  ufed  not  the  fmalleft  violence 
to  extradl  it,  I  faw  Nature  w-^s  doing  her  own 
bufinefs  ;  and  when  removed,  not  the  frnall- 
fft  drop  of  blood  followed.  Though  ^he  pulfe 
were  much  mended,  yet  he  complained  at 
times  of  head-ach,  and  pain  between  the  eyes. 
The  dura-mater,  and  bone  began  to  cover, 
with  a  loofe  fungous  fleih.  I  fprinkled  lightly 
the  parts  vvith  levigated  precipitate,  and  drefTed 
with  dry  lint  only.  A  fmall  piece  of  bone 
now  came  away.  From  the  12th  of  April,  I 
viiited  him  but  twice  a  week  ;  and  in  the 
eourfe  of  fix  weelcs  from  the  injury,  he  got  a 
?:ompkte  cjare, 

Though 
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Though  this  man's  fymptoms  from  the  be^^ 
ginning,  carried  a  moft  formidable  appear- 
ance ;  yet,  I  think  it  mufl  be  acknowledged, 
that  the  freedom  I  recommended,  in  point  of 
diet,  muil  have  had  a  remarkable  good  efFedl. 
What  the  contrafl  between  this,  and  the  French 
mode  of  treatment !  But  I  would  afk  any 
man  of  prpfefTional  abilities,  united  with  na- 
tive good  fenfe,  if  warm  antifeptic  medicines, 
are  necefTary  ip.  certain  diforders ;  wliether  a 
correfponding  nutritive  diet,  is  not  compati- 
ble ?  If  not,  there  mvift  be  a  great  error  in  the 
whole  proceeding  !  But  I  ana  perfuaded,  that 
if  the  culinary  bufinefs  of  the  fick,  kept  pace 
with  a  judicious  feledlion  of  medicines,  much 
greater  benefits  would  arife  to  the  public.

'  Ryan,  body-fervant  to  Mr.  Devon- 
fliire,  of  the  county  of  Cork,  fell  into  idle 
company,  the  night  of  the  nth  of  July,  at 
the  races  of  Loughmore,  near  this  City,  and 
was  very  feverely  treated.  He  was  brought 
early  next  morning  to  a  gentleman's  houfe, 
about  two  miles  from  town,  and  I  was  foon  af- 
ter fent  for.  He  had  received  feveral  wounds, 
one  in  particular,  on  the  pofterior  part  of  the 
parietal  bone,  and  juft  connecfled  with  the  oc- 
cipital, on  which  alfo,  there  was  a  wound, 
and  an  undeprefTed  fracflure.  The  fradlured 
part  of  the  parietal  was  greatly  deprefled,  and 
extended  a  cpnfiderable  way,  and  the  moft  de- 
prefled part  was,  in  a  manner,  wedged  in  un- 
ider  the  found  bone,  and  jufl  verging  on  the 
future.  Seeing  the  fituation  of  the  fradlure, 
and  dreading  the  confequenccs  of  the  opera- 
pon,  fituatedajid  circumftanced  as  it  was,  I 
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told  his  mafler,  the  neceffity  there  was,  foF 
calling  in  more  affiflance.  That  the  mat^ 
fhould  be  fent  to  town,  for  the  greater  conve-  *- 
nience,  and  I  pitched  on  Mr.  M'Knight,  whofe 
profeflional  abilities  I  had  been  fo  long  ac*t 
quainted  with,  to  aflift  me  on  the  occafion.--T; 
He  was  fent  accordingly  ;  and  tl>e  next  morn- 
ing I  removed  the  integuments,  and  fet  tq 
work,  adjoining  xb^Q  part  fb  flrongly  prefTe^ 
in.  But  though  I  gpt  the  elevator  under  thi§ 
depreiTed  part,  and  removed  fome  detached 
bits  of  bone,  yet  I  could  not  raife  them  to  neai;" 
their  level.  However,  the  dura-mater  wa^^ 
greatly  freed,  and  a9  a  good  deal  of  blood 
flowed  from  the  aperture,  we  concluded,  tha'| 
in  two  or  three  days^  they  would  be  eafier. 
difen^aged,  when  a  kind  of  fuppuration  was 
eflablifhedj  otherwife,  to  proceed  to  a  new  oper* 
ration.  It  turned  out,  as  we  predicated  ;  and 
the  third  day,  the  entire  piece  came  away.  The 
dura-mater  appeared  much  difcolored,  and 
verging  to  blacknefs.  He  took  an  infuHon  of 
the  bark,  but  his  pulfe  being  fuller  and 
quicker,  thaii  I  have  generally  obferved,  h^ 

was 


was  bled  in  two  hours  after,  and  again  next 
morning  ;  and  after  each  bleeding,  it  ap- 
peared confiderably  buffed  and  inflamed — 
probably  occalioned  by  cold,  as  he  had  re- 
mained two  or  three  hours  expofed  •  to  the 
open  air,  after  the  injury.  Things  went  on 
very  well  for  fome  days  after  j  but  he  was 
then  feized  with  a  fevere  head-ach,  pain  in 
his  back,  and  retention  of  urine.  Bleeding 
was  again  recurred  to,  and  it  appeared  ftill 
buffed  and  inflamed !  Stupes  were  applied 
to  his  belly;  and  he  took  tlie  faline  mix- 
ture, with  tin6inre  of  fenna,  fp.  nitri  dulc. 
fyr.  de  althea,  and  forty  drops  of  the  tin<3:. 
thebaic,  two  table-fpoonfuls  every  two  hours, 
till  relief  was  procured.  In  three  days  af- 
ter, the  retention  of  urine  returned,  and  was 
effecSlually  removed.  However,  the  head-ach 
continued ;  and  a  large  blifter  was  applied 
between  the  flioulders.  He  got  foon  after 
well,  and  returned  to  Cork.  Since  then  he 
called  two  or  three  times  to  my  houfe,  exnrefs- 
pg  with  great  feelingnefs  his  obligations. 

The 
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The  many  and  anomalous  fymptoms  attend-^ 
ing  this  cafe,  and  fo  different  from  what 
I  had  before  met  with,  merit  great  atten^ 
tion,  I  have  laid  down  as  clear  as  I  was 
able,  the  general  mode,  I  would  recom- 
mend in  fradlures.  I  have  condemned  the 
free  ufe  of  bleeding,  low  diet,  and  other 
evacuations  ;  but  every  pradlitioner,  endows 
ed  with  clear,  plain  intelledls,  will  quickly 
perceive,  that  thei;*e  will  be  ever  particu- 
lar exceptions  to  general  rules.  If  I  cen- 
fured  evacuations  in  the  preceding  cafes, 
it  was,  becaufe  their  neceflity  was  not  ap-! 
parent.  If  I  was  free,  and  a  little  fever© 
in  their  uie,  in  the  prefent  inftance,  it 
was,  becaufe  their  neceflity  might  be  i^Qtn 
with  half  an  eye.  The  prefent,  and  the 
mofl  alarming  fymptoms,  fliould  ever  oc- 
cupy our  firft  thoughts.  The  flate  of 
inflammation  in  his  blood,  might  have 
carried  off  this  man  in  a  fhort  time,  if 
not  foon  remedied,  notwithflanding  the 
apprehenfions     from     the     confeq^uence     of 
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the  fradlure  were  removed/  The  fucceed- 
ing  retention  of  urine,  might  prove  equally- 
fatal,  if  not  particularly  attended  to  ;  and 
the  remaining  head-ach  would  be  very 
troublefome,  but  for  the  application  of  the 
bliflen

X  HE  Symptoms  of  a  depreffed  bone,  being 
cffe(flually  eftablifhed ;  the  bufinefs  of  this 
Chapter  is,  to  recite  the  fuccefsful  treatment  of 
compound  fradlures  unrelieved  in  the  firft  iil- 
ftance,  and  to  encourage  Surgeons,  not  to  be 
backward  in  their  aififtance,  in  cafes  of  this 
^lafs,  however  defperate  and  unpromifing.

Dempsey,  a  journeyman  whip- 


maker,  in  May,  1772,  in  a  riot,  with  feme 
foldiers,  received  fome  fevere  wounds  on  the 
head  with  a  fabre  ;  one  in  particular,  on  th^ 
coronal  bone,  of  about  three  inches  long, 
which  divided  the  bone,  pafTed  through  the 
membranes,  and  wounded  the  fubflance  of  the 
brain — He  had  befides  a  very  extended  frac- 
ture, with  deprefTion,  on  the  Ude  of  the  left  pa- 
rietal. For  fome  days,  he  went  on  quiet  and 
eafy,  with  thefe  formidable  injuries,  being 
clear  and  col]e(5led,  with  fcarce  any  fever  ;  but 
the  confequences  of  depreffion  began  to  appear. 
On  the  night  of  the  9th  day,  he  grew  chill 
and  heavy.  Next  morning  the  fymptoms  en- 
creafed,  with  weight  and  pain  in  the  head.  A 
lethargic  tendency  came  on  at  night ;  and  I 
was  next  day,  requefled  in  charity  to  vifit  this 
man,  when  I  obtained  the  above  information. 

I  diredlly 
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I  diredlly  Icalped,  to  make  room  for  the  in- 
flrument,  which  was  the  largeil  crown  I  had. 
The  deprefled  parts  were  raifed.  The  fymp- 
toms  foon  died  away ;  very  many  pieces  of  the 
bone,  came  away  from  time  to  time  ;  the  in- 
cifive  wound  of  the  fkull  and  membranes 
healed  kindly,  and  he  got  a  fpeedy  and  lafting 
cure.  This  man,  I  am  told,  has  carried  on  for 
many  years  pafl,  bufinefs  for  himfelf  in 
DubUn.

Patrick  Cureen,  a  Pablican  of  Tulla,  in 
the  county  of  Clare,  in  the  beginning  of  May, 
1775,  received  violent  and  repeated  blows  of 
a.  loaden  whip  on  the  left  parietal  bone,  which 
produced  a  very  extended   frad:ure.     It    was 
not  accompanied  with  a  wound  j  fo,  as  he  was 
qompofed  and  colledted,  little  was  made  of  it. 
However,  in  the  courfe  of  fome  days,  fymp- 
toms  of  a  deprefled  bone  began   to    appear. 
He  grew  dull,  complained  of  weight  in  that 
fide  of  the  head,  with  pain  and  head-ach  ;  he 
dozed  a  deal,  and  at  times  feemed  flupidj  flight 
fpafms  followed  ;  and  on  the  ijth  day  I  was 
called  in.   Tho'  a  flight  fludluation  was  fenfible 
to  the  touch,  yet  the  depreffion  of  the  bone  could 
be  feen  with  a  fingle  glance  of  the  eye,  and  a 
very  confiderable  and  extended  one  it  was  ! 
I  inflantly  removed  as  much  of  the  integu- 
ments, as  made  room  for  the  inftrument.  The 
S  blcedincr 
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bleeding  was  uncommonly  fmart,  but  by  the 
fleacly  preiTure  of  the  fingers  of  an  affiftant,  it 
was  fo  far  maflered,  that  I  was  able  to  proceed 
to  the  operation,  and  raifed  up  the  deprefTed 
parts.  Some  loofe  detached  pieces  of  the. 
bone  I  removed,  and  on  the  fpot,  he  was  fen- 
fibly  relieved*  The  fra6lure  extended  very 
far,  comprehending  in  it  feveral  pieces  ;  how- 
ever, as  the  prellure  was  removed,  I  was  fatis- 
fied  that  the  objedl  of  the  operation  was  effec- 
tually anfwered  ;  and  that  fuch  pieces  as  were 
not  difpofed  to  reunite,  would  be  eafily  re- 
moved. I  left  dire<5lions  with  an  handy  man 
in  the  town  to  drefs  him.  I  never  faw  him 
after,  till  the  following  affizes  of  Ennis,  where 
bufmefs  called  me.  This  man  appeared  to 
profegute,  with  ample  teflimonies  of  the  out- 
rage— namely,  a  thin  and  extended  cicatrice 
on  the  head ;  and  a  large  parcel  of  pieces  of 
bone  papered  in  his  pocket.  My  appearance 
was  of  fom.e  ufe  to  him,  as  the  aggreffors  ima- 
gined I  was  to  be  called  on  in  Court,  fo  they 
expeditioufly  compounded  the  affair  with  him.

IN  May,  1779,  Patrick  Kelly,  a  cabinet- 
maker, fefiding  near  Tulla,  in  a  difpute,  re- 
ceived repeated  blows  of  the  rail  of  a  car  on  the 
left  parietal,  which  produced  a  very  extended 
fradlure,  with  a  flight  wotind  of  the  integu- 
ments* He  was  for  fome  days  attended  by 
a  young  man  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  had 
been  Surgeon's  mate  to  a  marching  regiment. 
In  the  courfe  of  about  ten  days,  the  ufual 
fymptoms  of  a  depreffed  bone  appeared  ;  and 
when  I  faw  him,  which  was  the  14th  day 
from  the  injury,  he  was  comatous,  greatly  op- 
prelTed,  and  fo  languid,  that  I  apprehended 
every  attempt  to  relieve  him  would  be  ufe- 
lefs.  My  firfh  ideas  were  to  return  to  town 
direcSlly,  without  doing  any  thing.  However, 
reflecting  on  the  great  refources  of  nature, 
that  I  had  received  the  people's  money,  and 
that  it  was  my  indifpenfable  duty,  after  mak- 
ing an  honefl:  prognoflic,  to  leave  nothing  nn-

done,  to  afFord  a  chance  for   life,  I  fixed  mf 
refolution.     I  told  his   friends  what  I  really 
thought  ;  but  as  I  was    on   the  fpot,    I  was 
ready  and  willing  to  do  what  lay  in  my  power 
for  him  ;  that  there  feemed  to  be  a  moral  cer- 
tainty, that  every  effort  would  prove  ufelefs, 
and  that  I  would   fubjecft  myfelf  to   ail  thefe 
hazards,  provided  they  threw  no  cenAires  on 
me,  on  the  event  of  want  of  fuccefs.    They 
feemed  ftruck  with  my  declaration  ;  applauded 
my  feelings,  and  begged  I  would    go  about 
the  bulinefs.     I    did  fo,  raifed  the   depreiled 
parts,  and  was  fatisfied  from  the  nature  of  the 
injury,  the  extenfivenefs  of  the  fradture,   and 
the  many    pieces    in    which  the     bone   was 
broke,  that  if  he  recovered,  it  would  be  by  a 
lofs  of  a  great  part  of  the  parietal.  Immediately 
after  the  operation,  the  man  opened  his  eyes, 
knew  me,  and  faid  he  had  great  confidence  in 
a  recovery,  fince  I  had  come  to  his  relief.     I 
left  diredions,  as    to  his   diet ;  to  be  by  no 
means  kept  low,  to  take  fagoe  or  gruel,  with 
wine,  and  feafoUed  broth.     I  ordered  an  infu- 
fion  of  the  bark,   with  valerian  j  and  as  the 

dura- 
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clura-mater  was  brownifli,  to  imbibe  the  dof^ 
ills  lightly,  in  the  balf.  traumat.     Still  I  had 
little  or  no  hopes  of  him.     In  eight  days  after, 
I   was  again  called  to   him.     He  was  much 
mended  in   his    conftitution,  the   dura-mater 
was  better  coloured,  but  I  found  a  confiderable 
piece  of  the  bone  loofe,  which  I  eafily  removed 
•^ith  my  forceps.     Next  day  he  perceived  a 
weaknefs  in  the  neck,  and  in  the  arm  of  the 
pppofite  fide  ;  and  by  night,  it  attacked  that 
entire  extremity.     In    a  few  days  after,   two 
more  pieces  were  removed,  and  again  a  third. 
He  laboured  under  thi^   partial  paralyfis  for 
fifteen  days,  and  after  this  gradually  recovered. 
fie  called  upon  me  the  latter  end  of  July,  pre- 
vious to  the  afGzes  of  Ennis,   to  carry   with 
him  a  certificate  of  the  fadls,  with  the  many 
bones  he  ioft,  to  produce  in  court.    The  cica- 
trice was  every  where  firm  ;  and  his  recovery 
"^as  as  extraordinary,  as  it  was  unexpecled  !

John  Canny,  aged  about  twenty,  rending 
at  Fiacal,  in  the  county  of  Clare,  received  the 
2^d  of  January,  1784,  a  violent  blow  on  the 
fide  of  the  head.  The  Ikin  was  not  broke,  fo 
it  was  not  attended  to  ;  but,  however,  in  fome 
days,  he  grew  dull  and  heavy,  quitted  hi$ 
work,  and  took  to  his  bed.  In  fine,  he  be- 
came ilupid  and  lethargic.  His  landlord, 
Mr.  M'Namara,  of  Ail,  hearing  his  fituation, 
lent  off  an  exprefs  to  me.  I  faw  him  on  the 
fixth  of  February.  I  found  partly  on  thq  co^ 
Tonal,  and  partly  on  the  parietal  of  the  left 
fide,  a  tumor,  a  little  elevated,  containing 
fome  fluid,  I  opened  it,  through  its  extent, 
and  found,  on  clearing  the  parts,  bare  bone$ 
fradlured,  the  future  or  union  of  both,  being 
the  center  of  the  fradlure  and  deprefTion.  I 
applied  the  largeft  crown  I  had  on  the  future, 
at  the  edge  of  the  fradlure.    I  found  no  more 

difficulty 
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difficulty  or  obflrudion  to  the  operation  here, 
than  I  would  on  any  other  part  of  the  head,  nor 
any  adhefion  of  the  bone  to  the  finus.  I  had 
a  pretty  confiderable  colle(5lion  of  blood  under 
the  fradlure,  which  I  carefully  abforbed,  and 
removed  fome  detached  bits  of  bone,  and 
raifed  others  to  their  level.  By  this  bold, 
and  indeed,  fafe  operation,  I  faved  this  man 
from  others,  which  muft  have  been  performed 
on  both  fides  the  futures,  I  heard  no  more 
of  him,  till  the  beginning  of  the  following 
April,  when  he  brought  me  a  letter  from  Mr. 
M'Namara,  requefling  an  attefted  certificate 
of  his  cafe,  to  lay  before  the  Judges,  at  the 
Ennis  Afiizes,

November  i,  1784,  Mr.  O'Brien,  of  Crate- 
loe,  requefled  I  would  vifit  Dennis  Molloney, 
aged  about  twenty,  who  the  20th  of  the  pre- 
ceding month,  had  received  a  wound  on  the 
left  lide  of  the  coronal  bone,  about  two  inches 
above  the  orbit.  It  bled  freely  at  the  time,  and 
cur  people  paying  little  attention  to  confider- 
nble  injuries,  he  was  abroad  next  day,  with  his 
head  bound  up,  and  continued  to  work  for 
fome  days,  but  he  had  not  his  ufual  vigour 
and  fpirits.  His  heavinefs  encreaied,  as  well 
as  weight  in  his  head.  The  28th,  he  quitted 
his  work ;  and  the  next  day  took  to  his  bed. 
I  found  him  very  heavy,  with  a  llrong  ten- 
dency to  doze,  but  yet  fenfible.  The  pulfe, 
as  is  generally  the  cafe,  nearly  regular  and 
even.  The  bone  was  laid  bare,  and  greatly 
depreffed.  There  was  alfo,  to  all  appearance, 
a  flight  contufion  a  little  higher  up,  which  was 
^  ,        fcarce 
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fcarce  noticed.  I  dire(5lly  removed  the  inte- 
guments to  the  edge  of  the  depreffion,  but 
not  having  my  treparning  inftruments,  I  de- 
iired  he  might  be  fent  to  town  that  night,  or 
next  niorning,  the  diiiance  being  about  four 
miles.  However  he  did  not  make  his  appear- 
ance 'till  the  third  day,  and  then  I  trepanned 
him,  Drs.  Unthank  and  Shearer  being  prefent, 
and  raifed  the  depreiTed  parts.  The  dura- 
mater  was  difcoloured,  but  things,  as  ufual, 
were  coming  about.  In  fome  days,  I  noticed 
the  pericranium  not  to  be  adhering  to  the 
bone,  at  fome  diftance  above  the  fracture,  my 
probe  having  a  free  palTage  between.  I  opened 
the  parts,  and  found  where  the  feemingly 
ilight  contuiion  was,  a  regular  fradure,  with 
a  flight  depreffion,  yet  as  he  had  no  new  fymp- 
poms,  and  the  opening  already  made,  being  a 
kind  of  drain  to  it,  I  put  off  any  other  opera- 
tion from  day  to  day,  knowing  how  great  the 
refources  of  nature  are,  and  that  I  had  always 
the  power  to  recur  to  it,  when  unavoidable. 
He  took  a  cold  infufion  of  the  bark,  with  fweet 
elixir  of  vitriol.     FunguiTes  arofe  from  day  to 

day 
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day  over  this  part,  and  were  reprefTed  by  the 
lunar  cauflic ;  figns  of  coalefcence  in  fome 
time  appeared,  and  he  went  home,  completely 
recovered  in  fix  weeks,  without  any  furthej* 
operation.

William  Lahy,  a  tall  thin  man,  aged 
about  forty,  received  a  violent  blow  of  the 
handle  of  a  large  kitchen  tongs,  on  the  upper 
and  middle  part  of  the  right  parietal  bone. — ■ 
The  confequence  was  an  extended  fradlure, 
with  confiderable  depreffion,  and  a  flight 
wound.  This  happened  near  Nenagh,  and 
about  tvv^enty  miles  from  this  city,  on  the  2d. 
of  June,  1788.  Fie  remained  in  the  country 
till  the  14th,  when  he  came  to  town,  recom- 
mended to  me.  He  prefented  himfelf  with 
more  Jang-froid  and  floicity,  than  can  be  well 

conceived, 
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conceived.     He  had  rode  to  town  that  morn- 
ing, was  quite  clear  and  coileded,  and  feemed 
not  to  have  the  fmalleil   fymptoin  of  a   de~ 
prefled  bone.     The  fradlure  Hoped  from  above 
downwards,  and  the  lower  extremity  was  beat 
under  the  found  bone.     It  alfo  flretched  from 
both  fides  of  this   depreffion.     They  took    a 
lodging  near  me,   and    coniidering  the   man 
heated  by   his    ride,  I  judged  it   prudent,  to 
attempt  no  operation  'till  next  morning.     Ac- 
cordingly in  the  prefence  of  a  couple  of  gen- 
tlemen, I  removed  the  ilefli,  to  make  way  for 
the   inftrument,     A  fmart  hsemorrhagy  took 
place,  which  was  not   eafily  maflered.     The 
operation  fucceeded,  and  on  removing  the  bone 
engaged   in    the   trephine,   an   artery  played 
from  the  fide  of  the  opening  like  a  fountain  ! 
This  was  a  phasnomencn  I  had  never  met  be- 
fore, but  being  always  cool  and  collected,  and 
more  fo,  on  any  fudden  or  alarming  danger,  I 
dire(5lly  mentioned  to  the  gentlemen,  a  couple 
of  inftances  I  had  met  in  difTedlion,  where  a 
qonfiderable  branch  of  an  artery,  which  moftly 
forms  a  groove  for  itfelf  in  the  internal  part  of 

the 
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the  parietal  bone,  had,  inftead  of  this,  palTed 
between  the  two  tables  qf  that  bone  ;  and,  of 
courfe,  in  a  fimilar  cafe,  in  trepanning,  this 
artery  nauft  be  divided.  It  was  precifely  here 
the  cafe  ;  fo  without  the  leaft  confuiion  or  em- 
baraffment,  I  appHed  foft  lint  over  this  jet  du 
fang^  which  by  gentle  preffure  was  foon  re- 
{trained,  and  with  the  elevator,  raifed  the 
parts  deprelied.  In  the  afternoon,  he  was 
feized  fuddenly  v»rith  violent  tremors,  fuc- 
ceeded  by  burning  heat  j  and  \yhen  \l  faw 
Lim,  which  w^as  foon  after,  his  pulfe  were  rapi4 
and  irregular.  I  however  faw  the  forces 
llrong,  and  judging  that  it  would  terminate 
in  a  diaphoreiis,  I  diredled  draughts  of  light 
wine  whey,  with  the  faline  mixture,  in  which 
were  a  few  drops  of  laudanum.  A  profufe 
fweat  accordingly  fupervened,  and  h^  was 
lighter  and  better  in  the  morning.  How- 
ever, a  flrong  fmell  from  the  fore,  made  me 
open  it  dire(5lly.  There  was  a  pretty  confi- 
derable  difcliarge  of  grumous  blood,  mixed 
with  pus  ;  and  the  dura-mater  and  the  wound 
looked  badly,  particularly  the  former,  which 

wa§ 
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Was  quite  black.  Doffils  prefTed  out  of  half* 
traumat.  were  applied  to  the  membrane,  and 
the  ufual  topics  to  the  reft  of  the  fore.  I  had 
often  before  feen  the  dura-mater  much  difco- 
loured,  after  a  deprelTed  fradure  remaining 
long  unrelieved,  and  gradually  re-aiTume  its 
native  appearance,  without  any  alarming 
fymptoms  ;  nor  fliould  I  have  been  mucli 
alarmed  at  the  prefent  afpe(ft,  but  for  the 
tremors  preceding  it,  which  I  feared  might 
terminate  in  abfcefs.  He  took  a  cold  infuiion 
of  the  bark,  and  was  by  no  means  kept  low 
in  point  of  diet  ;  being  allowed  fagoe  and 
^ruel,  with  wine,  broth  feafoned,  and  at  times 
wine-whey.  From  day  to  day,  for  feventeen 
days — for  fo  long  he  remained  under  my  care 
— fcales  and  fplints  of  bone  were  removed  ; 
the  dura-mater  alTumed  its  natural  appear- 
ance, the  fore  gradually  contraded,  and  the 
furface  of  it  fcarce  exceeded  the  fize  of  a 
fhilling  ! 

"the  facility,  with  which  the  deprefled  parts 
were  raifed,  and  indeed,  in  part  removed  ;   the 

fmall 
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fmall  quantity  of  fcalp  that  was  deftroyed, 
and  the  expedition  of  the  cure^  fufiiciently 
point  the  advantages  of  making  your  perfora^ 
tion  on  the  edge  of  the  mod  deprefled  part  of 
the  bone,  and  of  being  provident  in  your  dif^ 
pofal  of  the  integuments*

I  was  requefled  by  Br.  Keating  to  vilit  a 
lad,  beyond  Newport,  in  the  county  of  Tip- 
perary,  whof^  fkull  it  was  fufpedled  had  been 
fradlured ;  but  previous  bufinefs  then  pre^ 
vented  me,  fo  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  a  young  Sur- 
geon of  this  city,  vifited  him.  In  eight  days', 
he  called  upon  me,  for  my  advice,  and  afTii^ 
tance  in  this  cafe — I  found  a  conliderable  frac*- 
ture,  with  a  very  extended  depreflion  on  the 
middle  of  the  left  parietal.  A  perforation  of 
the  bone  had  been  very  properly  made,  but  it 

failed 
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failed  of  its  eiFe6l.  In  fliort,  the  boy  laboured 
under  all  the  fymptoms  of  a  depreffed  bone, 
and  thefe  encreafing.  Speedy  rehef  was  much 
wanting.  I  found  the  fcalp  formed  no  adhe- 
fion  with  the  bone,  the  whole  extent  of  the 
depreflion;  and  that  it  was  necefTary  to  re- 
move a  good  deal  of  this,  to  come  at  the 
fource  of  the  complaint,  for  the  elevator  had 
no  efFedl  whatever.  It  appeared,  that  the  ex- 
tremity of  the  depreiTion  wag  wedged  under 
the  inferior  parts  of  the  parietal,  and  the  cafe 
was  rendered  flill  more  complex,  by  a  frefh 
fracflure  at  the  edge  of  this  laft;  which  covered 
the  other.  There  was  a  confiderable  fiffure 
here.  I  pafTed  through  it  the  handle  of  a 
fpatula,  and  this,  in  a  little  time,  gave  room 
to  the  elevator.  This  piece  was  entirely  re- 
moved. There  was  nothing  now  to  impede 
the  elevation  of  the  other  bone.  It  was  ac- 
cordingly raifed,  and  a  large  triangular  piece; 
removed.  Much  blood  lay  underneath,  and 
when  the  dura-mater  was  cleared,  I  found  on 
it  two  fplints,  and  a  piece  of  the  bone,  an  inch 
long,  and  four   lines  broad,   totally  feparated 

from 
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from  the  fradlure,  and  prefling  hard  on  the 
membranes  !  the  dura-mater  was  difcoloured ; 
but  on  the  inflant,  he  grew  fenfibly  lighter 
and  better.  I  faw  him  no  more ;  but  Mr. 
Fitzgerald,  who  paid  him  fome  more  vifits, 
gave  me  an  account  of  the  progrefs  of  the 
cure  ;  but  he  was  a  long  time  before  the  bone 
vfas  completely  covered,  on  account  of  the 
g.  eat  lofs  of  fubftance.

John    Halloran,   aged    about   nineteen, 
was  admitted  into  the  Hofpital  May  Xo,  1765. 
He  had  an  abfcefs,  about  the  iize  of  a  fmall 
apple,  on  the  fuperior  part  of  the  right  parietal 
bone,  which  I  opened  next  morning.    A  large 
quantity  of  well-conditioned  pus  difcharged, 
but  it    having  been  of  a   long  ftanding,  and 
the  fcalp  over  it  ill- coloured,  and  quite  hol- 
low, I  removed  the  difeafed  parts,  which  was 
done  with  little   pain,    the   flefh   being   foft, 
flabby,  and  in  a  mannei'  infenfible.    But  what 
was  my  furprize  upon  clearing  the  parts,  when 
I  found  a  circular  opening  in  the  bone,  of  the 
fize  of  half-a-crown  I  the  dura-mater  was  co- 
vered with  matter,  and  very  foul.     After  ab- 
forbing  this  pus,  I  found    an  ill-conditioned 
fungus  rife,  which  almoit   filled   the     cavity 
made  by  the  bone.    This,  on  the  fpot,  I  fprink- 
led  freely  v/ith  pulvis   angelicus.— It  is   com- 

pofed 
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pofed  of  equal  parts  of  roch  allum  snd  preci* 
jpitate^  rubbed  into  fine  powder.  I  continued 
the  fame  application  with  lint  and  plaifter, 
from  day  to  day,  'till  this  fungus  was  reduced  j 
and  the  wound  healed  as  kindly,  as  if  he  had 
been  really  trepanned  !  The  acccount  he  gave 
me  of  the  caufe  of  this  uncommon  phseno- 
mienon,  was  as  follows  5  About  1 2  months 
before,  his  mafter  gave  him  a  violent  blow 
of  a  cudgel,  precifely  on  the  fpot  defcribed ; 
and  he  fell  fenfelefs  on  the  ground,  but  foon 
recovered,  after  puking  a  little.  No  wound, 
or  fign  of  contufion  followed,  but  a  flight 
fwelling  remained*  About  ten  days  after  he 
complained  of  a  heavinefs  and  pain  in  the 
head,  darting  to  his  eyes.  He  at  times  grew 
drowzy  and  flupid.  He  quitted  his  fervice 
and  went  home.  He  after  this  was  bled  twice 
in  the  arm,  and  once  in  the  foot,  but  at  differ^ 
ent  periods*  He  was  bliftered  between  the 
fhoulders,  and  took  fome  opening  phyfic*  At 
length  the  tumor  arofe,  already  defcribed,  and 
even  this  afforded  him  little  eafe,  till  opened ^ 
tnd  the  fungous  excrefcence  deftroyed.  In 
T  2  about 
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about  nine  months  after,  I  attended  a  young 
woman  in  Killaloe,  for  a  fimilar  complaint, 
and  proceeding  from  a  fimilar  caufe  !

Peter  Bulkeley,  about  twenty-three 
years  old,  was  thrown  from  his  horfe.  His 
forehead  ftruck  againfl  a  projecfling  flone, 
which  caufed  a  confiderable  contufion,  but 
without  any  wound.  It  was  covered  with  a 
comprefs,  wet  in  fpirits,  and  the  man  conti- 
nued his  ufual  employ,  which  was  that  of 
horfe-rider.  In  the  courfe  of  ten  or  twelve 
days,  he  grew  heavy,  his  ftomach  fickened, 
and  he  tried  to  relieve  himfelf  by  a  puke.  He 
flill  laboured  in  his  occupation,  but  without 
health  or  fpirits.  He  was  twice  bled,  and  a 
larf^e  bhiter  applied  to  his  back,  but  with  lit- 
tle relief  or  fatisfadion.    In  the  courfe  of  about 

five 
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five  weeks  from  the  injury,  a  fwelling  ?.nd 
rednefs  appeared  on  the  original  hurt.  Poul- 
tices were  applied,  and  matter  formed,  which 
burft  forth  from  a  fmall  opening.  The 
weight  and  pain  in  the  head  flill  continued  ; 
and  he  came  recommended  to  the  Hofpital, 
Feb.  10.  1777,  being  the  diftance  of  ten  weeks 
from  the  fall.  On  introducing  the  probe  into 
the  orifice,  I  found  a  confiderable  hollowneis, 
which  I  laid  open.  A  natural  trepan  had  been 
formed,  the  piece  was  detached,  and  I  on  the 
fpot  removed  it  !  Part  of  the  found  bone  was 
without  the  pericranium,  and  remained  a  long 
time  open,  'till  three  exfoliations  took  place. — 
Things  then  began  to  affume  a  good  appear- 
Rnce,  and  he  was  difcharged  (Completely  cured.

Anastatia  Brandon,  living  in  my 
neighbourhood,  in  November,  1781,  receive4 
a  blow  on  the  right  fide  of  the  coronal  bonCj 
with  a  flight  wound.  In  fome  days,  a  dizzi^ 
nefs,  with  weight  and  pain  in  the  head,  came 
on,  and  gradually  encreafed.  She  applied  to 
my  apprentice,  Mr,  Fitzmaurice,  who  menti- 
oned the  matter  to  me,  and  told  rne  the  bone 
was  bare.  I  went  to  vifit  the  woman,  enlarged 
the  opening,  and  found  the  bone,  of  about  the 
circumference  of  half-a-crqwn,  difcoloured 
and  browniiii,  but  to  me  it  did  not  appear 
as  if  fra(!^urcd.  The  difeafed  bone  was,  fron^ 
day  to  day,  fprinkled  with  pulv,  angelic,  the 
head-ach  gradually  lefTened,  but  the  difcolora- 
tion  of  the  bone  encreafed.  In  the  courfe  of 
ten  days,  it  became  quite  raielted  down,  and 
like  fine  mortar.  The  circumjacent  parts 
cleared  up  -,  fome  fungus  from  the  dura-mater 
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was  deprefled  by  efcharotics  ;  flie  foon  got  per- 
fedlly  well,  and  at  this  day,  enjoys  remarkably 
good  health  !  The  fpeedy  diiTolution  of  the  in- 
jured part  in  this  cafe,  will  very  well  account 
for  no  traces  of  the  bone  being  found  in  the 
head  of  Hajloran,

James  Cor  morgan,  a  joiner,  whom  I  re- 
inember  fince  I  was  a  fmall  boy,  was  about 
twenty-three  years  ago  employed  in  repairing 
the  houfe  of  -^  Barnftic,  near  Ennis.  A 
large  oak  bearn  fuddenly  gave  way,  and  fell 
on  his  head,  by  which  the  two  parietal  bones 
at  top,  forming  by  their  union,  the  fagitaU 
future  were  fra(5lured,  and  mo  ft  profoundly 
beat  in,  with  a  confiderable  wound.  He  had 
no  regular  attendance,  nor  can  I  find,  that 
}ie  was  ever  viiited  by  any  perfon  of  informa- 

.1  tipn^ 
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tion,  but  that  the  wound  healed  in  fome 
time,  without  the  lofs  of  any  part  of  the  bones 
whatever ;  and  that  he  remained  for  two  years 
confined  to  his  bed,  quite  paralytic  at  both 
fides,  quite  deftitute  of  the  powers  of  motion, 
and  even  articulating  with  great  diiEculty  ! 
He  after  this  period,  by  flow  and  gradual 
time,  recovered  the  ufe  of  the  left  fide,  thigh,, 
leg,  and  arm,  bat  the  right  extremity  is  flill 
paralytic  ,  he  flill  fpeaks  with  hefitation  and 
diiBculty  ;  and  to  me  it  feems,  as  if  rea- 
fon  was  not  perfedlly  reftored.  I  have  ex- 
amined this  poor  man's  head  repeatedly  ;  the 
depreflion  is  fliil  mofh  fenfibly  felt  and  feen  ; 
and  from  vsrhat  remains,  the  enormous  weight 
of  the  beam,  and  height  it  fell  from, 
we  inuft  fijppofe  the  refources  of  Nature 
in  this  cafe,  beyond  all  reafonable  credi- 
bility.

Patrick    Lynch,    in    June,     1779,    re- 
ceived a  fevere  blow  of  an  hurl  on  the  flipe- 
rior  and  middle  part  of  the  coronal  bone.  On 
the  inftant  he  was  flunned,  and  for  half  an 
hour   after,  deprived   of  his   fenfcs  ;    but  on 
puking   two   or  three  times,   i^ecovered.     No 
wound  followed,  and  little  notice  was   taken 
of  it.     In  fome  time,  he  complained  of  pain, 
heavinefs,  and  head-ach  ;  and  except  once  or 
twice  bled  ;   and  as  often  puked,   at  different 
diftances,  he  took  no  other  remedies.     He  wea- 
thered it  out  as  well  as  he  could,  to  the  Chrift- 
mas  following,  when  he  went  to  fome  friends 
in  the  county  of  Tipperary,  who  foon  found 
out    an    empyric,    that     promifed    wonders. 
Where  the  blow  had  been  received,  a  tumor 
had  been  for  fome  time  forming  ;  and  judg- 
ing from  its  appearance,  and  the  almofl  un- 
remitting pain   in  the  head,  that  it  mufl  be 

cancerous. 
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cancerous,  he  boldly  covered  it  with  one  of 
thofe  corrofive  plaifters,  fo  well  known,  and 
by  fome  impofed  on,  as  a  great  fecret.  There 
it  remained  for  three  weeks,  and  fo  a(5live  an 
application,  could  not  be  left  on  fo  long  for  no- 
thing !  With  the  pUifter  came  off  the  integu-* 
ments,  and  difcovered  a  bare  bone,  with  fome 
lifTures,  and  matter  buriling  through  thern 
from  the  dura-mater!  the  matter  encreafed, 
pieces  of  bone  became  detached,  and  after  thQ 
lofs  of  feyeral  of  them,  he  got  well,  aflifted  by 
the  poor  people  about  him.  This  man,  I 
have  feen,  and  examined  feveral  times  ijnce?

Denis  Hihir,  of  Palace,  in  this  county, 
(Limerick,)  aged  fifty-nine,  in  fome  difpute  on 
the  2cth  of  April  laft,  1792,  received  a  vio-f 
Jent  blow  pn  the  head,  and  this  was  fucceeded 
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by  that  of  a  flone  of  enormous  bulk,  on  the 
faperior  and  external  part  of  the  right  parietal 
bone,  which  caufed  a  profound  and  extended 
fradlure.  On  the  inflant,  he  was  feized  with 
flrong  convulfionsj  which  continued  above 
two  hours.  On  his  recovery  from  them,  he 
remained  in  a  ftate  of  infenfibility  for  two  days, 
with  ftrong  inclinations  to  puke.  A  perfon 
was  then  fent  for,  who,  after  examining,  pro* 
nounced  him  in  no  danger.  His  intellecfls  be-^ 
came  gradually  reflored,  but  he  laboured  un-. 
der  intenfe  pain  in  his  head,  and  when  ever 
he  took  any  food,  that  required  maflication, 
he  conftantiy  found  a  grating  and  crackling  of 
the  bone,  in  the  place  of  percuffion.  He  con- 
tinued, v/ith  this  fevere  pain  in  his  head,  and  ^ 
bare  difcoloured  bone  to  the  27th  of  May, 
when  he  prefented  himfelf  at  the  Hofpital,  and 
was  immediately  admitted.  On  examining 
with  a  probe,  I  found  the  bone  bare  for  a  con- 
fiderable  length,  and  that  a  feparation  had  been 
forming  juft  at  the  edge  of  the  fagital  future. 
The  morning  of  the  2  8i:h,  I  divided  the  fcalp, 
to  the  fpQt  where   I  fek  the  feparation,  and 

there 
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there  introduced  the  elevator,  and  with  little 
trouble  removed  a  piece  of  the  bone,  much 
larger  than  a  crown-piece,  and  nearly  circular. 
On  the  inner  table,  the  fradiure  extended  every- 
way, above  half  an  inch  more  than  on  the 
outward ;  and  this  is  almofl  generally  the  cafe 
in  fradlures  of  the  head.  In  half  an  hour  all 
painful  fenfations  vanifhed,  and  the  fore  was 
dreiTed  with  dry  lint  and  plaifter.  With  ref- 
pedt  to  the  piece  removed,  I  h^ve  to  remark-, 
that  about  its  center,  it  was  black,  and  a  little 
deprefTed,  but  not  fradlured.  The  inner  table 
under  this,  was  in  a  manner  melted  down,  but 
firm  at  its  edges.  This  man  is  recovering  very 
fad ;  but  I  mud  difcriminate  between  the 
fymptoms.  The  convullions  and  infeniibility, 
are  by  no  means  to  be  charged  to  the  fradlure  : 
they  were  the  effedls  of  a  diflincfl  complaint, 
a  concuflion,  accom.panying  this  fra6lure ;  and 
this  is  a  circumftance  that  fhould  always  be  at« 
tended  to,  in  injuries  of  the  head.

.1.  H  E  Accounts  given  in  the  preceding 
Chapters,  of  many  uncommon  and  unexpe6led 
recoveries,  by  the  happy  and  timely  interpofiti- 
on  of  Art,  in  aid  to  Nature  ;  and  the  laft  chap- 
ter in  particular,  ftiewing  in  a  very  aflonifhing 
manner  indeed,  what  noble  efforts  and  flrup-- 
gles  fhe  makes,  even  unafTifled  by  Art,  are  ca-. 
pable  of  exciting  many  ufeful  and  moral  re- 
fledlions,  to  a  good,  and  a  contemplative  difpo- 

iition  ! 
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fition!  Bilt;  left  they  fhould  give  too  tnucll 
confidence  to  young  Surgeons ;  and  that 
much  precious  time  might  be  trifled  with,  I 
here  fubjoin  a  few  cafes,  where  Art  in  vain  ex-^ 
trted  her  powers.  It  is  by  the  fhaded  part  of 
our  practice,  that  inftrudlion  is  often  beft  con- 
veyed ;  and  I  defire  it  may  be  recollected ; 
that  whilfl  I  fuggefled  every  incentive,  to  exert 
our  abilities  to  relieve  Nature,  however  unpro- 
mifing  the  appearance,  yet  I  have  confiantly 
recommended,  in  every  depreffed  fradlurci 
when  called  upon  in  any  reafonable  time,  never 
to  lofe  a  moment,  nor  wait  for  the  dangerous 
fymptoms  of  a  depreffed  bone's  appearing.^^ 
The  following  inflances,  are  melancholy  proofs 
of  this  truth*

Andrew  Moloney,  a  farmer,  near  Bick« 
Hill,  in  the  county  of  Clare,  and  five  miles  dif- 
tant  from  town,  received  a  territ)lc  ftroke  of  a 
large  flone,   hurled  at  his  head,  the    30th  of 
May,    1779,  and  which  made  its   impreiTion 
on   the  upper  and  right  fide   of  the  coronal 
bone.     How  he  was  treated  from,  the  begin* 
ning,  I  cannot  fay,  but  fuppofe  he  had  been, 
at  leafl,  bled  and  phyficked.     June  the    17th, 
I  was  called  upon  to  vifit  the  man.     I  found 
him  labouring  under  a  low  quick  pulfe,  feem- 
ingly  flupid,  and  fpeaking  with  great  labour 
and  difficulty.     About  ten  days  from  the  in- 
jury, he  grew  heavy,  and  complained  of  great: 
,  pain  and  weight  in  his  head,  and  this  gradu- 
ally  encreafed,  'till  it  came  to   the  pitch   dc- 
fcribed.    There  was  no   wound,  but  a  fmall 
opening,  barely  fufiicient  to    admit  the  point 
of  a  probe,  and  this  fliews  the  very  little  atten- 
tion 
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tion  paid  to  it.  On  paffing  in  the  probe,  I 
foon  perceived  the  bone  bare,  with  a  conlider- 
ble  fradure  and  depreffion.  I  diredly  made 
room,  for  the  inflrument,  trepanned,  raifedj 
and  partly  removed  a  confiderable  portion  of 
the  beaten-in-bone.  On  the  fpot,  he  feemed 
much  reUeved.  The  dura-mater  was  ill-co- 
loured  ;  fo  I  drefled  with  lint,  fqueezed  out  of 
fpirits.  I  direcSted  a  cold  infufion  of  the  bark, 
to  be  taken  every  four  hours ;  and  to  guard 
againft  convullive  attacks,  which  I  appre- 
hended, I  ordered  alfo  the  faline  mixture, 
with  tindlures  of  caftor  and  valerian,  and  a 
fmall  quantity  of  laudanum.  I  faw  him  two 
days  after  ;  and  he  then  feemed  niuch  better; 
but  in  the  evening  of  the  next  day,  he  was 
feized  with  fpafms,  and  flight  convulfions, 
and  died  next  morning.

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CASE      LXXIII. 


John  Quane,  living  about  four  mile« 
from  town,  on  the  road  to  Newport,  received  a 
fracture,  with  coniiderable  depreflion  of  the 
coronal  bone,  by  the  projedtion  of  a  large 
ftone.  This  happened  the  ^othof  June,  1783. 
The  14th  of  July,  I  was  called  upon  by  the 
Revd.  Mr.  Franklin  to  viiit  this  man.  Beiidei 
the  heavi^nefs  and  head-ach,  geilerally  fubfe- 
quent  to  deprefTed  bones,  he  had  been  at  times 
attacked,  for  three  days  before  I  faw  him, 
with  convulfions  ;  had  been  at  times  delirious, 
and  when  I  faw  him,  had  a  rapid,  but  a  low 
pulfe,  for  he  had  been,  it  feems,  largely  eva- 
cuated. The  (late  of  the  bone  could  not  ad- 
mit of  the  fmallefl  doubt,  but  his  other  fymp- 
toms  demanded  very  ferious  refledlions.  In 
the  viourfe  of  half  an  hour  after  my  arrival,  he 
had  two  convulfive  attacks,  but  in  the  inter* 
vals,  feemed  mucl^  colleded.     1  concluded  h& 

U  would 
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flrould  certainly  die  ;  but  the  fradliire  and  de* 
preiTion  were  fo  confiderable,  that  I  thought  it 
would  be  criminal  in  me,  not  to  propofe  this 
only  chance  for  life.  Dr.  Irewin,  who  had 
vifited  him  for  fome  days,  and  was  then  pre- 
ftnt,  thought  my  propofal  humane  and  lauda- 
ble, and  his  friends  gladly  confented  to  the 
alternatives. 

I  had  been  informed  before  I  fet  out,  of  hit 
convuHve  attacks  ;  fo  I  had  with  me  a  fmall 
bottle  Q^  fe dative  drops ^—q,  g.  tin6iure$  of  caf- 
tor  andof  volat.  val.  of  each  ^  drachms,  with 
a  drachm  of  thebaic  tindlure.  There  was 
befides  brought  out  a  bottle  of  penny-royal 
water.  The  apparatus  being  ready,  I  gave 
him  a  tea-fpoonful  of  the  drops,  in  a  glafs  of 
penny-royal  water,  and  then  proceeded  to  bu- 
finefs.  But  the  reader  may  form  fome  idea 
of  the  eoolnefs  and  firmnefs  I  fometimes  pof^ 
fefs,  when  I  inform  him,  that  three  different 
times,  in  the  courfe  of  the  operation,  I  was 
obliged  to  defifl*  fo  rapid  were  the  returns  of 
che  fits  f  I  gave  hirti  a  fecond  dofe  of  the  bot- 
tle. 
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tie,  and  that  fufpended  them   fo  long,  that  I 
Was  enabled   to  finifh    the    operation  efFedu- 
ally.     When  the  loofe  parts  were  raifed,  he 
was  more  compefed.     I  remained  in  his  cabin 
two  hours  after  the   operation  ;  and   in  this 
time  he  had  but  one  fit.     The  dura-mater  was 
blackifh.     I   diredled  a  cold  infufion  of    the 
bark  ;  and  the  drops  to  be  given  twice  a  day, 
till    the    fits    ceafed.     The    dura-mater    was 
drefled  with  doffils,  fqueezed   out  of  fpirits  ; 
and  all  the  comprelTes  were   moiflened  with 
the  fame.     I  diredled  for  diet,  feafoned  broth, 
gruel  and  fagoe  alternately,  but  with  wine  in 
the  two  laft.     In  two  days   after,  I  faw  him 
again.     In  the  interval,  the  fits  gradually  leA 
fened,  infomuch,  that  he  had  but  one  fit  for 
the  laft   fixteen   hours.     Still  the  dura-mater 
retained  its  dufliy   hue,  and  was  now  drelTed 
with  balf.  traumat.  and  the  compreffes  moi- 
ftened  with  fpirits.     In  two  days  after,  I  faw 
him    for    the    third   time.     The  convulfions 
were  ftill  lefs   frequent ;  and  for  the  laft   24 
Jiours  quitted  him.     The  dura-mater  too,  ap- 
peared much  founder,  and  I  began  to  entertain 
U  2  fome 
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fome  hopes  of  a  recovery,  but  was  fent  word^ 
that  he  expired  the  evening  of  the  next  day.  :  I 
wiflied  much  to  be  informed  of  fo  unexpe<5led 
a  death,  but  his  friends  would  fuffer  no  infpec- 
tion  to  be  made.

John  Heytstes,  about  eleven  years  old, 
whofe  parents  are  refidents  in  this  City,  was 
brought  to  the  Hofpital  the  nineteenth  of 
Auguft,  1785,  for  advice  only.  Some  days 
before,  he  fell  down  the  ftone  flairs  of  a  cellar, 
and  a  eontuiion  and  flight  fcratch  on  the  left 
parietal  J  were  the  only  eiFedls  that  appeared. 
He  feemed  tolerably  well 'till  the  rSth,  when 
he  grew  hot  and  heavy  with  a  flight  fwellingin 
his  neck.  A  flight  flu duation  under  the  fcratch, 
determined  me  to  open  it  with  a  lancet,  when 
near  a  fpoonful  of  digefted  matter  poured  forth ; 

and 
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and  on  introducing  the  probe,  I  felt  the  bone 
bare.  I  prefTed  hard  to  enlarge  the  wound ; 
but  the  mother  would  not  fuf^r  it.  I  di- 
recSted  a  plentiful  bleeding  on  the  ipot,  and 
fmall  dofes  of  jalap  and  nitr€  to  be  given  oc- 
cafionally,  fo  as  to  open  the  body  three  or  four 
times.  Ne?;t  morning,  he  was  again  brought 
up.  The  powders  anfwered  the  ends  propofed, 
he  palTed  a  good  night,  and  was  exempt  from 
head-ach,  fever,  or  heavinefs.  The  fwelling 
about  the  hurt,  had  entirely  fubfided ;  £o  that 
1  could,  vy^ith  the  greateft  certainty,  determine 
the  extent  of  the  injury.  With  great  difS- 
culty,  the  mother  confented  to  have  the  probe 
introduced,  and  I  found  the  flefli  feparated 
from  the  bone,  tq  ^  confiderable  extent,  I 
preiTed  for  a  further  enlargement  of  the  wound 
in  vain,  though  I  at  the  farne  ume  afiiired 
her,  tha^  the  bone  was  fra(flured  underneath, 
I  am  told,  {he  brought  him  to  another  gentle- 
man, who  affured  her,  any  further  operation 
was  unneceiTary.  But,  be  this  as  it  may,  the 
8th  of  September,  I  was  requefted  to  be  at  the 
Hofpital  at  twelve  o'clock,  Mr.  M'Knight, 
V  3  Fh^^4 
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wKo  was  attending  Surgeon  for  the  months 
being  then  indifpofed.  This  boy  was  then 
produced,  and  a  fracSlure  with  a  very  confi- 
derable  depreffion  were  apparent,  I  raifed  the 
lefed  parts,  removed  fbme  fplints  of  bone  ;  and 
with  great  difficulty  they  confented,  that  the 
boy  fhould  remain  in  the  houfe  'till  next 
morning.  He  was  then  removed,  and  died 
in  two  days  after,

February  ay,  1788,  I  ylfited  Patrick 
Kelly,  Stuart  to  Mr.  Lyons  of  Crpom.  A 
large  flone  hurled  at  him  on  the  i6th,  flruck 
him  on  the  fuperior  part-  of  the  right  parietal 
bone  J  the  confequence  of  which  was,  a  frac- 
ture, with  confiderable  depreffiqiio  He  had 
been  up  and  abroad  to  the  preceding  ^Sunday ; 
when  he  gr^w  heavy,  and  complainjed  much 
of  his  head.  An  handy  man  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, who  had  been  dreffer  at  our  Hof- 
pital,  was  fent  foro  He  grew  wqrfe  ;  and  on 
Tuefday  evening^  had  ftrqng  convulfions,  and 
thefe  were  the  firfl  alarms  of  danger.  I  was 
fent  for  oi>  Saturday,  and  on  clofe  enquiry 
found,  that  on  the  preceding  Sunday  night, 
he  became  quite  paralytic  on  the  left  fide. — 
His  pulfe  had  that  flow  beat,  that  generally 
accompanies  mortal  concuilions,  and  he  was 
uncommonly  low.     Upon  hearing  my  opinion 

Qt 
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of  the  cafe,  the  people  confented  to  the  opera- 
tion, and  told  me,  that  was  the  precife  bulinefs 
I  was  fent  for.  He  appeared  evidently  re^ 
lieved,  by  removing  the  prefTure  from  the 
brain,  and  this  was  followed  by  a  good  dis- 
charge of  grumous  blood,  fucceeded  by  above 
two  ounces  of  pus.  The  dura-mater  had  a 
dark  colour,  and  was  dreiled,  as  on  fuch  ocea- 
iions.  I  ordered  for  him,  a  generous  diet, 
wine  whey,  and  an  infufion  of  the  kark.  I 
faw  him  four  ^  days  after.  He  was  ftill  un^ 
commonly  low,  the  dura-mater  quite  black ; 
and  no  further  difcharge  from  within.  The 
diet  and  medicines  were  continued,  but  he  died[ 
the  fourth  day  after.

I  N    the  beginning  of  lafl  Augiift,  I  wa? 

called  upon  to  vifit  one  M'Namara,  in  Broad- 
ford,  and  another  of  the  name  of  Rourke, 
about  a  mile  further  on  the  fame  road.  On 
returning  from  a  neighbouring  fair,  on  the 
preceding  day,  each  received  a  fevere  fradlure 
on  the  right  fide  of  the  coronal  bone.  En- 
gaged in  other  bufinefs,  I  could  not  attend 
thofe  calls  at  the  time,  fo  heard  no  more  of 
them,  'till  the  Friday  following- — ^Sunday  being 
the  day  I  was  firfl  fent  for.  The  father  of 
Rourke  then  came,  to  requefh  I  would  fee  his 
fon,  and  this  was  followed  by  a  call  from  the; 
other  man,  who,  I  underftood,  was  in  a  dying 
way.  Of  Rourke,  I  fhall  fay  nothing,  being 
unconnecled  with  the  prefent  bufinefs ;  but 
confine  myfelf  to  the  cafe  of  M*Namara,  On 
examining  this  man's  head,  I  found  a  wound 
of  about  an  inch  long,  had  been  inilidled  with 

the 
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the  fra(5lure,  and  this  wound  had  been  en^ 
larged.     On  raifing  up  the  parts,  I  faw  a  mof^ 
deformed  and  extended  fradlure,    or  indeed, 
more  properly,  fradlures.     From  near  the  fu? 
perior  part  of  the  coronal  on  the  right  fide,  to 
the    ed^e  of  the    orbit,    fra(5lures    could  be 
traced !    At   the  upper  part,   where  the  flqne 
hit,  the  tranfverfe  of   the  injured  bone  wa^ 
above  two  inches ;  and  was  there  met  by  a 
fecond  fradlure,  proceeding   from  the  orbit. 
He  grew  ftupid  and  heavy  from  the  third  day; 
and  the  young  man  who  took  charge  of  him, 
finding  alarming  fymptoms  coming  on  beyond 
his  abilities  to   remove,  told   the  people    he 
would  go  look  for  fome  inftruments,  andNre- 
turn  in  the  evening.     Return,  however,  he  did 
not ;  and  this  explains  my  being  again  fent 
for.     For  thirty  hours   before  I  came,  he  re- 
fufed  every  kind  of  fuftenance,  nor  could  he 
even  fwallow  drink.     He  laboured  under  un- 
common agitation  of  fpirits,  perpetually  ris- 
ing up,  and  lying  down  in  the  bed,  the  pulfe 
quick,  but  fuch  was  his  refllefs  ftate,  that  I 
could  form  no  remark  on  them  ;  but,  on  the 

whole. 
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whole,  it  was  pretty  evident,  that  the  man  was 
dying.     Occupied   with   no  confideration  fo- 
ever,  fave  the  moft  likely  means  of  relieving 
the  prefent  moment  ;  I  obferved  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  fradlure,  where  the  bone  vyas  tranf. 
verfely  broke,  a  large  fifTure.     If  I  could  in- 
troduce the  elevator  through    this,   I    faw  I 
Ihould  get  under  the  bone,  and,  at   leaft,  raife 
the  depreflion  of  the  upper  fra^lure.     I  fuc- 
ceeded  in  a  very  Ihort  time,  and  took  out  the 
entire  piece.     I   pafled  in  my  fingers,  and  re- 
moved two  more  pieces,  flretching  up  from  the 
orbit.     The    entire  parts    were    cleared,   and 
the  dura-mater  looked  uncommonly  well. — 
From  the  moment  the  elevator  got  under  the 
deprefTion,  and  before  any  efforts  were  made, 
he  grew  quiet  and  compofed  ;   and  when  the 
bones  were  removed,  he  fpoke  ;  and  after  be- 
ing dreffed,  took  a  draught  of  whey  with  great 
eafe.     I  left  directions  with  an  handy  man  in 
the  village,  and  delired,  if  he  was  alive^   and 
any   thing  better   in  two  days,    to  fend    me 
word  ;  however,  he  died  the  evening  of  the 
next  day.

X  H  E  Curious  and  'perfevering  Surgeon 
who  has  impofed  on  himfelf  the  labour  of  go- 
ing over  the  preceding  fheets,  will,  no  doubt, 
be  furprifed,  that  in  fp  extenfive  a  courfe  of 
pradlice,  fo  few  inflances  Ihould  occur  of  in- 
juries, in   which  the   dura-mater  and  brain, 

had  borne  their  parts. 
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Of  penetrating  wounds  by  inclfive  inflrit- 
ments,  enough  has  been  faid,  to  prove  them  in 
general,   far   from  being  alarming,  provided 
the  habit  of  body  is  not   highly  vitiated.     In 
the  inftance  of  Dempfey   (cafe  59,)  we  have 
feen,  not  only  a  wound,  penetrating  through 
the  ikull  and  membranes  to   the  brain ;  but 
this  injury  rendered  infinitely  more   formida- 
ble, by  an  extended  fradlure,  with  conlidera- 
ble  depreffion,  which  was  not  relieved  for  1 2 
days,  yet  the   penetrating  wound,  went  on  as 
happily  as  could  be  exped:ed,  or  hoped  for  1 
But  in  fradlures,  impofed    by  blunt  inftru- 
ments,  where  the  membranes  of  the  brain  are 
torn  through,  and  this  organ  feverely  injured ; 
there  is  every  reafon  to  apprehend,  that  fatal 
confequences  will  follow.     For  the  very  con- 
tufion  of  the  brain,  will  bring  on  fuppuration 
of  parts  of  it  ;    and    when    this  once  com- 
mences»  it  k   not  eafy  to  fay,  when  it  will 
end.

One  Taylor,  a  tenant  to  Mr.  Welfh,  a^ 
Doona,  in  a  riot,  received  a  moft  dreadful 
blow  of  a  fpade,  juft  where  the  iron  is  fixed  in 
the  wood.  It  forced  its  way  through  part  of 
the  left  parietal  bone,  through  the  coronal  at 
that  fide,  and  ended  at  the  frontal  finus,  tear- 
ing through  the  membranes,  and  part  of  the 
brain,  leaving  a  great  feparation  of  the  bones, 
and  a  moft  profound  hiatus  !  This  happened 
about  eight  in  the  evening,  in  the  month  of 
June,  1779;  and  foon  after  nine,  Mr.  G. 
Welfti  called  upon  me  to  vifit  the  man.  He 
had  bled  profufely,  as  may  well  be  fuppofed, 
and  the  appearance  was  truly  frightful.  But, 
notwithftanding  the  outrage,  he  was  clear  and 
collecled  in  his  intellects.  To  prevent  the  pro- 
trufion  and  feparation  of  the  brain  for  the 
prefent,  which  I  knew  muft  happen  fooner  or 
later,    I  covered   the  opening  with   fine  foft 

linen.

linen,  over  wHich  loofe  lint  was  laid,  and  ca- 
vered  the  whole  by  plaifler  and  bandage. 
Confidering  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  in* 
jury,  it  required  little  wifdom  or  prefcience 
to  declare  it  mortal ;  but,  I  alTured  the  people, 
that  his  diflblution  was  by  no  means  near  ; 
that  a  reparation  of  parts  of  the  brain,  would 
take  place  in  three  or  four  days  ;  that,  as  it 
encreafed,  it  would  gradually  be  attended 
with  an  encreafing  flench  ;  and,  that  finally, 
about  three  weeks  would  clofe  the  fcene.  I 
left  directions  how  to  drefs  him.  Every  thing 
turned  out,  as  I  had  foretold,  but  he  did  not 
die,  *till  the  27th  day  from  the  injury,  pre- 
ferving  his  intelleds  clear,  to  his  diflblu- 
tion !

August  21,  1784,  Thomas  Downs,  aged 
about  eleven  years,  was  brought  to  the  Hol- 
pital  by  his  parents.  Same  momients  befare, 
he  received  a  kick  from  an  horfe,  on  the  up- 
per part  of  the  right  parietal  bone,  which 
caufed  a  wound,  with  an  extended  and  de- 
preiTed  fra6lure.  The  lower  edge  of  the  de- 
preffion,  had  torn  through  the  dura  and  pia- 
mater,  and  made  a  lodgment  for  itfelf,  in  the 
fubflance  of  the  brain,  and  through  the  open- 
ing, fmall  portions  of  the  brain  were  ouzing 
out.  I  immediately  proceeded  to  the  opera- 
tion, and  after  railing  up  the  piece  that  had 
pierced  the  brain,  I  removed  it  entirely,  which 
was  eafily  done,  being  nearly  feparated  at  its 
upper  part,  fo  deeply  was  the  other  extremity 
beat  in  1  He  was  colledted,  his  pulfe  were  re- 
gular, fo  I  ordered  no  kind  of  medicine  for 
him,  fave  a  decodlion,  which  was  to  be  thrown 

up 
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up    in   the    evening.     The    wounded   mem- 
branes were  drelTed  with  half,  traumat.   and 
the   reft  of  the  fore  with^  lint.     In  three  days 
after,  he   took,  at  times,  %  decodion  of  the 
bark ;  the  wound  was  dreffed  light,  foft,  and 
expeditioufly  j  the  wounded  membranes  began 
to  form  an  union  ;  and  from  the  fifth   day, 
no  difcharge    of    brain    whatever    appeared. 
This   was  followed  by  no  untoward  fymptom. 
whatever,  and  the  boy  was  difcharged  cured 
the  0(5lober  following.     However,  it  is  to  be 
noticed,  that  the  February  following,  he  was 
again  brought  to  the  Infirmary,  a  fmall  open- 
ing  having  been  formed,    where    the    dara- 
n^ater  was  originally  wounded,  and  a  whitiih 
fubftance  flipping  through   it.     I   put  over  ic 
foft  lint,  covered  it  vAth.  plaifler,  over  this  a 
comprefs,  wet  in  fpirits  ;    the  Vi^hole  fecured 
by  a  tight  bandage.     I  dire(5led  the  comprefs 
to  be  moiflened  once  a  day,  but  neither  the 
bandage  or   it   to   be  difturbed,  for  an  entire 
week.     The  boy  was  taken  back,  the  fore  in 
the  time  was  cicatrized,  and  he  got  perfedllv

John  1)avoran,  about  fix  years  oM^ 
was  ftruck  by  an  horfe  on  the  upper  and  rights 
fide  of  the  coronal  bone,  in  a  field  about  three 
miles  fforh  town,  on  the  30th  of  Auguft,  i  yS6^ 
He  was  a  good  While  miffing,  and  after  ai 
fearch  of  four  hours,  was  found  by  his  father^ 
quite  motlonlefs,  and  to  appearance  dead,  but 
finding  him  flill  warm,  he  Was  brotight  home^j 
his  limbs  rtfbbed  with  warm  cbths,  and  he 
^ut  to  bed.  He  foon  difcovered  ftrong  fymp-i 
toms  of  recover irtg  life  ^  which  were  greatl/ 
aflified  by  fpontaneous  puking  !  In  an  hour 
after,  he  recovered  his  fertfes,  feemed  eom- 
pofed  and  quiet,  and  fo  continued.  Septem- 
ter  the  2nd,  he  was  brought  to  the  Hofpital^ 
when  a  confiderable  fradure  appeared,  with 
a  formidable  depTeffidn.  On  removing  a  part 
of  the  found  bone,  at  the  edge  of  the  fradure, 
to  make  room  for  the  elevator,  a  confiderable 
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difcharge  of  matter  followed,  fucceeded  by 
fome  portions  of  the  braim  It  appeared,  thats 
the  deprefled  part  forced  its  way  through  the 
membraiies  to  the  brain,  the  furface  of  which 
had  fufFered  greatly.  The  four  following 
days,  a  good  deal  of  matter  poured  forth  ae 
each  drefTmg,  niixed  with  fome  portions  of  the 
cerebrum.  The  6th  of  Septemb'^r,  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  dura-mater  pufhed  through  thei 
wound,  with  a  quantity  of  the  brain,  about 
the  fize  of  a  fmall  apple,  both  of  them  dark 
and  difcoloured.  The  yth^  the  obtruded  part 
of  the  brain  fell  off,  and  was  fucceeded  by 
andthei"  of  like  furface  and  figure.  The  8di, 
the  left  fide  became  paralytiCj  but  he  was  ftill 
fenfible.  Lumps  of  the  brain  now  prefented 
themfelves  every  morning  to  the  fore,  and  were 
iiearly  melted  down  by  the  next  drefTing,  to 
make  way  for  others.  The  fmell  from  the: 
fore,  which  about  the  fifth  day  became  difa- 
greeable^  was  now  fcarce  fupportable.  This 
was  nearly  his  fituation,  except  that  he  grew 
■vifibly  weaker,  to  the  i6th.  From  that  day, 
Eo  the  26thj  he  v^as  at  times  delirious.  After 
X  2  this 
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tliis  to  the  4tli  of  Odlober,  he  was  nearly  infen* 
fible  ;  when  he  expired,  with  very  little  pain 
i^r  trouble  ! 

In  this  cafe,  the  fradture  was  accompanied 
by  concuflion,  beeaufe  the  boy  remained  five 
hours  in  a  ftate  of  infenfibility  after  the  inju- 
ry ;  and  this  probably  might  difpofe  the  brain 
to  that  I'apid  difTolution,  which  was  not  the 
confequence  in  the  inftance  preceding  it.  / 
iave  in  general  remarked y  that  difcharges  of  mat* 
ier^  fucceeding  the  elevation  of  a  deprejjed  bone^  are 
by  no  means  favourahU  figns ;  and  that  a  dijfo^ 
lution  and  difcharge  of  the  fuhftance  of  the  brain ^  is 
feldom  or  ever  retrained ;  and  of  courfe^  may  be 
deemed  a  mortal ftgn^

A  moft  refpecflable  charaifler,  whofe  prema- 
ture death  has  been  univerfally  deplored,  rcr 
ceived  September  5,  179 1,  a  proud  melTage,  in 
confequence  of  fome  feyere  words  haftily  ex* 
prefTed,  on  the  conducing  of  fome  legal  pro- 
cefs.  His  intentions,  it  is  faid,  were  to  re- 
ceive his  antagonifl's  fire,  and  then  quit  the 
field,  without  any  further  apology.  He  was 
remarkably  brave  and  generous,  and  befides, 
^n  excellent  ihpt.  The  antagonifl's  ficond  re- 
commended to  his  principal,  by  no  means  to 
part  with  his  firfl  fire,  till  he  received  that  of 
his  adverfary,  other  wife  he  would  infallibly 
fall  !  They  took  their  different  grounds,  and 
remained  for  near  three  moments,  with  pre, 
fented  piflols,  (my  friend  delaying  the  time,  in 
order  to  force  his  fire.)  But  perceiving  by  the 
level  of  his  piflol,  that  it  was  but  too  well  di- 
reded,  he  haflily  let  fly,  in  order  to  derange 
Jiis  antagonifl.  The  fire  was  inflantly  re- 
turned 
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turned,  a^d  the   gallant  0*G—- — ~r-  fell!  he 
w  IS  raife  i   from  the  ground ;  and  in   about 
three  or  four  moments,  fo  far  reqoyered,  as  to 
be  able  to  move  to  a  carriage  in  waiting  ;  but 
unable  to  bear  the  motion,  he  was  carried  J:o 
an  adjoining   public-houfe.     An  exprefs  was 
forwarded    to  Ennis,  for  affiftance  j  ^anfi  in 
fome  time  after  the  arrival  of  thefe  gentlemen^ 
I  was  fent  for,  another  nieflenger  followed,  an-r 
pouncing,  that  it  was  a  contufed  wound  only^ 
and  that  the  ball  did  not  pei^etrate.     In  confer 
quence  of  nev^s  to  me  fp  pleallng,  I  wa§  about 
to  return,  but  would  nqt  be  fuffered.     I  ar? 
rived  about  eight  in  the   pvening, — fix  hours 
after  the  affair  and  found  him  in  bed,  fe^fible, 
and  compofed,  but  with   a  yery  rapid   hard 
pulfe,  thpagh  he  had   been  twice  bled  in  th? 
time,  and    he  complained   of    a  inof]:  feyerq 
pain  in  the  back  of  the  head.     The  ball  had 
forced  its  pafTage  through  the   rniddle  of  the 
temple  of  the  right  fide ;  and  upon  introduc- 
ing the  probe,  it  appeared,  that  its  penetration 
into  the  fkull,  was  about  an  inch  more  poflie- 
fioriy-     Beyond  this,   was    a  confiderable  tu- 

mefadion. 
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jTB^fadlion,  reaclimj  to  the  ear.     We  rej:ired 
for  a  fiYor.    time,   to  an  adjoining  room,  and  I 
|th-re  informed   his  friends  of  what  I  appre- 
hended WIS  his  real  fituation,  and  that  I  muft 
immediately  proceed  to   an  operation.     I  exr 
plained  to  O^C—  the  nature  of  tke  injury, 
in  the  gentleft  terms  ;     informed  him,  that  it 
required    a     ciofer    invelligation  ;    and  how- 
much  I  felt,  that  fo  difagreeable  a  tafit  fell  to 
my    lot  !     He  immediately    acquiefced,   and 
with  a  circular  fweep,  I  removed  the  integu- 
ments immediately  furrounding  the  fradure, 
and  took  out  three  fplints,  whi(?h  gave  room 
to  the  elevator,  and  I  raifed  up  a  confiderable 
piece  of  the  coronal,  deeply  immerfed  in  the 
brain.     The  bleeding  was  rapid,  and  this  de- 
termined me  to  drefs  up  haftily,  and  the  gentle 
prefTure  of  an  hand  foon  {launched  the  blood. 
It  was  both  idle  and  ungenerous  to  mince  mat- 
ters, fo  I  fairly   communicated  to  his  friend^ 
my  opinion    and    my  ^^pprehenfions— — that 
the  ball  muft  have  made  a  deep  lodgment  for 
ilfelf  in  the  fubftance  of  the  brain  ;  and  that 
jt   muft  prove  mortal- — —probably  the  fcene 

might 
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might  clofe  in  two  or  three  days,  from  the  ra- 
pidity  of  the  prefent  fever  and  inflammation  ; 
or,  if  he  was  able  to  weather  this  ftorm,  the 
fuppuratjon  of  the  brain  would  follow  in  fome 
days  after,  fucceeded  by  paralylis  and  death. 
I  ftrongly  recommended  to  them  the  fpeedy 
adjuftment  of  his  fpiritual  and  temporal  affairs, 
and  retired  for  the  night  to  a  gentleman* s 
Jioufe  in  the  neighbourhood.  About  eleven 
that  night,  word  was  fent  me,  that  he  was 
better,  very  ftrong,  and  his  friends  hoped, 
not  fo  bad  as  I  apprehended.  It  was  in  con- 
fe(juence  propofed  to  me,  to  call  in  more  help. 
I  told  them,  I  wiflied  for  a  gentleman,  whofe 
experience  and  abilities  I  could  depend  on,  and 
mentioned  Mr,  M*Knight,  J)r,  Shearer  was 
mentioned  with  him,  and  to  this  I  could  have 
no  objediion,  A  meiTenger  was  diredlly  dif- 
patched.  Mr.  M'Knight  was  indifpofed,  but 
Dr,  Shearer  arrived  about  one  next  day,  and 
with  him,  a  couple  of  young  gentlemen  as  af* 
fiflants.  I  removed  the  drefTmgs  foon  after, 
and  the  nature  of  the  injury  appeared  in  its 
mod  marked  features  !    The  ball  in  its  paJTage, 

had 
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had  fra6Uired  and  depreffed  the  bone,  in  every 
dire(flion  round  it,  and  its  opening  into  the 
brain,  refembled  that  of  the  tube  of  a  funnel. 
There  was  no  neceflity  for  the  trepan.  Too 
much  fpace  had  been  ahxady  made  ;  fo,  with 
fome  pains  and  induftry;  1  removed  forae 
pieces  of  bone,  and  raifed  others.  The  perfo^ 
ration  of  the  ball  wa§  fo  confiderable,  that  in- 
flead  of  a  probe,  I  eafily  introduced  my  fin- 
ger above  an  inch,  without  pain  or  trouble. 
My  mind  had  been  already  made  up,  about 
the  ifllie  of  this  bufinefs,  and  I  repeated  it; 
fairly  and  freely.  The  remainder  of  the  day 
and  night  pafled  like  that  of  the  preceding,  but: 
Dr.  Shearer  having  a  call  to  Limerick,  begged 
I  would  drefs  early  next  day.  I  did  fo.  The 
difcharge  was  very  inconfiderable,  but  the  fe- 
ver was  ftill  very  rapid,  and  the  pain  in  the 
back  of  the  head  continued.  I  wifhed  Dr. 
Shearer  to  remain,  as  I  apprehended  affairs 
were  approaching  fall  to  a  final  conclufion  j 
but  other  engagements  m.ade  it  impoflible.  At: 
1 2  o'clock  that  day,  I  met  the  venerable  Dr.

fever  rather  encreafing,  we  agreed  to  draw 
more  blood.  It  was  highly  buffed  and  iiir 
flamed,  and  the  pulfe  at  this  time  at  98,  It 
was  determined  in  four  hours  after,  if  the  fevei? 
(did  not  kflen,  to  venture  another  bleeding. 
It  was  accordingly  done,  but  the  blood  was 
quite  pure,  ^nd  the  pulfe  became  fo  rapid  in

What  more  need  be  faid  to  this  buiinefs,  but 
tiiat  about  twelve  that  night,  he  expired ;  but

I  had  propofed  next  morning  to  have  the 
licad  opened,  fuppofing  an  inqueft  neceffary  ; 
but  it  would  not  be  heard  ;  befides,  it  was 
remarked  to  me,  that  the  crouds,  who  flocked 
about  the  body  of  the  deceafed,  had  already 
caufed  a  fwelling  and  putrefadion.  It  was, 
however,  examined,  after  my  quitting,  and  I 
am  told,  confidently  affirmed,  that  no  ball  was 
found,  that  it  rebounded,  after  caufing  the 
fradlure,  and  flew  off ;  and,  as  a  further  proof. 
It  was  added,  that  if  the  ball  had  penetrated. 
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he  Gould  not  be  in  exiflence  an  hour  after  I, 
To  attempt  ferioufly,  to  refute  thofe  afTertions 
of  ralhnefs  and  inexperience,  would  be  beloTT 
the  dignity  of  a  profefTional  man,  for  it  is  a 
facfl,  well  known,  that  balls  have  been  found 
infide  the  cranium,  many  years  after  their  be- 
ing received,  and  during  this  interval,  the  par- 
ties enjoyed  good  health.  Befides,  it  yemains 
to  be  explained,  by  what  mechanifrn,  a  ball 
pould  caule  a  fracflure,  and  that  at  the  diflanca 
of  an  inch  from  its  entry,  and  then  rebound, 
Could  it  recoil  through  the  wounded  part  ? 
The  oriiice  was  much  fmaller  than  the  fize  fo 
the  ball,  which  proves  the  velocity,  with  which 
it  was  carried.  For  it  is  a  fa(5l,  too  well  efta* 
blifhed,  that  the  entrance  of  a  ball  is  always 
inuch  fmaller  than  its  exit.  No  other  paflage 
,  could  be  found  !  But  enough  pf  this  con-

T  H  E    Symptoms  attending  this    Cafe,  in 
my  opinion,   merit  particular  attention ;  and

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Even  In  the  prefent  cafe,  though  fever  md 
pain  followed  ;  though  the  pafTage  into  the 
brain  was  much  larger  than  the  external  ori- 
fice, and  fo  profound,  as  to  afford  a  free  intro- 
dudlion  to  my  fore^ finger  of  near  two  inches ; 
yet,  even  this  aggravated  circumftance  did  not 
deprive  the  patient  of  his  reafon  !  How  fur 
thefe  remarks  may  afliil,  in  forming  a  clearer 
opinion  of  the  nature  of  this  organ,  ofinliarn- 
mation  of  the  brain,  and  of  the  prudent  ufe  cf 
opiates  inflead  of  flimulants  in  thefe  cafti", 
muft  be  fubmitted  to  the  Phyfiologifl:  or  The-

0  N  the  i  6tk  of  lafl:  Deceml3er,  fome  trif- 
ling difpute  arofe  near  the   Exchange,  about 
hay.     ^s  ufual^  the  tranfition   to  blows  foon 
followed.     The    party    aflaulted   flew    to  ari 
adjoining  houfe^  feized  on  a  bar  of  iron^  and 
foon  returned  to  the  charge*^    The  two  others 
went  off,  and  one  Moynehanj  an  induflrious 
farmerj  occafionally    ftandirig    in    the  place, 
was  defperately  aflaulted.     Upon  a  fuppofitioil, 
that  he  was  the  aggreffof^  he  was,  in  this  iitii- 
ation  feized  on,  and  committed  to  prifon.-^ 
Next  morning,  his  innocence  appearing,  he  was 
difcharged,  and  dreffed  by  fome  one.     On  the 
morning  of  the   i8th,  I  was  called  in,  his  head 
had  been  fliaved,   and  though  a  confiderable 
depreflion  of  the  coronal   bone   was  manifeft, 
yet  nothing  appeared  externally,  but  a  very 
fmall  wound,  not  larger  than  the  orifice  af  a 
lancet,  and  equally  fmooth  and  even.  Through 

this^ 
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tlii^,  I  pafTed  my  probe,  and  foon  informed 
inyfelf  of  the  ravages  underneath.  The  blow 
had  been  levelled  at  the  right  fide  of  the  coro-* 
iial  bone,  almofl  adjoining  to  the  eofonal  fu- 
ture, and  at  foiiie  diflanee  from  the  fagittal.  It 
occurred  to  me  from  the  profundity  of  the 
fradlurci  and  the  inequalities  I  felt',  that  the 
bone  had  been  broken  into  different  pieces;  and 
of  courfe,  if  I  could  difengage  one,  that  room 
enough  could  be  acquired,  by  means  of  the: 
elevator  and  forceps,  to  remove  others,  and 
prevent  the  ufe  of  the  trephine,  which  I  have 
often  fuccefsfully  done.  Agreeable  to  thefe 
ideas,  I  removed  about  the  fize  of  a  crown-* 
piece  of  the  flefh,  furrounding  the  fradure, 
and  fell  to  work.  In  a  little  time,  I  extradled 
a  piece  of  the  coronal  bone,  much  larger  than 
the  orifice.  At  the  edge  of  the  fradlure,  the 
bone  was  entire,  but  about  an  half  inch  from 
this,  the  internal  table  was  completely  detached 
from  the  external,  and  funk  deep  in  the  brain. 
The  extremity,  fo  beat  In^  was  pointed,  fmooch 
and  fhaf p.  Three  other  pieces  of  lefs  magni- 
tude! as  well  as  fome  fplints,  were  removed.—^ 

It 
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It  ^as  evident  to  me,  that  the  brain  was 
•Wounded,  becaufe  fome  of  its  medullary,  as 
well  as  cortical  fubftance,  appeared  on  the  fur- 
face  of  th^  wound.  His  pulfe  were,  as  ufual, 
flow  and  regular,  he  was  perfedlly  compofed, 
and  at  the  fame  time,  highly  fenfible  of  his 
critical  fituation.  I  ordered,  as  ufual,  a  julap— 
ex  mixt.  falin.  aq.  prelogic  tincft.  caftor  and 
%^aler.  with  twenty  drops  of  tin 61.  theb.  to  be 
given  once  in  three  or  four  hours  ;  and  di- 
redled  for  his  diet,  fagoe  with  a  little  wine,  fea- 
foned  broth,  8cc.  He  feemed  lighter  next  day ; 
but  the  drefhng  had  a  four  fmell,  even  before 
taken  off.  This  day,  more  of  the  brain  ap- 
peared, but  the  difcharge  was  difcoloured  and 
blackifli.  The  20th,  the  fize  of  a  nutmeg  of 
the  brain,  was  puflied  up  through  the  fore, 
and  the  fmell  of  this  laft  rather  difagreeable. 
I  told  him  in  the  gentlefl  manner,  what  were 
my  fentiments,  with  refpedl  to  his  cafe,  and  re- 
commended to  him  to  prepare  for  the  worft, 
whilft  I  had  fmall  hopes,  that  affairs  might 
take  a  turn  for  the  better.  He  told  me,  that 
he  had  a  clergyman  the  evening  before,  and  had 

alf© 
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&lfo  fettled  Kis  temporal  concerns.  The  21  ft, 
a  much  larger  piece  of  the  brain  appeared, 
which  I  removed  with  the  fide  of  my  probe, 
and  dreffed  the  wound  with  halL  traumat.  The 
22d,  the  fize  of  the  obtruding  brain  was  not  fo 
large,  but  his  friends,  from  the  fight  of  it,  de- 
clared he  could  not  live.  I  told  them,  I  was 
of  the  fame  opinion  ;  and,  in  confequence, 
they  talked  of  removing  him  dire^lly  to  the 
country.  I  remarked  the  great  danger  of  this 
meafure — that  he  might  die  on  the  road — that 
he  would  be  removed  from  every  affiftance, 
and  the  trouble  and  expence  attending  an  in- 
queft  there.  However,  carried  away  he  was, 
and  I  then  wifhed  to  be  informed  from  day  to 
day,  how  he  went  on,  In  three  days  after, 
word  was  brought  me,  that  he  was  not  worfe, 
and  that  no  part  of  the  brain  was  pufhed  out 
that  day.  The  28th,  he  continued  the  fame 
way,  but  an  hard  fubftance  and  brown,  the 
fize  of  a  fmall  apple,  filled  up  the  fore.  I  de- 
fired  it  to  be  fprinkled  with  roche  allum  at 
every  drefilng,  and  in  every  thing  elfe,  treated 
?LS  ufual.  January  the  2nd,  the  excrefcence 
Y  continued, 
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continued,  and  matter  was  preiTed    into  the 
wound,  from  a  little  above   the  external  can- 
thus  of  the  eye.     I  could  now  form  no  opini- 
on ;  fo  told  them,  I  thought  it  necefTary  to  fee 
him.     On  a  perfuaiion,  that  he  could  not  re- 
cover, they  did  not  choofe  to  be  at  this   ex- 
pence.     On  the  4th,  things  remained  as  be- 
fore, but  with  this  addition,  that  the  difcharge 
from  near  the  eye  had  encreafed.     As  he  af- 
fured  me,  he  received  but  one  flroke,  and  that 
the  effedls  of  this  were  highly  evident,  it  never 
occurred  to  me,  to  fearch  for  a  frefh  injury, 
where  I  could  expedl  none.     I   now  told  his 
brother,  that  if  he  came,  or  fent  at  an  early 
hour  next  day,  I  would  vifit  the   man,  from 
principles  of  commiferation.     I    accordingly 
went,  and  an  horrible  and  difagreeable  pafTage 
it    was  1      The   protufion    was   part  of   the 
brain,  become  hard  from  the  efcharotic  ;  but 
what  was     my  furprize,   on   examining    the 
place  from  whence  the  matter  came,  to  find  a 
very    confiderable     and     extended     fracflure 
Hretching  from  the  former,  to  very  near  the  or- 
''      ■       '  ■  "    '     ^      bit, 


hit,  which  proves  he  mufl  have  received  more 
than  one  or  two  blows  !  The  matter  was  di- 
gefted,  and  had  no  bad  fmell.     The  bone  was 
quite  detached  from  the  upper  orifice   of  the 
tranfverfe   fradlure,  at   its   poflerior  fide,  but 
adhered  by  means  of  the  pericranium,   at  its 
anterior  edge.     Apprehenfive  that  if  I  removed 
this  lafl  portion  of  bone,  the  brain  might  pour 
forth,  I  contented  myfelf  for  the  prefent,  with 
raifing  it  up,   by  means  of  the  elevator ;  and 
told  them,  that  if  he  held  his  ground  for  about 
fix  days  longer,  it  might  fafely  be  removed.  I 
had  accounts   of  him  from  day  to  day— That 
the  difcharge  from  the  bone  continued  ;   and 
that  excrefcences  were  pufhed  up  to  the  fore, 
but  no  requefl  to  make  another  vifit — probably 
they  expelled  I  would  do  it  from  myfelf.  This 
not  proving  the  cafe,  the   1 2th  of  lad  January 
I  was  called  on.     A  fungus  of  the  fize   of  a 
fmall  apple,  covered  the  furface  of  the  wound. 
This,  I  ealily  removed;  feparated  the  adhefion 
of  the  pericranium,  and  removed  a  piece  of  the 
anterior  part  of  the  coronal,  two  inches  long, 
an  inch  broad  at  top,  and  an  inch  and  a  quar- 
y  2  ter 
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ter  at  tlie  bottom.  Some  matter  and  blood  fol- 
lowed, but  nothing  elfe.  The  furface  was  light- 
ly drefTed  ;  the  fungufles  ceafed  to  flioot  out;  a 
conliderable  cavity  became  formed ;  a  watery 
humour  was  difcharged  at  every  dreffing,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  month  he  was  quite  well — - 
Had  I  recolled:ed  early  enough,  that  the  wound 
of  the  brain,  was  almofl:  an  inciiive  one,  I 
would  certainly  be  more  cautious  in  my  prog- 
noflic* 

Much  has  been   faid  on  the   exfoliation  of 
denudated  parts  of  the  cranium,  and  on   this 
fubjedl,  Mr.  Quefnay  *  has  publilhed  a  very 
interefting   paper.     On   fubjedts  obfcure,  and 
involved    in    difficulty,    every  pofTible    light 
fhovild  be  thrown.     On  a  careful  retrofpedlion 
of  my  own  pradlice,  I  have  met  but  little  trou- 
ble from  this  complaint.     Formerly,  when   I 
ufed  the  knife  with   a  liberal   hand,  the  bare 
bone  has   fometimes  become   difcolouredj  at 
other  times,  dry,  with  little  tendency  to  cover. 
In  both  cafes,  I  have  made  flight  perforations 

*  Memolres  de  I'Academie  Royale  de  Chirurgie,  T.,2.  p.  ^6, 
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on  the  bone,  and  tliefe  have  been  generally  fol-< 
lowed  in  two  or  three  days,  by  little  granula* 
tions  of  flefh,  and  then  by  a  new  pericranium, 
and  firm  covering.  In  fa6l,  I  have  coniidered 
Nature  as  powerful  in  her  refources ;  and  the 
feniible  Surgeon  or  Phyfician,  who  carefully 
confults  her,  in  her  own  wants,  will  no 
where  meet  a  more  ufeful  affiilant.  More  bone 
is  laid  bare  in  a  fradured  flcuU  than  is  necef- 
fary  ;  or,  at  the  very  inftant  of  the  fradlure, 
its  force  may  extend  to  little  laminse,  on  the 
outer  table  of  the  found  bone.  In  the  firft  in- 
fiance,  exfoliation  may,  or  may  not  follow  :, 
in  the  fecond,  it  certainly  will.  Why  is  the 
bone  liable  to  drynefs  or  difcoloration  in  the 
firft  inftance  ?  Is  it  not  becaufe  thefe  parts  are 
expofed  to  cold  air,  that  Nature  never  meant 
fo  to  be  ;  having,  befides,  a  particular  covering 
for  the  bone  itfelf,  flefliy  integuments  as  an 
additional  guard.  In  cafes,  like  this,  the  lighter 
and  fpe^dier  the  parts  are  dreffed,  and  the  lefs 
encumbered  with  extraneous  fubuances,  the 
fpeedier  Nature  will  bring  about  her  own  bufi- 
nefs.  Let  us  not  apprehend,  that  the  parts 
Y  3  may 
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may  iieal  too  foon,  and  fo  oppofe  Natiire's 
works.  To  the  end  of  time,  they  will  not 
heal  firmly,  if  the  bone  underneath  is  not 
found  and  covered.  So  that  in  fuch  practice, 
we  rather  retard,  than  aflift  Nature.  If  the 
bone  fliould  appear  dry  or  difcoloured,  I  would 
recommend  flight  perforations  here  and  there 
through  part  of  the  outer  table,  cover  the 
part  with  fbft  lint,  imbibed  in  fpirits  ;  and 
not  open  it,  but  every  other  day.  I  have  fome- 
times  fprinkled  the  difcoloured  bone  with  pul- 
vis  angelicus  ;  and  I  have  more  cafes  of  this 
kind,  that  fucceeded  without  an  exfoliation, 
than  that  did  with  it. 

Where  the  violence  of  the  hurt  has  extended 
to  the  injuring  parts  of  the  outer  table,  adja- 
cent to  the  fra(flure,  exfoliations  may  undoubt- 
edly be  expedled.  But  flill  let  it  be  remem- 
bered, that  it  is  the  work  of  Nature,  and  that 
fhe  will  be  our  bed  and  furefl  monitor.  Let 
us  only  fecond  her  views,  and  things  will  foon 
come  about,  without  danger  or  much  delay. 
I  have  met  with  a  variety  of  uncovered  bones  : 

I  have 
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I  have  feen  pale,  flabby  excrefcences  fprliig  "iip, 
and  at  the  fame  time  felt  the  bone  bare  under* 
neath.  I  have  from  tune  to  time-rprnikled  this 
exuberant  flefh  with  pulv.  angelic,  and  have  at 
the  fame  time,  carefully  avoided  poking  the 
bare  bone.  Things  have  in  a  fhort  time  af- 
fumed  a  better  afped  :  the  rifing  flefli  has 
grown  better  coloured  and  firmer,  and  Nature 
thus  not  interrupted  in  her  buiinefs,  has  fooii 
brought  affairs  to  an  happy  iifue !  I  have 
fometimes  obferved  a  black  fpeck  in  the  mid- 
dle of  this  flefh,  and  to  rife  with  it.  This,  I 
have  to  a  certainty  known,  to  be  a  fcale  from 
the  bone.  I  have  not  neverthelefs  poked  the 
fore  with  my  probe,  nor  altered  my  dreffmg — 
namely,  dry  foft  lint,  fometimes  animated  with 
the  efcharotic ;  and  in  two  or  three  days  have, 
with  my  forceps,  removed  a  fcale  of  the  bone, 
often  larger  than  a  fliiiling  ;  and  every  thing 
has  terminated  happily.  The  following  in- 
ftance  produced  the  greatefl  number  of  exfoli- 
ations I  ever  met  with  ;  and  I  have  thera- 
fore  referved  it  for  this  place. 
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CASE    LXXXII. 


William  Davi tt,  clothier  of  this  City, 
had  fome  difpute  with  a  flout,  athletic  young 
wench,  who,  from  the  confequences,  we  may 
conclude,  was  not  polTefTed  with  fuperabundant 
paflivenefs  and  mildnefs.  It  happened  in  the 
middle  of  the  day,  at  the  Market-houfe.  He 
called  her  by  fome  hard  name,  and  fhe  diredlly 
proflrated  him.  He  fell  on  his  back,  and  flie 
feized  a  large  brafs  weight,  and  firuck  him  re- 
peatedly on  the  left  fide  of  the  coronal,  and  a 
little  above  the  frontal  linus.  The  man  was 
carried  off  j  and  being  informed,  that  he  was 
cxtreinely  poor,  and  had  a  good  many  chil- 
dren, I  was  impelled,  from  motives  of  hii ma- 
nicy,  to  viiit  and  aiild  him.  The  fra6ture  was 
confiderable,  and  the  bone  deeply  beat  in.  I 
trepanned  hhn  next  morning,  raifed  the  de- 
prefTion,  but  I  made  a  much  freer  ufe  of  the 
knife  at  that  time,  Eind  long  before  it,  than 

I  did 


I  did  fince.  In  the  courfe  of  fome  days,  gra- 
nulations appeared  in  fome  parts ;  in  others, 
the  bone  was  difcoloured  and  duflcy.  The  di- 
feafed  bone  I  fprinkled  with  pulvis  angelicus, 
and  the  whole  furface  was  drelTed  with  foft 
dry  lint.  I  never  oppofed  the  a6l  of  healing  ; 
and  I  even  THEN  conjedlured,  it  would  ad- 
vance the  fcaling  of  the  difeafed  bone.  The 
event  fhewed  I  was  right.  One  or  two  black 
points  of  the  fcales  appeared,  and  in  two  or 
three  days  after  were  removed,  Thefe  were 
followed  by  others,  which  were  taken  away 
with  equal  facility.  Still  the  great  objedl  of 
healing  went  on,  and  met  with  no  oppofitioa 
by  an,  impertinent  intrufion  of  the  probe* 
Even  when  the  cicatrice  was  almofl  formed, 
two  fplints,  one  of  them  larger  than  a  fliilling, 
prefented  themfelves  to  the  furface  of  the  fore  I 
This  man  got  a  lafting  cure,  and  is  now  in  per- 
fedl  health,  though  it  is  about  twenty  years 
fince  he  and  this  gentle  nymph  had  the 
fracas, 

Thae 
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That  I  may  leave  nothing  unfaid,  with  reA 
pedl  to  diforders,  produced  by  injuries  to,  and 
falls  on  the  headj  I  fhall  now  prefent  to  the 
deader,  two  mod  fingular  cafes — I  believe  the 
only  ones  extant — of  a  moft  alarming  and  me- 
lancholy nature.  They  occurred  in  the  fpace 
of  five  years;  yet,  from  their  happening  in 
fo  circumferibed  a  part  of  the  kingdom,  I  fu£- 
pedl  they  mufl  have  been  more  frequently  met 
with,  did  gentlemen  take  pains  to  preferve  dia- 
ries of  remarkable  cafes.  A  partial  or  incom- 
plete diilocation  of  the  vertebra  of  the  neck, 
from  a  fall  on  the  head,  it  muft  be  confeifed  is 
a  new  cafe  ;  though  fudden  deaths,  from  a 
complete  diflocation,  in  hunting  or  hard  rid- 
ing, is  by  no  means  fo* 
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CASE       LXXXIII, 


About  twenty  years  ago,  when  the  late 
Speaker's,  now  the  See-houfe,  was  building, 
one  of  the  mafons  fell  back  from  the  fcaf- 
fold,  then  not  above  four  or  five  feet  high, 
head-foremofb,  on  a  foft,  grafTy  mould,  and 
when  taken  up,  vi^as  totally  deprived  |of  mo- 
tion and  fenfation  !  In  this  helplefs  conditi- 
on, he  was  carried  home  on  a  door,  his 
head  clofe  fliaved  ;  and  he  was  vifited  by 
other  gentlemen,  as  well  as  by  me.  No  vei^ 
tige  of  any  injury  v/hatever,  could  be  traced 
in  any  part  of  the  head.  He  w^as  compofed 
and  feniible,  his  pulfe  flow  and  flrong,  but 
from  about  the  third  vertebra  of  the  neck, 
down,  he  was  deprived  of  motion  or  feeling  I 
His  head  was  ftiff,  and  a  little  bent  back,  but 
his  chin  feemed  puflied  forward.  We  dire(5lecl 
£    warming,  invigorating  leniment,  to   chafe 

the 


the  head  and  fpinal  marrow,  and  the  Hmbs 
to  be  rubbed  with  a  flefh  brufii.  I  know 
not,  whether  lie  was  regularly  vilited  after 
this  ;  fo  ii^all  confine  myfelf  to  what  came 
wichin  my  own  1:0,0 wledge.  About  fix  hours 
after,  I  paid  him  a  fecond  viiic,  and  what- 
ever doubts  I  had  entertained,  as  to  the  na- 
ture of  the  injury,  were  now  completely  done 
away.  His  difcharges  by  ftool  and  urine 
were  involuntary;  and,  of  courfe,,  there  vsras  a 
vifible  preimre  on  the  fpinal-marrow.  I  ex- 
amined the  vertebra  of  the  neck,  and  could 
feel  no  fenfible  projedlion  in  any  one  of 
them.  I  placed  one  hand  under  his  chin, 
and  the  other  at  his  poll,  to  draw  up  the 
head  as  much  as  I  could  ;  and  from  this,  he 
acknowledged  a  fenfible  and  momentary  relief. 
I  caufed  a  flrong  man  to  prefs  down  his  fhoul- 
ders,  and  then  attempted  a  more  violent  ex- 
tenfion.  This  procured  him  more  eafe,  but 
the  effedl  immediately  ceafed  with  the  caufe. 
I  faw  him  no  more,  but  heard  the  involun- 
tary difcharges  foon  produced  excoriations 
and   gangrene,    and  he  died  the    third  day. 

"Whatever 
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Whatever  opinions  other  Gentleinen  might  en- 
tertain of  this  cafe,  it  was  to  me,  ckdV  and  de- 
cided, that  a  partial  preiTure  of  the  ipiiial  u,oT^ 
row,  at  the  third  vertebra  of  the  neck,  was  the 
caufe  of  his  death.  I  wifhed  to  examine  the 
parts,  after  difTolution,  but  would  not  be  per-^ 
mitted.

About  five  years  after,  a  fervant  to  Mr. 
Arthur,  of  Gleanomra,  but  who  was  then  a 
reiident  in  this  City,  in  ailifling  to  make  a 
flack  of  hay,  fell  backwards  from  the  fide  of 
the  flack,  at  no  great  diftance  from  the  ground. 
His  head  came  firft  to  the  foft  mould,  and  he 
was  taken  up  motionlefs  and  totally  infenfible, 
from  the  neck  down,  and  his  natural  difcharges 
were  involuntary.  The  family  Phyfician  and 
Surgeon  were  fent  for,  and  attended  him  for 
three  days.  Mr.  Arthur  then  begged,  I  would 
vific,  on  principles  of  humanity  and  charity. 
I  did  fo.  The  head  was  fliff,  and  a  little  bent 
back,  and  the  chin  protruded,  exaclly  as  in  the 
former  cafe.  I  carefully  examined  the  verte- 
brae of  the  neck — for  thefe  ©f  the  back  and 
loins  were  out  of  the  queflion.  I  imagined 
there  was  a  fmall  preternatural  projedlion 
of   the  fourth  vertebra.     I  made  fuch  an  ex- 

tenfion 
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tenfion,  as  in  tlie  preceding  cafes.     He  found 
himfelf  much  relieved,  and  continued  longer 
fo  than  the  mafon.     This  encouraged  me  to 
propofe  a  kind  of  fufpending  band,  by  which 
the  head  could  be  raifed  up  in  a  flraight  line, 
and  by  way  of  counter-extenfion,  the  llioul- 
ders  prefTed   down    by  one   or  two   perfons, 
whilft,  with  a  finger,  the  projeding  vertebra 
might  be   prefTed  into  its   place,  but  I  heard 
that  my  propofal   was  turned  into  [a  kind  of 
fneer.     So  not  choofing  to  enter  into  any  kind 
of  altercation  with  gentlemen,  whofe  purfuits 
in  the   line  of  medicine,   are  different  from 
mine,  I  ceafed  befhowing   any  further  atten- 
tion to  this  cafe.     The  man  died  the  feventh 
day,  and  it  is  very  probable  it  would  be  the 
cafe,  had  even  my  method  been  adopted.

X  N  the  courfe  of  the  preceding  iheets,  I  had 
frequent  occafions  to  remark,  that  in  every 
Ikull,  the  injury  was  more  extended  on  the  in- 
ternal than  the  external  table  of  the  bone, 
the  following  cafe  which  occurred  iince  the 
finifhing  the  Work,  is  too  important,  and  too 
much  in  point  to  be  omitted. 


CASE      LXXXV. 

WILLIAM  MOORE,  one  of  our 
Mail-Coach-Drivers,  fell  into  idle  company,  on 
the  night  of  the  5th  of  laft  September  j  a  dif^ 
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pute  arofe,  and  he  received  three  fevere 
wounds  on  the  fuperior  part  of  the  left  pa- 
rietal bone,  each  above  two  inches  long,  all 
jagged  and  deformed,  being  iriflidled  by  blows 
of  a  large  kitchen  tongs.  The  firft  was  near 
the  fagital  future  ;  the  fecond  in  a  line  uearly 
correfponding  with  it ;  and  the  third  was 
a  little  more  pofleriorly.  The  night  of  the 
6th,  he  was  brought  into  the  Hofpital  ;  and 
next  morning  I  examined  him.  In  the  firft 
wound  I  eafily  perceived  the  bone  bare ;  in  the 
other  two,  not  fenllibly  fo.  But  as  I  am  nor 
over-fond  of  too  much  poking,  I  concluded 
in  a  couple  of  days,  when  fuppuration  was 
eftablifhed,  I  could  be  more  decided,  and  with 
lefs  pain  and  trouble.  Soft  lint  was  laid  on 
the  furface  of  the  wound,  covered  by  diges- 
tive, and  the  head  bound  np.  The  pulfe 
were  pretty  full  and  hard,  and  he  complained 
of  head-ach.  Some  blood  was  therefore  drawn, 
and  he  took  powders  of  nitre  and  jalap  to  open 
the  body.  The  tenth,  I  had  a  confultation, 
and  it  was   not  decided,  whether  there  was  a 
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fradlure  or  not.     The  eleventh,  I  found  a  free 
communication   between  the  firfl  and  fecond 
wound,  and  that  the  bone  was  here  alfo  bare. 
I  diredlly  opened  the  communication,  and  re- 
moved fome  of  the  detached  integuments.     I 
now   found  to  my   furprize,    in   this  fecond 
wound,  a  confiderable  fracflure,  with  great  de- 
prefTion.   I  cleared  away  the  parts  to  make  way 
for  the  trephine  ;  but  being   a  good  deal  fa- 
tigued with  other  bufinefs  in  the  houfe,  I  de- 
ferred it  to  next  morning.     That  night  I  was 
ferved  with  a  crown  fummons,  to  attend  the 
AfTizes  of  Ennis  next  day,  and  fet  off  at  an  early 
hour  next  morning.     I  did  not  return  till  late 
the  15th,  and  next  morning  I  found  my  man 
jufl  as  I  left  him,  but  free  from  fever,  head- 
ach,  or  any   alarming  fymptoms.     I  applied 
the  crown  of  the  trephine  jufh  to  the  edge  of 
the  fradlure,  and  having  made  fo  deep  an  im- 
preiTion,  that  a  little  blood  appeared  at  the  fides 
of  the  perforation,  and  upon  examining  with 
a  quill,  found  the  bone  nearly  divided  in  every 
part  ;  .  I    introduced    the   elevator,    thinking 
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gently  to  free  the  bone  ;  but  what  was  my  fur- 
prize,  when  the  external  table  feparated  entirely, 
and  the  internals  flill  covering  the  brain !  I 
drefTed  lightly,  and  having  a  ftrong  depen- 
dance  on  my  hand,  the  next  morning,  I  applied 
the  inftrument  to  the  fecond  table,  and  with  a 
good  deal  of  caution,  fairly  removed  the  piece  ! 
The  elevator  was  now  introduced,  the  depreffed 
piece  raifed  to  its  level,  and  the  man  got  an 
expeditious  cure.  In  this  cafe,  we  fee  the 
fradlure  of  the  internal  table  to  ftream  from 
the  fradlure,  and  und-er  the  found  bone  I 
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
